To  His  Excellency  Hemby  H.  Cbapo,  Commander-in-Chiff: 

Sib — ^The  Report  of  this  Department  for  the  years  1865  and 
1866,  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report  from  this  office,  Dec.  31,  1864, 
the  Eleyenth  Begiment  of  Infantry  of  this  State  was  in  pro- 
cess of  reorganization,  and  recruiting  was  going  on  for  a  new 
Begiment  of  that  arm,  to  be  called  the  Thirtieth,  designed  for 
duty  on  the  Michigan  Frontier.  Little  progress  had  been 
made,  however,  in  filling  up  the  former  of  these  Regiments; 
until  February,  1865,  when  vigorous  measures  towards  that 
end  were  adopted,  and  oh  the  4th  of  March,  four  Companies 
left  camp  at  Jackson,  for  Nashville,  Tenn.  On  the  18th  of  the 
same  month,  the  remaining  six  Companies,  and  the  Field  and 
Staff  Officers  had  completed  their  organization,  and  on  that 
day,  also  took  the  route  to  Nashville,  the  mueter-in-roUs  of  the 
Regiment  showing  a  strength  of  898  officers  and  men. 

The  Thirtieth  had  its  ranks  filled  on  the  0th  of  January  of 
the  same  year,  and  completed  its  muster-in  on  that  day,  with  a 
force  of  959  officers  and  men.  It  was  at  once  assigned  to  duty 
along  the  Detroit  and  St.  Clair  Eivers,  with  headquarters  at 
Fort  Gratiot. 

Tables  were  presented  in  the  report  for  1864,  which  exhibited 
the  operations  of  each  sub-district  in  the  State,  under  the  ee* 
tablished system  of  "Enrolling  and  calling  out  the  National 
Forces,"  from  the  practical  adoption  of  that  system,  Sept.  19, 
1863,  to  the  Slst  of  October,  1864.  There  was  pending  also  at' 
the  date  of  its  presentation,  a  call  of  the  President  of  the  United 
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States,  ander  date  of  Dec.  19,  1863,  for  three  hnndred  thoor 
Band  additional  troops,  the  qaota  of  Michigan,  under  it,  being 
10,010. 

The  snooessfnl  operations  of  the  United  States  Armies  haying 
brought  the  war  to  a  dose,  by  the  ntter  oyerthrow  of  the  Bebel 
forces  early  in  the  spring  of  1865,  orders  were  at  once  issued 
to  abandon  all  pending  measures  for  the  r&enforcement  of  the 
National  arms,  and  recruiting,  as  well  as  operations  under  the 
draft,  ceased  on  the  14th  of  April  Frenous  to  that  date  and 
subsequent  to  the  1st  of  Noyember,  1864,  there  had  been  raised 
in  this  State  9,382  recruits,  of  whom  7,547  yoluntarily  enlisted 
in  the  Army  and  53  in  the  Nayy,  and  1,1[83  were  drafted,  as 
will  appear  in  detail  in  the  following  exhibit,  preference  being 
made  to  the  Beport  of  1864,  for  the  figures^contained  in  the 
eighth  column: 
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number  previously  raued  therein  under  the  Enrollment  fydem, 
and  the  total  number  credited  to  each  sub-district  during  the 
period  in  which  that  system  ums  in  operation,  /rem  Sept.  19, 
1863,  to  the  dose  of  the  War:

'Reference  to  former  reports  of  this  office  will  show  that  pre- 
vk>a3  to  the  adoption  of  the  enrollment  system  by  the  General 
Goremment,  efforts  had  been  made  to  preserve  as  nearly  as 
possible  a  record  of  the  county  residence  of  the  Tolonteers  Who 
£lled  the  Michigan  Rdgiments.  This  record,  nnder  the  oir- 
eumstances,  was  necessarily  somewhat  incomplete,  bnt  con- 
eideriog  the  number  enlisted,  its  accuracy,  as  far  as  it  goes, 
has  been.f  jund  surprisingly  correct.  In  addition  to  deficien* 
oies  arising  from  the  impossibility  of  ascertaining  the  residence 
of  persons  known  to  have  enlisted,  the  entire  Regiment  of 
three' months  volunteers  enlisting  at  the  beginning  of  the  war 
is  omitted  ffom  the  results  obtained,  it  having  been  mustered 
out  of  serviea  before  the  record  referred  to  was  opened.  This 
explanation  should  bo  borne  in  mind  in  an  examination  of  the 
subjomed  table,  the  grand  total  of  which  i^  materially  redooed 
by  the  causes  referred  to.

It  would  have  been  more  satisfactory  if  this  report  conld 
have  added  to  the  details  of  the  foregoing  tables  some  partica- 
lars  as  regards  the  number  of  colored  soldiers  and  sailors  fur- 
nished by  the  State,  the  number  of  representative  recruits 
placed  in  the  field,  and  the  proportion  of  substitutes  included 
in  the  general  appellation  of  recruits.  But  the  tables  of  the 
ProTOst  Marshal's  Department  in  this  State  have  not  preserved 
the  distinctions  necessary  to  this  classification,  and  it  cannot 
therefore  be  presented.  It  will  afford  an  approximate  idea, 
however,  of  the  number  of  colored  troops  sent  from  Michigan, 
to  state  that  the  records  of  this  office  show  that  1,453  men  were 
recruited  for  the  102d  U.  S.  (1st  Michigan,)  Colored  Infantry. 
It  is  known  also  that  previous  to  the  organization  of  this  Reg- 
iment there  were  a  number  of  enlistments  in  the  State  for 
colored  regiments  being  raised  elsewhere. 

In  connection  with  the  sketches  of  the  services  of  Michigan 
regiments,  given  in  this  and  previous  reports,  the  subjoined 
tables,  setting  forth  in  compaet  form,  facts  in  reference  to  their 
organization,  term  of  service,  date  of  muster,  departure  and 
return,  &a,  will  be  of  interest  and  value:

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MICHIGAN  TROOPS  IN  THE  FIELD. 


In  the  preceding  Annual  Beports  of  thid  Department,  have 
iMen  indnded,  aketobea  of  the  serrioes  of  the  Tariona  organiza- 
tkuLB  daring  the  periods  which  the  reports  referred  to  cover, 
and  the  subjoined  sketches  embrace,  so  far  as  reported,  their 
servioes  from  Nov.  Ist,  1864,  to  the  date  of  their  master  oat  of 
aerrioe,  which,  together  with  those  in  previoaa  Beports,  give  a 
brief  outline  of  their  services  and  operations  during  the  whole 
time  which  they  were  in  the  field. 

FoUowing  the  sketches  in  this  report  are  recorded  the  Bat- 
tles and  Skirmishes  in  which  each  organization  has  partici- 
pated daring  the  war. 

The  Begiments  having  all  been  mustered  out  of  service  pre- 
^ous  to  the  date  of  this  Beport,  the  names  of  the  officers  and 
enlisted  men  who  were  serving  with  them  at  the  time  of  their 
.muster  out,  are  included  in  the  list  of  causalties  reported  in 
4he  Appendix. 

ENGINEERS  AND  MECHANICS. 
'  On  the  Slst  October,  1864,  the  original  term  of  the  Begi. 
ment  expired,  and  such  Officers  as  desired  to  leave  the  service 
were^mustered  out,  also  the  enlisted  men  whose  term  of  enlist- 
ment had  expired.  The  r^' enlisted  veterans,  together  with  the 
rewnits  who  had  joined  the  Begiment,  enabled  it  to  maintain 
its  f  uU  strength  and  organization  entire.  From  the  1st  to  the 
15th  of  November,  the  Begiment,  with  the  exception  of  Com- 
panies L  and  M,  was  stationed  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  was  em- 
ployed  in  constructing; defences,  destroying  rebel  works,  de- 
pots, rolling  mills,  foundries,  gas  works  and  other  rebel 
property,  tearing  up  and  rendering  useless  the  various  railroad 
7 
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tracks  in  thd  yicinity.    On  the  16th  Nov.,  attached  to  the  14th 
Army  Corps,  it  marched  from  Atlanta  as  a  x>art  of  the  Engi- 
neer force  of  Gen.  Sherman's  Army,  to  Sandersvillo,    Ga., 
thence  moved  with  the  20th  Army  Corps  to  Horse  Creek, 
where  it  received  orders  to  join  the  17th  Corps,  with  which  it 
marched  to  Savannah,  reaching  there  December  10th     During 
the  march  the Eegiment  was  required  to  keep  pace  with  the 
movements  of  the  Army,  traveling  over  20  miles  a  day,  and 
during  the  time  was  employed  in  tearing  up  Railroad  track, 
twisting  rails,  destroying  bridges,  repairing  and  making  roads 
through  marshes,  and  building  and  repairing  bridges.     On  the 
10th  and  11th  December,  the  Ilegiment  built  a  dam  across  the 
Ogechee  Canal,  under  fire  of  the  rebel  batteries.  From  that  time 
until  after  the  evacuation  of  Savannah  by  the  enemy,  the  Regi- 
ment was  constantly  at  work  taking  up  Railroad  track  and  de- 
stroying the  rails  of  the  several  Railroads  leading  out  of  the 
city,  and  in  constructing  long  stretches  of  corduroy  road  for 
passing  and  re-passing  wagon  trains.    On  the  23d  December 
it  moved  into  the  city,  and  on  the  2Sth  commenced  work  on 
the  fortifications  laid  out  by  direction  of  Gen.  Sherman.  These 
works,  constructed  by  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Regi- 
ment, were  over  two  miles  in  length,  and  included  several  strong 
batteries  and  Lunettes.    January  Sd,  1865,  the  Regiment  was 
again  in  motion,  marching  to  Pooler's  Station,  to  convert  the 
Railroad  into  a  wagon  road,  and  again  returning  to  Savan> 
nah.    On  the  26th  it  embarked  on  transports  for  Beaufort,  S. 
C,  and  on  the  31st  started  with  the  Army  on  its  march  to 
Goldsboro,  N.  C.    The  Regiment  moved  with^  the  16th  Corps 
to  Banbury,  S.  C,  and  thence  with  the  20th  Corps  to  Colum- 
bia, then  with  the   nth  <'orps  to  Fayetteville,  and  thenoe 
to  Goldsboro  with  the  20th  Corps,  where  it  arrived  on  the  23d 
March.    It  is  estimated  that  during  this  campaign,  besides 
making  and  repairing  a  great  distance  of  corduroy  road,  the 
Regiment  destroyed  and  twisted  the  rails  of  thirty  miles  of  Rail- 
road track,  and  built  eight  or  ten  important  bridges  and  cross- 
^ogs.    At  Edisto  the  bridge  was  constructed  under  fire  from 
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the  enemy's  Sharp-Shooters.  At  Uaglies,  Little  and  Big 
Lynch  Creeks,  the  bridges  and  crossings  were  built  by  working 
in  the  night  At  the  latter  place^the  water  was  waist  deep, 
and  where  a  foot  crossing  was  made  iu  one  night  nearly  a  mlk 
in  length,  and  the  next  day  the  same  distance  was  corduroyed 
for  the  Army  trains  to  pass  over.  M  Columbia  the  Eegiment 
was  employed  in  destroying  factories  and  stores;  at  Cheraw, 
Ordnance  and  stores;  at  Fayetteville  the  arsenal  shops  and 
stores. 

Companies  L  and  M,  which  had  been  detached  from  the 
Begiment  early  in  the  summer  of  1864,  and  placed  upon  the 
defences  at  Steipnson,  Ala.,  hayiug  completed  these  defences,. 
which  consistea  of  a  system  of  eight  Block  Houses,  were  re- 
tained in  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  to  be  employed  on  the 
defences  of  the  NashTille  and  Chattanooga  llailroad,  and  on 
the  2Sth  Nov.  were  moved  to  Elk  Eiver  Bridge,  and  stationed 
in  detachments  along  the  line  of  the  liailroad,  to  Fort  llose- 
crans,    at  Murfreesboro,  engaged  v.hen  not  interrupted  by 
Hood's  Army,  in  building  Block  Houses.    During  most  of  the 
month  of  December,  these  detachmeius,  except  the  one  at  Elk 
Eiyer  Bridge,  were  doing  duty  in  Fort  Bosecrans  while  Nash- 
ville and  Murfreesboro  was  invested  by  the  forces  under  Hood 
and  Forrest,  and  were  engaged  in  completing  and  repairing 
the  works  at  the  Fort.    On  the  loth  December,  a  detachment 
of  Company  L,  with  several  Companies  of  an  Illinois  Regiment 
which  had  been  sent  out  to  assist  in  bringing  in  a  Railroad 
train  of  provisions  sent  from  Stevenson,  Ala.,  were  captured, 
after  six  hours  hard  fighting.    Companies  L  and  M  left  Mur- 
freesboro March  Ist^  1865,  to  join  the  Begiment,  and  proceeded 
by  rail  via  Louisville,  Lidianapolis,  Crestline,  Pittsburgh  and 
Philadelphia,  to  New  York,  where  they  took  Steamer  to  Beau- 
fort, N.  C,  and  thence  by  raU  to  Newbem,  joining  the  Regi- 
ment at  Goldsboro,  on  the  25th  of  March. 

On  the  10th  of  April  General  Sherman's  Army  broke  camp 
at  Goldsboro,  the  Begiment  moving  with  the  20th  Corps  and 
soon  after  reached  Baleigh,  where  it  remained  until  the  nego- 
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tialioiis  w«n  eompktad  for  tlie  snmnder  of  Jobaaloii's  Annyp 
and  on  the  80th  mored  with  the  17th  Corps,  on  the  mmh  to 
WMhingtmi,  ofOMiiig  the  Bdtnoake  Birer  at  Monroe,  eadpeas- 
iBg  through  the  dties  of  Petersbnrg,  Bibhmond  end  Alexia* 
drift,  Ya.  On  the  S4ththe  Regiment  passed  in  the  review  of 
the  Armies  at  Washington,  and  went  into  camp  near  Gteoige- 
town,  D.  C  Early  in  Jnne  it  was  ordered  to  LooisnUe,  Ky., 
to  report  to  Major  General  Thomas,  commanding  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Cumberland,  and  was  ordered  to  Nashville,  Tenn., 
where  it  arrived  Jnly  1st  There  the  Regiment  was  employed 
upon  the  defenses  nntil  September  22d,  when  it  was  mustered 
out  of  service  and  ordered  to  this  State,  arrivi^  at  the  ren- 
dezvous, at  Jackson,  September  25th,  and  on  the  1st  of  Octo- 
ber was  paid  off  and  disbanded.

FIRST  CAVALRY. 
This  Begiment,  on  the  1st  of  November,  1864,  was  with  Ghen. 
Sheridan's  army  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  and  lay  at  Gamp 
Bnssell,  near  Winchester,  Va.,  making  preparations  to  go  into 
winter  quarters,  and  engaged  on  picket  duty  and  in  making 
reconnoissance  nntil  February  27th,  1865,  when  it  broke  camp 
and  moved  with  the  Oavaby  Corps  towards  Stanton,  Va.,  being 
the  commencement  of  General  Sheridan's  celebrated  raid  to 
the  James  River.  On  the  8th  of  March  the  regiment  became 
engaged  with  a  portion  of  Bosser's  Cavalry,  near  Louisa  Court 
House,  and  assisted  in  routing  the  rebel  force,  capturing  the 
town,  in  which  was  destroyed  a  large  amount  of  property;  the 
railroad  depot,  with  rolling  stock  and  telegraph  office  was  also 
destroyed.  The  Regiment  also  participated  in  tearing  up  the 
track  and  burning  the  railroad  property  along  the  line  of  the 
Lynchburg  and  Oordonsville  Railroad,  and  in  destroying  and

zendeEing  nidcM  tlie  locks,  aqueducts  and  mills  on  the  line  of 
the  James  BiTer  Canal.  The  command  reached  White  House 
I^mdiDg  on  the  19th  of  March,  and  soon  after,  with  the  Cay- 
alzy  Ooips,  joined  the  Arm j  of  the  Potomac,  and  proceedea  to 
the  left  of  the  line.  On  the  80th  of  March  the  Begiment  be- 
came engaged  with  the  rebel  cavalry,  and  assisted  in  driying 
them  within  theur  works  at  Five  Forks.  The  Slst  of  March 
and  1st  of  April  it  was  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  Five  Fork% 
and  on  the  Sd  at  the  South  Side  Railroad;  on  the  4th  ai 
Dock  Pond  Mills;  on  the  6th  at  the  battle  of  the  Bidges,  or 
Sailor's  CSreek,  and  on  the  8th  and  9th  at  Appomattox  Court 
House. 

After  the  surrender  of  Lee  the  Regiment  moved  with  the 
Cavalry  Corps  to  Petersburgh,  Ya.,  where  it  remained  for  i^ 
short  time,  and  then  went  with  the  Army  into  North  Carolina; 
from  thence  it  marched  to  Washington,  D.  C,  and  participated 
in  the  review  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  on  the  23d  of  May, 
and  immediately  thereafter,  with  the  Michigan  Cavalry  Brig- 
ade, was  ordered  West,  and  proceeded  by  rail  via  the  Balti* 
more  &  Ohio  Railroad  and  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers  by 
steamer,  to  St  Louis,  and  thence  by  steamer  via  the  Missouri 
Biver,  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  where  it  was  made  known  thatite 
future  operations  were  to  be  on  the  Plains,  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Bocky  Mountains,  amongst  the  hostile  Indians  then  in- 
festing that  region  of  country.  The  reception  of  the  informa- 
tion that  in  addition  to  the  many  arduous  campaigns  through 
which  it  had  already  passed,  and  in  all  of  which  it  had  done 
so  much  fUthfol  and  gallant  service,  another  had  been  laid  oat 
for  it,  produced  much  justifiable  dissatisfaction  and  indignation; 
but  the  Begiment  having  always  been  awarded  a  high  reputa- 
tion for  good  discipline  and  subordination,  and  not  forgetting 
the  honor  of  its  State,  would  not  then  disobey  the  orders  it  re- 
ceived, but  began  its  march  across  the  Plains,  reaching  Camp 
Ck>llins,  at  the  base  of  the  Bocky  Mountains,  July  2«th,  being 
seventy  miles  west  of  Denver  City,  and  distant  seven  hundred 
milee  from  Fort  Leavenworth.    About  the  last  of  July,  Co.  A 
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was  detached  from  Camp  (.'Ollins  to  hold  a  position  at  Willow 
Springs,  where  it  had  a  skirmish  with  the  Indians,  in  which 
E^vates  Samael  L.  Matthews  ondAValter  Cotton  were  killed, 
the  C'Ompany  again  joining  the  command  at  Fort  Bridger, 
where  the  Regiment  had  arrived  Nov.  10th.  At  that  point  the 
Begiment  was  consolidated  with  the  6th  and  7th  Michigan 
(Javalry,  and  forming  an  organization  designated  as  the  Ist 
Begiment  Michigan  Veteran  Cavalry.  After  the  consolidation 
was  efTected,  eight  companies  were  sent  forward  to  Camp 
Douglas,  at  Salt  Lake  City,  four  companies  being  retained  at 
Fort  Bridger.  The  Begiment  garrisoned  these  two  stations 
until  March  10,  18G6,  when  it  was  mustered  out  of  service,  paid 
off  and  disbanded.  In  a  Special  Beport  from  this  Depart- 
ment to  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  which  is  herein  in- 
cluded, will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  the  consolidation 
and  muster  out  of  the  Begiment,  and  showing  the  great  injus- 
tice done  it  in  that  consolidation,  and  in  its  retention  in  service, 
and  also  in  its  final  discharge  and  payment.

SECOND  CAVALRY. 
The  Begiment  was  serving  in  Tennessee,  Oct  31,  1864.  On 
'November  1st  it  marched  from  Bine  Waters  towards  Shoal 
<^reek,  Alabamn,  and  w«k  atfackMl  «  v  the  enemy  at  that  point 
on  tho  Mb,  and  after  a  gull  ant  dtfense  wjis  forced  back  to 
Poor  Mile  <  'reek,  sufctaining  a  heavy  Iobs.  I'rom  tho  Dth  to  the 
l4th,  it  was  in  camp  doing  ordinary  scoutix^^  niid  picket -doty. 
On  the  15th,  it  broke  camp  and  made  a  recoiiuoissanco  to  the 
right  of  its  position,  and  encamped  at  Taylor's  Springs,  and 
remained  there  until  the  20tti,  when  it  marched  to  Lexington, 
Tenn.,  and  on  the  Slst  to  Lawrencebnrg,  where  it  was  attacked 
by  the  enemx  on  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  and  fell  back  to- 
wards Campbellsville  and  near  ('Olumbia,  skirmishing  at  both 
these  points.  The  25th  it  crossed  Duck  Iliver,  and  the  28th 
was  in  line  of  battle  near  the  Lewisburg  I 'ike.  On  the  29th  it 
retired  to  Spring  Hill,  and  was  engaged  in  Skirmishing  during 
the  day  at  that  place  and  at  Bethesda  ('hnrch.  On  the  30th  it 
was  engaged  at  Franklin,  fighting  all  day,  sustaining  ^  loss  of 
one  killed,  seTeiit<>on  wounded  and  three  missing.  The  Regi- 
ment marched  from  near  i^'rankUn,  December  1st,  to  within  a 
few  miles  of  Nashville,  and  was  in  lino  of  battle  during  the 
night.  On  the  2d,  passed  through  that  city,  crossing  the  Cum- 
berland River,  went  into  camp  at  Edgefield,  and  remained 
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there  until  the  12th,  when  it  re-orosaed  the  Cumberland,  ] 
ing  through  NashviUe,  and  encamped  on  the  Charlotte  Fikab 
On  the  15th  it  adranced  about  two  milea,  dismounted  and 
Bkirmiflhed  during  that  day  and  next;  at  sunset  mounted  and 
proceeded  in  the  direction  of  the  flarpeth  Biyer,  swimming 
that  stream,  and  thence  marching  to  Spring  HilL  Grossing 
Duck  Biver  on  the  S3d,  and  passing  through  Columbia,  on  the 
34th,  it  met  the  enemy  at  Richland  Creek,  and  fought  him  all 
day,  charging  and  driTing  him  sixteen  miles,  losing  one  killed 
and  six  wounded;  skirmishing  at  Pulaski  on  the  S5th,  and  at 
Sugar  Creek  on  the  26ih,  passing  Taylor's  Springs  on  the  SSth, 
reaching  Waterloo  on  the  31st,  remaining  there  until  the  17fh 
January,  1865,  when  it  broke  camp,  crossing  the  TrmuMsea 
River,  and  passing  through  Eastport,  luka  and  BurmmDe^ 
Miss.,  taking  six  prisoners;  thence  proceeded  to  Corinth  and 
Farmington  on  the  19th,  and  returning  via  luka,  taking  &f^ 
prisoners,  and  thence,  via  Eastport,  crossing  the  Tcnnotee 
Riyer,  reached  Waterloo  on  21st,  and  remained  there  until 
March  the  11th,  when  breaking  camp,  it  re-crossed  the  Tenn- 
essee Biyer,  marched  to  Chickasaw,  Ala.,  and  was  there  in 
camp  until  the  22d,  when  it  again  broke  camp,  passing  through 
Frankfort  and  Russellyille  on  the  24th,  crossed  Big  Ford  Creek 
on  the  25th,  reaching  Eldridge  on  the  26th,  passed  Jasper  and 
crossed  the  Mulberry  River  on  the  28th,  and  Black  Wazzior 
Biyer  on  the  29th,  and  on  the  30th  reached  Elyton.  Crossed 
Black  Warrior  again  on  April  1st,  at  Johnston's  Ferry,  swim- 
ming the  horses.  Skirmished  with  the  enemy  on  the  2d,  at 
Trion,  and  on  the  3d  arrived  at  Tuscaloosa,  surprising  and 
taking  prisoners  the  pickets,  capturing  the  diy,  three  cannon, 
and  taking  a  large  number  of  prisoners.  After  destroying  a 
large  number  of  buildings  containing  rebel  stores,  and  burning 
the  bridge,  the  Begiment  marched  to  Bridgeville,  where  it  waa 
attacked  on  the  6th,  and  after  a  brisk  engagement,  with  a  lom 
of  three  wounded,  repulsed  the  enemy.  Continuing  the  mareh 
towards  Northport,  passed  it  and  Windham's  Springs.  On  the 
18th,  crossed  Wolf  Creek;  on  the  14th,  Lost  Creek  and  Blade 
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Watar;  on  tU  lOih,  Blaok  Warrior,  and  the  Gooaa  at  Imlt's 
Fenj;  on  the  22d, readung Talladaga.  Skirmiabed  with  Oen. 
HjU's  brigade  on  the  23d,  loaing  two  IdDed  and  taking  one 
piece  of  artillery.  Croaeed  a  branch  of  the  Talladaga  on  the 
Mth,  and  the  Tallapooea  on  the  25th,  paaaing  through  Bowden, 
Oa.  CSroMuig  the  Obattahoodhie  on  the  26th9  and  marohing, 
fria  Neroman  and  Forsyth,  anriying,  May  lat,  at  ICaoon,  where 
it  remained  in  Camp  nntQ  July  17th,  when  the  Regiment  was 
broken  ixp  into  detachments,  which  were  sent  to  garrison 
Perry,  Thomaston,  Bamsrille,  Forsyth,  and  Milledgeyille,  two 
oompaiiiea,  with  the  headquarters,  remaining  at  Macon.  On 
the  ITtfa  of  Angnst  it  was  mnatared  out  of  serrice,  and  ar- 
rired  in  the  State  Angnst  26tliyand  was  paid  off  and  disbanded 
atJaekaon.

THIRD  GAVALRY. 
During  the  months  of  Noyember,  1864,  and  Febraary,  1865» 
this  Regiment  oonstitated  the  garrison  of  the  post  at  BrownsyUIe 
Station,  on  the  Memphis  &  Little  Book  Railroad,  and  was  alflo 
occupied  in  scouting  along  the  line  of  that  Iroad,  making  aereral 
expeditions  as  far  south  as  Arkansas  Post,  on  the  Arkansas 
river,  collecting  large  droves  of  cattle,  and  thereby  furnishing 
nearly  all  the  beef  required  for  the  supply  of  the  entire  anny, 
then  serving  in  the  Department  of  Arkansas.  At  Brownsville 
Station  the  Regiment  erected  a  complete  set  of  winter  qoarters 
and  stables,  so  neatly  and  tastefully  arranged 'as  to  present  the 
appearance  of  an  important  town,  which  attracted  so  mueh  at- 
tention as  to  result  in  a  change  of  its  name  from  *'  BrownsviUe 
Station,"  to  "Michigan  City."  The  very  active  duty  of  the 
Regiment  at  that  time  was  so  conducive  to  the  health  of  the 
men,  that  1,008  were  daily  reported  present  for  duty,  and  less 
than  three  per  cent,  were  on  the  sick  list  Early  in  Febroaiy 
the  Regiment  was  selected  to  constitute  part  of  a  Division  then 
being  organized  for  active  and  important  service  in  early 
spiling,  and  was  assigned  to  the  1st  Brigade,  1st  Division,  7th 
Army  Corps,  and  moved  to  Brownsville.  On  the  14th  |of  Maroh 
the  Brigade  was  transferred  from  the  Department  of  Arkansas 
to  the  Military  Division  of  West  Mississippi,  to  join  the  troops 
under  Major  General  Oanby,  designed  to  operate/ against  Mo- 
bile, and  the  Regiment  proceeded  by  ste  amer  to  New  Orieans, 
arriving  at  Oarrolton,  Li.,  March  23d,  and  embarked  for  Mo- 
bile early  in  April.    After  the  fall  of  Mobile,  it  was  employed  on 
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ou^port  doty  until  the  snnender  of  the  Confederate  foroes 
east  of  the  Missianppi  riyer,  when  the  Regiment  was  se- 
leeted  as  the  escort  of  Major  Oeneral  Oanl^  on  the  oo- 
oaskm  of  his  reoeiTing  the  formal  snrrender  of  the  rebel  Oen- 
anl  Tajlor  and  his  army.    It  left  Mobile  May  8,  and  marohed 
aeross  the  oonntiy  to  Baton  Bonge,  La.,  reaohiDg  there  on  the 
SSd.    When  Major  General  Sheridan  assumed  the  command 
of  the  Military  IXiision  of  the  South-west,  the  Regiment  was 
selected  and  ordered  to  report  to  him  for  duty,  and  «iras  im- 
mediately prepared  to  join  the  expedition  to  Texas,  and  left 
Baton  Bonge  for  Shreeyeport,  June  lOtb,  and  commenced  its 
march  into  Texas  from  the  latter  place  July  lOih,  traversing 
two-thirds  the  breadth  of  that  State,  arriving  on  the  2d  of 
Angnst  at  San  Antonio.    At  that  point  the  Begiment  was 
stationed,  performing  garrison   duty  and  employed  in  the 
neoeesaiy  scoutiDg  for  the  protection  of  the  frontier  as  far  as 
the  Bio  Chramde,  on  the  Mexicon  border,  and  in  funushing 
escorts  for  supply  trains.    The  Begiment  comprised  a  part  of 
the  1st  Brigade,  1st  Oavalry  Division,  Military  Division  of  the 
Gulf,  and  had  its  head-quarters  at  San  Antonio  until  February 
16th,  1866,  when  it  was  dismounted,  mustered  out  of  service, 
and  proceeded,  via  Victoria,  to  Ijidianob,  on  foot,  and  thence 
by  steamer  to  New  Orleans  and  Cairo,  where  it  took  rail  for 
Jackson,  Mich.,  arriving  there  March  10th,  and  on  the  15th 
was  paid  off  and  disbanded.

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FOURTU  CAVALRY. 

At  the  date  of  last  Report,  Oct.  3 let,  1864,  this  Begi- 
ment  had  been  dismonnted  and  ordered  to  Nashville,  Tenn., 
and  thence  to  Lonisrille,  Ky.,  to  reorganize  and  equip.  It 
remained  there  until  the  latter  part  of  December,  during 
which  time  it  had  been  remounted,  fully  equipped  and  fur- 
nished with  new  Spencer's  carbines,  the  Regiment  numbering 
twenty-three  officers  and  six  hundred  and  ninety-six  enlisted 
men.  On  the  28th  of  December  it  marched  from  Louisville, 
through  Mt.  Washington,  Bardstown,  New  Haven,  Elizabeth- 
town,  SoAora  and  Mumfordsville,  crossing  Green  Riyer  and 
passing  through  WoodsonviUe,  Cave  City,  Bowling  Qreen  and 
Mitchelville,  arriving  at  Nashville,  January  8 tb,  1865,  where  it 
remained  three  days,  making  preparations  for  continuing  the 
march.  On  the  12th  it  broke  camp  and  commenced  the 
march,  passing  through  Nashville,  Franklin,  Spring  HiB, 
arriving  near  Columbia  on  the  13th,  and  remaining  there  untiL 
the  18th,  when  it  crossed  the  river  and  marched  through 
Columbia  and  bivouaced.  On  the  19th  the  march  was  re- 
sumed, taking  a  south-westerly  course  at  Mt.  Pleasant^  arriv- 
ing  at  Gravelly  Springs,  Alabama,  on  the  25tb,  where  it  com- 
menced building  camp  quarters  for  the  men,  and  stables  for 
the  horses.  There  the  men  suffered  for  some  time  for  want  of 
rations,  it  beiog  impossible  to  obtain  a  supply,  and  in  conse- 
quence they  were  under  the  necessity  of  living  on  parched  com 
for  several  days.  The  Regiment  remained  at  Gravelly  Springs 
during  the  month  of  February  and  part  of  March,  engaged  ia 
erecting  huts  and  stables,  which  were  completed,  some  of  the- 
time  being  employed  in  drill  During  the  early  part  of  March 
preparations  had  been  made  for  active  service,  and  on  the  18th 
the  command  broke  camp  at  12  P.  M.,  and  reached  Waterloo- 
on  the  13th,  crossing  the  Tennessee  Biver  to  Eastport^  Min. 
It  remained  there  until  the  22d,  and  then  commenced  its  maxoh 
southward,  over  mountains,  crossing  rivers  and  creeklSy  and 
through  swamps,  building  miles  of  corduroy  road,  readhkig.- 
ihe  Black  Warrior  River  on  the  29th,  and  which  vras  that  day 
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GTOflsed  by  swimmiDg  the  horses,  loaiDgp  one  man  and  between 
iidrty  and  forty  horses.    Daring  the  night  the  Loonst  was 
erosaed  m  the  same  manner.    On  the  3 1st  the  command  crossed 
Shades  Greek  and  theOahawba  River,  passing  the  battery  oyer 
the  raihroad  bridge,  after  it  had  been  laid  with  ties,  losing 
'  Are  or  six  mnles  and  horses  by  their  tumbling  over  the  nar^ 
row  bridge  and  falling  nearly  a  hundred  feet,  killing  them  in- 
stantly.   The  Brigade  to  which  the  Regiment  was  attached 
being  in  the  rear  of  its  Division,  the  2d,  the  4th  Division,  hav- 
ing the  advance,  became  engaged  with  Forrest's  command,  and 
had  a  sharp  fight  on  the  1st  of  April,  near  Molberry  Creek, 
oaptniing  three  pieces  of  artillery.    On  the  same  day  the  Reg^ 
iment,  with  its  Brigade,  crossed  the  Big  Mulberry,  and  about 
midnight  encamped  at  PlantersviUe.    On  the  2d  the  Brigade, 
being  in  the  advance,  started  at  4  o'clock  A.  M.,  on  the  direct 
road  to  Selma,  distant  abont  twenty  miles,  reaching  the  forti- 
fications in  front  of  that  place  at  2  P.  M.  on  the  same  day. 
They  were  found  to  be  stronger  and  more  perfect  than  those 
at  Atlanta,  consisting  of  an  inner  line  of  redans  and  redoubts, 
mounted  with  12-pdr.  Howitzers  and  20-pdr.  Parrota    The 
main  and  outer  line,  which  extended  entirely  around  the  city, 
from  river  to  river,  consisted  of  twenty-five  redoubts,  or  bas- 
tions, connected  by  curtains,  the  parapet  being  about  twelve 
feet  high,  and  surrounded  by  a  ditch  and  well  built  palisade, 
in  front  of  which  was  swampy  ground,  partially  covered  with 
abatiis.    These  works  were  defended  by  General  Forrest,  with 
a  force  estimated  at  nine  thousand,  but  claimed  by  the  enemy 
to  be  only  seven  thousand.    The  2d  Division,  in  which  was  the 
4th  Michigan,  was  ordered  to  assault  the  works  on  the  Sum- 
merville  road,  and  the  4th  Division  those  on  the  PlantersviUe 
zoad.    About  the  time  the  assault  was  to  take  place  the  reajr  of 
the  3d  Division  was  attacked  by  Chalmer's  Division  of  Rebel 
Oavalry.    The  8d  Ohio  and  7  2d  Indiana,  with  a  portion  of  the 
98th  Illinois,  were  immediately  detached  to  hold  them  in  cheek, 
Isaving  in  the  2d  Division  only  about  1,483  men  to  make  the 
SMault    It  however  moved  forward,  under  a  terrific  fire,  going 
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at  the  work  with  a  cheer,  and  had  pofiseseion  of  the  mam  line    * 
in  twenty  minutes,  loaing  in  that  brief  space  of  time,  884  in 
kOled  and  wounded.    Genei*al  Long,  commanding  the  Division* 
had  been  shot  in  the  head  shortly  after  the  Division  moved  to 
the  assatdt,  Colonel  Minty,  of  the  4ih  Michigan,  assoming  com- 
mand, leading  the  Division  in  the  assault,  and  is  reported  te 
have  been  the  first  man  to  get  inside  the  works  aliva*   The 
Bebels  were  soon  swept  from  the  main  line  of  works,  and  then 
the  inner  line  of  redans  was  carried  in  detail  by  assault^  and 
possession  had  been  gained  of  the  entire  inner  line  when  the 
4th  Division  reached  the  outer  works.  The  result  of  this  gallant 
afEGor  was  the  capture  of  the  city,  with  25  pieces  of  artilleiy 
in  position,  besides  seventy-five  pieces  in  the  Navy  Yard,  with 
a  large  amount  of  ammunition  and  stores,  together  with  other 
property,  and  twenty-eight  hundred  prisoners.    The  Regiment 
remained  at  Selma  until  the  morning  of  the  7th,  assisting  in 
building  pontoons,  when  the  Division  crossed  the  Alabama 
Biver.    On  the  night  of  the  12th  it  crossed  Big  Swamp  Greek 
on  pontoons,  built  from  the  planks  of  a  house  which  had  been 
pulled  down  for  that  purpose.    Proceeding  onward  the  dty  of 
Montgomery  was  reached,  and  peaceably  taken  possession  of 
by  the  1st  Division.    The  Regiment^  with  its  Brigade,  marched 
through  Columbus  on  the  Htb,  which  had  been  assaulted  and 
taken  by  the  4th  Division  on  the  previous  night    Pushing  for- 
ward towards  Flint  River  with  a  view  to  saving  the  double 
bridges  on  the  Macon  road,  marching  all  night,  reaching  there 
at  6  A.  M.  on  the  18tb,  where  a  gallant  sabre  charge  was  made 
by  one  battalion  of  the  4th  Michigan,  carrying  the  bridges,  and 
taking  prisoner  every  man  of  the  Rebel  battalion  which  had 
been  left  to  destroy  them. 

On  the  the  20th  the  Sd  Division,  to  which  the  Regiment  was 
attached,  being  in  the  advance,  after  marching  twenty-seven 
miles,  found  the  enemy,  and  driving  him  rapidly  for  eighteen 
miles,  at  about  6  P.  M.  the  advance  Regiment  entered  Macon 
at  the  gallop,  suxprising  a  Battalion  of  Rebel  oavaby  and 
xeoeiving  the   unconditional   surrender  of    Major   (General 
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Howdl  Oobb/wifh  his  entire  force,  conBifiiisg  of  fiye  general 
iy  fhree  hundred   and  seTenty-fonr  other  comnusfiioned 
,  and  nineteen  hnndxed  and  ninetj-fonr  men,  with  sixty- 
two  pieees  of  artillery,  together  with  large  and  important 
miMDAlB,  fonndrieB  and  |  machine  shops.    At  that  point  the 
Bfitiee  of  the  surrender  of  the  Bebel  Annies  haying  been  re- 
oeifedy  the  farther  progress  of  the  command  was  terminated. 
On  the  1th  of  May,  Lient  Col.  Fritchard  was  directed  by  Col. 
Minty  to  piooeed  with  the  Regiment  as  rapidly  as  possible  to 
gpanlding,  in  Irwin    Co.,  and  picket  the  Ocmnlgee  river  from 
HawldntfiUe  to  the   month  of  the  Oconee  rfter,  for  the  pnr- 
poae  of  preirenting   the  escape  of  Jefferson  Davis,  who  was  i 
then  supposed  to  be  making  bis  way  to  the  AOantic  coasts  and » 
if  hb  goi  on  his  track  to  follow  him  wherever  he  went,  and  to. 
capture  or  kill  him    without  fail.    At  Abbeville  he  became., 
satisfied  that  Davis  had  already  crossed  the  Ocmnlgee,  and 
aaeertained  that  the  1st  Wisconsin  Cavalry  was  following  hinv 
doedy  in  the  direction   of   Irwinsville.    With  one  hundred 
and  fiffy-three  of  the  best  mounted  men  of  the  Begiment  he 
followed  the*  line  of  the  Ocmulgee  tor  some  miles,  and  then 
took  a  bridle  path,  or  blind  road,  through  the  woods  towards 
Irwinsville,  and  arrived  at  that  place  about  2  o'clock  A.  M.  on 
the  10th,  and  found  that  Davis  had  not  yet  passed.    Pretend- 
ing to  be  a  part  of  his  escort,  Golooel  Fritchard  gained  infor- 
mation from  a  Bebel  citizen  that  Davis  was  encamped  in  tbo 
woods  about  three- fourths  of  a  mile  north  of  the  town.    The 
camp  was  at  onoe  surrounded,  and  at  about  8  o'clock  A.  M.  the 
foroe  dosed  in  and  captured  him    and  his  party.    Davis  at- « 
tempted  to  escape,  disguised  in  his  wife's  traveling  cloak,  with' 
a  shawl  thrown  over  his  head,  but  private  Adrian  Bee^  ol  • 
Company  "L,"  and  Corporal  Hunger,  of  "  C,"  espied  his  mili- 
tary boots  beneath  his  feminine  attire,  and  commanded  him.  to 
hatt.    The  following  morning,  while  enroute  for  Macon  with 
the  captives,  information  was  received  of  the  proffered  reward. 
of  $100,000  for  his  capture.    On   arriving  at  Macon,  Colonel. 
Pritehard,  Captain  Hudson,  Lieut.   Stauber  and  Lieutenant . 
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Poxintoxiy  with  twenty-two  men,  were  deteiled  to  eeoort  Dmi 
to  WaehingtoD,  D.  C.  The  Begiment  xenudned  at  Macon  until 
the  2l8t,  when  it  was  started  enronte  for  home,  feeling  that 
in  the  capture  of  JefEl  Dayis  it  had  indeed  finished  its  work. 
It  passed  Loyejoy's  Station,  where  nearly  twelTC  months  be- 
fore, it  had,  during  the  Eilpatrick  raid,  made  its  Uoody  charge; 
thence  it  passed  Atlanta,  Marietta,  Renesaw,  Big  Shanty, 
Noonday  Greek,  Alatoona»  Kingston,  Dalton,  Chicamaiiga» 
Chattanooga,  TnUahoma,  Shelbyrille,  Mnrfroeoboro,  Stone 
riyer,  and  on  the  11th  of  Jane  reached  Nashyille.  At  all  of 
these  points,  wMle  moying,  it  had  been  engaged  with  the 
enemy.  On  the  1st  of  July  the  Begiment  was  mastered  ooi 
of  seryice  and  paid  off  at  NashyiUe,  and  immediately  pro» 
ceeded,  via  LooisyiUe,  to  Detroit,  arriying  thei^  on  the  10th 
of  Jaly. 

In  addition  to  the  information  giyen  in  the  foregoing  sketdi, 
relatiye  to  the  captare  of  Jefferson  Dayis,  the  Reports  of 
Colonel  Pritchard,  with  other  papers  in  relation  thereto,  aie 
hereafter  inserted,  giying  in  detail  the  operations  of  the 
Begiment  in  connection  with  that  important  affair.

Allegan,  Dec.  9.  1865. 

Gbvebal— Enclosed  please  find  copy  of  my  Report  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment, of  the  Jeff.  Dayis  Capture;  also  a  secondary  statement  made  to  Gen. 
Minty,  at  bis  reqaest.  supported  by  affidavits,  which  was  made  to  meet  in 
part  the  false.and  onmanly  charges  ot  Col.  Lagrange  in  his  endorsement 
ofLt.  Col.  Hamden's  Report. 

I  regret  that  I  am  not  able  to  give  you  a  full  list  of  the  names  of  all  the 
men  who  participated  in  tbe  capture,  but  it  was  sent  up  to  Washington  by 
Gen'l  Minty  during  my  absence  to  Washington  wifii  Davis,  and  I  have 
never  been*able  to  obtain  one  as  yet.  As  soon  as  I  do  I  will  furnish  yoa  a 
copy.

Sib— 1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  orders  reoehred 
lh>m  GoL  R.  H.  6.  Minty,  Ck>mdg.  Division,  I  leR  Hacon,  6a.,  at  8  o'cloek 
P.  H.,  on  the  7th  inst,  in  command  of  the  4th  Michigan  Gayahy,  with  a 
nomerical  strength  of  419  men  and  20  officers,  with  directions  to  mote 
down  the  soath  bank  of  the  Ocmnlgee  ri?er,  firom  76  to  100  miles;  to  take 
possession  of  all  the  ferries  below  Hawkinsvllle;  picket  the  river  as  far  as 
the  strength  of  my  regiment  would  permit,  and  to  scent  the  coontry  on 
both  s^des  of  the  river,  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  Jeff.  Davis  and  party, 
who  was  reported  to  have  leA  Washington,  Ga.,  on  the  morning  of  the  4th 
inst,  traveling  soathwestward  with  an  intention  of  crossing  the  Oemnlgee 
at  some  point  between  Hawk  ins  ville  and  Jucksonviile,  or  to  capture  any 
other  Guvernment  parties,  who  might  bo  fleeing  from  Richmond,  in  that 
direction.    I  marched  the  command  all  night  and  until  8  o'clock  A.  M.  of 
the  Stb  inst.,  having  marched  tbirty-six  miles,  when  I  halted  five  hours, 
rested  and  fed  my  command.    Moving  on  again  at  1  o'clock  P.  M.,  I 
marched  fifteen  miles  fbrther,  and  encamped  for  the  bight  three  miles  l>elow 
Hawkinsvillo,  having  marclied  61  iiiilos  inside  of  24  hours,  including  all 
halts.    At  4  o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  9th  inst. ,  1  moved  my  command  out  in  the 
direction  of  Abbyviilc,  which  place  1  reached  at  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  where 
I  discovered  the  first  traces  of  the  object  of  our  search.    Here  I  learned 
that  a  train  of  twelve  wagons  and  two  ambulances  had  crossed  the 
Ocmulgee  river  at  Brown's  ferry,  li  miles  above  Abbyville,  about  12  o'clock 
on  the  previous  night;  had  stopped  at  Abbyville  long  enough  to  feed  their 
animals,  and  moved  on  again  before  daylight  in  the  direction  of  Irwinsville. 
I  here  met  Lt'Gol.  Hamden,  of  the  Ist  Wis.  Cavalry,  who  informed  me 
that  he,  with  a  force  of  seventy  men,  was  foUowing  on  the  track  of  the 
train,  and  that  his  men  were  from  one  to  two  hours  in  advance,  and  as  OoL 
H.  said  be  had  ample  force  to  contend  with  that  supposed  to  ])e  with  the 
train,  I  decided  not  to  move  on  the  same  road  with  him,  and  continued 
my  course  three  miles  Ihrther  down  the  river,  where  I  learned  additional 
fiicts  regarding  the  character  of  the  train  and  the  parties  with  it,  which 
eonvinoed  me  that  it  belonged  to  some  of  the  parties  for  whom  we  w«re-

looAdng;  and  at  oooe  detennined  to  pursue  by  another  road,  which  I  had 
alao  learned  of  alter  leaving  Col.  H.,  which  led  into  Irwinsville  by  a  cir> 
eaitonf  roote,  believing  that  if  they  were  hard  pressed  at  any  time,  they 
would  paBB  /h>m  road  to  road,  to  baffle  the  efforts  of  their  pursaers,  and  as- 
tbej  were  reported  as  doing  before  crossing  the  river*  Accordingly  I  or- 
d«ad  a  detail  of  128  men  and  seven  officers,  (besides  myself,)  of  the  best 
Bovoted  men  in  the  command,  leaving  the  rest  of  the  Regiment  nnder 
command  of  Captain  Hathaway,  directing  him  to  jacket  the  river,  scout 
the  country,  Ac,  in  accordance  with  former  orders. 

At  four  o'clock  I  pnt  the  coltimn  in  motion,  moving  down  the  river  road 
a  dtetanoe  of  twelve  miles  to  a  point  known  as  WiIcoz*s  Mills.    Thence  by 
a  blind  woods  road,  through  an  almost  unbroken  waste  of  pine  forest,  lor  a 
distance  of  18  miles  in  a  southwesterly  direction,  to  Irwinsville,  which  was 
reached  about  one  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  10th  inst.    Here  passing 
my  command  as  Confederate,  and  inquiring  for  "  oar  train,"  representing 
that  we  were  a  rear  guard  left  to  fight  back  the  Yankees,  &c.,  I  learned  from 
tlM  inhabitants  that  a  train  and  party  meeting  the  description  of  the  one  re- 
ported to  me  at  Abbyville,  had  encamped  about  dark,  the  night  previous^ 
about  li  miles  out  on  the  Abbyville  road.    I  at  once  turned  the  head  of  my 
column  in  that  direction,  impressing  a  negro  for  a  guide.    Arier  moving  to 
within  one  and  a  half  miles  from  the  camp,  I  halted  under  cover  of  a  slight 
eminence,  dismounted  25  men  and  sent  them  under  command  of  Lieut. 
Pnrinton  to  make  the  circuit  of  the  camp,  and  gain  a  position  in  its  rear, 
and  thus  cut  off  all  possibility  of  escape,  and  with  special  directions 
to  execute  the  movement  if  possible;  without  discovery  but  if  discovered 
and  an  alarm  was  raised,  I  would  immediately  charge  the  camp  from 
the  front,  when  he  was  to  operate  with  his  command  from  any  point 
which  be  might  occupy.    That  if  no  alarm  was  raised  I  should  consider 
that  he  bad  gained  the  position  directed,  where  he  yvas  to  rest  until  I 
should  commence  the  attack  from  the  front.     I  had  not  decided  at  this 
time  whether  to  move  upon  the  camp  at  once,  or  to  wait  until  daylight; 
but  upon  farther  consideration,  decided  to  delay  it,  as  it  was  now  after  two 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  moon  was  getting  low,  and  the  deep  shadows 
of  the  forest  were  failing  heavily,  rendering  it  easy  lor  persons  to  escape 
ODdiscovered  to  the  woods  and  swamps  in  the  darkness.     After  waiting 
an  hour  or  more,  and  Just  as  the  earliest  dawn  appeared,  I  put  the  col- 
umn in  motion,  and  was  enabled  to  approach  within  lour  or  five  rods  of  the 
camp,  undiscovered,  when  a  dash  was  ordered,  and  in  an  instant  the  whole 
camp»  with  Its  inmates,  was  ours.    A  chain  of  mounted  |;uards  was  imme- 
diately thrown  around  the  camp,  and  dismounted  sentries  placed  at  the 
XmkXa  and  wagons.    The  surprise  was  so  complete,  and  the  movement  so 
sudden,  that  none  of  the  enemy  were  able  to  make  the  slightest  defense, 
or  even  arouse  from  their  slumbers  in  time  to  grasp  their  weapons  which 
I  lying  by  their  sides,  before  they  were  wholly  in  our  power. 
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At  Ibis  moineDt  a  Dew  sceue  opened,  destined  in  its  monrafol  resnlUi  lo 
clood  the  otherwise  perlect  and  glorious  sacccss  of  our  ozpedltlon;  We 
had  not  held  possession  of  the  camp  but  a  few  minutes,  and  not  long 
enough  to  ascertain  the  extent  ot  our  capture,  when  sharp  firing  was  com* 
menced  between  tb^  dismounted  force  under  LieuL  Purinton,  and  whMt 
was  supposed  at  the  time  to  be  the  rebel  forc«  guarding  the  train.  The 
firing  was  about  100  rods  in  rear  of  the  camp,  and  across  a  narrow  swamp. 
I  immediately  ordered  all  my  forces  to  the  scene  of  the  firing,  leaving  ooly 
sufficient  to  guard  thA:amp  and  prisoners.  On  arriving  upon  the  gnmod 
I  found  my  men  engaging  a  force  of  dismounted  men,  who  were  concealed 
behind  trees,  &c.  I  at  once  formed  my  men  in  line,  dismounted  them, 
threw  out  a  lino  of  skirmishers,  who  were  advancing  handsomely,  when 
I  became  apprehensive  that  we  were  contending  with  some  of  our  own  men, 
from  the  determination  displayed  on  their  part,  and  the  peculiar  rq>ort  ef 
their  fire-arms.  I  ordered  my  men  at  once  to  cease  firing,  and  rode  over 
towards  our  opponents,  and  hallooed  to  them,  asking  who  they  were,  and 
received  the  reply  **  First  Wisconsin  I"  This  mistake  was  not  discovered 
until  it  cost  the  lives  ot  two  men  killed  and  a  Lieutenant  severely  wounded  in 
the  4th  Michigan,  and  thrfn;  men  severely,  und  sevoml  slightly  wounded  In 
the  1st  AVisconsiu. 

This  lamentable  accident  arose  principally  from  the  refusal  of  the  Ser- 
geant in  charge  of  the  advance  guard  of  the  1st  Wisconsin,  to  give  a  proper 
response  to  the  challe;ige  of  Lieut.  Purinton,  and  partially  Irom  the  over 
zeal  of  both  parties,  each  snpposlng  they  had  met  the  enemy,  and  it  was 
yet  so  dark  in  the  woods  that  it  was  impossible  to  distinguish  the  unlforme 
of  the  men. 

As  soon  as  the  firing  had  ceased,  I  returned  to  camp  and  took  an  inven- 
tory of  our  capture,  when  I  ascertained  that  we  had  captured  Jeff.  Daviii 
his  wife  and  four  children,  John  H.  Reagan,  his  Postmaster  General, 
Colonels  Johnson  and  Lubbock,  A.  D.  G*8  to  Davis,  Burton  N.  Harrison, 
his  private  Secretary,  Major  Maurand,  Captain  Moody,  LieuL  Hathaway, 
Jeff.  D.  Howell,  Midshipman  In  the  rebel  navy,  and  13  private  soldiers, 
besides  Miss  Maggie  Howell,  sister  of  Mrs.  Davis,  two  waiting  maids,  (one 
white  and  one  colored,)  and  several  servants.  We  also  captured  five  ne- 
groes, three  ambulances,  about  15  horses,  and  from  25  to  30  mules.  The 
train  was  mostly  loaded  with  commissary  stores  and  private  baggage  of 
the  party.  Upon  returning  to  camp  I  was  accosted  by  Davis  firom  among 
the  prisoners,  who  asked  if  I  was  the  officer  in  command;  upon  assuring 
him  that  I  was,  and  asking  whom  I  was  to  call  him,  he  replied  that  I 
might  call  him  "what  or  whoever  1  pleased,"  when  I  replied  that  I  would 
call  him  Davis,  und  ufler  a  mementos  hesitation,  he  said  that  was  his 
name.  He  suddenly  drew  himself  np  in  true  royal  dignity,  and  exclaimed: 
"  I  suppose  that  you  consider  it  bravery  to  charge  a  train  of  defenceless 
vomen  and  children,  but  it  is  thefl;  it  is  wtndalism," 
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After  Bilowing  the  prisoners  time  to  prepare  breakfast,  T  moaDted  them 
OB  their  owD  horses,  takicg  one  of  the  ambulances  tor  my  wounded,  and 
oneofthe  wagons  for  the  dead,  nsing  the  other  two  ambnlances  for  the 
eonveyance  of  the  women  and  children,  und  started  on  my  return  by  the 
dlreet  route  to  AbbyrlUe,  where  I  arrived  at  sunset  of  the  same  day. 
Here  I  halted  for  tt^e  night  and  called  in  the  rest  of  my  regiment  from  its 
doty  along  the  river,  and  resumed  my  march  toward  Macon  at  an  early 
hour  CD  the  morning  of  the  11th  Inst.,  after  having  bnried  our  dead  and 
peribrmed  the  last  solemn  rites  of  the  soldier  over  hia  fallen  comrades, 
eendiDg  coariers  in  advance  to  announce  the  success  of  the  expedition. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  11th,  and  when  several  miles  below  Hawkins- 
YiUe,  we  met  the  rest  of  our  brigade  Just  coming  out  ft-om  Macon,  and  re-  • 
eeived  from  them  the  first  knowledge  of  the  President's  Proclamation, 
aooompaoled  by  Gen'l.  Wilson's  order,  ofl'ering  a  reward  for  the  capture  of  . 
Davis,  &c. 

R^4Hti>ing  my  independent  command,  I  continued  my  march  to  Macon, 
where  I  arrived  at  S  o'clock  P.  M.  on  the  13th  Inst  While  yet  on  the 
march  and  9  miles  out  of  town,  I  received  orders,  by  courier,  to  provide 
myself  with  a  special  detail  of  three  officers  and  twenty  men  fh)m  my 
regiment,  and  prepare  to  depart  at  once  for  Washington,  as  special  escort 
for  Davis  and  party;  also  to  take  150  men  to  act  as  train  guard  as  far  as 
Atlanta. 

I  left  Macon  by  special  train  at  7  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  the  13th, 
under  the  direction  of  Maj.  Gen.  Wilson,  having  turned  over  all  the  private 
soldiers,  captured  with  Davis  and  party,  except  two,  and  receiving  an 
accession  of  Clement  C.  Clay  and  wite. 

Arriving  at  Atlanta  at  daylight  on  the  morning  of  the  Htb,  Ifounda 
train  and  guard  in  readiness  to  convey  and  escort  the  party  to  Augusta, 
where  we  arrived  at  sunset  of  the  same  duy,  tinding  carriages  and  every- 
thing in  readiness  to  convey  us  to  the  steamer  Standish,  lying  four  milee 
below  the  city.  We  arrived  on  board  at  8  o'clock,  when  I  received  Alex'r 
H.  Stephens  and  Major  Gen'l  Wheeler  and  staff,  and  immediately  sailed  for 
Savannah,  where  we  arrived  at  1  o'clock  A.  M.  on  the  16th. 

Reported  to  General  Burge,  and  at  4  o'clock  A.  M.  the  steamer  Emile 
was  ordered  alongside,  and  the  prisoners  and  guard  were*  transferred  on 
board,  when  she  immediately  steamed  for  Hilton  Head.  When  opposite 
Fort  Jackson  we  met  steamer  Colt,  with  Gen'l  Gilmore  on  board,  to  whom 
I  reported,  and  when  we  reached  Savannah  he  telegraphed  to  Hilton  Head 
for  the  steamer  Clyde  to  be  got  in  readiness  at  once  to  receive  the  prison- 
ers and  convey  them  to  Washington.  Upon  our  arrival  we  found  all  things 
in  readiness,  and  the  transfer  from  the  Emile  to  the  Clyde  took  place  im- 
mediately,  i^d  at  3  o'clock  P.  M.  of  the  16th  we  put  to  sea,  under  convoy 
of  the  steam  sloop-of-war  Toscorora.  Arrived  off  Fortress  Monroe  at  noon 
of  the  19th  Inst,  I  immediately  proceeded  to  shore  and  telegraphed  my 
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arriTEl  to  the  AcUatant  General,  and  received  ordera  lo  reply  to  anchor  oot 
^and  await  fhrtber  orders.  At  midnight  of  the  same  daj  I  reoeiTod  flnthar 
orders  from  yourself,  saying  that  Gen'l  Halieck  would  be  there  at  noon  of 
the  SOth  to  arrange  for  the  final  disposition  of  the  prisoners.  ^  We  remaiiMd 
on  board  ship  until  the  S2d  inat,  disposing  meanwhile  of  all  the  prisoMn 
except  Davis,  Clay,  and  lamilies,  in  obedience  to  orders  from  Gen'l  HaUeok; 
and  as  per  receipts  in  my  possession.  On  the  afternoon  of  that  di^  Ite 
q;>risoners,  Davis  and  Clay,  were  transferred,  under  orders  from  the  mum 
source,  to  the  casements  of  Fortress  Monroe,  and  turned  over  to  Brarat 
Major  Gon'i  Miles,  the  4th  Michigan  Cavalry  acting  as  special  escort^  after 
which  it  was  temporarily  assigned  quarters  within  the  tort 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  2Sd  I  received  orders  from  the  War  Departm«at» 
through  General  Miles,  directing  me  to  procure  the  disguise  worn  by  DaTis 
at  the  time  of  his  capture,  and  proceed  to  Washington  and  report  to  Ite 
Secretary  of  War.  Accordingly  I  went  over  to  the  steamer  Clyde,  and  re- 
ceived Drom  Mrs.  Davis,  a  lady's  waterproof  cloak,  or  robe,  and  which  Mia. 
Davis  said  was  worn  by  Davis  as  a  disguise  at  the  time  of  his  capture,  and 
which  was  Identified  by  the  men  who  saw  It  on  him  at  the  time.  On  the 
morning  following,  the  balance  of  the  disguise  was  procured,  which  oon-  ^ 
sistod  of  a  shawl  which  was  identified,  and' admitted  to  be  the  one,  by  Mra. 
Davis.  These  articles  I  brought  to  Washington  and  turned  them  over  to 
the  Secretary  of  War. 

This  closes  my  account  of  the  capture  and  custody,  up  to  the  time  of 
his  being  turned  over  to  the  United  States  authorities,  of  the  great  conspir- 
ator and  traitor,  Jefferson  Davis.  But  I  would  not  close  this  report  with- 
out recording  my  evidence  of  the  high  merits  due  to  every  oflioer  and 
soldier  In  the  command  tor  their  earnest  zeal  and  untiring  preseveraace 
through  many  sleepless  nights  and  long  weary  marches,  going  eatMy  , 
without  food  for  f^ty-eight  consecutive  hours;  and  it  is  with  great  oonao- 
latlon  that  I  am  able  to  state,  that  whatever  eflbrts  were  put  forth,  either 
by  inaividuals  or  by  the  command,  for  the  capture  of  Davis,  they  were  not 
called  forth  by  the  glitter  of  gold,  or  Incited  by  prospective  rewards,  b«t 
were  actuated  solely  by  patriotism,  and  the  highest  sense  of  the  soldinrs' 
duty,  for  no  knowledge  of  the  President's  proclamatM,  or  General  Wil- 
son's order,  oflcring  rewards  tor  the  capture  of  Davis,  was  received  until 
two  days  after  the  capture. 

It  is  indeed  hard  to  individualize,  where  all  have  done  their  whole  duty, 
but  still  I  would  make  special  mention  of  those  assigned  to  important 
duties,  and  who  performed  those  duties  well,  among  whom  are  Captain 
Hathaway,  commanding  that  part  of  the  Regiment  picketing  the  river; 
Captain  Charles  T.  UuUson,  in  command  of  advance  guard  of  fourteen 
picked  men,  and  who  led  the  column  into  the  camp ;  Lieutenants  BUat  J. 
Stauber  and  Henry  S.  Boutell,  who  were  commanding  flay  men  each  in 
detachments,  the  latter  of  whom  was  severely  wounded  whilst  gallantly

IwMting  hit  mm;  ttoat.  A.  B.  Pnrinton,  who  hid  chmrge  of  diimoiuitdd 
■en,  maUog  the  circiiit  ot  the  enemy's  camp;  Lleatenants  EHcklDion  aod 
DftTli»  fbr  general  duties  as  aids,  and  Bennett,  commanding  rear  guard. 
AU  of  the  aboTe  oiBoers  are  entitled  to  the  highest  praise,  and  in  my 
JodgflMot  deserre  promotion. 

I  would  also  mention  the  names  of  Corporals  Monger,  of  Co.  *'  C;**  Crit- 
Isodeo,  of  Co.  ''E;"  together  with  privates  James  Bnllard,  Co.  «C;'' 
Adrian  Bee  and  Daniel  Edwards,  Co.  ''L,"  who  were  present  at  the  halt- 
ing of  Daris,  besides  several  others  whose  names  I  did  not  obtain  before 
leaving  the  R^menU 

In  oonclosion,  at  the  request  of  the  Adljatant  General,  that  I  should  state 
In  mj  report,  to  whom,  in  my  judgment,  the  reward  offered  by  the  Qorem- 
ment  ooght  to  t>e  given,  I  would  say  that  in  riew  of  all  the  fhcts,  I  am 
oooflooed  that  to  no  one  indiyidual  does  it  Justly  belong,  for  whilst  one  man 
Bight  hare  been  fortunate  enough  to  have  said  **  halt  **  to  Davis,  first,  it 
was  while  he  was  yet  within  the  regular  line  of  sentries  thrown  around  the 
camp,  and  while  some  man  was  doing  this,  (of  which  there  are  several 
cUimanta,)  others  were  performing  equally  important  duties  in  guarding, 
fighting,  &C.,  and  t  feel  tbat  In  no  case  ahonld  the  reward  be  granted  to  a 
less  number  than  the  128  mi>n  aivl  8  oUlcers,  who  were  actually  present  at 
the  time  of  Davis'  capturp,  and  1  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  it  should 
be  distributed  to  the  419  men  and  20  oflicerH  comprising  tbo  expedition ; 
and  when  I  day  thia,  I  bellnvo  I  utter  the  wished  ot  a  majority  of  the  oflicora 
and  men.

Gembbal— Id  compiiance  with  your  request  that  I  should  oiake  Ow  stBte- 
meut  of  the  circumBtaDces  uad  iacidents  attending  the  late  capture  of  JelL 
Davis  and  party,  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following: 

At  8  o'clock  on  the  morniog  ot  the  7th  of  May,  I  left  Macon,  Ga.,  witb 
my  Regiment,  (the  FonrUi  Michigan  Cavalry,)  with  verbal  orders  fhmi 
yoarselT,  (as  you  will  recollect, )  to  proceed  down  the  south  bank  of  tlie 
Ocmulgee  river,  Irom  75  to  100  miles ;  to  take  possession  of  all  the  ferries  be- 
low Hawklnsville,  and  scout  the  country  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  as  far  at 
the  strength  of  my  command  would  permit^  for  the  purpose  ot  capturing 
Jeff.  Davis,  who  was  said  to  be  making  his  way  across  the  counti7  from 
Washington,  Ga.,  with;a  small  force  and  train,  or  to  capture  any  otlMr 
Government  parties  who  might  be  fleeing  fh>m  Richmond  in  that  directum. 

It  was  thought  at  the  time  that  a  point  known  as  Adams,  on  the  m^ 
(but  which  has  no  existence  only  on  paper,)  would  be  a  good  place  fbr  tlie 
Headquarters  of  one  Battaiian,  and  Spaulding,  a  place  still  fiirther  down 
the  river,  a  good  locality  for  the  Headquarters  of  the  Regiment,  but 
points  were  to  be  disregarded,  it  in  my  discretion,  iu>on  arriving  on  tte 
ground,  the  operations  of  the  command  could  be  rendered  more  effeetife 
by  such  a  course,  and  was  accordingly  authorized,  in  cose  of  pursuit,  to 
leave  the  designated  territory  entirely. 

After  a  march  of  75  miles,  during  which  nothing  of  special  interest  oe- 
curred,  the  command  reached  Abbyville  about  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
May  9th.  and  where  I  discovered  the  first  traces  of  the  parties  for  whom  we 
were  seeking. 

At  this  place  I  met  Lieut.  Col.  Uamdeo,  of  the  1st  Wisconsin  (^valiy 
who  infbrmed  me,  as  also  did  the  inhabitants,  that  a  train  of  several 
wagons  and  two  ambuhtnces  had  crossed  the  Ocmulgee  river  at  Brown's 
ferry,  li  miles  above  Abbyville,  at  12  o'clock  on  the  previous  night,  and 
hod  halted  at  Abbyville  long  enough  to  feed  •  their  anknals,  and  gone  on 
in  the  direction  of  Irwinsville.  Col.  Hamden  also  said  that  he  had  been 
following  on  the  track  of  this  train  for  some  distance  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river,  and  was  convinced  that  it  belonged  to  some  of  the  Richmond 
parties,  and  thought  Mrs.  Davis  was  with  it, '  but  did  not  think  that  DaviB 
himself  was  with  it,  as  he  had  been  reported  traveling  i^  himself  with  n 
small  escort.  Col.  H.  reported  that  he  had  a  force  of  fh)m  70  to  75  men  of  his 
regiment  (Ist  Wisconsin)  with  him,  and  that  they  were  fh)m  li  to  2  hours 
in  advance,  on  the  Irwinsville  road.  I  asked  Col.  II.  if  he  thought  bia 
force  sufficient  to  cope  with  that  supposed  to  be  with  the  train ;  if  not  I 
would  give.him  a  detail  lh>m  my  regiment.  He  said  that  he  considered  It 
ample.  I  then  told  him  it  was  useless  for  me  to  travel  on  the  same  road 
with  him,  telling  him  what  my  orders  were,  and  that  I  would  continue  to 
move  down  the  river,  and  act  aa  circumstances  might  dictate.    C^o!.  H. 
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nid  ibftt  h6  should  press  forward  to  Irwiosville  before  be  encamped/^if  Urn 
timin  went  to  that  place,  saying  that  the  train  was  in  the  habit  of  driving 
off  the  rood  when  going  into  camp— sometimes  several  miles  distant. 

After  this  conversation,  Col.  11.  and  myself  parted,  be  going  to.  his 
oonmuuid,  and  I  moving  on  down  the  river  road,  alter  sending  one  Com* 
pao7  of  my  Regiment,  under  Lieat.  Fish,  to  take  possessionof  Brown^s 
Fwiy. 

There  were  no  plans  of  action  agreed  upon  between^CoI.  II. [and  myself, 
M  both  of  OS  knew  nothing  about  the  roads. 

I  continued  to  move  on  down  the  river  for  a  distance  of  about  three.mlles^ 
when  I  fkmnd  a  negro  guarding  his  master's  wagon,  which^had  broken  down 
in  the  road,  who  gave  me  an  account  of  the  passage  of  the  Davis  party  over 
Brown's  F^rry,  stating  that  at  the  time  of  the  crossing  they  would  allow 
no  lights  to  be  made,  not  even  to  allow  the  ferryman  to  make  change,  say- 
ing they  would  pay  him  amply  for  his  services,  and  Jdid  pay  him  a  ten 
dollar  gold  piece  and  a  ten  dollar  Confederate  note;  also  relating  other 
saspicioui  incidents,  which  convinced  me  that  either  Davis,  or  some  other 
very  important  personage,  was  with  the  train.  I  also  learned  ol  thl» 
same  negro,  and  a  lady  living  close  by,  that  there  were  two  roads  by 
which  Irwlnsville  might  be  reached  from  AbbyviIie~ooe  the  direct,  which 
Col.  Hamden  had  taken,  and  the  other  leading  off  from  the  river  road,  In 
a  south-westerly  direction,  at  a  point  15  miles  below  Abbyville,  known  as. 
Wilcox's  Mills. 

Feeling  that  no  effort  on  my  part  should  be  spared  which  could  aid  ov 
insure  the  capture  of  what  I  was  now  convinced  were  important,  parties 
from  the  rebel  Government,  I  accordingly  decided  to  pursue  the  party 
at  once  by  way  of  the  river  road,  believing  that  if  they  were'»hard  pressed 
at  any  time  by  Col.  II.,  tboy  would  abandon  the  direct  road  and  drive  on  to 
any  other  which  mi^ht  give  hopes  of  escape,  and  in  ttiat  case  would  be 
liable  to  drive  over  on  the  road  by  which  my  command  would  approach 
Irwlnsville;  and  if  Col.  H.  pressed  lorward  to  Irwlnsville,  as  he  said  h» 
should,  they  would  fall  in  between  the  two  commands. 

I  bad  no  thoughts  at  that  time  of  being  able  to  reach  Irwlnsville  in  mi* 
▼aoce  of  Col.  Hamden,  an  the  distance  I  should  have  to  march  would  be 
from  8  to  10  miles  greater  than  that  traveled  by  him,  and  his  command 
was  then  two  hours  on  its  way. 

I  at  once  ordered  a  detail  of  160  men  of  the  best  mounted  in  the  Regi- 
ment, but  which,  on  account  of  jaded  horses,  was  cut  down  to  128  men 
and  7  officers,  (besides  myself;)  but  I  since  learn  that  several  men  Joined 
the  detail  irregularly,  afterwards,  unknown  to  me,  which  were  not  included 
in  the  count.  With  this  force  I  moved  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  leaving  the  rest 
of  the  Regiment  under  Capt.  Hathaway,  with  directions  to  picket  the  river, 
&c    The  command  reached  Wilcox^s  Mills  at  sunset,  where  1  halted  one 
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hour,  fed,  aosaddled,  and  hod  the  horses  groomed.  From  thence  we  xm>- 
ceeded  by  a  blind  woods  road,  tbrongh  an  almost  unbroken  pine  forest, 
for  a  distance  of  18  miles,  bat  found  no  traces  of  the  train  or  party  before 
reaching  Irwinsville,  where  we  arrived  about  one  o*cloc]c  on  thamornlngof 
the  10th  of  May,  and  were  surprised  to  find  no  traces  of  either  GoL  Uam- 
deu,  or  the  rebels.  The  roads  were  first  closely  examined,  in  all  direo- 
tions,  but  no  traces  ot  the  passage  of  a  train,  or  mounted  force  could  be 
discovered ;  alter  which  T  resoned  to  inquiry,  passing  to  the  opposite  aide 
of  the  town  from  which  we  arrived,  so  that  the  presence  of  my  command 
might  not  be  Ikuown,  and  representing  ourselves  as  Confederates,  it  was 
readily  learned  IVom  the  inhabitants,  that  a  party  had  encamped  at  auniet, 
the  night  previous,  from  one  to  one  and  a  halt  miles  out  on  the  Abby- 
villo  road,  and  that  some  of  the  men  had  come  into  town  during  the  even- 
ing. At  first  I  thought  it  must  be  the  First  Wisconsin,  but  upon  fiipther 
inquiry,  learned  that  the  party  had  tents  and  wagons,  which  I  Icnew  was 
not  the  case  with  the  Furst  Wisconsin.  But  thinking  that  there  might 
still  be  some  mistake,  regarding  the  character  of  the  party,  I  gave  my  of- 
ficers strict  orders  with  reference  to  learning  the  character  of  ail  parties, 
l)elore  firing  upon  them ;  alter  which  I  moved  the  command  out  to  within 
a  half  mile  of  the  encampment,  impressing  a  negro  for  a  guide,  where  I 
halted  the  command,  under  cover  of  a  small  eminence,  and  dismounted  25 
men  and  sent  them  under  command  of  Lieut.  Purinton,  to  make  a  circuit 
of  the  camp,  and  gain  a  position  in  the  rear,  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  off 
all  possibility  of  escape  in  that  direction,  with  orders  to  make  the  cLrcoit 
of  the  camp,  undiscovered,  if  possible,  but  if  discovered,  and  an  alarm  was 
raised,  to  operate  upon  the  camp  from  any  point  he  might  then  occupy. 
My  orders  were  also  very  special,  and  strict,  with  regard  to  ascertaining  defi- 
nitely the  character  of  men  whom  he  might  meet,  before  firing  upon  them, 
and  which  orders  I  feel  confident  he  made  his  best  endeavors  to  carry  oat» 
for  he  not  only  made  the  circuit  ot  the  camp  as  directed,  but  sent  one  of 
his  men  close  to  the  enemy's  camp,  for  the  purpose  of  espying  tbeUr  ezaot 
locality  and  character. 

I  had  directed  Lieut.  Purinton,  after  gaining  the  position  indicated,  to 
remain  perfectly  quiet  until  I  should  commence  the  attack  fh)m  the  frontt 
as  I  had  not  then  determined  whether  I  would  charge  the  camp  at  once  or 
wait  till  daylight,  but  finally  decided  upon  the  latter  course,  as  the  moon 
was  getting  low  and  it  would  be  easy  for  persons  to  escape  in  the  dark- 
ness. It  was  about  2  o'clock  in  the  morning  when  all  dispositions  for  Um 
attack  were  completed. 

After  waiting,  I  should  say  fhlly  an  hour  and  a  half,  and  until  the  ap- 
pearance of  earliest  dawn,  I  put  the  column  in  motion  and  the  advanoo 
was  enabled  to  arrive  within  lour  or  five  rods  of  the  tents  before  discovery, 
when  a  dash  was  made,  and  in  an  instant  the  rebel  camp  was  In  our  pos- 
session without  firing  a  shot    We  bad  held  possession  of  the  camp  but  a 
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ftw  mlimfeM,  I  should  Bay  (h)m  five  to  ten,  when  ebarp  firing  commenced 
down  the  AbbyvSUe  road,  in  the  direction  of  my  dismonnted  force.  Sap- 
poilDg  that  Lieat.  Porinton,  in  advancing  opon  the  camp  ft-om  that  direc- 
tioii»  bad  fUlen  upon  the  enemy's  guard  posted  in  that  direction,  I  imme- 
diatttj  ordered  forward  all  my  forces,  except  sufficient  to  guard  t lie  train 
and  piiiooera.  Tne  firing  was  across  a  narrow  swamp,  and  Irom  80  to  100 
rodi  ftom  the  camp. 

When  I  arrived  on  the  ground  I  found  my  men  engaging  a  dismounted 
force  concealed  behind  trees.  I  at  once  formed  my  men  in  lino  and  dis- 
mounted  them,  throwing  forward  a  line  of  slLirmishers.  The  firing  was 
now  becoming  YfTj  sharp  on  both  sides ;  but  from  the  report  of  the  fire- 
arms, and  the  persistence  on  their  part,  I  became  suspicious  of  the  char- 
actor  of  our  adversaries,  as  did  some  of  my  men,  and  which  called  forth 
remaps  to  that  effect.  I  immediately  ordered  my  men  to  cease  firing,  and 
Tode  forward  towards  oar  opponents  and  hallooed  to  them,  asking  who 
th^were,  and  received  the  reply,  *' 1st  Wisconsin.'*  I  also  learn  that 
abont  this  time  Serg't  Wright,  of  Co.  "A,"  who  was  with  Lieut.  Purlnton 
on  the  Ml,  discovered  that  we  were  fighting  our  own  men,  and  ran  over 
to  th^  lines  in  order  to  stop  the  firing.  But  this  most  lamentable  BC^dent 
was  not  discovered  until  it  had  cost  the  lives  ot  two  good  men,  and  the 
woondiog  of  Lieut.  Bontell,  of  the  4th  Michigan,  and  the  wounding  of 
sevoral  men  in  the  Ist  Wisconsin. 

This  sad  mistake,  which  has  cast  such  a  mournful  shadow  on  the  other- 
wise bright  and  glorious  success  of  the  expedition,  arose  principally  firom 
the  iaiiuro  of  the  Sergeant  in  command  of  the  advance  guard  ot  the  Ist 
Wisconsin  to  give  a  proper  response  to  the  challenge  of  Lieut,  l^lrlnton. 

As  soon  as  I  found  we  were  in  advance  of  the  train,  and  that  Col. 
Hamden  had  not  reached  Irwinaville  as  expected,  I  at  once  toolc  every  pre- 
caution necessary,  as  I  supposed,  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  a  colllsiiB, 
and  instructed  my  officers  thoroughly  on  that  point;  and  I  feel  that  I 
could  have  done  nothing  further,  unlets  I  had,  after  reaching  Irwicsville, 
withdrawn  my  command,  or  waited  for  Col.  If.  to  move,  and  whom  I  had 
good  reason  to  believe  might  have  talcen  some  other  road,  as  he  had  as- 
sured me  at  Abbyville  that  he  should  go  through  to  Irwlnsville  that  night, 
but  which  course  would  undoubtedly  ensured  the  escape  of  Davis  and  the 
principal  parties  with  the  train ;  for  Col.  Hamden  told  me,  after  the  cap- 
ture, that  he  dik  not  think  he  would  have  captured  Davis  in  the  manner 
=his  column  was  moving,  as  his  advance  would  have  given  the  alarm  in 
time  fbr  Davis  to  escape,  and  perhaps  it  would  have  been  better  that  it 
■Should  have  been  so.  But  I  would  not  censure  any  one,  for  }  believe  that 
-each  done  what  he  believed  to  be  right  at  the  time  and  under  the  circum- 
stance. 

I  understand  that  the  Sergeant  in  charge  of  the  advance  of  the  First 
vwiseonsin,  had  orders  to  fire  ivpon  aqy  fbrce  he  met^  and  during  the  time 
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ot  the  fighting  It  was  so  dark  that  the  aolforinB  of  the  meo  could  DOt  be 
diBtiogoisbed. 

Atler  allowing  the  prisoners  time  to  prepare  a  hasty  breakfast,  I  placed 
the  woonded  in  one  of  the  ambulances,  and  the  dead  In  one  of  the  wagoni^ 
and  started  on  oar  return,  arriving  at  Abbyville  on  the  evenini;  of  the 
same  day,  where  we  buried  oar  dead,  and  performed  the  last  sod  rites  of 
the  soldier  over  his  fallen  comrades. 

Resomlog  oar  march  on  the  morning  of  the  1 1th,  wa  reached  Macon  on 
the  afternoon  ot  the  13th  of  May.

appeared  before  me,  Henry  S.  Boaiell,  First  Lieutenant  Fourth  Michigan 
Cavalry,  and  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  That  on  the  xnomlog 
of  the  10th  day  of  May,  1865, 1  was  in  command  of  a  portion  of  the  detach- 
ment of  the  4th  Mich.  Cavalry,  commanded  by  Lieuu  Col.  B.  D.  Pritchard^ 
which  captured  Jeff.  Davis  and  party,  near  Irwinsville,  Ga. ;  that  I  took 
part  in  the  unfortunate  engagement  that  took  place  between  the  detach* 
ments  of  the  4th  Michigan  and  1st  Wisconsin  Cavalry,  on  said  morning; 
that  I  led  the  advance  of  the  main  column  of  the  4th  Michigan  Cayalry, 
which  was  ordered  up  from  the  rebel  camp,  when  the  firing  commenced 
«ietween  the  dismounted  force  under  Lieut.  Purinton,  4th  Michigan,  and 
the  1st  Wisconsin ;  that  while  moving  directly  up  the  road,  and  beftee 
reaching  the  scene  of  action,  as  1  supposed,  1  was  met  by  a  heavy  yoUsy 
firom  an  unseen  force,  concealed  behind  trees,  &c.,  itom  which  I  received  a 
severe  wound,  and  had  one  man,  (private  Rupert,)  of  Co.  *' C,"  killed.  I 
then  halted  and  commenced  forming  my  men  in  line,  when  I  saw  CoL  Pritch- 
ard  coming  up,  and  as  I  was  growing  weak  from  loss  of  blood,  I  inlonned 
him  that  I  was  wounded,  and  rode  to  the  rear;  that  1  have  seen  the  report  of 
Lieut.  Col.  Hamden,  commanding  the  1st  Wisconsin,  as  printed  in  the  news- 
papers, in  which  he  states  that  he  forced  back  the  4th  Michigan  Cavalry,  Ac, 
and  that  while  the  fight  was  going  on  between  his  command  and  Colonel 
Pritchard's,  a  portion  of  his  (CoL  Pritchard's)  command  captured  the  train, 
Jeff.  Davis  and  family,  both  of  which  statements  are  incorrect,  for  my 
forces  were  neither  charged  or  driven,  and  as  regards  the  capture  of  JetL 
Davis,  camp,  &c.,  it  had  been  in  our  possession  from  five  to  ten  miaatcs 
before  a  shot  was  fired  by  either  party. 
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Thmt  after  the  eogagement  I  was  placed  in  ao  ambulaDoe,  together  with 
two  of  the  wounded  men  of  the  First  Wisconsin,  one  by  the  name  of  Sykei, 
Corporal  Oo.  D,  (I  think;)  the  other's  name  I  have  forgotten,  and  in  this 
mode  we  were  conTeyed  to  Macon,  and  placed  In  the  same  hospital. 
DviDg  the  Ume  we  were  thus  together,  I  had  several  conversations  with 
thaee  men,  regarding  the  cause  of  the  collision  of  the  forces,  in  which  they 
iofmriably  attributed  all  the  bUme  to  the  Sergeant  in  command  of  the  ad- 
fBBoe  guard  of  the  First  Wisoonsin,  **for  not  answering  the  challenge  of 
Ueat.  Parinton,  in  a  proper  manner;"  saying  that  the  whole  thing  wonid 
baTe  beeo  avoided,  if  their  first  duty  SergL  had  been  in  charge  of  the  ad- 
vmoe.  That  they  were  with  the  advance  gnard  of  their  Raiment,  and 
heard  distinctly,  Lient.  Pnrinton's  hail,  and  who  asked  them  what  com- 
mand th^  belonged  to;  bat  do  not  recollect  what  they  said  thehr 
Sergeant's  reply  was.    And  fhrther  deponent  saith  not.

Michigan  Cavalry,  being  doly  sworn,  deposes  and  says:  That  I  was  with 
that  portion  of  the  4th  Michigan  Cavalry  under  Lieut.  Col.  B.  D.  Pritchard, 
engaged  in  the  capture  of  Jeff.  Davis  and  party,  near  Irwinsville,  Greorgla, 
on  the  morning  of  May  10,  1865 ;  that  before  the  attack  on  the  rebel  camp 
I  was  placed.in  command  ot  a  force  of  25  dismouoted  men  by  Lieut.  Col. 
Pritchard,  with  directions  to  make  the  circuit  o\  the  rebel  camp  on  the 
lelt,  to  gain  a  position  in  the  rear  of  the  same,  and  tlius  prevent  all  escape 
in  that  direction ;  to  make  the  circuit,  if  possible,  undiscovered,  but  if  I 
was  discovered  in  my  movements  and  an  alarm  was  raised,  I  was  to  move 
upon  the  camp  from  any  point  I  might  then  bold  oroccopy;  that  if  no 
alarm  was  raised,  he  (Ck)l.  Pritchard)  would  consider  that  1  bad  gained  the 
position  designated,  where  I  was  to  remain  until  the  attack  should  be  com- 
menced upon  the  camp,  at  the  same  time  giving  me  special  orders  and 
eaatlonlng  me  to  ascertain  the  character  of  all  parties  and  men  whom  I 
might  meet  before  firing  upon  them,  as  the  Ist  Wisconsin  Cavalry  might 
be  on  that  road.  In  obedience  to  satid  orders  I  successfully  executed  my 
miaelon  in  gaining  the  rear  of  the  camp  without  discovery,  when,  to  as- 
certain more  definitely  whom  the  parties  were  in  the  encampment,  I  seat 
Serg't  Cavenaugh,  of  '*G"  company,  to  espy  out  its  exact  locality,  and 
learn  whether  they  were  friends  or  foes,  who  reported,  on  returning,  that 
ttie  camp  waa  composed  of  two  tents  and  several  wagons  and  ambvdances; 
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ibat  there  were  no  goarda  pasted,  bo  that  he  could  Jadge  of  their  cbaffae* 
ter  farther  than  that  they  had  wagons  and  tents,  which  was  coDduiTe  to 
my  mind  that  they  were  Oontederates,  as  we  had  no  lorces  in  that  couitiy 
with  trains  or  tentf.    I  had  held  my  position  for  an  hour  or  more  when  I 
beard  mounted  men  approaching  us  from  the  rear,  as  we  were  then  faelng 
towards  the  camp.    When  they  had  approached  to  within  15  or  20  rode  of 
my  position,  I  discovered  that  there  were  only  six  or  eight  of  them,  at 
near  as  I  could  Judge.    I  t'hen  stepped  out  in  person  and  halted  than, 
asking** Who  comes  there?"  and  received  the  reply,  firsts  ^'Frlenda,'* 
when  I  ordered  one  to  ride  forward,  which  they  refused  to  do.    I  thoa 
asked  them  what  command  they  belonged  to,  when  they  replied,  "By 
God,  you  are  the  men  we  are  looking  for.''    I  then  told  them  if  we  were 
the  men  they  were  looking  for,  to  come  forward,  when  th^  immediate^  • 
turned  and  fled,  when  I,  supposing  they  must  be  the  enemy,  ordered  my 
men  to  fire  on  them. 

In  about  five  minutes  I  heard  a  column,  as  I  sopposed,  approaching,  and 
when  its  head  arrived  at  about  the  same  point  as  the  others,  I  halted  them, 
saying,  **IIalt;  who  c-omes  there  ?"  in  a  loud  tone,  and  received  no  reply, 
bat  heard  the  officer  in  command  give  the  order  In  a  full  and  distinct  voice, 
**  Prepare  to  fight  on  foot;"  and  the  command  dismounted  and  formed 
their  lines  accordingly,  during  the  whole  of  which  time  I  continued  to  hol- 
low to  them,  asking  them  who  they  were,  but  received  no  reply.  As  soon 
as  the  lines  were  formed,  I  heard  the  officer  order  the  horses  to  the  rear, 
when  firing  commenced  on  both  sides.  At  this  moment  I  saw  Col.  Pritch* 
ard  coming  up  firom  the  direction  of  the  camp,  when  I  moved  my  command 
to  the  left,  to  avoid  being  between  the  two  fires. 

In  a  few  minutes  the  firing  ceased,  when  I  returned  to  camp  with  my, 
command.    And  farther  deponent  saith  not.

FIFTO  CAVALRY. 
The  Begiment  lay  at  Camp  Kassell,  near  Winchester,  Ya., 
on  the  Ist  of  November,  1864,  and  belonged  to  the  Michigan 
Cavalry  Brigade,  which  constituted  a  part  of  General  Sheri- 
dan's army,  then  operating  in  tho  Shenandoah  Valley  against 
the  forces  of  General  Early.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th|  the 
Begiment  made  a  reoonnoissanoe  on  the  enemy's  position  at 
Newtown,  and  soon  became  engaged  with  a  Brigade  of  rebel 
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GftTBlry,  whidi  it  droTe  thxongh  that  town,  when  the  enemy 
being  re(Snforced,  the  Begiment  was  forced  back,  losing  one 
killed  and  three  wounded;  advancing  again  in  the  evening,  it 
ehaiged  the  enemy's  breastworks,  and  after  a  sharp  fight  the 
Begiment  was  repnlsed  with  a  loss  of  two  killed  and  four 
wonnded,  when  it  returned  to  camp,  where  it  was  employed  on 
the  nsiial  camp  and  picket  duties,  until  February  27th,  1865, 
when  it  broke  camp  and  moved  with  the  Oavalry  Corps,  to- 
wards Stanton,  Va.,  being  the  commencement  of  Oeneral 
Sheridan's  celebrated  raid  to  the  James  Biver.  On  the  8th  of 
March  the  Begiment  became  engaged  with  a  portion  of  Bos- 
ser's  Cavalry,  near  Louisa  Court  House,  assisted  in  routing 
the  rebel  force,  and  capturing  the  town,  in  which  was  destroyed 
a  large  amount  of  properiy ;  the  Bailroad  depot,  with  rolling 
stock  and  telegraph  office,  was  also  destroyed.  The  Begiment 
also  participated  in  tearing  up  the  track  and  burning  the  Bail- 
road  property  along  the  line  of  the  Lynchburg  &  Gordoosville 
Bailroad,  and  in  destroying  and  rendering  useless  the  locks, 
aqueducts  and  mills  on  the  line  of  the  James  Biver  Canal.  The 
command  reached  White  House  Landing  on  the  19th  of  March, 
and  soon  after  with  the  Cavalry  Corps  joined  the  Army  of  the  Po- 
tomac, and  proceeded  to  the  left  of  the  line.  On  the  30th  of 
March  tho  Begiment  became  engaged  with  the  rebel  Cavalry, 
aDd  assisted  in  driving  them  within  their  works  at  Five  Forks. 
The  3lBt  of  March  and  1st  of  April  it  was  engaged  with  the  en- 
emy at  Five  Forks,  and  on  the  2d  at  the  South  Side  Bailroad ;  on 
the  4th,  at  Duck  Pond  Mills;  on  the  6th,  at  the  battle  of  the 
Bidges,  or  Sailor's  Creek,  and  on  the  8th  and  9th  at  Appomat- 
tox Court  House.  After  the  surrender  of  Lee  the  Begiment 
moved  with  the  Cavalry  Corps,  to  Petersburg,  Ya.,  where  it  re- 
mained for  a  short  time  and  then  went  with  the  army  into 
North  Carolina;  from  thence  it  marched  to  Waa^gton,  D.  C, 
and  participated  in  the  review  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,, 
on  the  23d  of  May,  and  immediately  thereafter,  with  the  Mich- 
igan Cavalry  Brigade,  was  ordered  west,  and  proceeded  by  rail 
via  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Bailroad,  and  the  Ohio  and  Missis- 
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sippi  Rivers,  by  steamer  to  St  Louis,  and  thenoe  by  steamer, 
via  the  Missouri  Biver,  to  Fort  Leayenwortb,  where  the  men 
of  the  Regiment  having  two  years  or  more  to  serve,  weretraiuh 
ferred  to  the  Pirst  and  Seventh  Michigan  Cavaky,  and  on  the 
'  S2d  of  Jane  the  organization  was  mastered  oat  of  service, 
and  immediately  thereafter  proceeded  to  Michigan.  A  rriving  at 
Detroit  Jaly  1st,  it  was  paid  off  and  disbanded.

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SIXTH  CAVALRY. 
On  NoTember  lat,  1864,  this  Kegiment  was  with  the  Cavalry 
Corps  of  the  Army  of  the  Shenandoah,  and  lay  at  Camp  Bna- 
aeD,  near  Winchester,  Ya.,  making  preparations  to  go  into 
winter  qnarters,  and  was  engaged  in  the  nsual  picket  serrioe, 
and  in  scouting,  nntil  the  27th  of  February,  1865,  when  it 
formed  part  of  the  force  with  which  Oeneral  Sheridan  made 
his  movement  against  Oeneral  Early's  army,  and  on  the  rebel 
communications  in  the  direction  of  Gordonsville  and  Bichmond, 
and  at  that  date  moved  with  the  Cavalry  Corps  towards  Staun- 
ton; and  on  the  8th  of  March  the  Regiment  participated  in  an 
engagement  with  a  part  of  the  rebel  Cavalry  under  General 
BoBser,  near  Louisa  Court  House,  and  assisted  in  routing  it, 
and  in  capturtng  the  town,  in  which  a  large  amount  of  prop- 
erty was  destrojed,  including  the  Railroad  depot,  with  rolling 
stock  and  telegraph  office.    It  also  participated  in  taking  up  the 
track  and  destroying  the  Railroad  property  on  the  line  of  the 
Lynchburg  and  Qordonsville  Railroad,  and  in  the  destraction 
of  the  locks,  aqueducts  and  mills  on  the  line  of  the  James 
River  Canal.     The  Command  having  reached  White  House 
Landing  March  19th,  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  final  battles 
of  the  Army  of  the   Potomac,  soon  after,  with  the  Cavalry 
Corps,  took  position  on  the  left  of  the  lino  of  that  army,  and 
on  the  SOth  the  Regiment  becamo  engaged  with  the  rebel  Cav- 
alry and  assisted  in  driving  them  within  their  works  at  Five 
Porks.    It  was  also  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  the  same  point 
on  the  31st,  and  on  April  Ist;  and  on  the  2d,  at  the  Sonth  Side 
Railroad;  and  on  the  4th  at  Duck  Pond  Mills;  ou  the  6th,  at 
the  battle  of  the  Ridges,  or  Sailor's  Creek;  and  on  the  dth  and 
9th,  at  Appomattox  Court  House.    After  the  surrender  of  Lee, 
the  rebel  General  Pickett,  who  was  taken  prisoner  in  one  of 
these  engagements,  spoke  of  a  charge  made  by  this  Regiment, 
which  he  witnessed,  as  being  the  ''  bravest  he  ever  had  seen." 
After  Lee's  surrender,  the  Regiment  moved  with  the  Cavaby 
Corps,  t«  Petersburg,  Vs.,  and  then  made  an  expedition  into 
11 
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North  Carolina;  from  thence  it  marched  via  Petersbiirg  and 
Biohmond,  to  Washington,  D.  C,  and  on  the  23d  of  May  par- 
ticipated in  the  reriew  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.    Imme- 
diately thereafter,  with  the  Michigan  Cayalry  Brigade,  it  was 
ordered  west,  and  proceeded  by  rail  via  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Bailroadi  and  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Biyer,  by  steamer,  to  St 
Lonis,  and  thence  by  steamer  via  the  Missonri  Biver,  to  Fort 
Leavenworth.    At  that  point  it  received  orders  to  cross  the 
Plains,  which  produced  much  justifiable  dissatisfaction  in  the 
Command;  bnt  the  Begiment  recollecting  its  noble  record,  and 
adhering  to  its  former  high  degree  of  discipline,  and  faithftil 
observance  of  orders,  and  keeping  in  view  the  honor  of  its 
State,  commenced  its  march  across  the  Phuns,  and  marched  to 
Fort  Kearney,  thence  to  Jolesbnig,  and  from  there  to  Fort 
Laramie;  at  that  point  the  Begiment  was  divided  into  detach- 
ments by  order  of  General  Connor,  one  to  constitate  a  part  of 
the  <'Left  Column  Powder  Biver  Expedition,"  one  to  remain 
at  Fort  Laramie,  and  the  other  to  escort  a   train   to   the 
Black  Hills.     The  Powder  Biver  detachment,  on  reaching  that 
point,  found  that  the^  Indians,  for  which  it  had  been  sent  in 
search  of,  had  managed  to  escape,  and  while  there  it  built  a 
Foit,  known  as  Fort  Beno.    On  that  expedition,  Captain  O.  F. 
Cole,  of  Co.  "G"  lost  his  jife;  having  heedlessly  strayed  a 
long  way  from  the  column,  bo  was  surprised  by  Indians,  and 
shot  to  death  with  arrows.    From  this  point  a  smaU  detach- 
ment of  the  Command  was  seut  to  guard  a  train  to  Virginia 
City,  Montana,  and  falling  in  with  a  large  war  party  of  Arrap- 
pahoe  Indians,  became  surrounded  by  them,  and  were  "  cor- 
ralled '*  for  twelve  days,  but  finally  succeeded  in  getting  intel- 
ligence of  their  condition  to  General  Conner,  when  reenforce- 
ments  were  sent  to  their  relief.    Sergeant  Hall,  <jf  Co.  ''  L," 
and  Private  Evans,  of   Co.  "  F,"   having  volunteered,  suc- 
ceeded in  carrying  the  intelligence  referred  to,  a  distance  of 
fifty  miles,  through  a  wild,  and  to  them  an  unknown  country, 
swarming  with  hostile  Indians,  and  thereby  saved  the  detach- 
ment.   On  the  17th  of  September,  on  orders  issued  by  Major 
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Gtnanl  Dodge»  the  men  of  ihe  Begiment  whose  term  of  ser- 
me  did  not  expire  before  Febmary  let,  1866,  were  consoli- 
dited  wiih  the  First  Michigan  Cayalry,  and  the  Begiment  was- 
then  ordered  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  and  was  there  mustered 
out  of  aenioe  on  the  24th  of  November,  1865,  when  it  pro- 
ceeded to  Michigan,  arriving  on  the  30th  of  November,  at 
Jaekeon*  where  it  was  paid  off  and  disbanded.

being  the  commenoement  of  Oen'l  Sheridan's  celebrated  raid 
to  the  James  Birer.

timore and  Ohio  Bailroad,  and  Ohio  and  Mississippi  riven  by 
steamer,  to  St.  Louis,  and  thence  by  steamer  via  the  Missouri 
river,  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  where  it  was  ascertained  that  the 
destination  of  the  Begiment  was  aoroBs  the  Plains^  to  the 
Bocky  Mountains,  to  operate  against  the  hostile  Indians  in  thai 
Moiien  of  tbe  country,  and  orders  were  received  to  that  effeet 
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These  ovden  pzodnoed  much  justifiable  digsatxfibciioDy  indi- 
eatiDg  as  they  did  that  another  arduous  campaign  was  laid 
out  for  the  Regiment,  which,  in  consideration  of  its  past  long 
and  faithful  serrices,  should  have  been  spared  it,  especially  as 
this  campaign  was  for  an  object  foreign  to  that  for  which  it 
had  entered  the  servioe,  the  suppression  of  the  Southern  Be- 
bellira.  But  the  Begiment,  remembering  its  noUe  record, 
and  adhering  to  its  former  high  degree  of  discipline  and  sub- 
ordination, and  having  in  ^iew  the  honor  of  a  State  whose 
troops  had  neyer  disgraced  it,  obeyed  the  orders  and  com- 
meneed  its  march  across  the  Plains,  reaching  Camp  Collins, 
ssTenty  miles  west  of  Denver  City,  and  at  the  base  of  the 
Becky  Mountains,  on  the  26th  day  of  July,  a  distance  of  700 
miles  from  Fort  Leavenworth.  The  Begiment  was  imme- 
diately assigned  to  duty  along  the  overland  stage  route,  which 
was  at  that  time  so  thoroughly  invested  by  hostile  Indians  as 
to  stop  an  coaches,  mails  and  trains.  The  service  rendered 
by  it  was  valuable,  although  laborious,  succeeding  in  i(iestab- 
lishing  the  transit  of  mails  and  passengers,  and  in  giving  pro- 
tection to  emigrants.  About  the  1st  of  November  it  was  or- 
dered to  transfer  all  the  men  of  the  command  whose  term  of 
service  extended  beyond  the  1st  of  March,  1866,  to  the  Ist 
Michigan  Cavalry,  and  then  report  at  Denver  City  for  muster 
out.  By  this  order  about  250  men  were  transferred,  being 
mostly  men  who  were  recruited  in  the  winter  of  1864.  On 
arriving  at  Denver  City  the  Begiment  was  ordered  to  Fort 
Leavenworth  for  muster  out  It  started  on  the  7th  of  Novem- 
ber, reaching  there  in  26  dajs.  Great  injustice  was  done  the 
Begiment  by  this  order,  as  it  directed  that  all  Government 
horses  should  be  turned  over  to  the  Quartennaster  Depart- 
ment at  Denver.  The  command  was  consequently  expected 
to  march  across  the  plains  on  foot,  at  a  time  when  snow  was 
upon  the  ground,  and  with  only  one  wagon  for  each  hundred 
men,  insufficient  to  carry  their  rations  for  three  days,  and 
through  a  country  with  no  settlements  and  almost  entirely 
destitute  of  wood.    A  statement  of  the  matter  was  made  to* 
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Major  Oenl  Upton,  commandiDg  at  Denver,  who  dedined  to 
•make  any  farther  provision  for  transportation.  Permi$9ion 
was  obtained  to  allow  the  men  to  hire  their  transportation  in 
jnnle  trains,  of  which  there  were  seyeral  returning  to  Fort 
Leavenworth,  and  which  the  Government  might  h$ve  hired. 
The  men  paid  for  this  transportation  $85  each,  from  their 
own  private  fonda.  At  Fort  Leavenworth  the  Begiment  was 
mastered  oat,  the  final  papers  made,  and  then  was  ordered  to 
Michigan.  It  arrived  at  Jackson  on  the  20th,  and  was  paid  off 
'  and  disbanded  on  the  25th  December.

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EIGHTH  CAVALRY. 
This  Begiment  was  aerving  in  Tennessee  on  Nov.  Ist,  1864, 
tnd  brigaded  with  the  14th  and  16th  Illinois  Gayalry,  and  at 
that  date;  with  its  Brigade,  was  on  the  marsh  from  Nashrille 
to  Polaaki,  for  the  purpose  of  watching  the  movements  of 
Hbody  who  was  then  on  his  northern  expedition  from  Atlanta. 
Having  reached  Pulaski,  the  Begiment,  on  the  6th,  moved  on  a 
scout  to  Lawreneeburg,  and  returned,  and  again  on  the  12th 
to  Waynesboro.    Betaming  from  that  point,  it  marched  to 
Kount  Pleasant  on  the  14th  and  15th,  and  remaining  there  in 
camp  on  the  16th,  on  the  17th  and  18th  was  on  the  march  to 
Wajnesboro,    Ck>mpanj  ''  C  *'  having  a  skirmish  with    the 
enemy.    Having  reached  Waynesboro,  on  the  18th,  19th  and 
SOth  nearly  the  whole  Begiment  was  engaged  day  and  night 
in  scouting  by  detachments,  one  being  sent  to  Lawrencebuxg 
to  form  a  junction  with  General  Hatch,  who  was  then  falling 
back  from  the  Tennessee  river  near  Klorence;  one  to  Clifton, 
and  another  towards  Savannah,  all  returning  and  joining  the 
command  ou  the  20th.     On  the  2l8t,  information  having  been 
received  that  Forrest  was  advanciDg  towards  Lawreuceburg, 
the  command  fell  back  to  within  eleven  miles  of  Mt.  Pleasant, 
and  went  into  camp.    In   the  meantime  communication  had 
been  opened  with  Qen.  Hatch,  and  on  the  23d  a  detachment 
of  one  officer  and  twenty-five  men  of  the  Begiment  was  sent 
back  towards  Waynesboro,  which  met  the  enemy  about  seven 
miles  out,  and  near  Henryville,  where  it  kept  a  whole  Begi- 
ment in  check  until  Company  *'  B  *'  was  sent  forward  as  a  re- 
enforoement,  but  before  it  reached  there  it  was  attacked  and 
driven  back,  and  the  detachment  cut  off.    It  was  then  ascer- 
tained that  the  enemy  had  succeeded  in  getting  a  position  be- 
tween Gen.  Hatch  and  the  command.    A  Battalion  of  this  Beg- 
iment was  ordered  to  hold  the  road  in  front  while  the  Brigade 
feU  back  three  miles  to  the  junction  of  the  Mt  Pleasant  and 
Lawrenceburg  roads,  and  there  threw  up  a  barricade  and  made 
a  stand  for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  enemy,  should  he  sue- 
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oeed  in  driying  the  Battalion.  During  that  time  the  Battalion 
was  holding  him  in  check,  although  vigoronalj  attacked  and 
closely  pressed;  and  after  a  s.tabborn  and  gallant  resistance, 
the  enomy  succeeded  in  thrc'wing  a  heavy  force  on  its  left  flank 
and  driving  it  back  to  within  a  short  distance  of  thebarricade^ 
where  it  made  a  determined  stand,  bat  was  attacked  by  a  sa- 
perior  force,  and  before  it  could  fall  back  on  the  command  the 
enemy  had  gained  its  rear.  The  attacking  force  was  discoT- 
ered  by  the  Brigade,  but  owing  to  the  darkness  it  wsa  sap- 
posed  to  be  the  Battalion  falling  back,  and  therefore  no  effort 
was  made  to  check  it  ^  At  that  time  the  balance  of  the  8th 
Michigan  was  ordered  to  a  position  behind  the  bamoade; 
but  before  it  could  be  properly  posted,  the  enemy  made  a 
desperate  charge  on  the  whole  line,  and  so  nnezpected 
was  the  attack,  that  it  threw  the  two  other  regiments  of  the 
Brigade  into  confusion,  producing  a  perfect  stampede,  when 
the  8th  Michigan,  with  great  coolness  maintaining  its  po- 
sition, poared  a  volley  into  his  ranks,  checking  his  advaaoey 
then  gave  him  a  second  volley,  when  he  retired.  In  the  mean- 
time the  Battalion  of  the  8th  Michigan  that  had  been  left  in 
front  to  hold  him  in  check,  and  which  had  now  been  cut  off 
from  the  main  command,  cut  its  way  through  the  enemy,  under 
a  heavy  fire,  and  rejoined  the  Brigade,  having  lost  several 
killed  and  wounded.  About  dayh'ght,  on  the  morning  of  the 
24th  the  pickets  were  again  attacked,  the  Brigade  falling  baok 
about  two  miles,  closely  followed  by  the  enemy,  when  he  threw 
a  heavy  column  on  both  its  flanks,  compelling  it  to  retreat  in 
double  quick,  to  Columbia,  the  enemy  pursuiog  closely.  On 
reaching  that  point,  a  Division  of  Infantry,  from  the  2Sd  Army 
Corps,  which  had  just  arrived  there,  succeeded  in  driving  him 
back,  and  prevented  the  whole  of  General  Forrest's  com- 
and  from  dashing  into  the  town,  and  capturing  it  On  the 
25th  a  detachment  of  fifty  men  of  the  Regiment  was  sent  to 
Hardison's  Mills,  on  Duck  river,  for  the  purpose  of  crossing, 
to  ascertain  if  the  enemy  was  moving  in  that  direction,  and 
next  day  the  Brigade  was  ordered  to  that  point,  and  picketed 
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flia  JMfgtmt  fords  along  the  riyer,  for  nx  or  eight  mfles.  On 
the  monfaig  of  the  S8th,  the  advance  of  Hood's  army  was  die- 
oofsied  moving  towaxd  the  fords,  and  about  [noon  he  had 
dmen  in  the  advance  pickets,  and  at  2  P.  M.,  he  opened  fire 
it  almost  every  ford,  but  he  was  kept  in  check  untQ  the  com- 
aranieatkm  with  Gknl  Johnson  was  cat  oS,  by  the  enemy 
ooMiDg  at  one  of  the  fords  east  of  Golambia»  and  also  on  the 
lift  of  the  command,  when  the  detachments  at  the  fords  were 
oideied  back;  Chen  the  Brigade  became  completdy  sorronnded, 
when  one  Regiment  (7th  Ohio)  sncceeded  in  catting  its  way 
through  the  enemy,  in  its  rear,  still  leaving  the  remaining  per- 
tkm  of  the  command  (in  which  was  the  8th  Mich.)  completely 
and  doaely  snrroonded.  The  Regiment,  together  with  the  14fh 
and  16th  Illinois,  being  armed  with  Springfield  muskets,  dis- 
mounted, and  with  bayonets  fixed,  charged  through  the  enemy 
in  gallant  style,  driving  over  100  rebels  into  the  river.  A  de- 
tachment of  40  men  of  the  Regiment  had  been  cut  off  at  one  of 
the  lower  fords,  but  sncceeded  in  extricating  itself,  with  but 
little  loss.  Next  morning  the  command  fell  back  eIx  miles 
on  Oenl  Ilatch's  Division,  which  had  been  drawn  up  in  line  of 
battle,  to  check  any  further  advance  of  the  enemy.  On  the 
following  morning  the  whole  Cavalry  force  fell  back  to  near 
Franklin,  the  Infantry  having  already  evacuated  Columbia, 
and  taken  position  at  Franklin.  On  the  30th  the  enemy  made 
several  attempts  to  drive  the  Cavalry  in,  but  failed.  Towards 
evening  he  massed  a  strong  force,  and  made  a  desjyerate  at- 
tack, but  was  repulsed,  with  heavy  loss.  Next  morning,  Dec. 
1st,  before  daylight,  the  whole  command  bad  commenced  fall- 
ing back  tow^ds  Nashvillle,  and  when  within  six  miles  of  that 
place,  the  Cavalry  made  a  stand,  but  the  enemy  did  not  come 
up.  Daring  the  night  the  whole  Cavalry  force  moved  inside 
the  lines,  at  Nashville,  when  the  Regiment  crossed  the  river,  to 
Edgefield,  where  it  was  engaged  in  making  expeditions  to  va- 
rious points,  for  the  purpose  of  pres&ing  horlMS,  and  was  em- 
ployed in  scouting  the  surrounding  country;  and  during  the 
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battle  of  Nashville,  from  Dec.  i  4th  to  22d,  waa  held  m  a  «0- 
aerre,  having  previonsly  been  dismoonted.  On  the  18th  of 
January,  foUovring,  it  marched  to  Pulaski,  where  it  was  actively 
employed  in  scouting,  for  the  purpose  of  sappreesing  gatr- 
riUa  operations  in  that  section  of  the  country,  until  Sept  SSd, 
when  it  was  mustered  oat  of  service,  at  Nashville,  and  retom- 
ing  to  Michigan,  on  the  23th,  was  soon  after  paid  off  and  dis- 
banded, at  Jackson.  On  the  20th  of  July,  preceding,  the  llih 
Cavalry  had  been  consolidated  with  it,  the  Regiment  retainiog 
the  designation  of  the  8th  Michigan  Cavalry.

NINTH  CAVALRY. 
This  Begiment,  at  the  date  of  last  report,  Nov.  1,  18M, 
serving  with?  (General  Sherman's  army,  then  engaged  on  the 
Atlanta  campaign,  and  was  in  camp  at  Atlanta,  €kL,  employed 
on  escort  and  picket  duty,  and  varions  scenting  expeditions. 
On  the  12th,  Go.  H,  while  on  a  scoat  towards  Decatur,  had  a 
slight  skirmish  with  the  enemy  at  that  point,  and  on  the  18th 
the  Regiment  marched  to  the  same  place,  and  l>ecame  engaged 
n  a  bra  sh  with  the  rebel  cavalry.    On  the  14th,  while  proceed- 
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ing  to  join  Gen.  Eilpatrick's  command,  it  oame  np  with  a  small 
force  of  the  enemy,  which  was  soon  dispersed  and  driven  off 
by  Company  '*  D."  Haying  joined  the  command  under  Gen- 
eral Kilpatriok,  the  march  soathward  with  General  Sherman's 
army  was  commenced.  The  Begiment,  moving  with  its  Divis- 
ion, towards  Macon,  skirmished  with  the  efiemy's  cavalry  du- 
ring the  entire  day,  on  the  16th,  near  Lovejoy's  Statios,  en- 
eamping  that  night;  next  momiog  continued  the  march,  and 
the  day  foUowing  made  a  forced  march  to  Clintoc,  a  distance 
of  thirty  miles,  CDgagiog  and  driving  the  enemy  the  whole 
distance,  taking  thirty  prisoners.  Commencisg  the  movement 
on  Macon  on  the  20th,  three  companies  of  the  Regiment  were 
lent  to  Griswoldsville,  where,  after  a  bkirmish  with  a  rebel 
Ibroe,  four  of  which  were  killed,  the  command  burned  the  town, 
arsenal  and  railroad  depot,  with  a  train  of  cars,  and  took  sev- 
enty-five prisonera  On  the  21st,  the  whole  Division  was  en- 
gaged at  Macon,  and  during  the  night  the  Regiment  was  pick- 
eting the  Macon  road.  Resuming  the  march,  reached  Gordon 
on  the  23d,  and  on  the  24th  became  engaged  at  Milledgeville, 
and  thence  proceeded  to  Gilam's  plantation  on  the  25th,  and 
on  the  25th,  after  hard  fighting  all  day,  and  marching  28  miles, 
reached  Louisville.  On  the  27 tb,  moved  in  the  direction  of 
Waynesboro,  and  on  the  28th  was  engaged,  while  covering  the 
rear  of  the  Division,  losing  two  men  killed  and  one  wounded. 
Kear  Louisville,  on  the  29th,  the  Regiment  drove  two  brigades 
of  the  enemy  from  a  mill,  after  a  slight  engagement.  Proceed- 
ing towards  Waynesboro  on  the  1st,  2d  and  3d  of  December, 
skirmishing  during  the  night  of  the  2d;  encamped  on  the 
night  of  the  3d;  attacking  Wheeler's  cavalr^^  on  the  4th,  dri- 
ving them  through  Waynesboro  in  great  confusion,  the  Regi- 
ment charging  with  their  sabres,  taking  four  hundred  prisoners, 
and  losing  two  killed  and  five  wounded,  and  one  officer  taken 
prisoner.  For  its  conduct  in  that  gallant  charge,  the  Regiment 
received  special  notice  in  the  report  of  the  Commanding  Gen- 
eral to  the  War  Department.  During  the  6th  and  6th  the 
march  was  continued,  the  enemy  attacking  the  Regiment  vig-

oronaly;  on  the  7tb,  a  charge  was  made  by  the  2d  battalioii,  at 
Cypreaa  Swamp,  and  after  a  severe  fight,  in  which  it  loat  two 
killed,  two  woonded.  and  five  missing,  bo  was  compelled  to  re- 
tire. Advnnciog^  on  the  Sth  and  9th,  in  the  direction  of  Si^ 
vannah,  akirmiahing  on  the  9th,  and  contiDning  the  movement 
forward  on  the  10th  and  11th,  having  a  brush  on  the  11th  at 
Arnold's  plantation.  The  Regiment  marchiog  on  the  12th  .to 
St  Catherine's  Soand,  communication  was  opened  with  the 
:leet  on  ihe  I  Sth,  and  on  the  T4th  it  joined  its  Division  at 
King's  Bridge,  and  on  the  17th  was  ordered  to  Altamaha 
Bridge,  where  it  had  a  sharp  engagement  From  Dec  18th 
until  Jaxt  Isf,  1865,  the  Regiment  was  in  camp  near  Savannah, 
when  it  marched  to  Midway  Church;  remaining  there  three 
vlays,  it  returned  to  its  former  camp,  and  on  the  27tb,  with  its 
Division,  started  on  the  Carolina  campaign,  reaching  Sisters' 
Ferry  on  the  30th,  and  crossing  the  Savannah  River  into  South 
Uarolina,  February  3d.  The  march  was  continued  on  the  4tb,. 
3th,  t>th,  7th  and  8th,  continuing  onward  on  the  9th  and  10th, 
becoming  engaged  at  White  Pond  on  the  9th.  Moving  towards 
.Viken  on  the  11th,  the  command  was  engaged  with  Wheeler 
auvl  Hampton  8  cavalry,  and  on  their  being  reinforced  by  in- 
fantry, the  command  retired  after  a  sharp  fight,  the  Regiment 
covering  the  rear.

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it  engaged  the  enemy  for  three  honre,  a  detaofament  of  the  Begi- 
aMit  deafcrojing  the  staUes  and  a  grist  mill  at  Wadeaboro, 
after  a  biriak  akixmiab.  Grossing  the  Great  Pedeo  Biver  on  the 
6th,  an  the  7th  it  marched  to  Rockingham,  baming  a  large 
iMtoxy  at  that  point  Oontinning  the  march  on  the  8th  and 
Mh,  the  zoada  becoming  extremely  bad,  it  waa  found  necessary 
to  build  oonaiderable  oanseway  and  a  bridge,  the  Regiment 
working  in  the  water  all  day,  having  slight  skirmishing  with 
Hampton's  cavalry,  and  on  the  10th  it  became  heayily  engaged 
with  the  enemy  at  Solemn  Grove.  Reaching  within  three 
miles  of  Fayetteville  on  the  Uth,  passing  through  that  place 
and  crossing  Oape  Fear  River  on  the  Uth,  participated  in  the 
ftttacks  on  the  enemy  in  an  entrenched  position  at  Averysboro, 
on  the  16th,  the  engagement  continuing  for  three  hours,  in 
which  one  hundred  prisoners  and  two  pieces  of  artillery  were 
taken,  and  the  enemy  driven  in  the  direction  of  Neuse  River. 
Moving  towards  the  Neuso  on  the  16th,  skirmishing  with  the 
enemy  throughout  the  day,  and  proceeding  on  the  march  du- 
ring the  17th,  18th  and  19th,  on  the  20th  and  Slat  it  took  part 
in  the  heavy  engagement  at  Bentonville.  Continuing  the 
march  on  the  2  2d,  arriving  at  Clinton  on  the  23d,  and  at  the  Ra- 
leigh and  Smithfield  R.  R.  on  tho  11th  of  April,  skirmishing  at 
that  point  Reaching  within  six  miles  of  Raleigh  on  the  12th, 
a  sharp  engagement  took  place,  and  on  the  13th,  after  some 
light  skirmishing  at  Morrisville,  Raleigh  was  surrendered  to 
Gen.  Kilpatrick.  Resuming  the  march  on  the  14tb,  the  Regi- 
ment reached  Chapel  Hill  on  the  17th,  Hillsboro  May  3d, 
Greensboro  the  5th,  Lexington  the  11th,  arriving  at  Concord 
on  the  14th,  where  it  remained  in  camp  until  July  ^th,  where 
it  was  mustered  out  of  service  on  the  2l8t»  ordered  back  to 
Lexington,  and  on  the  23d  started  for  Michigan  by  rail,  passing 
through  Ghreensboro,  Danville,  Burksville  Junction  and  City 
Pointy  and  thence,  via  Baltimore,  Pittsburg,  Cleveland  and 
Detroit^  to  Jackson,  arriving  there  on  the  80th  of  July.

TENTH  CAVALRY. 
This  Regiment  was  stationed  at  Strawbeny  Plains,  in  Eaai 
Tenneesee,  Nov.  1,  1864,  engaged  in  fortifying  that  point  and 
in  the  nsnal  routine  of  camp  duty  and  occasional  scouting. 
On  the  IGih,  General  Breckinridge,  with  a  large  rebel  force, 
made  his  appearance  in  front  of  the  ^rarrison,  and  on  the  nth 
commenced  a  vigorous  attack  with  aztillery  from  the  opposite 
side  of  the  Holston  riyer,  and  at  the  same  time  threatening  it 
in  the  rear  v^ith  a  heayy  cavalry  force.  Constant  skirmishing 
and  occasional  artillery  firing  wixa  kept  up  for  four  days,  the 
enemy  being   repulsed    on    the  24ih,  when    he    withdrew. 
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Daring  {he  ramaining  portion  of  the  month  and  np  to  Dea. 
6th,  the  Begiment  was  employed  in  oonetraoting  fortifications 
aft  that  pointy  when,  on  the  receipt  of  orders,  marched  to  Knoz- 
Tille,  and  soon  after  made  an  expedition  to  Sal^ville,  Ya.,  and' 
destroyed  the  salt  works  at  that  point,  being  engaged  with 
the  enemy  at  Kingsport,  Pecember  12th;  atBristd,  December 
14th,  and  at  Saltrille,  December  SOth.  Betoming  to  Knoz-. 
Tille,  it  had  a  skirmish  at  Ohucky  Bend,  January  10th,  185& 
Bemaining  at  Enorrille  xmtil  March  21st,  the  Brigade  to  which 
it  was  attached  marched  to  Upner  East  Tennessee,  nnder  the^ 
oonmiand  of  Breret  Brig.  Oen.  Palmer.  Joining  the  ezpedi> 
tion  nnder  General  Btoneman,  in  his  raid  into  North  Carolina, 
the  Begiment  was  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  Brabson's  Mills 
on  the  25th,  and  at  Boonyille,  N.  O.,  on  the  21th.  Froeeeding 
via  Wilkesboro,  and  thence  down  to  Yadkin  riTer,  in  the  direc- 
tion of  Balisbnry,  reaching  the  Tennessee  and  Yirginia  Bail- 
road  at  Ohristiansbnrg,  April  5th,  it  assisted  in  destroying  oyer 
one  hundred  miles  of  that  railroad,  together  with  the  bridgea 
This  accomplished,  the  Begiment  made  a  rapid  march  of 
ninety-fire  miles  to  Henry  Conrt  House,  making  the  distance 
in  twenty-two  bonrs.  At  that  point  it  became  engaged  with  a 
saperior  force  of  the  enemy's  caralry  and  infantry  on  the  Sth, 
which,  after  a  brisk  fight,  retired,  the  Begiment  losing  in  the 
affidr,  Lieut.  Kenyon,  and  three  men,  killed,  and  one  ofScer  and 
three  men  seyerely  woonded,  the  loss  of  the  enemy  not  being 
ascertained.  Next  morning  the  Begiment  moved  southward, 
destroying  the  railroad  and  bridges  north  of  Salisbury,  at  Ab- 
bott's creek,  on  the  10th,  encountering*a  saperior  force  at  thai 
point,  consisting  of  cayalry  and  infantry,  which,  after  a  yery. 
obstinate  contest  of  three  hours,  retired.  It  was  alsoengagedt; 
at  High  Point  on  the  same  day.  During  the  day  the  maiA 
body  of  the  command  captured  Salisbury,  and  destroyed  a. 
large  amount  of  stores.  The  Begiment  was  then  ordered  to 
proceed  along  the  Catawba  riyer,  and  was  employed  in  picking 
np  bands  of  Bebel  cayah7  while  endeayoring  to  make  their 
eseapei  and  was  engaged  in  skirmishes*  at  Statesyille  on  the 
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lith,  and  at  Newton  on  the  17th.  Infonnation  haying  bean 
reoeived  of  the  soxrender  of  Johnstoni  the  Begiment  oobi« 
menoed  a  eoont  for  the  purpose  of  interoepting  Jeffenon  DaTi% 
who  was  then  supposed  to  be  making  his  escape  in  some  direc- 
tion; but  soon  after  it  was  ordered  to  proceed  via  Stevenson, 
Ala^  to  lennesseoi  where  it  served  until  November  lltb,  when 
it  was  mustered  out  of  serrice,  at  Memphis*  and  returned  to 
Miehigan,  arriving  on  the  16th  at  Jackson. 

The  reports  of  the  operations  of  this  Regiment  being  very 
meagre  and  indefinite,  it  is  presumed  that  much  of  theserriees 
rendered  by  it  are  not  covered  1>7  the  foregoing  sketch,  as  it  is 
known  to  have  been  very  actively  employed.

Ontha  lit  of  NoTamber,  1864,  the  Blerenib  Oayalzy  WM 
atalioaed  «!  Kt  Sterlmg,  Ky.,  being  employed  mainly  in  olear- 
ing  that  seotion  of  tlie  ooimtry  of  guerrillas,  and  was  engaged 
in  skirmisheB  with  them  at  Hasel  Oreen,  Noyember  9ib9  Me- 
Oormaok's  FanD«  Norember  10th,  Morristown,  Noyember  ISth, 
and  at  Mt  Sterling,  Noyember  16th;  and  on  the  nth  it  waa 
ordered  to  Crabb  Orohard,  arriving  there  on  the  SOth,  when  it 
joined  its  Diyiaion  and  moyed  to  Oomberland  Gap,  E.  Tenn. 
From  there  it  marched  to  Clinch  riyer,  and  had  a  sharp  fight 
on  the  88th,  and  then  proceeded  to  Bean  Station  December 
1st    th^  next  day  it  made  a  scout  to  Morriston,  Bussellyille^ 
Whitesboro   and  Cobb's  Ford,  skirmishing  at  the  first  two 
named  points  on  the  2d,  at  Cobb's  Ford  on  the  8d,  and  on  the 
4th  it  returned  to  Bean  Station,  and  was  engaged  in  scouting 
and  foraging  until  the  11th,  when  it  moyed  with  the  command 
of  Gen.  Stoneman,  on  the  raid  into  North  Carolina.    The  Begi- 
ment,  with  another  of  its  Brigade,  charged  into  Bristol  on  the 
13th,  taking  a  largo  number  of  prisoners,  and  capturing  a 
large  amount  of  the  enemy's  stores     Passing  through  Paper- 
ville,  Va.,  om  the  same  day,  it  arrived  at  Abbington,  on  the  15th 
having  skirmished  with  the  enemy  at  both  places,  and  the  next 
day  fought  Vaughn's  Brigade  during  the  entire  day,  Irouting 
him  and  capturing  all  his  artiUer}',  and  taking  two  hundred 
and[fifty  prisoners,  reaching  Marion  during  that  night;  the  com- 
laand  having  been  engaged  at  Mt.  Aiiy,  entered  Wytheville, 
at  which  place  a  large  amount  of  stores  were  taken  and  de- 
stroyed, the  Begiment  proceeding  to  Max  Meadow  Station, 
being  ten  miles  further  in  that  direction  than  had  been  reached 
by  any  other  Union  troops.    There  it  destroyed  a  large  ar- 
senal, returning  the  same  night  to  a  point  three  miles  south  of 
Wytheville,  and  on  the   17th  proceeding  in  the  direction  of 
Marion.    The  Begiment,  having  the  advance,  skirmished  with 
Witcher's  Cavalry  until  about  3  P.  M.,  driving  him  to  the  rear 
of  Breckinridge's  oonmiand  of  infantry,  when  the  whole  com- 
mand became  engaged,  and,  after  thirfy-six  hours  of  hard 
18 
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fighting,  the  enemy  fell  back  in  disorder  across  the  monntainB 
into  North  Carolina.  The  command,  with  the  BegimentiA  ad- 
vanee,  then  made  a  rapid  march  to  Saltrille,  Va.,  arriying  there 
OB  the  SOth,  and,  after  a  serere  engagement  of  tweWe  honrs, 
the  place  was  taken,  with  a  large  amount  of  supplies  and  con* 
siderable  artillery.  After  destroying  all  the  salt  works  and  the 
captured  property,  the  command  moTed  in  the  direction  of 
Poond  Gh^p,  passing  through  Jonesboro  and  Morristown,  Ya.,. 
sUrmishing  almost  the  entire  distance,  arrived  at  that  point  on 
the  d5th.  Three-fourths  of  the  men  having  become  dis- 
monnted,  they  were  sent  on  foot  down  the  line  of  the  Big 
Sandy  rirer,  the  others  crossing  the  moimtains.  The  Begi- 
ment  then  proceeded  towards  Lexington,  Ey.,  arriving  there 
January  ad,  1866. 

During  the  campaigni  from  November  17th,  1864,  nntQJan- 
uary  Sd,  the  Begiment  had  marched  an  average  of  twenty-^ 
ei|^t  miles  daily,  ezdnsive  of  foraging  and  scoating.  On  the 
19th  it  moved  to  Mi  Sterling,  and  was  engaged  in  scouting 
the  eastern  portion  of  Kentucky  nntil  Febroary  23d,  when  it 
started  to  join  Gen  Stoneman's  command  at  Knozville,  reach- 
ing there,  via  LouisviUe.Ky.,  and  Nashville,  Tenn.,  March  15tb, 
when  it  was  assigned  to  the  2d  Brigade,  and  fondbd  part  of  the 
force  on  Stoneman's  expedition  throngh  East  Tenn.,  North  and  * 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia  The  command  left  Knozville 
March  17 th,  and  passed  throagh  Boon,  N.  C,  on  the  27th, 
crossed  the  Yadkin  river  on  the  dOth,  passing  through  Mf. 
Airy  on  the  Slst,  Hillsdale  April  let,  and  arrived  at  Christians- 
burg  April  3d,  where  it  destroyed  a  portion  of  the  E.  Tennes- 
see Railroad,  and  passing  through  Danbury  April  Dth.  Ger- 
man town  April  10th,  and  arriving  at  Salisbury  April  12th,  it 
engaged  a  superior  force  of  the  enemy,  and  captured  1,800 
prisoner,  22  picoes  of  ariillery,  and  destroyed  a  large  amount 
of  property,  and  also  the  railroads  and  telegraph  lines  leading 
from  that  point.  From  Salisbury  the  command  marched  via 
Taylorsville  on  the  14th,  passing  Lenoir  Station  on  the  15th, 
and  was  engaged  at  Morgantown  on  the  17th.    On  the  19th  k 
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proceeded  to  Swananoa  Oap,  and  passiDg  through  Bn^erford- 
ton  on  the  tOih,  Hendersonyille  on  the  23d,  arriying  at  Ath-^ 
YOle  on  the  25th,  takiog  at  that  point  two  hundred  priaonera, 
and  oaptnring  aJaige  amount  of  property,  including  artillery. 
PaadDg  again  through  Hendersonville  on  the  27th,  the  com- 
mand entered  South  Carolina,  via  Saluda  Oap  and  CsBsar^o 
Heady  arriyiog  at  Anderson  Court  House  May  Ist.     It  de- 
stroyed the  remnant  of  the  Eebel  Treasury,  then  moTcd  to 
Oaames^ille,  Oa.^  on  the  8d,  and  to  Athens  on  the  4th,  and  on 
the  11th  captured  the  cayalry  escort  of  Jefferson  Davis  near* 
Washington,  moving  to  Hartwell  on  the  13th,  the  command 
guarding  the  crossing  points  of  the  Tugaloo  and  Sayannah> 
rifers.    On  the  32d,  crossing  the  Savannah  river,  reached^ 
Maxwell's  Fans,  8.  C;  on  the  S3d,  Oreenville,  and  on  the 
S5th,  AshviUe,  N.  C,  and  Oreenville,  Tenn. ,  on  the  27th,  Straw- 
berry Plains  on  the  29tb,  Knoxville  on  June  3d,  and  arrived  at- 
Lenoir  Station,  June  4th,  and  encamped  until  the  24th,  when 
the  Regiment  moved  by  rail  to  Pulaski,  and  on  the  20th  of 
July  it  was  consolidated  with  the  Htb  Michigan  Cavalry.

BaUery  ''A,*'  On  NoTember  let,  1864,  this  Batteiy  was 
stationed  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  doing  garrison  dnij,  and 
continued  on  tliat  duty  at  that  point,  nntil  the  dose  of  ibe 
war.  It  returned  to  Michigan,  and  on  the  1 2  th  of  July,  1 865»  ar- 
rived at  Jackson,  where,  on  the  28th  of  the  same  month,  it 
was  mustered  out  of  service,  and  soon  thereafter  was  paid  off 
and  discharged.

tht  partiet  "vrho  had  been  engaged  in  the  oonipiraoy  against 
the  Flreeident  and  his  Oabinet,  and  assisted  in  arresting 
Arnold  and  Mndd,  two  of  the  conspirators.  The  Battery  was 
dismounted  Jnne  16th,  and  again  ordered  to  gazzison  dntj  in 
Fort  Beno,  where  it  remained  xmtil  the  19th,  when  it  left  for 
Michigan,  and  on  the  28d  it  arrived  at  J^acfcson,  where  it  was 
mnstered  oat  of  serrice  on  the  Ist  of  Jnly,  and  then  paid  off 
and  disbanded. 

The  Battery  has  been  stationed  in  fortifications  most  of  its 
term  of  serrice.  On  the  11th  and  12th  of  Joly,  18M,  it  par- 
ticipated in  the  defense  of  Fort  Steyens,  near  Washington, 
D.  0.,  against  the  attack  of  the  Bebel  General  Earlj's  forces, 
which  then  threatened  the  Capitol 

Fourteenth  Battery,  The  Fourteenth  Battery,  on  Not.  1, 
1864,  was  serving  as  Heavy  Artillery,  attached  to  Harden's 
Division,  28d  Army  Corps,  Department  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  garrisoned  Forts  Snyder,  Carroll  and  Grebble,  continning 
on  that  duty  imtil  Jnne  17th,  1865,  when  it  proceeded  to  Mich- 
igan, arriving  at  Jackson  Jnne  2l8t.  On  the  1st  of  July  it  was 
mnstered  ont  of  service 

Daring  its  term  of  service  the  Battery  has  been  principally 
on  daty  in  fortifications,  and  took  part  in  the  defense  of  Wash- 
ington, when  it  was  attacked  by  the  forces  of  Gen.  Early,  in 
Joly,  1864,  being  engaged  with  the  enemy  on  the  11th,  12th 
and  13th  of  that  month. 

FIRST  INFANTRY. 

At  the  date  of  last  report,  Oct  31,  1864,  this  Begiment  was 
serving  in  the  8d  Brigade,  1st  Division,  5th  Corps,  Army  of  the 
Potomac,  and  daring  the  month  of  November  was  encamped 
at  Peebles'  Farm,  Ya.,  before  Petersborg,  doing  daty  on  the 
picket  line,  and  in  constracting  fortifications.  On  the  6th  of 
December  the  5th  Corps,  to  which  it  was  attached,  started 
on  a  raid  along  the  Weldon  Baihx>ad.  After  crossing  the  Not- 
taway  river,  the  Begiment  assisted  in  destroying  several  miles

of  fhftt  nalxoad.  Ptooeeding  as  far  as  Hiokiford,  it  retnmed, 
arriTing  at  its  fonuer  ezKAmpment  on  the  12th.  Bemaining 
there  until  February  5th,  1865,  it  broke  camp  and  moved  to 
the  left  of  the  line  and  participated  in  the  engagement  on  the 
6th  at  Hatoher'flBnn,  losing  three  killed  and  three  taken  by  the 
enemy.  It  remained  in  camp  near  that  place  xmtil  the  29th  of 
ICarch.  On  the  S5th  of  March  the  Begiment  was  engaged  in 
an  attack  on  the  enemy's  right  at  Hatcher's  Bun,  having  sev- 
eral wonnded.  On  the  morning  of  the  29th  it  broke  camp  and 
engaged  the  enemy  the  same  day,  on  the  White  Oak  road,  and 
also  on  April  1st,  at  Five  Forks,  at  Amelia  Court  House  on  the 
5th,  at  High  Bridge  on  the  6th,  and  at  Appomattox  Ooiirt 
House  on  the  9th.  After  the  surrender  of  Lee  the  Begiment 
proceeded  to  City  Point,  and  was  on  duty  there  until  May  16th, 
when  it  took  transports  for  Alexandria,  arriving  there  on  the 
ISth,  and  on  the  16th  of  June  left  for  Louisville,  Ey.,  by  raO, 
where  it  reached  on  the  21st,  and  encamped  near  Jefferson- 
ville,  Ind.  On  the  9  th  of  July  the  Begiment  was  mustered 
out  of  service,  and  started  for  Jackson,  in  this  State,  on  the 
10th,  arriving  there  on  the  12th,  where  it  was  paid  off  and 
disbanded.

THIRD  INFANTRY,  (REORGANIZED.) 
Daring  the  month  of  November,  1864,  the  Begiment  was 
stationed  at  Decatur,  Ala.  On  the  23d  its  advance  picket,  on 
the  Uonlton  and  Oonrtland  road,  was  driven  in,  when  five 
companies  moved  out  and  encountered  a  small  force  of  the  en- 
emy, driving  it  back  without  loss.  On  the  25th  the  Begiment 
moved  towards  Murfreesboro,  Tenn.,  arriving  there  on  the 
2Tth,  and  was  ordered  to  duty  at  Fort  Bosecrans.  While 
G^n.  Milroj  was  engaged  at  the  Cedars,  with  the  principal 
part  of  Forrest's  command,  Faulkner's  Brigade  of  mounted  in- 
fantry, on  the  7th  of  December,  made  a  dash  on  the  picket  line 
at  Murfreesboro,  driving  in  the  pickets,  and  gaining  {Possession 
of  the  town,  when  four  companies  of  the  Begiment,  together 
with  four  companies  of  the  181st  Ohio,  with  a  section  of  artil- 
lery, after  a  spirited  engagement  of  an  hour,  repulsed  the  ene 
my,  reestablishing  the  picket  line,  drove  him  for  nearly  two 
miles,  when  the  command  was  withdrawn  and  returned  to  the  . 
Fort  On  the  iKi,  while  the  Begiment  was  on  a  foraging  ex- 
pedition, it  came  up  with  the  rear  guard  of  the  enemy,  consist- 
ing of  the  7th  and  12th  Kentucky  Mounted  Infantry,  taking 
five  prisoners.    On  the  16th  it  marched  to  the  rdief  of  a  sup- 
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jUj  tnm»  vrhkh  had  been  ftttaeked  on  its  way  from  SteTenMOi 
Ala.9  and  on  approadhing  the  point,  a  skirmiBh  took  plaoe, 
when  the  foroe  xetixed,  leaving  their  dead  and  wonnded  on  the 
ground.  The  B^giment  remained  at  Murfreesboro  until  Jan. 
16, 1865,  when  it  movM  to  Hontsrille,  Ala.,  and  was  assigned 
to  the  3d  Brigade,  8d  Division,  4th  Army  Corps.  On  the  Slst 
it  was  ordered,  with  its  Corps,  to  EastpoH,  Miss.,  and  pro- 
ceeding as  far  as  Nashville,  in  that  direction,  the  order  was 
coontermanded,  and  it  went  into  camp  at  that  point,  and  on 
the  6th  of  February  again  moved  to  Huntsville,  Ala.,  and  re- 
mained there  until  the  IGth  of  March,  when,  with  its  Brigade, 
it  took  up  a  line  of  march  through  East  Tennessee,  reaching 
New  Market  on  the  18th;  remaining  there  until  the  89th,  the 
march  was  ajgain  resumed;  reaching  Bull's  Gap,  it  encamped 
for  a  week,  and  then  proceeded  to  Jonesboro,  and  went  into 
camp  at  that  point  April  7th,  and  was  engaged  as  scouts  and 
on  expeditions  into  the  surrounding  country,  pursuing,  cap- 
turing and  driving  off  numerous  guerrilla  bands  then  infesting 
that  section.  Information  having  been  received,  on  the  20th 
of  April,  of  the  fall  of  Richmond,  the  Begiment  was  ordered 
back  to  Nashville,  arriving  there  on  the  28th.  Bemaining  in 
NashviUe  until  June  15th,  it  proceeded,  with  its  Corps,  by  rail* 
to  Johnsville,  thence  by  steamer,  down  the  Tennessee,  Ohio 
and  Mississippi  Bivers,  to  New  Orleans,  La.,  arriving  there  July 
5th,  and  crossing  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  arrived  at  Indianola, 
Texas,  and  then  marched  to  Green  Lake,  reachiug  there  on 
the  11th;  remaining  there  until  Sept.  12th,  it  started  for  West- 
em  Texas,  and  after  a  fatiguing  march  of  fourteen  days, 
reached  San  Antonio,  and  encamped  near  that  place,  and  on 
the  6th  of  November  moved  into  the  city,  when  it  was  detailed 
to  erect  a  Post  Hospital,  and  afterwards  engaged  on  Provost 
Guard  duty.  During  the  winter  two  companies  were  on  duty 
at  Gonzales.  Early  in  the  spring  the  Begiment  was  ordered 
to  Victoria,  and  was  there  mustered  out  of  service.  May  ^ 
1866,  when  it  started  for  Michigan.    Marching  to  Indianola,  ft 
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took  steamer  to  New  Orleans,  and  thence,  via  the  Mississippi 
Biyer,  to  Cairo,  where  it  took  rail  to  Detroit^  arriving  there  on 
the  10th  of  Jone,  when  it  was  paid  off  and  disbanded.

A  portion  of  the  Begiment  remained  in  service, 
and  was  assigned  to  daty  with  the  Ist  Infantry,  and  served 
with  it  xmtil  the  dose  of  the  war,  when  it  was  ordered  to  join, 
the  4th  Infantry  (reorganized.)

FOURTH    INFANTRY,    (RBORGANIZED.) 

Tliis  Begiment  was  stationed  at  Whitesboro,  Ala.,  Not.  1, 
1864,  and  on  the  19Ui  and  20{h  was  engaged  with  the  enemy 
at  New  Market,  and  soon  after  it  was  sent  to  Mnrfreesboro, 
and  daring  the  month  of  December,  and  nntil  Jan.  15, 1866^ 
was  in  the  fortifications  at  that  point,  eogaged  on  picket  datj, 
guarding  snpply  trains,  and  skirmishing  occasionally  with  the 
enemy.  At  that  date  it  moTcd  by  rail  to  HontsTille,  Ala.;  ar- 
riTing  there  on  the  18th,  was  assigned  to  the  8d  Brigade,  8d 
DiTisioD,  4th  Army  Corps.  The  Begiment  remained  at  Hnnts- 
TiUe  until  the  23d  of  March,  when  it  took  up  a  line  of  march 
by  rail,  through  East  Tennessee,  reaching  KnoxTille  on  the 
25th.  Next  day  proceeded  to  Strawberry  Plains,  and  the  27th 
marched  to  New  Market,  and  to  Painter's  Springs  on  the  29th| 
and  then  to  BussellTille  on  the  day  following,  and  on  the 
morning  of  the  31st  reached  Bull's  Gap,  and  was  there  until 
April  4th,  when  it  passed  through  GreeuTille  during  that  day, 
and  Bayton  on  the  5th,  reaching  Jonesboro  on  the  1th,  and 
there  remained  until  the  20th,  when  it  returned  to  NashTille 
on  the  2Tth.  Encamping  at  that  point  until  June  16th,  it  went 
by  rail  to  JohnsouTille,  where,  with  its  Corps,  it  took  steam 
transports  and  proceeded,  via  the  Tennessee,  Ohio  and  Missis- 
sippi riTcrs,  to  New  Orleans,  arriTing  there  on  the  24tlL  At 
that  point  the  detachment  of  the  old  4th  Infantry  joined  the 
Begiment.  The  Begiment  encamped  at  New  Orleans  xmtil 
July  6th,  when  it  embarked  on  board  steam  transports  for  Indi- 
anola^  Texas,  and  arriTed  there  on  the  10th,  and  marched  for 
Ghreen  Lake,  reaching  there  on  the  following  day,  after  a  Texy 
fittigoing  march,  the  men  haTing  suffered  much  from  the  effects 
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-of  heat  and  soaroity  of  "vrater,  some  haying  died  from  ran  strokey 
and  others  being  seyerely  injured.  It  remained  in  camp  at 
that  place  for  two  months,  and  during  that  time  the  command 
lost  many  men  by  disease,  occasioDed  by  the  extremely  hot 
weather  and  bad  water,  and  a  great  number  were  in  ill  health. 
On  the  11th  of  September  it  commenced  its  march  for  San 
Antonio,  distant  one  hundred  and  seyenty  miles,  and  after  a 
hard  march  of  fourteen  days,  reached  the  Salada  Creek,  about 
eight  miles  from  San  Antonio,  on  the  24th;  there  it  encamped 
ior  two  months,  and  was  then  ordered  into  the  city  on  Proyost 
duty.  The  Begiment  remained  in  Texas,  doing  duty  at  yarious 
points,  until  May  26th,  1866,  when  it  was  mustered  out  of 
seryice  at  Houstoui  and  proceeded  to  Oalyeston,  and  thence 
hj  steamer,  via  New  Orleans,  to  Cairo,  where  it  took  rail  for 
Michigan,  arriying  on  the  10th  of  June  at  Detroit,  where 
it  was  paid  ofF  and  disbanded.

FIFTH  INFANTRY. 
On  the  1st  of  Noyember,  1864,  the  Begiment  was  in  the  Sd 
Brigade,  8d  Diyision,  2d  Corps,  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  was 
doing  garrison  duty  in  Fort  Dayies,  in  the  front  line  of  works, 
before  Petersburg,  Ya.,  and  continued  on  that  duty  until  Jan. 
15, 1865,  when  it  formed  a  part  of  Oeneral  Warren's  command 
on  his  raid  to  Weldon,  and  on  its  return,  was  stationed  on  the 
railroad  near  Humphrey's  Station.  After  laying  at  that  point  for 
two  weeks,  it  moyed  again  to  the  front  tine  of  works,  before 
Petersburg;  there  it  built  winter  quarters,  and  was  employed 
on  fatigue  and  picket  duty  xmtil  March  85th,  when  it  partici- 
pated in  the  attack  on  the  enemy's  works  near  Hatcher's  Bun, 
where  it  assisted  in  driying  him  from  his  first  line  of  wozks, 
alter  a  heayy  engagement  of  four  hours;  remaining  at  that 
point  until  the  S9th,  ft  moyed  about  six  miles  to  the  left,  and 
on  the  morning  of  the  8tth,  the  Begiment  was  deployed  as 
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rind  beeame  engaged  with  the  enemy'ipiekets,  end- 
after  drifing  them  within  their  main  line  of  worka,  near  Fort 
Hamij,  fire  waa  opened  on  the  Regiment  from  three  batteriee, . 
but  it  aoooeeded  in  holding  ita  gronnd  nntil  the  5th  Gorpa  got 
into  poaition,  when  the  line  waa  maintained.  On  the  2d,  the 
BegiBMnt^  with  the  Fixat  Ifaasadhnaetta  HeaTj  ArtOIexy,  made 
a  demonatratJononthe  enemj'a  worka^  for  the  porpoee  of  doTel- 
ojpng  hia  poaition  and  atrength;  this  being  aooompliahed  with  • 
botamall  loai^  the  Command  held  ita  poaition  dnring  the  nighty. 
and  next  morning,  the  Begiment  with  ita  Corpe,  participated  in 
the  general  aaaaulton  the  enemy's  fortifioationa,  which  resulted 
in  oazTjing  his  entire  line  of  works,  and  Ihe  capture  of  Petera- 
bmg,  and  ia  reported  to  have  been  the  first  regiment  to  raise 
ita  oolora  on  the  works.  In  following  up  the  retreat  of  that 
part  of  the  enemy,  whioh  took  the  line  of  the  South  Side  Bail- 
road,  the  Begiment  was  deployed  as  skirmishers,  and  on  the 
4ih  and  5th,  pressing  his  rear  guard  closely.  On  the  6th  he 
made  a  stand  at  Sailor's  Creek,  to  protect  the  crossing  of  his 
baggage,  when  the  Brigade  made  a  charge,  capturing  173 
wagons,  the  Begiment  taking  a  stand  of  colors  and  145  pris- 
oners. The  enemy  being  followed  up  closely  by  the  Brigade,, 
on  the  7th  and  8tb,  the  Begiment  acting  as  flankers  and  skir- 
mishers, became  engaged  at  New  Store,  and  on  the  9th  was  in 
the  front,  in  line  of  battle,  at  Glover  Hill,  at  the  surrender  of  ^ 
Lee.  At  that  point  the  Begiment  lay  until  the  13th,  when  it 
marched  back  toBurkeville,  andonthe  let  of  May,  proceeded 
via  Bichmond,  to  Washington,  D  C,  where  it  participated  in^ 
the  reriew  of  the  armies  at  that  place,  on  the  23d.  On  the  l(Kh 
ef  June  it  started  for  Louisville,  via  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Bailroad,  to  Farkersburg,  and  thence  by  steamer,  down  the 
Ohio  river;  arriving  at  Louisville  on  the  14th,  it  crossed  the 
river  to  JeffersonviUe,  Lid,  and  remained  there  until  July  5th, 
when  it  was  mustured  out  of  service,  and  proceeded  to  Mich- 
igan, arriving  on  the  8th  at  Detroit,  where,  on  the  nth,  it  was- 
paid  off  and  disbanded.

SIXTH  INFANTRY,  (HEAYY  ARTILLERY.) 
Almost  the  entire  seryioe  of  this  Begiment,  daring  the  war, 
has  been  rendered  in  the  extreme  Sonthem  States,  and  on  the 
Ist  of  Nov.,  1864,  it  was  stationed  in  Alabama,  and  garrisoned, 
with  its  headquarters  and  Companies  A,  B,  D,  G  and  E,  Fort 
Morgan,  and  Fort  Gaines,  Danphine  Island,  Mobile  Bay,  with 
Companies  C,  E,  F,  H  and  I.  Companies  B,  C,  E,  F  and  H, 
were  detached  on  the  23d  of  December,  and  joined  an  expedi- 
tion under  Major  General  Gordon  Granger,  to  operate  from 
Pensacola  against  Mobile,  and  were  temporarily  attached,  as 
Infantry,  to  the  Brigade  of  General  Bertram,  which  led  the  ad- 
vance, and  so  remained  until  the  campaign  was  advanced  from 
Mobile  Point  and  Pensacola,  on  the  27th  of  January,  1866, 
when  Bertram's  command  made  a  heavy  demonstration  on 
Mobile,  the  whole  command  being  recalled  at  night  and  hur- 
riedly transferred  to  the  advancing  force  from  the  east,  the 
detatohed  oompanies  of  this  Begiment  being  ordered  to  their

farmer  stetbiui  in  Forts  Morgan  and  GkdneB.  On  the  Slet  of 
March,  oompanieB  A  and  K  were  detatohed  from  ibeconunand 
at  Fort  Moigan,  and  ordered  to  the  front  to  report  to  General 
Granger,  and  were  each  equipped  with  a  Battery  of  10-inoh 
mortarBy  and  on  iheir  arrival  at  the  front  were  ordered  into 
poaition  under  the  gnna  of  Spanish  Fort;  there  they  done  very 
fine  exeoniion  at  a  range  of  1,400  yards.  After  the  fort  was 
taken,  these  companies  were  ordered  to  man  and  torn  the 
heavy  captured  gons,  consisting  of  7-inch  Brooks'  rifled  and 
100  ponnd  Parrotts,  on  the  rebel  forts  Huger  and  Tracy,  and  with 
them  performed  good  serrioe  until  all  the  enemy's  works  within 
range  were  reduced,  and  Mobile  surrendered.  On  the  10th  of 
April,  Co.  *'B  "  was  ordered  to  the  front  at  Navy  Gove,  for 
picket  duty,  and  company  E  assigned  to  garrison  Fort  Powell, 
where  they  remained  until  the  Regiment  was  ordered  to 
report  to  Maj.  Gen.  Sheridan.  Companies  A  and  K,  which 
had  been  for  some  time  on  duty  at  Spanish  Fort,  rejoined'  the 
garrison  of  Fort  Morgan  on  the  20tb,  and  the  location  of  the 
Begiment  remained  unchanged  until  July  9tb,  when  it  took 
steamers  for  New  Orleans,  with  orders  to  repoit  to  Maj.  Gen. 
Sheridan,  where  it  arrived  on  the  11th,  and  encamped  at 
Greenville,  four  miles  above  the  city.  There  it  was  furnished 
with  new  camp  equipage  and  wagon  train,  and  put  in  condition 
for  service  in  Texas,  but  on  the  5th  of  August,  orders  were 
received  for  its  muster-out,  which  was  accomplished  on  the 
20th,  and  on  the  23d  the  Regiment  started  for  MichigaUi  pro- 
ceeding by  steamer  to  Cairo,  where  it  arrived  on  the  28th,  and 
thenoe  by  rail  to  Jackson,  Mich.,  arriving  there  on  the  30th, 
and  on  the  5th  of  September  it  was  paid  off  and  discharged.

SKVJfiNTU  INFANTRY.  * 

At  ihe  date  of  last  report^  this  Begiment  was  serrmg  in  the 
lit  Brigmde,  2d  Dxriaion,  2d  Corps,  Anny  of  the  Potomao^  and 
on  Not.  1, 1864,  was  in  front  of  Petersburg,  and  doing  ganiaon 
dnty  in  Fort  Steadman  and  Battery  10,  being  only  235  yards 
from  the  main  works  of  the  enemy;  conseqnently,  the  Begiment 
was  mneh  exposed  to  the  fire  of  the  rebel  batteries,  although 
its  losses  were  slight  On  the  27th  it  moTed  to  the  left^  near 
Fort  Siebert^  and  built  quarters,  and  on  December  Sd,  with  its 
Diyision,  moTsd  to  the  left  of  the  line,  and  relieTod  the  1st  Di* 
Tision,  5th  Corps,  and  then  moved  again  to  the  left  to  Fort 
Bmery,  near  Fort  Siebert,  on  the  6tb,  where  it  was  engaged 
on  picket  and  fatigue  duty,  until  Feb.  5, 1865,  when  it  moved, 
with  its  Brigade,  to  Hatcher's  Bun,  and  was  then  placed  in  the 
skirmish  line,  when  it  assisted  in  driving  the  enemy's  skir- 
mishers, taking  two  prisoners.  On  the  evening  of  the  7th,  the 
Begiment  fell  back  to  its  old  line,  and  on  the  10th  commenced 
building  quarters,  and  finished  them  on  the  22d,  remaining  at 
that  point  until  March  29th,  when  it  received  orders  to  report 
to  General  Smyth  for  duty  as  skirmishers  for  the  3d  Brigade, 
and  after  reporting,  marched  about  three  miles  to  the  left  of 
the  line,  where  one-half  of  the  Begiment  was  deployed  as  skir- 
mishers, and  the  balance  held  in  reserve,  and  advancing  to- 
wards the  enemy,  he  fell  back  within  his  main  works,  when  the 
Begiment  was  ordered  forward  under  fire,  to  ascertain  his 
streogth  as  to  position;  in  accomplishing  this,  Lieut.  Stephen 
Patterson  vras  shot  dead  by  one  of  the  enemy's  sharp-shooters. 
On  the  SOth  the  Begiment  was  supporting  the  Ist  Brigade, 
and  on  the  31st,  with  the  7th  Yirginia  In&ntry,  was  ordered 
one  mile  to  the  left  to  drive  the  enemy's  skirmishers  and  cap- 
tnie  his  works,  if  possible.    After  driving  in  his  pickets,  and 
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•seertainiBg  that  he  was  very  strongly  entrenehed,  the  com- 
mand fell  back  near  Gen.  Smith's  headquarters  and  encamped 
for  the  nig^ti  and  on  April  1st  rejoined  the  2d  Brigade.  On  April 
2d  the  Begimentk  together  with  details  from  the  Ist  Minnesota* 
and  19th  llassachnsetts,  charged  the  enemy's  works  at  Gat  Tail 
Greek,  eaptoring  two  forts  and  three  guns,  then  sweeping 
down  the  line,  captured  five  other  forts,  well  defended  by  in- 
fimtry,  and  during  the  day  taking  about  five  hundred  prisoners 
and  serexal  horses.  The  Regiment  is  reported  to  have  been 
the  first  to  break  the  rebellines  in  front  of  the  2d  Oorps.  After 
marchings  with  the  Division,  to  the  rear  of  Petersburg,  the 
Begiment  was  deployed  as  skirmishers  up  the  South  Side  Bail- 
road,  in  advanoe  of  the  Division,  taking  many  prisoners  and 
contrabands,  and  capturing  great  numbers  of  horses  and  mules. 
On  April  8d,  it  marched  ten  miles,  continuing  the  march  on  the 
4th  and  5th;  on  the  6th  it  received  orders  to  report  to  Gen. 
Smith,  and  was  put  in  the  advance  of  the  skirmish  line  of  the 
8d  Brigade,  taking  a  number  of  prisoners  during  the  day,  and 
at  9  F.  M.  rejoined  the  Division,  having  marched  about  30  miles. 
On  the  morning  of  the  1th,  it  marched  with  its  Brigade, 
unto  near  High  Bridge,  in  the  vicinity  of  Farmville, 
when,  together  with  the  59th  New  York,  it  was  deployed  as 
skirmishers,  to  cover  the  front  and  flanks  of  the  Brigade,  and 
moving  on  the  enemy,  it  participated  in  capturing  many  prison- 
ers; advancing  to  within  half  a  mile  of  Farmville,  when  the 
enemy,  throwing  a  heavy  column  of  Infantry  and  Cavalry  on 
the  right  and  rear  of  the  skirmish  line,  its  connection  with 
the  Brigade  was  cut  off;  but  as  soon  as  the  advance  on  its  rear 
was  discovered,  the  skirmish  line  was  faced  to  the  rear,  and 
charged  the  advancing  force;  but  the  enemy  being  superior  in 
nmibers,  the  line  was  repulsed,  the  Begiment  lofiing  three  of- 
ficers, and  thirty-four  men,  prisoners,  including  one  officer,  se- 
verely wounded.  In  the  afternoon,  the  Begiment  was  relieved 
from  the  front,  and  rejoined  its  Brigade.  On  the  8th,  the 
march  was  continued  until  12  P.  M.,  and  on  the  9th  marched 
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about  five  miles,  when  Genl  Lee'ri  army  surrendered .  From 
the  10th  to  the  Hth,  the  Eegimeut,  with  its  Brigade,  was  on 
the  march  to  Barkeville,  and  reaching  that  point,  it  remained 
until  May  2d,  when  orders  were  received  to  proceed  to  Itich* 
mond,  and  arriving  there  on  the  6th,  moTed  to  within  four 
miles  of  Washington,  D.  C,  and  encamped,  and  on  the  23d, 
participated  in  the  review  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  The 
Begimeut  ontiuued  in  camp,  near  Washington,  until  Jane 
Gth,  when  it  was  ordered  to  report  to  Maj.  Gen'i  Logan,  oom- 
mandiug  the. Army  of  the  Tennessee,  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  left 
Washington,  by  rail,  on  the  10th,  arriving  at  Louisville  on  the 
22d,  when  it  crossed  the  river,  to  Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  and  was 
assigned  to  Provost  Guard  duty,  in  that  city,  and  continued  on 
that  duty  until  July  5th,  when  it  was  mustered  out  of  service, 
and  reached  Jackson,  Mich.,  on  the  7th,  where  it  was  paid  off 
and  disbanded.

On  NoTember  1st,  1864,  this  Regiment  was  seiring  with  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  belonged  to  the  1st  Brigage,  let 
DiviaioD,  9th  Corps,  and  was  engaged  on  trench  and  x>icket 
datj  near  Peebles'  Farm  until  the  29th,  wheD,  with  its  Brigade 
and  DiTision,  it  took  a  position  in  onr  advance  lines  before 
Petersborg,  where  it  was  employed  on  the  defenses  and  on 
picket  duty.  On  March  25th,  it  partici2)ated  in  repulsing  the 
enemy  in  his  assault  on  Ft  Steadman,  and  on  April  2d  was  en- 
gaged in  the  attack  on  his  position  at  Fort  Mahon,  when  it  as- 
sisted in  carrying  the  works  at  that  point,  and  is  reported  to  have 
been  the  first  regiment  to  place  its  colors  on  that  rebel  strong- 
hold. On  the  8d  it  marched  into  Petersburg,  and  on  the  5th  was 
detailed  to  guard  the  South  Side  Railroad,  where  it  continued  j 
until  the  20th,  when  it  marched  to  City  Point,  and  on  the  2l8t 
took  transports  for  Alexandria,  where  it  arrived  on  the  23d, 
and  moved  to  Tanallytown  on  the  26th.  On  the  9th  of  May 
it  marched  into  Washington,  and  was  assigned  to  guard  and 
patrol  duty,  and  remained  there  until  mustered  out  of  service, 
Joly  30th.  The  Regiment  left  Washington  for  Michigan, 
August  1st,  and  on  the  3d  arrived  at  Detroit,  where  it  was 
paid  off  and  disbanded.

The  Regiment,  on  Not.  Isi,  1864,  was  at  Marietta,  Ga.,  en 
route  from  Atlanta  to  Ohattanooga,  Tenn.,  by  rail,  having  left 
the  former  plaoe  the  day  previone.  On  the  6th  it  reaehed 
Chattanooga,  where  it  remained  in  camp,  doing  guard  daty  at 
the  headqoarten  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  also  picket 
duty  for  that  post,  until  the  27th  of  March,  1865,  when,  Gken. 
Thomas  having  removed  his  headquarters  to  Nashville,  it  was 
ordered  to  that  point,  and  on  the  29th  arrived  there  by  rail, 
.imd  was  assigned  to  duty  guarding  the  military  prison,  and 
also  at  Glen.  Thomas's  headquarters.  The  Regiment  con- 
tinued at  Nashville,  performing  the  same  general  service  until 
Sept.  15th,  when  it  was  mustered  out,  and  the  day  following, 
left  for  Michigan,  arriving  at  Jackson  on  the  19th,  and  on  the 
26th  and  S7th  was  paid  off  and  disbanded.

TENTH  INFANTRY. 
On  Oct  31st,  1864,  the  Tenth  Infantry  was  at  Borne,  Ga., 
and  belonged  to  the  1st  Brigade,  2d  Division,  14th  Corps.  The 
Begiment  broke  camp  Not.  1st,  and  marched,  i;ia  Kingston 
and  CartersTille,  to  Atlanta,  arriving  at  that  place  on  the  16th, 
having  destroyed  railroads  and  bridges  the  entire  distance. 
MoVing  with  Gen,  Sherman's  army,  on  the  Savannah  cam- 
paign, on  the  26th,  the  Begiment  had  a  sb'ght  skirmish  with 
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ihe  enemy  at  Sandersville,  and  without  losSi  droye  him  from 
the  field,  and  on  the  8 let,  three  companies,  while  on  picket 
at  LonisTiIle,  were  attacked  bj  a  superior  force  of  rebel  cav- 
aby,  and  after  a  heayy  fight,  the  enemy  was  repolsed,  leaving 
his  dead  and  wounded  on  the  field.    Arriying  in  front  of  Savan- 
nah Dea  11th,  the  Begiment  threw  up  works  for  protection 
against  the  incessant  fire  of  the  enemy,  and  upon  the  evacuation 
of  that  place  on  the  21st,  it  was  ordered  into  the  city,  and  re- 
maining there  until  Jan.  80th,  it  moved,  with  the  Army,  in  the 
direction  of  Sister's  Ferry,  where  it  arrived  on  the  28th;  then 
erOMing  the  Savannah  Biver,  Feb.  6th,  the  march  through  the 
Oarolinas  was  commenced  on  the  8th.    The  Begiment  became 
engaged  with  the  enemy,  March  11th,  at  FayettevOle,  and  on 
the  12th,  it  crossed  Cape  Fear  Biver,  skirmishing  with  the  en- 
emy at  Avarysboro,  and  on  the  16th  was  again  engaged  at  the 
same  place,  losing  three  men  killed.    Moving  in  advance  of  its 
Corps,  on  the  18th,  six  companies  being  deployed  as  skirmish- 
ers, the  enemy  was  reached  about  noon,  and  a  severe  skirmish 
ensued,  when  the  Begiment  was  ordered  to  take  position  at 
the  junction  of  the  Smithfield  and  Goldsboro  Boads.    During 
the  night  '•  it  was  attacked,  but  sucoeeded  in  repulsing  the  en- 
emy, and  holding  its  position  until]relieved  by  the  20  th  Corps, 
on  the  19th,  when  it  marched  rapidly  forward,  and  formed  on 
the  right  of  the  second  line  of  battle.    About  4  P.  M.  the 
enemy  moved  up  in  heavy  masses,  driving  in  the  skirmishers, 
and  advancing  to  within  a  few  rods  of  the  first  line,  he  dis- 
ci^ged  a  terrific  fire  along  his  whole  front,  and  immediately 
charged  the  works.    The  first  line,  in  which  was  the  14th 
Michigan,  replied  with  a  well  directed  and  efi'ective  volley, 
fjiftftTn"g  the  enemy's  advance,  and  before  he  could  recover 
from  ita  effects,  the  14th  Michigan  jumped  over  its  works  and 
charged,  driving  him  in  confusion  from  the  field,  and  taking  a 
large  number^of  prisoners.    The  Begiment,  with  the  remain- 
der of  the  Brigade,  then  moved  forward  to  the  first  line,  and 
in  a  few  moments,  the  enemy  having  broken  through  the  first 
Divinon,  was^disoovered  coming  in  on  the  left  flank.    The  line 
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was  at  onc9  changed  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  works,  and  after 
ponring  a  volley  into  the  enemy's  ranks,  charged  and  drove 
him  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  in  great  confusion,  from  the 
field,  taking  many  prisoners,  and  captoring  a  large  amount  of 
arms.  On  the  20th  the  Regiment  skirmished  with  the  enemy 
during  the  entire  day  and  night,  and  the  2l6t  marched  towards 
Baleigh.  Beaching  Gk)ldsboro  on  the  23d,  it  moved  in  the  di- 
rection of  Bichmond  April  13th,  arriving  at  that  point  May  7th. 
On  the  10th  it  marched  towards  Washington,  D.  C,  and  reach- 
ing there  participated  in  the  grand  review  of  Gen.  Sherman's 
Army  on  the  24th,  and  on  the  13th  of  June  moved  to  Louisville, 
Ky.,  where  it  was  mustered  out  of  service  July  19th,  and  or- 
dered to  Jackson,  Mich.,  arriving  there  on  the  22d.  On  the 
1st  of  August  it  was  paid  off  and  disbanded.

ELEVENTH  INFANTRY,  (REORGANIZED.) 
On  the  3d  of  September,  1864,  general  orders  were  isBixed 
from  this  office,  by  direction  of  the  Governor,  authorizing  the 
re-organization  of  the  1 1th  Begiment,  under  the  superintendence 
of  CoL  W-  li.  StoughtoD,  who  was  appointed  Commandant  of 
Camp;  bat  nothing  had  been  accomplished  in  that  direction 
until  about  the  middle  of  February  following,  when  its  head- 
quarters were  established  at  Jackson,  and  active  measures 
commenced  for  its  recruitment,  which  resulted  in  the  rapid 
completion  of  the  Regiment.  On  the  4th  of  March  four  com- 
panies left  the  State  for  Nashyille,  Tenn.,  and  on  the  16th,  the 
entire  organization  haviug  been  effected,  the  other  six  com- 
panies, with  the  field  and  staff,  left  Jackson  on  the  Idth  for  the 
same  point.  About  the  1st  of  April  the  Regiment  was  ordered 
to  Chattanooga  to  report  to  Oen.  Steadman,  then  commanding 
that  District,  and  was  assigned  to  the  3d  Brigade,  2d  Seperate 
DiTidos,  Army  of  the  Cumberland.  It  remained  at  Chat- 
tanooga about  three  weeks,  when  it  was  sent  into  East  Tennes- 
see and  placed  on  duty  guarding  the  Chattanooga  and  Knoz- 
TiUe  Bailroad,  four  oompanies  being  stationed  along  the  line 
of  that  road,  about  fifteen  to  twenty  miles  apart,  and  the  other 
six  companies  at  Cleveland.    These  companies  continued  on 
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da<7  at  those  points  for  two  months,  when  the  Begiment  y 
ordered  to  report  to  Qen.  Steadman,  at  Jaioxrille,  and  there 
remained,  doing  guard  dntj,  nntil  Angost  8d,  when  it  received 
orders  to  proceed  to  NashTille,  and  was  there  mustered  ont  of 
service  on  the  16th  of  September,  and  arrived  on  the  23d  at 
Jackson,  Mich.,  where  it  was  paid  off  and  disbanded. 

TWELFTH  INFANTRY. 

At  the  date  of  last  report,  Oct  Slst,  1864,  this  Begiment  was 
serving  in  Arkansas,  and  from  Nov.  1st,  1864,  until  June  6th, 
1865,  was  stationed  at  and  in  the  vidiniiy  of  DeYall's  Bln£^ 
engaged  in  guarding  Bailroads  and  on  picket^  provost  guard 
and  fatigue  duties,  with  occasional  scouting  hj  detachments. 
On  June  6th,  the  Begiment  moved  by  rail  to  Little  Bock, 
where  it  remained  until  the  18th,  when  it  marched  to  Wash- 
ington in  that  State,  arriving  there  on  the  2lBt;  Oompaniee 
A,  B,  C  and  F  were  detatched  on  the  8th  of  July  and  moved 
to  Camden,  about  sixty  miles  from  Washington,  arriving  there 
on  the  22d;  on  the  19th,  Company  ''  E  "  was  detatched  and 
marched  to  Arkadelphia,  arriving  at  that  place  on  the  22d, 
and  on  the  21st,  Company  *'  D  "  was  detached  and  proceeded 
to  Paradifta,  distant  45  miles,  reaching  that  point  on  the  23d; 
Company  "  F  "  was  detatched  from  Camden  Sepi  80th,  and 
moved  to  Ghampagnole,  on  the  Ouachita  river;  and  on  the 
26th,  Companies  H  and  E  left  Washington  for  Camden,  and 
the  Begimental  Headquarters  were  removed  to  the  same  point 
on  the  1st  of  November.  The  duties  of  the  detachments  were 
guarding  public  property  and  stores,  and  at  times  scouting  in 
the  surrounding  country.  They  continued  at  these  points 
until  Jan.  28th,  1866,  when  they  were  ordered  to  assemble  at 
Camden,  the  Headquarters  of  the  Begiment,  for  muster  out  of 
service,  which  was  accomplished  on  the  15th  of  February. 
The  Begiment  ttien  proceeded  by  steam  transports  down  the 
Ouachita  and  Bed  rivers,  and  thence  via  the  Mississippi  river 
to  Cairo,  where  it  took  rail  for  Michigan,  arriving  at  Jackson 
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on  Ihe  iTth.    On  the  6th  of  Maroh  it  was  paid   off  and 
diaofaaiged.

THIBTBBNTH  INFANTRY. 
Thia  Begiment  waa  aerring  in  Oeorgia  on  the  let  of  No- 
Tamber,  1864^  and  on  the  3d  waa  at  Tilton,  when  it  receiTed 
ordan  to  proceed  to  Borneo,  where  it  remained  nntil  the  7th, 
when  it  joined  the  Army  of  General  Sherman,  at  Kingston, 
and  waa  aaaigned  to  2d  Brigade,  1st  Diyision,  14th  6orps,  and 
formed  a  part  of  the  general  Army  that  **  marched  down  to 
the  sea."  The  Begiment,  with  its  Brigade,  reached  Savannah 
on  the  16th  of  December,  and  was  on  dnty  in  the  trenches 
before  that  city  until  the  2l8t,  when  the  enemy  evacuated  the 
place.  On  Jan.  17th,  1865,  the  Eegiment  moved  forward  with 
the  army  on  the  maroh  through  the  Carolinas,  and  was  en- 
gaged at  Catawba  Biver,  S.  C,  February  29th,  and  at  Avexya- 
boro,  N.  C,  March  16th,  and  again  at  Bentonville  on  the  19th, 
where  it  fought  the  enemy  the  entire  day,  sustaining  a  loss  of 
one  hundred  and  ten  killed,  wounded  and  missing.  Amongst 
the  killed  waa  its  commanding  o£Elcer,  OoL  W.  G.  Eaton. 
Pending  the  negotiations  attending  the  surrender  of  Johnston's 
Afmy,  the  Begiment  was  stationed  on  the  Gape  Fear  Biver, 
iwenty-aix  miles  south  of  Baleigh,  and  on  the  dOth  of  April 
it  atarted,  with  the  Army,  homeward,  reaching  Biohmond  on 
the  7th  of  May,  and  Washington  on  the  19th,  and  on  the  24th 
paxiidpated  in  the  grand  review  of  General  Sherman's  Army 
at  the  National  Capital.  The  Begiment  remained  in  camp 
near  Waahington  until  the  9th  of  June,  when  it  proceeded  via 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Bailroad,  to  LomsviUe,  Ky.,  arriving  there 
on  the  16ih.  It  waa  muatered  out  of  service  on  the  26th  of  July, 
11 
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and  on  the  i7th  arrived  at  Jackson,  Mioh.,  where  it  was  paid 
off  and  disbanded.

"^  FOURTEENTH  INFANTRY. 

This  Begiment,  at  the  date  of  last  report,  Oct.  3lBt,  1864^ 
was  serving  with  General  Sherman's  Army,  in  Georgia,  and 
belonged  to  the  1st  Brigade,  2d  Division,  I4th  Corps.    Osl 
Nov.  Ist,  it  broke  camp  at  Borne,  and  commenced  the  grand 
march  to  Savannah,  moving,  via  Kingston  and  Atlanta,  and 
thence  through  MiUedgeville,  destroying  many  miles  of  rail- 
road; reaching  Savannah  on  the  16th,  it  lay  in  front  of  that 
city  nntil  the  2 Ist,  when  the  enemy  evacuated  t^e'place.    At 
that  point  the  Regiment  remained  until  Jan.  20th,  following, 
when  it  moved  forward  with  the  Army,  on  the  march  through 
the  Garolinas,  reaching  Sister's  Ferry  on  the  28th,  where  it  re- 
m  lined  ten  days,  assisting  in  repairing  the  roads  on  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  Savannah  River,  which  had  become  impassable. 
Having  ofoi^^red  the  river  on  the  evening  of  February  6th,  the 
march  through  South  Carolina  was  commenced  on  the  Sth, 
Moving  on  ^'.  hat  is  called  the  Augusta  road,  and  proceeding 
onward,  crossed  the  Salkehatchie,  South  and  North  Edisto, 
Broad,  Catawba,  and  Big  Pedee  Rivers,  arriviog  at  Fayette- 
Tille,   N.  C,  March  10th,  the  Regiment  haviDg  lost   on  the. 
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marcby  up  to  that  time,  "twenty-two  men,  captured  while  for- 
aging. Reaching  Cape  Fear  Biver,  it  was  crossed  on  the  12th, 
the  enemy's  rear-guard  picketing  along  a  small  stream,  about 
one  mile  distant,  overwliich  there  was  a  high  bridge,  the  plank 
of  which  had  been  removed  by  the  enemy.  On  approaching 
that  point,  it  was  found  to  be  held  on  the  opposite  side  by  two 
regiments  of  cayalry.  The  14th  Michigan  was  ordered  to  push 
forward  and  drive  the  enemy  from  his  position,  and  establish 
his  line  one  mile  in  advance.  The  night  being  very  dark,  the 
men  were  obliged  to  cross  in  single  file  on  the  timbers.  They 
pushed  across  very  rapidly,  however,  and  engaged  the  enemy,, 
driving  him  over  two  miles,  capturing  his  camp  and  a  large 
quantity  of  forage,  killing  one,  and  taking  two  prisoners.  The 
Begiment  established  its  line,  and  remained  there  until  the 
14th,  when  it  was  relieved  by  the  advance  of  the  Ist  Division. 
On  the  morning  of  the  15th,  the  march  was  resumed.  Skir- 
mishing with  the  enemy  was  kept  up  the  entire  day,  and  until 
10  o'clock  next  morning,  when  he  made  a  decided  stand  near 
Averrsboro,  and  a  severe  battle  ensued.  The  1st  Brigade,  2d 
Division,  of  which  the  14th  Michigan  formed  a  part,  was  or- 
dered immediately  to  the  front,  and  placed  on  the  extreme  left 
of  the  line,  having  to  cross  a  deep  and  wide  ravine  in  getting 
into  position.  The  Brigade  was  formed  in  two  lines,  the  llth 
N.  Y.  and  14th  Alichigan  composing  the  first  line,  and  the  10th 
Michigan  and  60th  Blinois  the  second.  The  first,  advancing 
under  a  severe  fire,  gallantly  carried  the  first  line  of  the  ene« 
my's  works,  taking  a  number  of  prisoners,  but  the  enemy  be- 
coming h6avil;^reinforoed,  and  after  repeated  attempts  to  carry 
the  position,  strongly  supported  by  the  second  line,  the  men  be- 
having exceedingly  well,  it  was  found  impossible  to  dislodge  him, 
the  Brigade  holding  its  position  until  next  morning,  when  the 
enemy  abandoned  his  works,  the  Begiment  losing  in  the  engage- 
ment, S2  killed  and  wounded,  including  two  o£Elcers  wounded. 
Besnming  the  march  again  early  on  the  following  morning, 
skirmishing  heavily  with  the  enemy's  rear  until  the  19th,  when 
he  made  a  most  determined  stand,  near  Bantonville,  behind  a 
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large  swamp,  with  strong  works  thrown  up  in  bis  front,  and 
haying  a  force  estimated  at  fifty  thousand.  The  Brigade,  in 
which  was  the  Uth  Michigan,  was  placed  in  position  on  the 
extreme  right,  and  succeeded  in  throwing  op  temporary  worksi 
About  noon,  the  Regiment  being  on  the  right  of  the  Brigade, 
the  enemy,  keeping  up  a  seyere  and  continuous  fire  on  the  left^ 
soon  commenced  on  the  right,  eyidently  feeling  for  a  weak 
point,  and  in  a  few  minutes  after  moying  in  heayy  masses  in 
•double  quick,  the  regiments  on  the  skirmish  line,  on  his  ad- 
yance,  falling  back  and  passing  to  the  rear.  He  made  fiye  des- 
perate charges  on  the  works.  When  he  made  his  last  charge, 
^e  men  of  the  14th  Michigan  were  kept  under  coyer  until  the 
^nemy  approached  within  thirty  yards,  when  it  promptly 
poured  into  his  massed  ranks  a  most  terrific  and  destruotiye 
fire,  which  was  continued  for  about  twelye  minutes,  and  before 
he  could  reooyer  from  its  efifeots  the  Begiment  jumped  oyer  its 
works  and  charged  him,  taking  as  prisoners,  unhurt,  one  gen- 
eral officer,  thirty-two  officers  of  all  grades,  from  Colonel  down, 
and  two  hundred  men,  together  with  thirty-eight  wounded, 
and  next  morning  burying  in  the  field  seyenty-two.  In  the 
charge  the  Begiment  captured  the  colors  of  the  40th  North 
Carolina,  and  six  hundred  stand  of  arms.  After  the  prisoners 
had  been  sent  to  the  rear,  the  line  was  rectified,  with  the  in- 
tention of  pushing  forward  and  capturing  the  enemy's  work& 
But  at  that  time  firing  was  heard  directly  in  the  rear,  accom- 
panied by  that  yell  peculiar  to  the  rebels,  and  at  that  moment 
a  courier  gaye  information  that  the  enemy  was  in  the  rear. 
The  command  was  instantly  faced  by  the  rear  ryik,  and  moyed 
back  in  the  direction  of  the  works.  But  while  adyancing  it 
was  discoyered  that  they  were  already  occupied  by  the  enemy, 
haying  three  stand  of  colors  planted  on  the  embankment,  the 
rebels  cheering  loudly  and  demanding  a  surrender.  The  com- 
mand still  adyancing,  opened  fire  on  them,  and  then  the  14th 
Michigan  charged  the  works,  and  carried  them,  after  a  short 
hand  to  hand  fight,  in  which  the  enemy  lost  heayily.  He  re- 
treated in  confusion,  leaying  the  ground  coyersd  with  his  dead. 
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III  the  ehAige,  one  Colonel,  ten  officers  of  other  grades,  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  men,  were  taken  prisoners,  and  the  ool-  - 
on  of  the  54th  Virginia  captured,  the  Begiment  losing  five  killed, 
and  ihxee  offioers  and  nineteen  men  wounded,  and  one  missing. . 
The  oommand  then  moyed  back  to  its  original  line,  when  it 
was  aeoertained  that  the  enemy  had  broken  the  line  occupied 
by  the  let  DiTiaion  some  distance  to  the  lef  fc,  and  two  whole 
DiTisiona  had  passed  through  and  taken  possession  of  the  rear 
line  of  works,  but  were  soon  driven  from  it  with  great  loss,  and 
tilie  Brigade,  having  moved  further  to  the  left,  filled  up  the 
gap  in  the  Ist  Division,  and  established  the  line  again,  when 
a  strong  skirmish  line  was  thrown  out  in  front,  and  fighting 
ceased  for  the  night  About  9  o'clock  the  next  morning  the 
ddrmiah  line  was  pushed  to  within  a  short  distance  of  the 
enemy's  works,  and  from  appearances  it  was  judged  that  he 
was  drawing  off,  when  the  14th  Mich,  and  IHth  Illinois  moved 
forward,  and  when  within  twenty  yards  of  the  works,  fixed 
bayonets  and  charged  in  double  quick,  carrying  them  with 
ease,  taking  one  hundred  prisoners,  and  following  up  rapidly 
the  retreating  enemy  for  nearly  a  mile  inside  his  works,  where 
he  made  a  stand  and  brought  up  a  six  gun  battery  with  two 
brigades  of  infantry,  when  the  two  Kegiments  charged  and 
took  possession  of  the  battery;  but  after  a  desperate  fight  of 
about  forty  minutes,  being  outnumbered  five  to  one  besides 
the  artillery,  abandoning  the  guns,  the  conmiand  was  forced 
back  about  fifty  yards,  where  it  threw  a  traverse  across  a  por- 
tion of  the  enemy's  works  and  held  its  position,  being  one 
mile  in  advance  of  all  the  other  troops.  The  14th  Michigan 
lost  in  the  engagement  two  killed,  and  one  officer  and  twenty 
men  wounded,  and  four  taken  prisoners;  the  16th  BliBois 
losing  fifty-four  killed  and  wounded.  Skirmishing  continued 
during  the  remainder  of  the  day,  the  Regiment  losing  four 
wounded;  next  morning  the  enemy  had  disappeared.  The 
Begiment,  with  its  brigade,  then  started  with  the  army  for 
Goldsboro,  arriving  there  on  the  23d  of  March.  It  remained 
in  eamp  until  April  10th,  when  it  marched  to  Raleigh,  skir- 
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mishing  with  the  enemy's  pickets  the  whole  distance;  from 
there  it  moved  to  Cape  Fear  River,  and  continued  at  that 
point  imtil  the  surrender  of  Johnston's  army,  when  it  marched 
back  to  Holly  Springs,  thence  to  Bichmond,  Ta.,  reaching 
there  on  the  8th  of  May,  and  passing  through  that  city  to- 
wards Washington,  D.  C,  arrived  there  on  the  18th,  and  on  the 
24th  participated  in  the  review  of  General  Sherman's  Army. 
The  Eegiment  encamped  near  Washington  until  June  IStb, 
when  it  proceeded,  via  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Bailroad,  to 
Farkersburg,  W.  Va.,  and  thence  by  steamer  to  Louisville, 
Ky.,  arriving  there  on  the  18th,  where  it  was  mustered  out  of 
service  on  the  18th  of  July,  arriving  at  Jackson,  Mich.,  on  the 
2 let,  and  on  the  29th  was  paid  ofif  and  discharged.

FIFTEENTH  INFANTRY. 
The  Fifteenth,  at  the  date  of  last  report,  was  serving  with  Oen. 
Sherman's  Army,  and  belonged  to  the  3d  Brigade,  2d  Division 
15th  Corps.  On  Nov.  1,  1864,  it  left  Cave  Springs,  Ala.,  and 
moved,  via  Marietta  and  Powder  Springs,  Ga.,  to  Atlanta,  ar- 
riving there  on  the  12th,  where  it  remained  until  the  14th, 
when  it  commenced  the  march,  with  the  Army,  to  Savannah, 
which  was  continued,  without  interruption,  until  arriving  at 
Olinton,  where  it  had  a  slight  skirmish  with  the  enemy  on  the 
20th,  having  three  men  wounded.  On  the  21st,  the  march  was 
resumed,  arriving  at  the  Ogechee  River  Dec.  ISth,  and  remain- 
ing near  Fort  McAlister  until  the  27th,  it  then  marched  to 
Savannah,  and  encamped  until  the  14th  of  January  following 
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when  it  ombarked,  on  transports,  for  Beaufort,  S.  C;  arriyiDg 
there  on  the  15th,  it  eBtablisbed  camp  within  1  ^  miles  of  the 
city.  Continuing  at  that  point  until  the  27th,  it  then  marched 
to  Garden's  Cross  Eoads,  and  on  the  30th  took  up  its  line  of 
march  towards  Orangeburg,  arriving  there  on  the  15th  P'ebru- 
arj,  when  it  marched  to  Columbia,  and  arrived  there  on  the 
17th,  and  on  the  19th  resumed  the  march  for  Cheraw,  via 
Liberty  Uill  and  Kelly's  Bridge,  reaching  Cheraw  March  15th, 
and  on  the  7th  started  for  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  which  it  reached 
on  the  13tb,  and  on  the  14th  marched  for  Goldsboro.  The 
Eegiment  was  detailed  on  the  21st,  as  guard  to  a  supply  train 
for  Kingston,  arriving  there  on  the  24th,  and  returning  to 
Goldsboro  on  the  28th.  Breaking  camp  on  the  10th  of  April, 
the  Regiment  marched  towards  Baleigh,  and  arrived  there  on 
the  14th,  remaining  there  until  the  29th;  it  then  took  up  its 
lin*?  -^f  march  for  Bichmond,  Va.,  reachiiig  there  on  the  Gth  of 
May,  and  marching  for  Wasliiiigton  on  tLo  ."^tb,  arrived  on  the 
2 1  fit,  and  participated  in  the  grand  review  of  Gen'l  Sherman's 
Aimy,  on  the  24 tb.  The  Begimont  was  encamped  near  Wash- 
ington, until  June  1st,  when  it  started  for  Louisville,  Ky.,  via 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Bailroad,  arriving  at  that  point  on  the 
Ttb;  on  the  2Sth  embarked  on  transports  for  Little  Bock,  Ark., 
reaching  there  July  7  th,  where  it  was  stationed  until  August 
21st,  when  it  took  transports  for  Cairo,  and  thence  proceeded 
by  rail,  to  Michigan,  arriving  at  Detroit  on  Sept  1st,  where  it 
was  paid  off  and  discharged.

SIXTEENTH  INFANTRY. 

The  Sixteenth  was  senriDg  in  the  Anny  of  the  Potomae 
at  the  date  of  the  last  report,  October  Slst,  1864,  and  be- 
longed to  the  Sd  Brigade,  let  DiTision,  5th  Corps.  Dariog 
the  month  of  November  the  Begiment  lay  in  the  trenohes 
near  Poplar  Groye  Church,  Ya.,  and  in  December  aooom- 
panied  its  Oorps  on  the  raid  to  Bellfield,  where  it  assisted  in 
destroying  about  sixteen  miles  of  Bailroad.  It  was  in  the 
trenohes  before  Petersburg  during  the  month  of  January, 
1865,  and  on  February  6th  and  7th  was  engaged  with  the 
enemy  at  the  battle  of  Dabney's  Mills,  or  Hatcher's  Bun, 
where  it  lost  heavily,  on  March  25th  at  Hatcher's  Bun,  at 
White  Oak  Swamp  on  the  29th,  at  Quaker  Road  on  the  31st» 
and  at  Five  Forks  on  April  Ist,  and  following  Lee's  Army 
until  its  surrender,  on  the  5th  it  was  engaged  with  the  enemy 
at  Amelia  Court  House,  on  the  6th  at  High  Bridge,  at  Appo- 
mattox Court  House  on  the  9th,  and  after  the  surrender  it 
marched  to  Sutherland's  Station,  where  it  was  stationed 
during  the  remainder  of  the  month.  In  May  the  Begiment 
marched  to  Washington,  D.  C,  arriving  there  on  the  ISth, 
where,  on  the  23d  it  participated  in  the  grand  review  of  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac  Bemaining  in  camp  near  Washington 
until  June  16th,  it  was  ordered  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  where  it 
arrived  on  the  21st,  and  crossed  the  river  to  Jeffersonville,  Ind., 
and  was  there  mustered  out  of  service  July  8th,  and  left  on 
the  10th  for  Michigan,  arriviog  on  the  12th  at  Jackson,  and 
on  the  25th  was  paid  off  and  diBbanded.

SEVENTEENTH  INFANTRY. 
Daring  the  month  of  November,  1864,  this  Regiment  was 
before  Petersbarg,  Ya.,  and  belonged  to  the  Ist  Brigade,  let. 
Division,  9th  Corps,  Army  of  the  Potomac.  On  Dec.  2d,  it 
marched  from  Pegram  Farm  to  Friend  Farm,  near  the  Appo- 
mattox River,  where  it  remained  daring  the  winter,  doing  dnty 
as  Division  Engineers  and  Provost  Goard.  Daring  the  attack 
of  the  rebels  on  Fort  Steadman,  March  25, 1865,  the  Regiment 
was  advanced  as  skirmishers,  and  sucoeeded  in  repelling  thosa 
of  the  enemy,  taking  sixty-five  prisoners,  the  Regiment  losing 
one  killed  and  two  woanded.  From  that  time  it  was  engaged 
very  actively,  in  repairing  and  reconstracting  works  in  front 
of  Peterebarg,  antil  April  2d,  when  the  final  assaalt  was  made 
on  that  stronghold.  The  Regiment  being  held  in  reserve,  its 
18 
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I088  on  that  day  was  only  two  wounded.  On  the  3d,  it  tdbtad 
with  its  Division  into  Petersbtuig,  where  it  was  engaged  {or 
three  days,  guarding  prisoners;  on  the  6th  marched  toSnthsm 
land's  Station,  and  on  the  7th  to  Beasley's  Farm,  where  it  per- 
formed ProYost  Ooaid  duty  until  the  lOtb^  when  it  moved  to 
Hobbs*  Farm;  on  the  98d,  it  marched  at  11  o'clock  A.  U.,  lad 
reached  within  six  mfles  of  Peterabniig  that  nighty  being  a  db- 
tanoe^of  2*1  milea,  and  on  the  84th  moved  through  Peters- 
burg, to  atj  Point,  where  the  Regiment  embarked  cm  tnuuk 
ports  on  the  S5th,  arriving  at  Alexandria  on  the  S7th;  on  the 
29th  it  reported  for  duty  with  the  1st  Brigade,  and  marched  to 
Washingloni  D.  C,  thence  to  Taanallytown,  where  it  remaiaed 
in  camp  until  May  S2d,  when  it  proceeded  to  Washington, 
and  participated  in  the  great  review  of  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac, on  the  88d,  returning  to  its  former  encampment  the  same 
day,  and  remained  there  until  June  3d,  when  it  was  mustered 
out  of  service  and  started  by  rail,  for  Michigan,  on  the  4th;  on 
the  7th  arrived  at  Detroit,  where  it  was  paid  off  and  discharged.

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EIGHTEENTH  INFANTRY. 
On  tlie  let  of  NoTember,  1864,  this  Regiment  was  in  garri- 
•on  at  DecatoTy  Ala.,  where  it  remained  nntil  the  25tb,  when 
ilie  eraenation  of  the  line  of  the  Memphis  and  Charleston 
Baflroady  from  Deeator  to  StevensoD,  was  oommenced.  Then 
it  left  DeoatnTf  marching  along  the  line  of  that  nulrofid 
to  Sterenaon,  a  distance  of  eighty  miles,  reaching  that 
point  December  2d,  where  it  was  employed  building  for- 
tificationa  nntil  the  19  th,  when  it  was  ordered  back  to  Decatw, 
via  the  Tennessee  Biver.  On  the  SSd  the  Regiment  landed  at 
Tnutesboro,  and  marched  to  Hnntsrille  to  aid  in  repelling  a 
threatened  attack  by  Forrest,  and  on  the  24th  returned  to 
Whitesboro,  and  re^mbarked  for  Deoator,  arriving  there  on 
the  S8th«  It  remained  at  that  point,  doing  garrison  duty,  nntil 
the  11th  of  January,  1865,  when  it  proceeded  by  rail  to  Hunts- 
Tille,  and  was  there  engaged  on  Post  duty.  On  June  20th  the 
Regiment  was  ordered  to  Kaehyille  for  muster  out,  which  was 
accomplished  on  the  26th,  and  on  the  21{h  it  left  for  Michigan, 
arriying  at  Jackson  July  2d.  On  the  4ih  it  was  paid  off  and 
discharged.

NINETEENTH  INFANTRY. 
This  Regiment  was  serriDg  with  General  Sherman's  Armi^ 
on  the  1st  of  November,  1864,  attached  to  the  2d  Brigade,  8d 
Divisiony. 20th  Corps,  and  at  that  time  was  quartered  in  the 
dtj  of  Atlanta,  G^,  and  on  the  15th  moved  with  its  Brigade 
on  the  great  march  towards  Savannah,  passing  through 
Madison,  where  it  assisted  in  destrojisg  the  raikoads, 
bridges,  factories,  furnaces,  znills,  and  every  kind  of  property 
in  that  vicinity  which  could  be  made  useful  by  the  enemy; 
then  moving  to  the  right,  directly  towards  Milledgeville,  reach- 
ing there  on  the  22d,  and  again  resuming  the  march  on  the 
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2M,  paanng  through  DayiBboro,  Looisnlle  and  Millan,  and 
after  a  long  and  fatiguing  march  reached  Sayannah,  whec9  it 
took  an  active  part  in  the  siege  of  that  city  ontil  its  CTaena- 
tion  on  the  2l8t  of  December.  The  Begiment  remained  near 
Savannah  until  the  let  of  January  following,  when,  with  a 
portion  of  the  SOth  Corps,  it  croesed  the  Savannah  River  into- 
South  Carolina,  moving  up  along  the  line  of  that  river  to 
Hardee^  plantation,  through  Perrysburg  and  BoberteviUe, 
and  on  the  2d  of  Februaiy  moved  with  the  Army  on  its  mareh 
through  South  Carolina,  crossing  the  Pedee  River  at  Oheraw, 
into  North  Carolina,  arriving  at  Fayetteville  March  11th,  and 
after  the  complete  destruetion  of  the  arsenal  and  other  public 
buildings  at  that  point,  with  its  Brigade,  crossed  Cape  Fear 
Biver  and  moved  in  the  direction  of  Baleigh,  and  on  the  16th 
met  the  enemy  in  heavy  force  near  Averysboro,  where  a  battle 
ensued  in  which  the  Begiment  took  an  active  and  important 
part;  its  Brigade  being  ordered  to  assault  his  works,  promptly 
and  gallantly  carried  them,  capturing  his  artillery  and  many 
prisoners,  the  Begiment  losing  Captain  L.  Oibbon,  Lieui. 
Charles  Bussell,  and  four  killed  and  fifteen  wounded,  several 
severely.  On  the  19th  the  enemy  was  again  met  at  Benton- 
ville,  where  the  Regiment  was  in  line  of  battle,  but  did  not 
become  actively  engaged.  Moving  from  that  point,  the  Begi- 
ment reached  Ooldsboro  on  the  24th,  then  proceeded  to 
Baleigh,  where  it  remained  until  after  the  surrender  of 
Johnston's  Army,  when  it  marched,  with  its  Ciorps,  to  Alex- 
andria, Ya.,  arriving  there  on  the  18th  of  May,  and  on  the  24th 
participated  in  the  grand  review  of  General  Sherman's  Army 
in  Washington.  The  Begiment  remained  in  camp  near 
Washington  until  June  10th,  when  it  was  mustered  out  of 
service  and  ordered  to  Michigan,  arriving  on  the  18th  at 
Jackson,  where  it  was  paid  off  and  disbanded.

TWENTIETH  INFANTRY. 
Hie  Twentieth  belonged  to  the  8d  Brigade^  let  Ditiaioni 
tth  Ooipe,  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  from  NoTember  lei  to 
ami,  WM  eneemped  at  Peeblee'  Fann,  near  Feterabnrg,  Y%., 
engeged  on  picket  duty  and  in  building  fortifioatioiiB^  and  on 
the  S8th  moTed  with  its  OiTision  to  the  extreme  right  of  the 
line  eaat  of  Peterabnrg,  and  daring  the  night  took  position  in 
the  tienohea»  the  Bagiment  ocenpying  Battery  9,  near  the 
Appomattox  BiTer,  and  relieTing  a  portion  of  the  Sd  Goipii 
The  enemy,  having  been  apprised  of  the  moyement^  had 
posted  aherp-shooterB  in  oonvenient  positions,  who  kept  np  a 
eontinnoas  flre  throogh  the  night,  killing  seyenJ  men  of  the 
BiQgimeni  Daring  the  winter  the  Regiment  continued  in  that 
petition,  within  range^of  the  enemy's  fire  from  mortar  bat- 
teries in  front,  and  also  on  the  right  flank  from  batteries 
aoroM  the  rirer,  mounted  with  ^Whitworth  and  sixty-foiu> 
ponnder  rifle  guns.  From  these  points  he  usually  opened  fire 
at  interrals  of  three  or  four  days,  driving  every  man  (o  the 
shelter  of  the  works.  The  picket  trenches  being  only  about 
two  hundred  yards  apart  at  that  point  from  those  of  the 
enemy,  oonsequently  much  annoyance  and  danger  was  ezperi- 
snoed  from  the  fire  of  his  pickets;  and  on  February  15th,  while 
ntjpta^*^  H.  F.  Bobinson  was  riding  along  the  lines,  he  was 
killed  by  a  rebel  sharp^ooter.  Owing  to  the  insufficiency  of 
shelter  and  scarcity  of  fuel,  the  men  in  the  trenches  su£fered 
mneh  hardship,  while  at  the  same  time  their  duties  were  ar- 
dnooa,  being  engaged  on  picket  or  fatigue  duty  every  other 
day.  About  March  let,  the  enemy  was  observed  strengthen- 
ing his  works  in  front,  as  if  he  expected  an  assault  On  the 
18th  the  Begiment  was  under  arms,  anticipating  an  attack, 
ipd  on  the  16th  it  received  orders  to  be  ready  to  movf  at  a 
nKmr^**'  notiee;  all  the  sick  were  sent  to  Oity  Pointy  and  the 
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men  required  io  deep  on  their  arms  emrj  night    On  ih» 
morning  of  the  2btb,  abont  4  o'clock  A.  U,  the  command  ITM 
aronsed  by  aentinel's  cry  of  "A  charge !"  and  the  men  were 
immediately  ordered  to  the  works.    It  was  still  dark,  and  no 
one  seemed  to  comprehend  the  natare  or  extent  of  the  attack; 
there  was  an  irregolar  firing  heard  a  short  distance  on  the  lifl^ 
anA  it  was  tfoon  aaeertained  that  the  enemy  had  oaptnred  lV»t 
Steadman,  and  that  he  was  swinging  around  to  the  righft  in 
rear,  with  the  intention  of  oaptnring  all  on  the  right  of  the 
captured  fort»  and  nothing  but  the  Tigilance  and  braTery  of 
this  Begiment  and  the  Sd  Michigan,  which  occupied  the  line 
between  Battery  9  and  Fort  Steadman,  prevented  the  sueeeas 
of  his  morement    The  3d  Michigan  was  loroed  back  into 
Battery  9,  with  considerable  loss  in  prisoners;  all  the  rebel 
batteries  in  front  of  the  position  were  opened  on  that  poilioii 
of  the  line  occupied  by  the  20th  and  2d  Mioh%;an,  also  the 
guns  of  the  captured  fort,  while  the  enemy  was  pouring  in  at 
the  breach,  and  at  the  same  time  preparing  for  a  charge  in 
front;  the  17th  Michigan,  advancing  from  Division  headquar- 
ters, charged  rapidly  on  the  advance  in  front,  but  was  drmn 
back  by  a  superior  force;  reforming,  it  again  charged,  the  20th 
and  2d  Michigan  charging  gallantly  on  the  right,  covered  l>y 
the  guns  of  Fort  McQilvery.    The  enemy,  seeing  that  success 
was  impossible,  became  utterly  demoralized,  and  retreated 
hastfly  in  great  disorder  to  his  work&    The  Begiment  vraa 
then  deployed  along  the  picket  Une,  and  succeeded  in  captur- 
ing about  350  of  the  retreating  enemy,  who  were  delivered 
inside  our  lines.    During  the  attack  the  Begiment  lost  nine 
wounded,  three  mortally.    On  the  26th,  anticipating  another 
attack,  the  Begiment  was  constantly  under  arms;  on  the  29th, 
the  enemy  opened  a  furious  fire,  wounding  four  men,  and  oti 
the  80th  the  Begiment  vras  ordered  out  through  the  covered 
way  to  the  picket  trench,  receiving  orders,  together  with  the 
2d  Michigan  and  1st  Mich.  Sharp-shooters,  to  make  a  dash  ^ 
the  rebel  Works.    K  vras  dec&dM  th4t  the  2d  M>iehigan  ahould 
make  the  charge,  supported  by  the  let  S.  S.  on  the  kit,  and 
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ihe  20th  on  the  right.    The  2d  started  on  the  charge,  pre- 
ceded by  fifty  axmen  to  cut  away  the  ohevaiuc  defrise,  but  the 
forions  fire  of  the  enemy  indicated  that  he  was  fully  prepared, . 
and  the  attack  at  that  point  was  abandoned.    Fort  Mahon, 
aboot  two  miles  to  the  left  of  the  position  held  by  this  Begi- 
ment»  was  captured  by  our  troops  on  April  Ist,  while  at  the 
same  time  a  hea^y  demonstration  was  made  on  the  right  by. 
the  let  Miohigan  Sharp-shooters,  which  captured  and  for  a 
short  time  held  a  portion  of  the  enemy's  works,  and  the  iOth, . 
together  with  the  whole  Brigade,  was  kept  in  constant  readi- 
ness for  a  diarge,  should  not  our  forces  succeed  in  holding- 
Fort  Hahon;  and  a  heavy  artillery  fire  was  kept  np  during  the 
#hole  day  and  night  by  all  our  Batteries,  and  during  the 
Sd  the  Begiment  was  held  in  readiness  for  a  charge;  and 
at  3  o'dock  A.  M.  on  the  8d,  it  was  ordered  towards  the  right 
to  support  the  1st  Mich.  Sharp-shooters,  in  a  charge  on  the^ 
enemy's  works,  as  it  was  supposed  that  he  was  evacuating.    On 
arriving  at  the  point  indicated,  the  Sharp-shooters,  followed  by 
the  2d  and  20th  Michigan,  charged  into  the  city,  capturing  a 
number  of  prisoners,  guns  and  small  arms,  and  at  4:10  A.  M., 
the  flag  of  the  1st  Michigan  Sharp-shooters  was  raised  on  the 
Oourt  House  of  Petersburg,  that  beiug  the  first  Begiment 
which  entered  the  city,  and  the  20th  was  immediately  detailed 
on  Provost  duty.    On  the  8tb,  the  Begiment  with  its  Brigade, 
was  relieved  from  duty  in  Petersburg  and  ordered  to  the  front, 
moving  about  15  miles  southwest  on  the  South  Side  Bailroad, 
to  Ford's  Station,  where  the  men  of  the  Begiment  were,  de- 
tailed as  safe-guards  at  the  various  houses  in  the  vicinity,  to^ 
prenrent  outrages  being  committed  by  both  armies.    On  the 
aOih  the  Begiment  was  ordered  to  City  Point,  and  azriviug ; 
there  on   the  22d,  immediately  embarked   for  Alexandria; . 
reaching  there  on  the  24th,  it  encamped  about  two  miles  from , 
the  city,  near  Fort  Lyon,  and  on  the  28th  marched  over  Long 
bridge,  through  Washington  and    Georgetown,  encamping 
about  four  milee  from  the  latter  place,  and  on  the  28d  of  May 
participated  in  the  grand  review  of  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
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tnao.    The  Begizneot  was  mustered  oat^of  serace  on  ilie  SOIh, 
'  and  started  by  rail  for  Michigan  Jnne  lit,  arriTiDg  at  Jaekaoii 
on  the  4th,  and  on  the  9ih  was  paid  oiF  and  disbanded.

On  Nov.  1st,  1864,  the  Twenty-first  was  at  Dalton,  Ga., 

where  it  reoeiTod  orders  to  march  to  Kingston  and  join  the 

"lith  Army  Ck^ps,  and  on  arriyiog  there  was  assigned  to  the 

Sd  Brigade,  1st  Division,  when  it  started  for  Atlanta,  and  on 

'  the  mardh  assisted  in  tearing  up  the  raihroad  track  and  de- 

•  stroying  everything  in  its  rear,  reaching  that  point  on  the  ISth, 
and  on  the  following  day  after  the  destruction  of  that  place, 

'  moved  with  Gton.  Sherman's  army  towards  MiUedgeville,  arriv- 
ing there  on  the  S3d,  and  then  took  np  a  line  of  march  in  the 
"direction  of  Angosta,  and  on  reaching  within  about  forty 

*  miles  of  that  point,  turned  directly  south,  towards  Savannah, 
and  arrived  at  the  works  in  front  of  that  place  on  the  10th  of 
December,  and  there  relieved  a  part  of  the  SOth  Army  Coups, 
which  held  a  portion  of  the  works  on  the  south  side  of  the 

'  canal,  l>eing  the  most  exposed  position  on  the  whole  line.

There  ihe  men,  being  obliged  to  lay  in  the  tfiendbeey  wiihoat 
tmti  and  Uglitty  dad,  few  of  them  having  blankets,  eoffered 
eKtremdy  bma  oold,  and  also  from  hunger,  as  their  rations 
wero  short  TheBegimentoontinned  in  that  position  nntil 
the  18tb,  whan  it  moTed  back  north  of  the  eanal,  and  remained 
I  ontQ  tho  eraonation  of  SaTannah,  on  the  2l8t,  and  then 
aped  about  three-foorths  of  a  mile  from  the  oii^.  I>iuing 
the  twantj-fiTe  days  oooapied  on  the  march  from  Atlanta, 
<mly  two  aftd  a  half  days'  rations  had  been  issued  to  the  Beg- 
imenl^  it  being  mainly  supplied  with  subsistenoe  procured  by 
foraging  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  through  which  it 
passed.  Tho  Regiment  remained  at  SaTannah,  refitting^  re- 
olothing'the  men,  and  getting  ready  fbr  the  campaign  through 
the  Carolinas,  until  the  20th  of  January  following,  when  it 
marched  up  along  the  Savannah  Biver  to  Sister's  Ferry,  where 
il  lay  until  the  5th  of  February,  then  crossed  into  South  Car- 
olina, still  continuing  the  movement  in  the  vicinity  of  the  river 
until  nearly  opporite  Columbia,  when  a  direction  was  taken 
towards  that  point,  and  on  arriving  there  turned  to  the  left, 
crossed  the  Black  and  Saluda  Bivers,  and  struok  the  railroad  at 
Winnsboro,  where  it  assiBted  in  destroying  the  track  as  far  north 
as  Blackstock  Station;  then  changing  the  direction  eastward, 
crossed  the  Great  and  Little  Pedee  rivers,  about  eight  miles 
north  of  Cheraw,  then  crossed  the  Wateree  at  Bocky  Moun- 
tain, on  pontoons  made  from  wagon  boxes  covered  with  tent 
jOies  and  canvass,  the  high  water  having  carried  away  the  pon- 
toon bridge.  While  crossing,  the  Brigade  being  the  rear 
guard,  was  much  annoyed  by  the  enemy's  cavalry,  but  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  over  the  entire  Corps  train,  when  the  march 
was  resumed  in  the  direction  of  FayetteviUe,  N.  C.  Beaching 
there,  Gape  Fear  Biver  was  crossed  on  the  13th  of  March,  and 
moving  forward,  met  the  enemy  at  Averysboro  on  the  16th, 
and  after  a  severe  engagement  he  retreated  during  the  night; 
continuing  the  march,  again  encountering  the  enemy  at  Ben- 
ionville,  on  the  19th,  where  the  Begiment  became  heavily  en- 
.gagedy  losing  six  officers  and  eighty-six  men,  killed  and 
19 
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ivoimded,  out  of  two  hundred  and  thirty,  Mid  after  the  re- 
treat of  the  enemy  from  that  point  the  mardh  was  resiiiDiad> 
and  eroeeiDg  the  Nenie  BiTer,  arxiyed  at  Goldeboro  on  the 
96th,  after  a  march  of  sizty-fonr  days  froifi  Savannah,  during 
whieh  time  only  twelve  days'  rations  had  been  issued  to  the 
Regiment,  the  main  supply  having  been  obtained  by  foraging 
in  the  country  on  the  line  of  march.  The  Regiment  remained 
in  camp  near  Gkddsboro  until  April  11th,  when  a  movement 
was  commenced  in  th^  direction  of  Raleigh.  Beaching  there 
on  the  14th,  it  then  marched  to  Haywood,  on  Cape  Fear  River, 
where  it  remained  until  the  surrender  of  Johnston's  a^my, 
when  the  Regiment,  with  its  Division  and  Corpse  started  for 
Richmond,  in  company  with  the  20th  Corps.  The  twoOorps, 
being  destined  for  the  same  point,  entered  on  a  friendly  race, 
which  resulted  in  the  1st  Division,  14th  Oorps,  in  which  was 
the  Twenty-first  Michigan,  reaching  that  point  ahead  of  any 
other  troops,  marching  280  miles  in  less  than  eight  days. 
Viom  Richmond  the  march  was  continued  to  Washington,  D. 
0.,  where  the  Regiment  participated  in  the  review  of  Gen. 
Sherman's  army,  on  the  24th  of  May,  and  on  the  8th  of  Jane 
was  mustered  out  of  service,  when  [it  proceeded  to  Michigan, 
arriving  at  Detroit  on  the  13th,  and  on  the  22d  was  paid  off 
and  disbanded.

On  the  Slst  of  October,  1864,  this  Begiment  left  Marietta, 
Ga ,  as  part  of  the  escort  to  the  Headqoarters  of  Major  Gen- 
eral Thomas,  and  sffrived  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  Nov.  tth, 
having  made  the  march  of  188  miles  in  a  little  over  six  days. 
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The  Begunent  fonned  a  part  of  the  Besenre  Brigade,  Anny  of 
the  Cumberland,  which  was  doing  duty  as  Provost  Gnard  of 
the  Department.  It  remained  at  Chattanooga  daring  the 
winter  at  that  duty,  and  famishing  gaards  for  steamers  leaving 
that  port,  and  was  also  engaged  in  boilding  barracks.  On 
April  lit,  1865,  the  Regiment  was  transferred  from  the  Re- 
serve Brigade  to  the  command  of  Major^  General  Steadman, 
Commanding  the  District  of  Etowah,  and  on  the  7th  was.  as- 
mgned  to  the  8d  Brigade,  Separate  Division,  *Army  of  the 
Cambeiland,  at  Chattanooga,  where  it  continued  to  serve  until 
June  SOthi  when  it  was  ordered  to  Nashville,  where  it  was 
mustered  out  of  service  on  the  26th,  and  on  the  2Tth  left  for 
Miehigan,  by  rail,  via  Louisville,  Indianapolis  and  Michigan 
City,  and  arriving  at  Detroit  on  the  30th,  was. there  paid  oiF 
and  discharged  on  the  11th  of  July.

TWENTY -THIRD  INFANTRY. 
At  the  date  of  last  report,  October  31,  1864,  this  Regiment 
was  at  Borne,  Ga.,  serving  in  the  2d  Brigade,  2d  Division,  88d 
Corps,  and  early  in  November  reached  Johnsville,  Tenn., 
where  it  was  stationed  performing  garrison  dnty  and  throwing 
np  works  nntil  the  24th,  when  it  left  by  rail  for  Colombia, 
arriving  there  on  the  26th,  and  there  joined  the  jArmy  then  op- 
posing Hood.  At  the  time  of  its  arrival  at  that  point,  a  heavy 
skirmish  was  in  progress,  and  four  Companies  were  imme- 
diately sent  forward  on  the  skirmish  line,  while  the  Begiment 
went  into  position,  and  at  midnight  it  was  ordered  to  with- 
draw to  Duck  Biver,  then  threw  up  works  and  ky  on  the 
south  side  of  the  river,  skirmishing  with  the  enemy  and  work-

ing  day  and  nighty  the  men  being  on  short  rations.  Before 
daylight  on  the  98th,  the  Begiment  crossed  Dock  Biver,  taking 
a  position  on  the  north  bank,  skirmishing  with  the  enemy 
aeross  the  river  nntil  noon  of  the  29th,  when  the  Army 
feU  baok  towards  Franklin,  and  about  dark,  near  Spring  HUl, 
ten  miles  north  of  Daok  Biver,  the  enemy  was  fonnd  in  front 
in  heavy  force  on  the  right  flank,  occnpying  the  road,  and  after 
a  short  skirmish  he  was  driven  from  his  position,  and  the 
march  was  resumed  towards  Franklin,  where  the  Army  ar- 
rived on  the  morning  of  the  80th,  the  enemy  hanging  on  its 
rear  and  flanks,  and  destroying  a  part  of  the  train.  The  army 
was  immediately  pat  in  position,  throwing  np  slight  works, 
and  at  4  P.  M.  the  enemy  attacked  in  foor  lines,  and  after  a 
desperate  assanlt  he  was  repulsed  with  great  loss.  He  re- 
newed the  attack  at  intervals  until  10  P.  M.,  when  he  again 
made  an  assault  and  planted  his  colors  on  the  works  ioN  front 
of  the  23d  Mich.,  and  was  repulsed  after  a  hand  to  hand  fight 
At  11  P.  M.  our  troops  vrithdrew  and  crossed  the  river,  moving 
in  the  direction  of  Nashville,  and  arrived  there  at  2  P.  M., 
December  1st,  having  in  48  hours  marched  fifty  miles  and 
fought  the  battle  of  Franklin,  the  men  being  on  less  than 
quarter  rations.  The  Begiment  lay  in  the  works  at  Nashville 
until  the  morning  of  the  15th,  when,  as  a  part  of  the  Army  of 
Oeneral  Thomas,  it  moved  on  the  enemy  and  was  in  the  en- 
gagements during  that  day  and  the  next  with  Hood's  forces, 
which  resulted  in  his  being  driven,  in  a  demoralized  condition, 
from  all  his  positions.  On  the  15th,  while  the  Begiment  vras 
making  a  charge  on  a  position  occupied  by  a  portion  of  the 
enemy  behind  a  stone  wall,  its  flag-staff  was  shot  in  two 
and  the  Color  Sergeant  severely  wounded,  but  before  the 
colors  fell  to  the  ground  they  were  grasped  by  the  Ciorporal  of 
the  color  guard  and  gallantly  carried  to  the  front  On  the 
17th  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  commenced,  and  during  the 
first  three  days  of  the  march  the  rain  fell  in  torrents,  the  mud 
being  fully  six  inches  deep,  which  with  the  swollen  streams, 
rendered  pfogress  extremely  difficult  and  tedious.    The  pur- 
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loit  WM  ooniinaed  nniil  Golambift  was  reached,  where  a  halt 
was  made  and  the  movement  ended.  The  S8d  Corps  having 
reoeiyed  orders  to  proceed  to  Washington,  D.  0.,  the  Begi- 
ment  left  Colombia  on  January  1st  following,  and  marched 
tor  Clifton,  a  point  on  the  Tennessee  Biver,  distant  260  miles, 
where  it  arrifed  on  the  8th,  and  on  the  16th  embarked  on 


\  lor  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  reaching  there  on  the  22d,  im- 
mediately took  rail  for  Washington,  D.  C,  and  arriving  there 
on  the  SMh  moved  to  Gamp  Sioneman  and  continued  at  that 
point  nntQ  February  9th,  when  it  went  to  Alexandria,  where 
on  the  11th  it  embarked  with  its  Oorps  on  transports  for 
Smithville,  N.  0.,  at  the  month  of  Gape  Fear  Biver,  reaching 
that  point  on  the  16th.  On  the  17th  the  movement  was  com- 
menced against  Fort  Anderson,  and  on  the  18th  our  troops 
were  advanced  to  within  a  few  yards  of  the  Forts  and  in- 
trenched under  a  heavy  jBre  of  musketry  and  artillery,  and  on 
the  morning  of  the  19th  occupied  the  Fort,  the  28d  Michigan 
being  the  first  to  enter.  Engaging  again  the  enemy  at  Town 
Greek,  on  the  20th,  capturing  two  pieces  of  artillery  and  taking 
360  prisoners,  a  movement  was  immediately  made  up  the  south 
bank  of  the  river,  above  Wilmington,  and  on  the  night  of  the 
22d  the  troops  moved  back  ten  miles  to  cross  the  river  for  the 
purpose  of  rejoining  General  Terry.  The  crossing  was  made 
on  boats  firom  the  fleet  on  the  morning  of  the  23d,  when  it  was 
found  that  Wilmington  had  been  evacuated  during  the  previ- 
ous night  The  march  was  resumed  on  March  6th.  Proceed- 
ing up  the  coast,  reached  Kingston  just  at  the  dose  of  the 
action  at  that  point,  having  marched  1 25  miles  in  six  days,  and 
for  the  last  24  hours  without  halting,  except  long  enough  to 
draw  rations  and  issue  thirty  additional  rounds  of  ammunition 
to  the  men.  On  the  20th  left  Kingston,  and  occupied  Goldsboro 
on  the  22d,  the  enemy  retiring  on  the  approach  of  our  forces. 
Gen.  Sherman's  army  arriving  at  Gk)ldsboro  on  the  23d,  the  Beg- 
iment  was  sent  back  ten  miles,  to  Mosely  Hall,  to  guard  the 
railroad  at  that  place  while  the  army  was  being  supplied,  and 
on  April  9th  moved  with  the  grand  army  on  Baleigh,  which 
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WM  reached  and  oocnpied  on  the  iSih.  The  Begimesll  re- 
mained at  that  point  until  the  surrender  of  Johnaton'a  army, 
on  the  2l8t^  when,  on  the  3d  of  May,  it  marched  for  Gkeena- 
borOf  diatant  ninety  miles,  reaching  there  on  the  Itb.  On  the 
9th  went  by  rail  to  Saliabniy,  remaining  there  until  June  28th, 
when  it  was  mastered  ont  of  service,  and  left  for  Michigan  by 
rail,  via  Danville,  Petersburg  and  City  Pointy  Ya.,  thence  by 
steamer  to  Baltimore^  Md.,  where  it  again  "took  rail,  and  aniv- 
ing  July  1th  at  Detroit^  on  the  SOth  was  paid  off  and 
discharged.

TWENTY-FOURTH  INFANTRY. 
The  Twenty-fonrth,  on  Not.  1, 1864,  was  serring  in  the  Army 
of  the  Potomac,  and  belonged  to  the  1st  Brigade,  IstDiTision, 
6th  Corps,  and  at  that  date  was  in  camp  near  Fort  Howard, 
aonth  of  Petersburg,  Ya.,  and  about  one  mile  east  of  the  Weldon 
Railroad.  Daring  the  month  of  NoTember  the  Regiment  was 
engaged  on  picket  duty,  watching  the  enemy  in  front  of  Peters- 
burg, and  on  the  6th  of  December  moved  southward  and 
biTouaoked  lor  the  night  near  the  Jerusalem  Plank  road,  and 
there  the  Corps  was  massed  preparatory  to  a  movement  in 
4fae  direction  of  Weldon,  M.  0.,  lor  the  purpose  ol  destvoying 
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fkm  Bftilzotd  and  ascarUinixig   the   enemy's   position   and 
strength  in  tkst  direction.    The  Expedition,  consisting  of  the 
5th  Corps,  Mott's  Division  of  the  2d  Corps,  Oregg's  OAvakyi 
IMyision,  and  eighteen  pieces  of  Artillery,  all  under  command 
of  Major  General  Warren,  moved  south  on  the  Jerusalem 
Flank  roiad  on  the  Yth,  crossed  the  Nottoway  Biver,  and  pushed 
on  as  far  as  Sussex  Conirt  House  that  nighty  and  on  the  follow- 
ing morning  continued  the  movement  southward,  bn^  soon 
taming  westward  and  reaching  the  railroad,  burned  the  bridge 
orer  the  Nottoway,  from  thence  moved  slowly  southward,  dp- 
stroying  the  zailxoad  by  burning  the  ties  and  bending  the  railiu 
The  oohunn  reached  BeDfield,  on  the  Meberrin  Biver,  on  the 
9tki  having  totally  destroyed  the  railroad  from  the  Not^toway 
to  thaipoint,  a  distance  of  about  twenty  miles.    On  arriving 
at  Bellfield  a  small  force  of  the  enemy  was  found  posted  on 
the  south  bank  of  tho  Meberrin,  Doar  Hickford,  but  did  not 
make  much  resistance.     The  object  of  the  Expedition  having 
been  accomplished,  the  troops  commenced  to  move  back  to- 
wards Petersburg  on  the  10th.  the  enemy  with  a  considerable 
force  of  Cavalry  threatening  the  rear  of  the  Command,  firing 
occasionally,  but  did  not  attack  with  any  spirit,  and  on  the  12th 
arrived  in  camp  in  front  of  Petersburg.     The  Regiment  re- 
mained in  camp  at  that  point,  building  winter  quarters  and 
performing  the  usual  picket  and  camp  duties  until  Feb.  5th 
following,  when  it  moved  with  the  Army  to  Hatcher's  Bun, 
which  it  crossed,  and  bivouacked  for  the  night,  and  on  the  6th 
and  7th  was  hotiy  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  Dabney's  Mills, 
the  Regiment  losing  two  officers  and  twenty  men  in  killed  and 
wounded.    On  the  11th  of  Feb.  the  Regiment  was  ordered 
to  report  at  Baltimore,  Md.,  for  special  duty,  and  reaching 
there  on  the  15th  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  Springfield,  Bl., 
for  duty  at  the  Draft  Rendezvous,  where  it  arrived  on  the  21st, 
and  at  that  point  was  on  garrison  duty,  in  guarding  conscripts 
and  taking  them  to  the  front,  and  while  there  stationed,  had 
the  honor  of  being  selected  as  escort  at  the  funeral  of  Presi- 
dent Linooln.    On  the  19th  of  June  the  Regiment  left  Spring- 
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field  for  Detroit,  where  it  arriyed  on  the  SOth,  end  on  the  SOtli 
wee  mnetered  ont  of  lerrioe,  end  eoon  thereeftar  wee  peid  off 
end  diebended.

On  the  lat  of  Nov.,  1864,  thie  Begiment  wes  neer  Borne, 
Qe.,  eerring  in  the  lat  Brigede,  2d  Division,  S8d  Corpe,  end 
on  the  2d  merohed  to  Besaoe,  then  took  rail  to  JohneonTille, 
Tenn.,  where  it  arrived  on  the  6th,  and  remained  there  until 
the  14th,  when,  with  its  Brigade,  it  marched  to  Gentreville  to 
gnerd  eeyeral  important  fords  x>n  Dack  Biyer,  and  was  engaged 
at  Pine  Creek  on  the  26th  and  at  Franklin  on  the  30th,  end 
soon  after  the  engagement  at  the  latter  place  it  was  ordered 
with  its  Brigade  to  Mashrille,  bnt  owing  to  the  Bebel  Oeneral 
Hood  having  invested  that  place  it  was  oqmpelled  to  make  a 
oiroaitooB  maroh  of  250  miles  bj  way  of  darksville  to  reaoh 
that  point,  and  at  one  time  was  within  the  rebel  lines,  but  un- 
der oover  of  a  dark  night  made  its  way  out  and  arrived  at 
Nashville  Dec.  8th,  and  on  the  16th  and  16th  took  part  in  the 
battle  before  that  eity,  with  a  loss  of  one  killed  and  seven 
wonnded.  The  Begiment  was  afterwards  identified  [with  aU 
the  movements  of  the  23d  Oorps  in  its  march  to  Colombia  in 
pursuit  of  Hood's  Army.  From  Oolnmbia  the  Begiment 
marohed  to  €IiftoD,  on  the  Tenneesee  Biver,  distant  260  milcs^ 
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wliere  ik  embtrkej  on  Bteamers  for  Oinciimati,  and  thenoepzo- 
eeeded  by  xmil  to  Waahingion,  D.  0.,  and  soon  after  took  tnuuh 
ports  far  North  Carolina,  where  it  participated  in  the  moTe* 
mente  of  0«neral  Sohofield's  Army.  After  the  surrender  of 
the  rebel  forcea  nnder  Johnston,  it  was  sent  to  Salisbury, 
where  it  remained  nntil  June  24th,  when  it  was  mastered  oat 
of  aerviee  and  started  for  Michigan,  arriviog  on  the  2d  of  Jaly 
ai  Jaekson,  where  it  was  paid  off  and  discharged.

TWENTY.  SIXTH  INFANTRY. 

At  the  date  of  last  report,  Oct  31,  1864,  the  Twenty-sixth 

I  servisg  in  the  Ist  Brigade,  1st  Division,  2d  Corps,  Army 

of  the  Potomac,  and  occupied  a  position  in  the  intrencbmeifts 

in  front  of  Petersburg,  daily  engaged  on  picketfand  fatigue 

datj  until  March  25th  following,  when  immediately  after  the 

enemj'e  attack  on  Forts  Steadman  and  Hancock,  in  front  of 

the  9th  Corps,  on  that  day  the  Begiment,  with  its  Brigade, 

waa  ordered  to  make  a  charge  on  the  enemy's  works  in  front 

of  ita  position,  and  succeeded  in  capturing  a  portion  of  them, 

taking  seyeral  prisoners,  and  continued  fighting  during  the 

day  with  sh'ght  lose.    The  Brigade  occupied  that  position  until 

the  army  commenced  its  flanking  movement*  to  the  left  on 

Maioh  29th,  when  it  was  deployed  during  the  day  as  skirmish- 
20 
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era,  in  front  of  the  Corps,  and  at  night  was  rdieved.  On 
the  80th  it  again  skirmished  the  entire  day,  the  Regiment 
losing  several  men,  and  on  the  S  1st  it  mardhed  in  column  nntil 
about  noon,  when  it  again  took  the  skirmish  line,  and  partici- 
pated in  a  running  fight  with  the  enemy  until  it  was  reliered. 
From  the  1st  to  the  6th  of  April  it  was  engaged  in  pursuing 
the  retreating  Army,  fighting  every  day.  On  the  6th,  the 
Begiment  took  a  very  active  part  in  the  capture  of  a  train  of 
260  wagons,  containing  baggage,  provisions  and  ammunition, 
and  was  the  first  Begiment  to  attack  the  train.  The  pursuit 
of  the  enemy  continued  on  the  7th,  8th  and  9th,  and  the  Begi- 
ment was  in  the  skirmish  line  at  the  surrender  of  Lee's  Army, 
and  through  its  lines  Oeneral  Orant  operated  with  his  flag  of 
truce  in  arranging  the  terms  of  surrender.  From  March  2dth 
until  April  9th  the  Begiment  had  captured  over  four  hundred 
prisoners,  and  during  that  time  its  losses  had  been,  in  killed 
and  wounded,  about  sixty,  or  more  than  one-foorth  of  its 
number  present  for  duty,  and  had  often  been  complimented 
by  the  Brigade  and  Division  Commanders,  as  the  best  skirmish 
Begiment  in  the  Corps.  After  the  surrender,  the  Begiment 
with  its  Brigade,  was  detailed  to  remain  at  that  point  until 
the  paroling  of  the  rebel  army  was  accomplished,  and  was 
engaged  in  guarding  the  trains  employed  in  bringing  ofif  the 
captured  arms  and  ammunition,  and  in  parking  the  artillery. 
9n  the  18th  the  Begiment  again  joined  the  Army  at  Burks- 
ville,  where  it  remained  until  May  2d,  when  it  proceeded  by 
rail,  via  Kchmond,  Fredericksburg,  and  Falmouth,  Ya.,  to 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  arriving  there  on  the  13th,  encamped 
near  Bailey's  Cross  Boads,  and  on  the  23d  participated  in  the 
review  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  The  Begiment  remained 
at  that  point  until  June  4  th,  when  it  was  mustered  out  of 
service  and  immediately  started  for  Michigan,  arriving  at 
Jackson  June  7th.    On  the  16th  it  was  paid  ofif  and  discharged.

TWENTY-SBYBNTH  INPANTBY. 
On  the  let  of  Not.,  1864,  this  Regiment  belonged  to  the  Ist 
Brigade,  lat  Diyision,  9th  Corps,  Army  of  the  Potomao,  and 
daring  that  month  was  engaged  on  picket  duty  and  holdmg  a 
portion  of  onr  line  of  intrenchments  near  the  South  Side  Bail- 
road,  about  aeyen  miles  west  of  Petersburg,  Ya.,  and  on  the 
2Wi  moTed  to  the  right  and  took  a  position  in  the  works  in 
front  of  Petersburg,  relieving  troops  of  the  2d  Oorps.  In  that 
position  it  remained,  doing  yery  heayy  and  arduous  picket 
dutj  until  April  1st  following,  when  it  was  ordered  to  make  a 
demonstration  on  the  enemy's  line  directly  in  front  of  Mine 
Forty  as  it  was  supposed  that  he  was  withdrawing  from  that 
point  The  demonstration  was  made,  but  it  was  found  that 
he  was  still  in  force,  and  the  command  fell  back  to  the  main 
line  of  works  again,  when  a  movement  was  made  one  mile  to 
the  lefty  where  line  of  battle  was  formed  in  rear  of  Fort  Sedg- 
wick, and  preparations  made  to  charge,  at  daybreak,  on  the 
following  morning,  and  at  4  A.  M.,  on  the  2d,  the  Begiment 
charged  on  the  rebel  Fort  Mahon,  capturing  its  eastern  wing 
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Willi  three  pieces  of  Artillery,  and  taking  164  prisonere^  and 
held  it  during  the  day,  against  repeated  assaults  of  the  enemy, 
and  during  the  night  the  Begiment  moved  to  the  right  of  the 
captnred  Fort,  and  there  threw  np  breastworks,  connecting  it 
with  the  Federal  picket  line,  and  on  the  3d,  at  8  A.  M.,  ad- 
Tancedand  entered  Petersburg,  the  enemy  haying  withdrawn 
daring  the  previons  night  After  the  evacnation  of  Petertburg 
by  the  rebels,  the  Begiment  participated  in  the  porsnit  of  the 
retreating  colomns  of  Lee*s  Army,  and  was  afterwards  employed 
in  picketing  along  the  Sonth  Side  Railroad,  until  the  18th, 
when  it  was  ordered  to  Washington,  where  it  took  part  in  the 
rsTiew  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  on  the  28d,  and  then  en- 
camped near  Tannallytown,  D.  C,  and  there  remained  untQ 
mustered  out  of  serrice,  July  26th,  when  it  started  for  Uichi- 
gan,  and  arriTing  on  the  29th  at  Detroit,  was  soon  thereafter 
paid  off  and  disbanded.

TWBNTT-mGHTH  INFANTRY. 
The  Twanty-eighth,  on  Nov.  1,  1864,  was  at  LooisviUa,  K7.9 
and  en  the  10th  was  ordwed  to  march  to  Oamp  Nelson  for  the 
puposa  of  guarding  a  wagon  train  from  that  point  to  Nash- 
Tflfa^  Tann.,  where  it  arrived  on  the  5th  of  Deoember;  was 
Vbmk  assigned  to  temporary  dnt j  at  that  Post,  and  from  the 
ISth  to  the  16th  participated  in  the  defense  of  that  place. 
On  January  11th  following,  it  embarked  on  the  steamer  Law- 
rence for  Eastport,  Miss.,  bat  on  arriving  at  Padocah,  Ey.,  re- 
orived  orders  to  proceed  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  there  await 
further  orders;  on  arriving  at  that  point,  January  ISth,  was 
ordered  to  Annapolis,  Md.,  and  by  an  exchange  of  orders 
while  en  route,  proceeded  to  Alexandria,  Va.,  arriving  there 
on  the  S5ih,  when  it  was  assigned  to  the  2d  Brigade,  1st 
IXvision,  S3d  Army  Corps,  and  left  that  point  February  19th 
on  ocean  transports,  and  arriving  at  Morehead  City,  N.  0.,  on 
the  i4th,  took  rail  for  Newbern,  reaching  there  on  the  25th, 
and  on  the  2d  of  March  moved  with  its  Corps  towards  Kings- 
ton, meeting  the  enemy  at  Wise's  Forks;  the  Regiment  partici- 
pated in  the  engagement  at  that  pktce  on  the  8th,  9th  and 
10th,  vrith  a  loss  of  one  officer  and  six  men  killed,  and  thirteen 
wounded;  continuing  the  march,  reached  Kingston  on  the  14th 
and  Ooldaboro  on  the  Sist,  when  the  Brigade  was  placed  on 
dnty  guarding  the  line  of  the  Atlanta  and  North  Carolina 
Baiboad.  On  the  9th  of  April  the  Regiment  marched  again 
to  Ooldaboro,  and  on  the  13th  arrived  at  Raleigh,  and  after  the 
csasation  of  hostilities  was  engaged  on  duty  at  Goldaboro, 
Baleigh,  Charlotte,  Lincolntown,  Wilmington  and  Newbern, 
mill  June  5, 1866,  when  it  was  musteied  out  of  service  and 
airivad  on  the  8th  at  Detroit,  where  it  was  paid  off  and 
didMuided.

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On  the  thirty.fint  of  October,  1864,  this  Begiment  wm  sta- 
tioned ttt  Decatur,  Ala.,  garrisoning  thati  place  until  Novem- 
ber 24  th,  when  it  marched  to  Morfreesboro,  Tenn.;  ar^ving 
thore  on  the  27tb,  it  composed  a  part  of  ^e  force  at  that  point 
during  the  siege  of  Nashville  and  Morfreesboro  by  the  enemy 
under  Hood,  and  was  engaged  with  the  enemy  on  the  7th  at 
Overall  Greek.    On  the  18th  it  was  sent  out  as  the  escort  of  a 
railroad  train  to  procure  fuel,  when  it  was  attacked  by  a  supe- 
rior force  of  infantry  and  artillery  near  Winchester  Churchy 
when  a  severe  battle  ensued,  in  which  the  enemy  was  repulsed 
with  los^  the  Begiment  losing  seventeen  killed,  wounded  and 
missing.    The  enemy  having  taken  up^the  track,  the  Begiment 
succeeded  in  relaying  it  under  fire,  and  saved  the  train,  bring- 
ing it  into  Murfreesboro  by  hand,  after  the  engine  had  been 
disabled  by  a  shelL    On  the  15th  and  IGth,  while  guarding  a 
forage  train,  at  Alexandria,  near  Murfreesboro,  it  became  en^ 
gaged  with  Ifwo  Brigades  of  the  enemy's  Cavalry,  on  tbe  Shel- 
byville  Pike,  with  slight  loss,  and  was  also  engaged  at  Nolans- 
ville  on  the  17th.    On  the  27th  it  moved^by  rail  to  Anderson, 
and  was  assigned  to  duty  guarding  the  Nashville  and  Chat- 
tanooga Bailroad;  remaining  there  ^untilj^July  following,  it 
moved  to  Dechard,  and  thence  to  Murfreesboro,  arriving  there 
on  the  19th,  and  was  employed  on  ^garrison  duty  until  Sepi 
6th,  when  it  was  mustered  out  of  service,  and  on  the  8th  left 
for  Michigan,  arriving  on  the  18th  at  Detroit,  whereit  was  paid 
off  and  discharged.

THIBTIBTH  INFAKTBY. 
This  Begiment  was  raised  under  authority  from  the  War  J)e- 
partmeot^  for  special  service  on  the  Michigan  frontier,  its  term 
of  service  being  for  one  year;  and  by  orders  from  this  Depart- 
ment, Dated  Nov.  1, 1864,  its  recruitmenti[commenced,  under 
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the  direetioQ  of  OoL  G.  B.  Wormer,  with  rendezYOos  at  Jack- 
SOB,  "which  was  afterwardii  changed  to  Detroit,  where  the  or- 
ganizatioii  was  completed  Jan.  9,  1865.  The  companies  were 
stationed  at  different  points  along  the  Detroit  and  St  Olair 
BiTers;  and  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  as  follows:  "A"  and 
"  B  "  at  Port  Gratiot,  "  D  "  at  SL  Clair,  "  E  "  at  Wyandotte, 
"K  "  at  Jackson,  •'  H  "  at  Fenton,  " G "  in  Detroit,  and  "  O," 
"  F  "  and  "  I ''  at  Detroit  Barracks.  The  Begimental  Head- 
qnarteni  were  for  sometime  at  Jackson,  then  at  Detroit,  and  on 
Jan.  24th  were  remored  to  Fort  Gratiot  The  Regiment  con- 
tinned  on  duty  at  those  points  nntil  June  30th,  when  it  waa 
mnstered  ont  of  serrioe. 

FIRST  SHARP-SHOOTERS. 
At  the  date  of  last  report,  Oct.  81et,  1864,  the  Regiment  was 
serring  with  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  belonged  to  the 
2d  Brigade,  Ist  Division,  9th  Corps,  and  was  engaged  on  trench 
and  picket  duty  before  Petereborg,  Ya.,  until  March  25th  fol- 
lowing; on  that  day  two  companies  of  the  Regiment  (I  and 
E,)  assisted  in  repelling  the  assault  of  the  enemy  on  Fort 
Steadman,  and  were  in  the  final  charge  which  drove  him  be- 
hind his  works  on  that  occasion,  capturing  more  prisoners  than 
they  had  men  engaged,  and  with  but  slight  loss  to  themselves. 
On  April  2d,  the  Regiment  was  ordered  to  make  a  demonstra- 
tion on  the  left  of  the  enemy's  works  in  front  of  its  position, 
for  the  pmrpose  of  drawing  troops  from  his  right,  while  onr 
forces  were  attacking  him  at  other  points  in  that  direction, 
and  after  making  two  efforts  under  a  very  seyere  ffre  of  mus^ 
ketry  and  artillery,  the  Regiment  succeeded  in  getting  a  hold 
on  hia  works  to  the  extent  of  its  regimental  front,  which  it  held 
for  an  hour,  when  the  object  of  the  attack  having  been  at-, 
tained,  it  was  ordered  back  to  its  former  position,  having  bus-. 
tained  a  heavy  loss.  The  Regimeni  on  the  3d,  was  again  or-, 
dared  to  advance,  under  the  supposition  that  the  enemy  waa 
withdravring,  and  left  its  works  and  formed  on  the  skirmish 
line  at  about  half-past  three  in  the  morning,  and  on  moving 
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forward  and  finding  that  he  had  eyaooated  his  works,  poahed 
on  and  was  the  fint  Begiment  to  enter  Peterahnrgi  and  te 
raise  the  national  flag  on  the  oaptnred  dty.  It  remained  in 
Petersborg  for  three  days,  when  it  marched  to  a  point  on  the 
Sonth  Side  BaOroad,  distant  about  twenty  miles,  when  it  was 
engaged  in  guarding  that  road  and  on  picket  duty  until  after 
the  surrender  of  Lee,  when,  with  its  Division,  it  proceeded  to 
Alexandria,  thence  marched  through  Washington,  and  en- 
camped near  Gtoaigetown,  and  on  the  234,  of  May  participated 
in  the  review  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  returned  again 
to  its  camp,  where  it  remained  until  July  28th,  when  it  was 
mustered  out  of  service  and  started  for  Michigan;  arriving  at 
Jackson  on  the  81st,  on  the  7th  of  August  was  paid  off  and 
disbanded.

CtompuuM  were  at  NMhyilleb  Teim.,  on  Janaazy  Ist^  1864,  and 
on  ilie  8ih  took  ateamers  for  Eastport,  Miaa.,  arriTing  there  on 
the  15tb,  and  on  the  llth  of  February  left  that  point,  via 
Florence,  HontsTille,  Stevenson  and  Bridgeport,  Ala.,  for  Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn.,  where  the  Begiment  remained  until  Marob 
llth,  when  thej  crossed  the  Tennessee  Biver  and  marched 
with  the  Begiment  on  a  scout  to  the  eastward  of  Chattanooga, 
bat  not  finding  the  enemy,  returned  to  camp  next  day.  They 
again  left  camp  with  the  Begiment  on  the  2lBt,  and  marched 
southwards  in  the  direction  of  Bome,  Oa.,  and  returned  on 
the  2*l\b,  having  skirmished  with  the  enemy  at  Txenton  Gap 
on  the  22d,  at  Alpine  on  the  24th,  and  at  SummerviUe  on  the 
85th.  On  May  Ist  they  were  at  Besaca.  On  the  9th  left  for 
ELingston,  arriving  there  same  day,  and  on  the  20th  started 
with  the  Begiment  for  Atlanta,  as  an  escort  to  a  supply  train, 
arriving  at  that  point  on  the  23d,  and  were  then  ordered  to 
return  with  the  train  loaded  with  cotton  to  Chattanooga,  where 
they  were  on  August  dlst,  the  date  ^f  their  last  returns.  On 
September  21st  following,  they  were  mustered  out  of  service 
at  Nashville,  and  soon  thereafter  paid  ofif  and  disbanded.

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FIRST  lOOHIGAN  (102  U.  8.)  COLORED  INFANTRY. 
The  Headquarters  of  this  Begiment  on  November  let,  1864, 
were  at  Beaufort,  S.  0.,  and  the  seyeral  coippanies  thereof 
were  doing  picket  duty  on  the  oatposts  of  Port  Boyal,  Lady's 
and  Ooosa  Islands  daring  that  month  and  December.    On  the 
30th  of  November  a  detachment  of  the  Begiment,  consisting 
of  twelve  officers  and  three  hundred  men  left  Beanfort  and 
joined  (General  Foster's  co(5perating  colomn  at  Boyd's  Land- 
ing, and  was  engaged  with  the  enemy  at  Honey  Hill  on  the 
30th,  at  Tollifinny  December  tth,  and  at  Devereanx  Neck  on 
the  9th,  sustaining  a  loss  in  these  engagements  of  sixty-fiye. 
On  January  lOth  following,  the  seyeral  companies  doing  duty 
at  the  outposts  referred  to  returned  to  Beaufort^  and  on  the 
81st  the  Begiment  left  that  point  for  Deyereauz  Neck,  where 
the  detachment  which  had  been  with  (General  Foster's  column 
rejoined  it  on  the  S4th,  and  on  the  28th  the  Begiment  started 
for  Pocotaligo,  reaching  there  the  same  day,  where  it  remained 
until  February  7th,  when  it  crossed  the  Salkehatchie  Btyer 
and  marched  fiye  miles  along  the  line  of  the  Charleston  and 
Savannah  Bailroad  in  the  direction  of  Charleston,  where  it 
established  a  strong  picket,  and  throwing  up  breast-works  en- 
camped for  the  night,  and  on  the  8th  Companies  B,  £,  and  I 
made  a  reoonnoissance  to  the  right  and  front  and  near  to 
Guckwold  Creek,  where  the  enemy's  cavalry  picket  was  met 
and  attacked,  which  after  a  short  skirmish,  withdrew  behind 
the  Bebel  works.    The  Begiment  having  destroyed  the  Bail- 
road  and  built  breastworks  near  Cuckwold  Creek  remained 
there  until  the  14th,  when  it  marched  to  the  Ashepoo  Biver 
and  built  a  bridge  across  that  stream,  and  on  the  20th  pro- 
ceeding towards  Charleston,  reached  the  Ashley  Biver  on  the 
23d,  which  it  crossed  on  the  27th  and  marched  to  the  defenses 
on  Charleston  Neck,  whe^  it  remained  until  March  9th  and 
was  then  ordered  to  take  transports  for  Savannah,  Oa.,  the 
right  wing  arriving  at  that  point  on  the  11th  and  the  left  wing^ 
on  the  16th.    The  Begiment  remained  at  Savannah,  engaged 
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cm  picket  and  fatigne  duty  nntil  the  28th,  when  on  receipt  of 
orders,  it  embarked  on  transports  for  Georgetown,  S.  0.,  arriv- 
ing there  April  Isi  On  the  7th  the  right  wing  was  ordered 
on  board  transports  for  Charleston,  and  reaching  there  on  the 
9th  encamped  on  Charleston  Neck,  and  on  the  11th  marched 
to  join  General  Hartwell,  on  the  Santee  River,  striking  it  at 
Nelson's  Ferry  on  the  13th,  having  skirmished  with  the  enemy's 
cavalry  dining  the  latter  part  of  that  day's  march,  and  on  the 
18th,  while  marching  in  the  direction  of  Camden  to  join  the 
command  of  General  Potter  had  a  skirmish  with  the  enemy* 
The  left  wing  having  marched  from  Georgetown  April  Sth, 
with  an  expedition  under  command  of  General  Potter,  on  the 
7th  crossed  the  Charleston  and  Wilmiogton  Railroad,  on  the 
8fh  reached  Manning,  on  the  9th,  after  heavy  skirmishing  with 
the  enemy,  entered  Snmpterville,  destroying  a  portion  of  the 
"Wilmington  Railroad  on  the  10 tb,  on  the  11th  marched  for 
Manchester,  and  reaching  there  on  the  15th,  proceeded  towards 
Camden  on  the  16th,  skirmishing  with  the  enemy  daring  that 
day  at  Spring  Hill,  and  on  the  nth  reached  Camden,  and 
marched  again  in  the  direction  of  Manchester  on  the  18th, 
and  when  abont  five  or  six  miles  oat,  met  the  enemy  in  force, 
when  with  the  Fifty-fourth  MaEsachusetts,  (Colored,)  it  was 
ordered  to  flank  the  rebels,  which  [was  successfully  accom- 
plished, driving  them  in  the  direction  of  Statesburg.  On  the 
19th,  the  two  wings  having  united,  the  Regiment  met  the 
enemy  near  Singleton's  Plantation,. where  a  successful  flank 
movement  was  made  by  the  Regiment,  which  resulted  in 
forcing  him  to  abandon  a  strong  position,  and  in  completely 
routing  him.  The  Regiment  being  encbmped  on  the  20th  and 
21st,  having  Companies  A,  B  and  C  on  the  picket  line,  on  the 
morning  of  the  21st Company  A  was  attacked  by  two  hundred 
of  the  enemy,  which  it  handsomely  repulsed.  At  12  P.  M.,  on 
the  21st,  the  enemy  sent  iu  a  flag  of  truce,  with  dispatches 
from  General  Beauregard,  stating  that  Generals  Sherman  and 
Johnston  had  ceased  hostilities,  when  the  column  marched 
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baok  to  Georgetown,  arriTing  there  on  the  S5th.  On  the  SMh 
the  Begiment  receiTed  orders  to  proceed  to  Obarleston,  and 
next  day  embarked  on  transports  arri?ing  at  that  point  same 
day,  and  went  into  camp  on  Charleston  Neck,  where  it  re- 
mained until  May  7th,  and  then  broke  camp  and  marched  for 
Sammerrille,  and  reaching  there  on  the  8th,  encamped  ontQ 
the  18th,  then  proceeded  by  rail  to  Branchville,  and  thence  on 
the  25th,  to  Orangeburg,  where  it  was  engaged  on  Provost 
Guard  and  fatigue  duty  until  July  28th,  when  it  marched  for 
Winnsboro,  arriving  there  on  the  8d  of  August  and  during  the 
remainder  of  that  month  was  engaged  on  the  same  duties 
as  at  Orangeburg.  Sometime  in  the  month  following,  the 
Regiment  returned  to  Charleston,  where  it  was  mxutered  out 
of  service  September  30th,  and  proceeded  to  Michigan,  arriving 
on  October  lllh  at  Detroit,  where  it  was  paid  off  and 
disbanded.

Sot— The  Legislatsre  of  the  State  passed  at  its  extra  session  of  1862,  an 
Act  for  the  re-orgsDisation  of  the  military  fbrces  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 
which  was  approTed  January  18,  1862. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  law  referred  to,  and  np  to  this  date,  only  three 
eompanies  have  been  mastered  into  the  service  of  the  State  as  State  troops. 
These  companies  are  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  were  in  ezisteoce  long  be- 
fore the  passage  of  that  law,  so  in  fact  none  have  been  organised  nnder 
its  operation,  and  it  is  evident  that,  so  long  as  it  remains  as  it  is,  none  are 
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likely  to  be.  I  have  therefore  thoaght  it  proper  at  thia  time  to  make  a 
special  report  on  that  subject. 

The  national  defense  of  the  Repablic,  aside  from  its  navy,  consists  of  a 
small  standing  army  and  Its  militia.  The  former  is  acquired  by  volunteer- 
ing, and  the  latter  by  a  general  liability,  with  some  exemptions,  of  all 
men  of  proper  age  and  soffleient  physical  ability  to  serre,  when  required. 

The  militia,  when  well  organized,  equipped  and  disciplined,  ofites  the 
most  acceptable  and  safest  guarantee  for  National  defense  and  domestic 
pea^.  It  does  not  invite  a  desire  to  assume  the  offensive,  yet  is  ever 
ready  for  the  defensive.  It  is  the  army  of  the  masses,  and  creates  no 
special  military  organization.  It  engenders  no  distinction  between  citizen 
and  soldier,  no  antagonistic  interests  and  aims  between  the  people  and 
the  army,  no  false  pride  m  selfish  motive  which  seeks  hostility  only  to  ob- 
tain fame  and  military  advancement.  It  guards  alike  the  life  atad  honor 
of  the  Nation,  and  the  iodependence  and  liberty  ff  the  cithsen,  and  does 
not  exhaust  or  diminish  the  industrial  resources  of  the  countiy,  nor  does 
it  endanger  its  freedom  by  placing  a  great  military  power  in  the  hands  of 
one  man,  or  a  set  of  men,  whose  ambition  or  selfishness  might  lead  them 
to  usurp  the  Government  and  abridge  or  destroy  the  liberties  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  it  &r  more  advances  the  National  defease  by  possessing  a  greater 
numerical  strength  than  any  standing  army  which  any  nation  could 
sustain. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  maintaining  of  a  large  standing  army  is  not  in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  of  American  Institutions,  nor  will  it  ever  receive 
the  sanction  of  the  people.  The  country  will  be  willing  only  to  support 
zuch  a  permanent  military  force  in  time  of  peace,  as  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  protecting  its  frontier,  and  aiding  the  civil  authority  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  law.  Therefore  the  main  military  strength  of  the  Be- 
public  will  be  in  its  militia,  and  such  being  the  case,  the  maintaining 
thereof  should  be  a  fixed  policy  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  and  to  be 
effective  and  reliable,  should  be  permanently  and  systematically  organized. 

It  has  been  AiUy  demonstrated  during  the  late  civil  war,  that  a  well  or- 
ganized and  equipped  militia  is  ot  the  utmost  importance,  not  only  to  the 
General  Government,  but  to  a  State  itseli;  being  relied  upon  as  the  main 
national  defense  against  foreign  iovaalon  and  civil  war,  and  to  defend  the 
State  against  hostile  attacks  on  its  borders,  to  maintain  the  enforcement 
of  its  laws,  when  necessery,  and  to  guarantee  the  peace,  and  protect  the 
lives  and  property  of  its  people.  Therefore,  it  is  unquestionably  the  in- 
terest of  the  State  of  Michigan  to  be  prepared  promptly  and  successfully 
to  meet  emergencies  of  that  nature,  by  a  complete  enrollment  and  organ- 
ization of  its  miUtia,  and  by  maintaining  a  small  active  force  of  State 
troops,  well  armed  and  equipped,  ready  for  service  on  the  shortest  notice 
possible. 
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On  the  oatbratk  of  the  reoeDt  rebelllOD,  few  8ta  tee  were  in  a  condition 
to  render  much  lerTlce  to  the  GoTemment  by  their  militia,  and  the  greater 
proportion  of  lliem  not  any.  This  condition  of  affairs  rose  from  the  de- 
feetAveocH  of  their  militia  system,  and  the  little  attention  that  had  been 
elTen  to  the  proper  organiaaslon  of  their  State  Militia  or  State  Troops. 

Yet  what  little  had  been  done  in  this  respect,  proTed  to  be  of  infinite 
fvtne  to  the  Government,  as  it  is  generally  conceded,  that  to  the  organi- 
sation of  State  Troops,  the  Nation  was  indebted  at  that  time,  for  the 
•afe^  and  preserration  of  its  Capitol.  The  non-effective  condition  of  the 
miUUa  of  the  various  States,  was,  to  a  certain  extent,  excused  by  the 
oovntry,  for  the  reason  that  there  had  been  bot  little,  if  any,  indications 
ot  a  foreign  war,  for  a  long  period  of  years,  and  a  rebellion  against  the 
Oovemment  had  not  been  thought  of,  hence  the  States  had  been  nnthinlc- 
ingly  lilled  into  a  state  of  secority,  althongh  unwarranted  in  history.  By 
tlie  inaogoratlon  of  the  rel>ellion,  and  daring  its  progress,  however,  that 
idea  of  secority  has  been  fally  exploded,  and  a  lesson  has  been  taught  by 
experience,  and  at  a  great  cost,  that  it  is  necessary  in  peace  to  prepare  for 
war,  and  that  this  maxim  should  be  adhered  to  at  all  times.  As  it  is  ques- 
tionable how  far  States  will  be  held  excusable  hereafter,  in  view  of  the 
General  Government  trusting  and  depending  upon  them  for  action  and 
preparation  in  this  matter,  if  not  found  ready  on  all  occasions,  and  under 
all  circumstances  to  respond  to  tlie  call  of  the  country,  with  their  propor- 
tion oi  well  organized  and  equipped  militia  for  the  defense  of  the  Nation, 
it  behooves  them  to  give  their  attention  to  this  matter.  Undoubtedly 
many  of  the  States  will  be  prepared,  but  should  any  be  found  deficient  In 
this  respect  In  any  future  contingency,  it  will  place  them  as  States,  in  a 
very  unfavorable  position  before  the  country  and  the  world,  one  in  which 
it  is  hoped  Michigan  will  not  be  lound,  as  she  can  .ill  afford  to  lose  her  de- 
servedly high  reputation  acquired  during  the  past  struggle,  by  any  failure 
on  her  part  of  this  description. 

The  fond  arising  fh>m  the  operation  of  the  law  referred  to,  would  l>e  ser- 
viceable, and  would  give,  it  is  supposed,  a  sufficient  degree  of  encourage- 
ment to  induce  the  organization  of  Volunteer  companies.  To  the  extent' 
of  the  means  realized  from  the  tax  provided,  the  law  was  so  amended  as 
to  permit  the  fund  to  be  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  a  limited  supply 
of  uniform  tor  each  Company;  as  it  now  is,  it  does  not  provide  for  this; 
the  rent  of  armories  and  the  pay  for  the  care  of  arms,  and  some  other 
contingent  allowances,  being  all  that  companies  organizing  under  it  are 
entitled  to.  The  amount  of  expenses  allowed  the  three  companies  now 
mustered  into  the  State  service  is  very  small,  consequently  the  fund  is  ac- 
cumulating for  very  liUle  purpose,  and  therefore  should  be  made  applica- 
ble to,  and  expended  in  effecting  the  objects  for  which  It  was  intended,  the 
pajrment  of  all  necessary  and  proper  expenses  to  encourage  and  sustain, 
to  a  certain  extent,  Volunteer  companies.    It  Is  of  very  little  use  to  im- 
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fOM  Md  ooUeet  a  Uz  for  the  parpoM  of  aiding  in  rapporttog  ao  orgaiiiaap 
tkm  of  State  troopi,  and  baviog  the  law  appropiiatlDg  the  food  arlilag 
tbereftom,  to  limited  in  its  provieiODS  for  diBtiibation,  as  to  proliibit  tbe 
fonnation  of  companies  to  tadi  an  extent,  that  the  faod  becomei  almoet 
ateleea  in  that  respect.  On  the  7th  day  of  Angoat,  186S,  an  order  was 
imed  trom  this  Department,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  notice  that  a  cer- 
tain number  of  companies  of  intkntry,  would  be  accepted  and  mastered 
into  the  senrice  of  the  8ute,  under  the  law,  ea  8tate  troops. 

Under  that  order  three  companies  only  have  been  accepted  and  mustered. 
▲t  tbe  tUne  ol  iu  publication,  it  was  thought  that  many  companies  wouU 
be  organized,  and  that  in  a  short  time  a  sufficient  number  would  be  ae- 
oepted  and  mustered,  to  enable  the  authorities  to  organize  Regiments;  bat 
so  flur  the  project  has  not  met  with  the  success  that  was  anticipated,  and 
lU  fUlure  it  attributed  to  the  illibenility  of  the  law.  The  law  makes  pto- 
Tislon  for  them  to  be  supplied  by  the  State  alter  their  muster  into  aerfta, 
with  arms,  equipments  and  armories,  and  traneportatlM  to  and  from 
places  of  rendezvous,  when  under  the  orders  of  the  GonmMmder»in-Chle( 
and  not  exceeding  thirty-five  cents  per  day  for  subaistenoe;  but  before 
companies  can  be  mustered,  their  members  have  to  provide  themselves 
with  a  uniform,  at  their  own  expense,  thereby  submitting  them  to  an 
outlay  which  they  consider  should  be  borne  by  the  State. 

II  it  is  intended  by  the  State  to  raise  and  sustain  a  creditable  force  of 
State  Troops,  the  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  the  necessary 
uniform  at  the  State  expense,  as  it  is  very  evident  that  until  sdch  pro- 
vision is  made  there  can  be  but  little  hope  of  success  in  the  matter.  In 
doing  this  it  would  not  necessarily  be  required  to  keep  a  stock  ot  cloth  or 
clothing  on  hand,  bat  tbe  law  might  provide  a  fixed  sum  in  money  as  the 
allowance  for  each  man,  and  with  it  tbe  Quartermaster  General  could  pur- 
chase uniforms  and  issue  them  to  companies,  only  as  fasi  as  they  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  and  were  entitled  to  them.  The  cloth- 
ing so  nirnisbed  could  be  held  as  State  property,  the  commanding  ofBcer 
of  each  company  being  responsible  for  it,  and  it  could  \»  kept  in  the  com- 
pany armory,  so  that  it  should  not  be  improperly  used,  and  only  worn  by 
the  members  of  a  company  when  on  duty. 

I  therefore  most  respectfully  submit  to  Your  Excellency,  the  following 
recommendations: 

That  you  direct  tbe  eorollmeDt  and  organization,  (without  arms,  equip- 
ment, or  uniform,)  of  the  entire  Militia  force  of  the  State. 

That  tbe  State  be  divided  into  four  Districts,  for  enrolled  Militia,  each  of 
which  shall  bo  properly  divided  into  Regiments,  Brigades  and  Divisions; 
and  when  so  districted  and  divided,  shall  be  officered  under  your  direo> 
tlon,  in  accordance  with  existiog  State  Law. 

That  an  active  Militia  force  of  State  Troops  be  organized,  to  consist,  at 
present,  of  one  Division  of  two  Brigades,  composed  of  tliree  Regiments  of 
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r  «Mb;  oiM BigimeoC  to  be  formed  ia  eaeb  Coogrei8k>nal  Dlttriot 
^Ite  BUite^  to  bo  made  op  of  volonteen  from  tbe  enrolled  HillUa  theioof, 
10  bo  organiied,  armed  and  equipped,  aeeordiog  to  the  preserlbed  law  Ibr 


That  in  aMilkm  to  tbe  ordinary  arms  for  Infiuitrj  Regiments  of  State 
ThMpi^  eaeb  RegiflMnt  be  Ihmiabed  with  one  of  the  Parrot  Gnna,  with 
bone-oqnlpAeBti  Ibr  the  same,  now  in  the  possession  of  the  State.  Said 
gaam  and  eqalpASBts  to  be  kept  at  the  Headqnarten  of  Regiments,  req^ee- 
llfi|f»  tuidarobafgeof  each  Regimental  commands,  who  should  be  held 
reopooslblo  for  the  proper  oaro  and  good  oonditioa  of  tbe  same. 

That  the  pnsent  Militia  Law  be  so  amended  that  eaeb  non-eommissioned 
oAeer,  misletauiandprifatoof  the  aotiyo  Militia  or  State  Ttoops,  apon 
bolqg  praps^  enrolled  and  mastered  into  serrice^  shall  be  Aimisbed,  at 
tbo  ozpease  of  the  State^  with  a  certain  amonnt  of  unlfDnn,  not  to  exceed 
$M6  (M^  bf  tbo  Qsartcnnaster^  Department^  npon  tbo  requisition  of  tbo 
ooBpniv.eoBaaader,  and  if  assigned  ton  Regimenti  countsffsigiMdbjtbo 
coMander  tborsof ;  such  unilbrm  to  bo  oontormablo  with  that  prssciibed 
bf  the  State  Mllltaiy  Board,  with  the  t^proral  of  the  Ooounandw4D-Ghiot 
Srsrj  unltirm  so  fiimisbed  to  be  deposited  in  the  Armories  of  tbe  sereral 
oompanlsf ,  and  held  as  the  property  of  the  State,  by  the  Quartermaster 
GoBoral,  and  not  to  be  worn  by  the  members  o(  said  companies,  except 
wbea  CO  dutgr.  The  company  commanders  to  be  made  responsible  for  the 
eareand  salbty  of  the  same. 

That  it  also  be  so  amended  that  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  a 
BfrWon  and  of  each  Brigade  of  State  Troops,  and  the  Adjutants  and 
I  of  Regiments  thereof  lor  their  serrices  in  making  Retnms  < 
papers,  shall  each  recelTO  twenty-five  dollars  annually  ioiad- 
dltioo  to  such  allowances  as  they  may  be  entitled  to  as  State  Vroops  under 
tbo  law,  socb  pay  to  be  forfeited  for  defhuit  in  making  such  returns  as 
BMj  be  required  by  proper  authority  under  published  regulations  or  orders. 

It  is  periiaps  proper  to  state  that  the  general  militia  law  presented  to 
Oongress  at  its  last  session  provided  for  tbe  organisation  of  one  Infantry 
regiment  of  active  militia  in  each  Ck>ngre88ional  District  of  every  State  in 
tbe  Union,  and  did  not  provide  for  tbe  organization  of  any  other  kind  of 
Iroope.  Tbe  State  to  furnish  clothing  and  such  ^oj  and  subsistence  as 
might  be  necessary  while  on  duty  during  stated  days  in  each  year,  and  the 
United  States  to  provide  the  arms  and  equipments.  So  it  will  be  per- 
eeived  that  in  canying  into  effect  the  fbregoing  recommendations,  the  State 
will  only  be  doing  that  which  is  believed  to  be  actnaiiy  necessary,  but  will 
be  makbig  preparations  to  comply  wilb  a  general  militia  law  which  will 
nadoobtedly  be  enacted  by  Congress  on  tbe  first  favorable  opporUinity.

Thus  leaTing  a  balance  ot  $39, in  12  to  sustain  the  oigantzation 
daring  the  years  1868  and  9,  and  for  contingent  expenses. 

From  the  above  statement  it  is  evident  that  the  fbnd  realized  from  the 
tax  for  malotalnlng  State  Troops  vCould  be  to  a  certain  extent  snflleientto 
secure  and  support  the  formation  of  a  Regiment  in  each  Gongr^sstonal 
District  of  the  State,  provided  it  should  be  made  applicable  as  herain 
recommended. 

The  foregoing  report  has  been  made  with  the  hope  that  your  Exeeltency 
will  give  the  subject  your  attention  and  make  such  recommendations  to 
the  Legislature  relative  thereto,  in  your  coming  annual  message,  as  yon 
may  think  proper,  and  that  you  will  deem  it  consistent  with  your  own 
action  in  the  matter,  to  submit  this  report  to  the  Legislature  Ibr  their 
consideration.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 

With  the  mmrender  of  the  Bebel  Army,  under  General  Lee, 
on  the  9ih  of  April,  1865,  and  the  enbaeqaent  enrrender  of 
Qeaenl  Johngfawi'g  Army  in  the  same  month,  the  war  which 
had  been  wsged  agminBi  the  Union,  ended,  and  soon  after  the 
troops  belonging  to  the  Tarions  States  began  to  leaye  the  field. 

The  Michigan  troops  being  among  the  first  to  receive  or- 
ders^ the  Twentieth  lUgiment  arrived  in  the  State  Jane  4th, 
1865,  and  others  followed  in  succession,  up  to  June  10th,  1866, 
when  file  8d  and  4th  Begiments  of  Infimtry  reached  the  State, 
being  the  last  belonging  to  the  State  to  leave  the  field. 

On  the  14ih  of  Jnne^  1865,  you  issued  the  following  Procla- 
nuilion  of  welcome  and  thanks  to  the  retaining  Michigan 
Troops,  wfaioh  property  belongs  to  the  military  history  of  the 
State,  and  is  therefore  inserted  herein:

From  the  eomxnenoement  of  the  recent  war,  and  up  io  its 
doae,  htam  were  aerionaly  entertained  by  many,  regarding  the 
elEeot  that  iraa  then  suppoaed  might  be  prodaoed  npon  aociety 
by  the  ratozn  to  the  State,  of  bo  many  men  who  had  been  en- 
gaged in  a  pnranit  which  was  considered  as  likely  to  engender 
irregular,  improvident  and  dissolute  habits,  leading  to  a  reck- 
less and  lawless  course  of  conduct,  which  would  tend  to  bring 
about  the  most  deplorable  results,  and  many  prophesied  that  to 
a  great  extent  debauchery^  and  idleness,  with  the  consequent 
amount  of  crime,  would  characterize  their  release  from  military 
restraint.  But  the  period  of  their  release  has  come  and  gone, 
and  over  a  year  has  since  glided  by,  and  those  fears  have  been 
unrealised,  and  the  prophesies  unfulfilled.  Over  seventy  thou- 
sand of  these  brave  men  who  had  been  exposed  for  nearly 
four  yean,  to  the  irregularities  and  temptations  incident  to 
eamp  Ufe^  and  to  the  harshness  and  usual  demoralizing  ten- 
dsneiea  of  war,  have  returned  quietly  to  their  homes  and  fam- 
tliea,  in- the  State,  evidently  better  men  than  when  they  left  it; 
more  intelligenoe  and  experience,  greater  maali- 
with  stronger  patriotism  and  more  devoted  loyalty, 
prowed  by  the  strongest  test,  and  have  assumed  their  former 
industrial  avoeations,  passing  so  smoothly  and  quietly  into  so- 
eietj,  teking  their  places  in  the  community  so  peaoefally  as  to 
make  the  oooorrenee  almost  imperceptible,  and  at  the  same 
tone  xeeeiving  the  fullest  oonfidenoe  of  their  IbUow  citizens, 
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and  the  highest  degree  of  respect  and  gratitade  for  their 
gallant  and  TaloaUe  services  rendered  the  nation. 

Next  of  interest  t9  the  retnm  to  the  State  of  the  men  them- 
selves, who  have  so  nobly  established  and  snstained^itsreimta- 
tion  in  the  field,  and  so  conspicuonsly  aided  in  the  salvation  of 
the  nation,  is  the  retom  of  the  colors  under  which  their  ser- 
vices were  so  bravelj  and  ^ithfully  performed,  and  sosaooess- 
folly  consnnmiated. 

These  tattered,  bnt  honored  banners,  are  the  cherished  and 
venerated  emblems  of  great  pabllc  services  rendered  by  the 
soldiers  of  the  State  to  the  BepnUio,  and  are  imiTerBiJly  ac- 
knowledged as  the  fltymbolB  of  Begimental  braveiy,  individual 
courage,  loyalty  and  patriotism,  and  are  recognised  as  tokens 
of  fraternal  associations,  formed  and  cemented  in  trying  times, 
and  under  most  extraordinary  circumstances,  enduring  while 
life  lasts.  ^ 

They  are,  aside  from  that,  indelibly  stamped  on  the  hearts 
of  the  people,  the  most  forcible  mementos  of  the  gallant  Beg- 
iments  that  so  heroically  upheld,  and  so  persistently  stood  by 
them  and  the  country,  even  in  the  darkest  days  of  the  war. 

They  were  as  little  specs  in  the  long  lines  of  the  great  Amer- 
ican Armies,  yet  they  were  often  watched  in  the  advancing 
columns,  with  intense  anxiety,  but  with  strong  confidence  and 
hope  by  the  greatest  Generals  of  the  land. 

To  bear  then  aloft  was  a  signal  for  rebel  bullets,  often  brings 
ing  swift  and  certain  death,  but  they  were  never  trailed  in  the 
dust,  nor  lacked  a  gallant  bearer.  On  them  many  a  noUe  mm 
of  Michigan  has  looked  his  last  look,  and  bade  fsrewell  to  life. 

On  the  fourth  of  July  last,  the  great  national  birthday,  the 
Colors  referred  to  were  formally  presented,  throng  Your  Bx- 
cellenoy,  to  the  State,  and  are  now  deposited  in  its  Archives, 
there  to  be  sacredly  kept  and  carefolly  preserved.  Around 
them  will  duster  hallov?ed  memories  of  Begimental  bravery 
and  State  pride,  of  National  grandeur  and  prowess,  of  indi- 
vidual heroism  end  patriotism,  of  fallen  comrades  and  family 
bereavements,  and  of  a  nation  saved. 
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It  ifl  proper  and  jast  to  state  that  the  action  of  the  State 
aafhoriiies  was  cheerfully  aided,  and  most  liberally  Boatained 
bf  the  dtizenfl  of  Detroit^  on  that  occasion,  and  that  the  afiair 
ifaagraced  and  honored  by  the  largest  aifd  most  magnificent 
eelefaration  CTer  had  in  the  State,  which  was  participated  in  by 
tiM  most  niunerons  assembly  of  people,  from  all  parts  of  the 
Slate,  erer  congregated  within  its  bordera 

The  invitation  extended  by  the  Governor  to  the  soldiers  of 
Michigan,  to  be  present^  was  req^nded  to  in  keeping  with  the 
great  love  which  they  have  always  borne  for  the  old  flag,  nnder 
aS  circomstances,  and  they  rallied  in  great  nnmbers  nnder  the 
war-worn  folds  of  their  old  banner  as  in  times  gone  by^  and 
one  hundred  and  twenty-three  colors  were  presented,  belong- 
ing to  the  Tsrions  organizations,  as  follows:

that  might  thereafter  come  Into  h&  possession,  under  tbe  provisions  of  the 
Older  refhrred  ta 

His  EiosUen^  the  Goremor,  having  with  much  pleasure  and  satlslhc- 
tlOD,  reec&ved  Intbrmation  flrom  the  War  Department,  that  all  tbe  Michigan 
regiments  now  in  the  field,  are  under  orders  for  muster  out,  and  anticipa- 
ting that  all  of  them  will  have  returned  to  the  State  before  the  coming 
4th  of  July,  has  determined  upon  that  day  for  the  formal  presentation  at 
Detroit,  to  him  on  behalf  of  the  State,  of  tbe  colors  of  tbe  Michigan 
troops. 

It  Is  expected  that  all  the  officers  and  soldiers  who  have  been  connected 
with  Michigan  R^ments,  Batteries,  or  Independent  Companiae,  who  can 
make  it  convenient  to  do  so,  will  be  present. 

At  a  proper  time,  previous  to  tbe  day  selected,  a  circular  will  be  pub- 
lished, giving  the  programme  in  detail,  iocludiog  sncb  other  Information 
as  may  be  necessary  en  the  subject. 

It  Is  hoped  that  the  various  railroad  companies  will,  in  keeping  with 
their  usual  liberality  on  such  occasions,  issue  half  fare  tickets  to  all  ofBoers 
and  soldiers  who  have  served  in  Michigan  Regiments,  and  to  citiseos 
generally,  who  may  visit  ths  city  to  l>e  present  at  the  presentation. 

In  view  of  the  importanoe  and  novelty  of  that  interesting  occasion,  aad 
the  rstamed  Michigan  troops  being  deserving  of  so  much  consideration,

Ita  hallowed  memoriis  will 
remind  the  patriots  present  of  the  gallant  itraggle  of  their  patriotic  fore- 
flithera  In  establiahing  the  Goyernment,  in  thp  defense  and  roaintenanee  of 
which  they  have  been  so  snecessfliUy  InstnuneDta). 

The  State  will  be  highly  honored  in  receiving  flrom  the  Government  on 
that  great  national  day,  the  cherished  evidences  of  the  manhood,  connge 
and  patriotism  of  its  soldiers,  and  of  their  eminently  gallant  and  merltorl- 
OQS  services  to  the  Bepnblic  in  its  great  and  snccessftil  battle  for  naUoud 
existence,  and  it  will  proudly  accept  and  faithAiily  retain  and  preser¥« , 
tham  as  sacred  mementos,  thereof,  and  of  the  loyalty  and  patriotism  ot  its 
people.

In  accordance  with  a  circular  issued  from  this  office  under  date  of  the 
19th  ultimo,  the  presentation  of  the  colors  of  all  the  returned  Michigan 
regiments  and  batteries  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  will  be  made  at 
t>etroit  on  July  4th  next. 

A  cordial  invitation  to  be  present  is  hereby  extended  by  the  Governor, 
to  all  officers  and  enlisted  men,  wlio  have  at  any  time  during  the  war,  been 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  in  Michigan  organizations, 
or  who  have  otherwise  served  as  such  in  the  Army  or  Navy,  and  who  hav^ 
be^a  honorably  discharged  irom  the  service,  and  it  is  iioped  and  expected, 
that  all  such  as  can  make  it  convenient  :o  do  so,  will  be  present  on  that 
Interesting  occasion. 
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Forthepupoteof  boDortogthe  day  and  the  occasioo,  and  giving  the 
people  of  tbe  State  who  may  be  there  af  sembled,  an  opportunity  to  witneee 
the  emblems  of  our  State  prowess,  and  of  tbe  patriotism,  bravery  and 
gallant  lerTloes  of  oar  rolanteers,  then  presented,  an  arrangement  for  a 
procession  is  made  and  will  be  carried  into  effect 

Tbe  procesiioo  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Gen.  James  E.  Pittman, 
lospector  General  of  the  State,  who  is  selected  and  appointed  by  the  Got* 
emor,  as  Chief  Marshal  of  the  day,  with  power  to  appoint  such  a  staff  as 
he  may  require  to  asiist  him  in  that  duty. 

The  presentation  of  the  colors  will  be  made  on  behalf  of  the  Regiments, 
by  Major  General  O.  B.  Willcox,  who  has  been  selected  by  the  Governor 
for  that  service,  being  the  first  Colonel  who  left  the  State  for  the  field  ia 
command  of  a  Michigan  Regiment. 

Tbe  rstumed  troops  will  be  commanded  by  Brevet  Brigadier  General  Wil- 
liam L.  Stoughton,  tbe  ranking  Colonel  now  in  the  State  amongst  those- 
wbo  belonged  to  their  regiments  at  the  time  of  the  muster  out  of  their  re- 
spective organizations;  and  he  will  select  from  his  command  such  a  staff 
as  be  may  deem  necessary. 

The  lormation  will  be  in  two  ranks  by  Regiments  in  line  accordlDg  to 
their  numerical  designation  in  the  respective  arms  of  tbe  service,  and 
organized  into  Divisions. 

Each  Reghnent  will  be  commanded  by  the  ranking  officer  present  on 
that  occasion,  not  otherwise  assigned  herein,  who  belonged  to  it  at  the 
time  of  the  muster  out  of  the  organization,  and  be  will  be  determined  by 
the  ofBoere  thereof  after  their  arrival  on  tbe  ground  designated  for  the 
formation  of  tbe  Regiments. 

The  13th  and  14th  Batteries  and  separate  Companies,  will  be  commanded 
respectively  by  the  ranking  officer  present  of  each,  in  tbe  same  manner  as 
provided  by  Regiments,  and  tbe  other  officers  thereof  on  tbe  right  of  each, 
same  as  In  Regiments.

In  torning  them  OTor  to  fo«  I 
r  reminded  that  th^  are  the  flags  mider  which  so  nanj  braTo 
I  deeoa  lia? e  been  performed— so  many  vaiaabie  livea  giTcn 
■pin  the  canse of  the  Union  and  republican  liberty,  and  such  beai^lirial 
rsnlu  obtained. 

In  the  history  of  the  world  we  are  noabie  to  find  where  mankind  was 
engaged  in  a  better  or  more  glorious  cause,  or  where  the  reenits  have  been 
more  important  to  the  canse  of  humanity  and  good  goyernment;  and  if 
tha  sons  of  Michigan  ha?e  been  called  upon  to  give  up  their  lives,  and  part 
with  the  dearest  earthly  oiyecU,  those  whose  immediate  loss  haa  been 
great  thereby,  have  a  sweet  oonsoiatiou  in  the  fact,  that  their  blood  is  the 
seed  fh>m  which  will  grow  up  fruits  dear  to  succeeding  millions  oy^eemen, 
and  who  wiU  not  fail  to  render  that  devout  homage  to  their  memory 
wlienevor  they  shall  gather  around  the  Altars  of  Liberty  to  offer  up  thanlra 
to  Him  who  ii  great  over  all,  for  the  glorious  heritage  which  those  gallant 
defendon  Imve  so  permaneDtly  secured.  They  will,  therefore,  live  In  their 
deeds,  whilst  a  single  pillar  of  the  Republic  stands.  Those  who,  under 
these  flogs,  survived  the  terrible  battles  which  have  been  fought  during 
the  late  roboIUon,  in  the  cause  of  our  great  and  powert\]i  government, 
will  see  and  ei^oy  the  rich  fruits  of  their  heroic  deeds,  and  with  fViU  hearts 
will  Join  their  fellow  countrymen  in  rendering  tributo  to  the  memory  of 
their  oomradea  who  fell  in  the  bloody  strife.  And  when  all  who  have  par- 
Uclpatad  in  the  war  lor  the  Union  have  passed  away,  succeeding  genera- 
ttons  will  catch  up  the  songs  of  praise  now  being  sung  over  the  glories 
achieved,  and  will  chant  tbcm  with  renewed  and  grateful  strains  through 
all  time  to  come. 

It  was  very  proper  that  orders  were  made  to  deposit  these  flsgs  with 
the  State  authorilios.  Torn  and  tattorod  into  mere  strips  though  they  be, 
yet  each  plf>co  will  Iki  most  sacredly  preserved  by  each  succeeding  State 
AdmlnUlratlon,  luul  upon  all  great  National  occasions  when  they  mrc 
brouKhl  forth,  thoy  will  call  together  not  only  those  who,  under  their  folds 
l»attle<l  for  the  presorvation  o(  the  Republic,  but  lovers  of  liberty  ttom  all 
parts  of  \)\p  State:  and  they  will  continually  remind  the  people  of  the 
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prioetoai  btritace  which  has  been  $ecured  to  iheiiMelYet  and  to  ooning 
ftaontioni.  Only  those  who  carried  them  through  the  frightful  aoeaea  ot 
anfferiog  and  death  can  falijr  realize  the  terrible  ordeals  through  which  our 
gveai  oatlOD  haa  been  preaerYed,  yet  ail  will  be  reminded  how  great  la  the 
booBorCoDBtitational  Ireedom;  and  (he  warning  they  will  exhibit  to 
treason  will  be  safflcient  to  stay  its  hand  and  compel  obedience  when 
Inclination  would  direct  acts  of  rebellion. 

By  depoaitlng  these  flags  with  the  State  anthorities,  in  each  State,  the 
aBthoritSes  of  the  Government  have  placed  therein  a  monoment  in  memory 
of  Its  glories  which  will  be  most  cherished,  and  whenever  beheld  by  the 
peoi>le  will  far  sorpass,  in  the  feelings  of  veneration  which  they  wHl  call 
'  forth,  all  the  pillars  of  marble  or  granite  which  human  genius  could  build. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  they  have  passed  through  the  scenes  of  strife, 
and  that  th^  have  been  carried  by  the  hands  of  the  brave  men  them- 
selves, who  fought  and  died  lor  our  National  liberties;  it  will  be  seen  that 
on  them  la  inscribed  the  names  of  the  battles  passed  through,  where  the 
late  of  liberty  was  staked  and  decided;  and  with  what  feelings  of  rever- 
ence will  these  strips  of  bunting  be  looked  upon  by  the  fitther,  mother, 
brother  or  sifter,  whose  son  or  brother  marched  to  victory  or  glortons 
death  under  tbeir  loldi^.  Whilst  all  patrlois  on  viewing  these  battle  flags 
will  remember  and  mourn  the  loss  or  lite  and  regret  the  vast  expenditures 
which  have  been  made  to  pre.serve  our  liberties,  yci  al!  will  rejoice  over 
the  glorious  results  which  have  been  achieved. 

Permit  me  to  coDgratulutc,  through  you.  the  i)eopIe  of  Michigan,  for 
the  brilliant  aud  conspicuous  part  performed  by  Michigan  regiments  in  the 
late  war  lor  the  Union.  I  believe  there  is  no  blot  upon  their  record,  but 
all  is  bright,  conspicuous  and  glorious,  whilst  an  extraordinary  nnmber  of 
personal  distinctions  shine  upon  the  pages. 

Expressing  my  sensibility  ol'  the  fortunate  honor  in  being  the  instrument 
of  the  Government,  for  delivering  to  the  State  these  sacred  colors,

(Tofemor  Ceato,  Q^lcers  of  the  StatSt  Gentlemen  Diffnitaries,  Our  QueeU 

^-CUiMmaand  BMiere: 

In  bshalf  of  oar  people,  as  Mayor,  I  welcome  yoa  to  oor  city  and  the 
conriesiaa  of  the  day.  To  yon,  sir,  oar  high  EzecatlTo  officer,  the  repro- 
■entatlTO  of  tho  laws,  the  dignity,  and  the  power  of  oar  noble  SUte,  I  len- 
der the  warm  welcome  dne  firom  American  cltiiens  to  ralors  of  their 
choloa. 

To  yoo.  oOieers  and  soldiers  of  the  Union  armies,  I  offer  the  hugeet,  the 
f)roadeat  and  the  fhlleat  welcome  that  we  can  poesibly  glTo— the  welcome 
dne  to  ov  heroes.  More  than  this,  the  noblest  and  fhlreat  of  Detroit's 
dnqghtora  await  to  welcome  yoa  to  oor  hospitalities  thla  day.  Too  bring 
to  ns  tho  flags  ontrasted  to  yonr  care  more  beaatifiil  than  wben  yoa  re- 
ioetrod  thha*  Ito  thsj  plainly  show  that  th^  haye  been  moat  gallantly 
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borne— that  they  had  not  been  kept  as  idle  toye,  or  held  aa  thloga  of 
beaaty,  bat  whererer  daty  oalled,  wherever  the  eonbet  waa  fleiwat,  there 
they  have  been.  They  are  tattered  aod  torn,  pierced  by  rebel  baUeU, 
aoUed  aod  bigrlmiaed  with  the  amoke  and  debria  of  more  than  a  haadred 
baltle-flekto,  stained  with  the  lUh-blood  of  many  aeorea  of  gaUaiK  ooior 
beartra. 

Ton  hare  permitted  no  rebel  hand  to  tear  them  ftom  yonr  gnapf  aad 
bear  them  trophtea  totheibes  of  oor  Union.  Bat,  with  Spartan  fldelitj, 
troe  to  the  troit  confided,  yon  hare  retamed  them  home  again,  now  to 
beplaoedin  the  arehlTei  of  the  State,  there  to  remain  monmfel  rellea  and 
mementoe  of  oar  erod  and  bloody  strilb,  a  wamlQg  to  all;  and  we  have 
yet  to  learn  that  oar  State,  or  a  single  Mlehlgan  flag,  haa  ever  been  dla- 
honored  npon  a  battle-fleld.  Ton  hare  now  forsaken  the  tented  field  for 
thepeaeefol  pnrsaits  of  dtiien  life.  Ton  now  rsot  flrom  year  dangers  and 
yoor  toils.  Ton  haTO  the  proad  comeionsneas  of  knowing  thai  yon  are 
among  the  defenders  and  preserrers  of  oor  Union.  *  Ton  hare  the  satlsflM- 
tion  of  sgaln  seeing  the  old  flag,  the  flag  of  oar  fathers,  ware  defiantly 
and  triamphantly  oter  erery  foot  of  our  natiooal  domain.  Tear  preweaa 
aod  yoor  Ylctoriea  have  rejoiced  every  patriot  heart  in  the  land.  A  natkm'a 
gratitude  ia  yoars.  The  orphans  of  your  brave  oomrades  are  entitled  to 
your  paternal  care.  They  mast  be  ranked  aa  children  of  the  Statat  Amid 
oar  happiness  and  oar  rejoicinga  apon  tbia  glorloas  aonivenary  of  oor 
ooantry,  we  cannot  forget  that  oar  coantrymen— oar  erring  and  ml^goMed 
eoaotiymei\  of  the  Booth,  are  still  smarting  onder  the  bkma  that  Joatiee 
and  patrietism  oompelied  yoa  to  inflict.  Shall  we  not  ahow  to  the  peni- 
tent Xhat  we  are  aamagnanimoas  in  peace  as  we  have  been  Irreaistabie  ia 
war  T  Shall  we  not  imitate  the  examples  of  yoor  moat  lUastrioasgeDefals^ 
Grant  and  Sherman,  that  brave  men  do  not  trample  npon  a  foUea  ftoe  t 
Shall  we  ignore  the  meek  and  lowly  teachings  of  Him  who  died  npon  the 
Cross?    God  forbid. 

State  troops  of  Michigan,  we  have  a  welcome  for  yoa  apon  this  oceaaion. 
I  am  pleased  to  see  yoa  again,  with  your  fllled-ap  ranks,  year  bright  oni- 
forms,  and  yonr  soldierly  bearing.  I  do  not  doabt  bat  that  yoa  are  ready 
now,  as  yoa  always  have  been,  to  respond  to  any  and  every  can  of  yonr 
ooantry,  and  were  the  tocsin  of  war  to  be  soanded  in  oar  midst  to-day, 
yoar  battle-cry  woald  be,  "Up,  gaards,  and  at  them  t  *'  It  is  not  neosasary 
for  me  to  refisr  to  the  past  aseftilness  of  yoar  organization.  A  long  line  of 
living  heroes  are  witnesses  to  this.  The  memories  of  Roberts,  Fairbanks, 
Brodhead,  Maach,  Sherlock,  Elliot,  BobI,  aod  others,  whose  names  are 
vrreathed  with  Immortal  fkme,  show  this.  The  bones  of  yonr  brave 
comrades  who  lie  moaldering  in  a  Soathern  soil,  prove  thla 

The  offlcert  who  sprang  flrom  your  ranks  formed  the  nacleoas  of  armies. 
Their  heroic  deeds  and  brilliant  achievements  are  a  prond  record  for  yoa, 
for  as,  and  for  themselves.    With  os,  large  standing  armies.  In  times  of 
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pMOBi,  SM  B0(  QBly  oiiDecesMiy,  bat  are  oatnraUy  repnlalve  to  oar  pw^pto. 
A  woU  organlMd  olUstti  soldiery  ehoald  ever  be  the  right  arm  of  America*! 
dafenae.  I  traat  the  day  is  not  flu*  distant  when  we  shall  have  a  new  and 
mwe  libenl  enrollment  of  this  character.  I  woald  have  it  at  once  high 
toned,  cfaivalric  and  efflclent,  and  it  will  open  a  brilliant  path  to  honor 
mad  distinction. 

I  will  not  longer  trespass  apon  joar  patience  and  foUgne  of  tbe  daj. 
Again  X  welcome  yon,  thrice  welcome,  to  oar  follest  hospitalities. 

SPBBOH  or  OEM,  WILLOOZ. 

I  stand  here  to-day  to  speak  for  tbe  soldiers  of  Michigan.  I  thank  yoor 
BzeeUeaey  lor  inch  an  honor,  and  In  tbe  name  of  all  the  gallant  offiosfs 
and  men,  I  thank  the  State,  and  partlenlarly  tbe  eltlsens  of  Detroit,  te 
mch  a  eeidlal  and  magnifloent  reception.  On  tbis  occasion  oar  dty  at 
oooe  ertaicei  her  leal  In  behalf  of  tbe  soldiers  and  her  Interest  in  the 
honor  of  the  whole  State.  Well  may  Detroit  ieel  proad  of  Michigan,  and 
wdl  rnxf  Michigan  feel  proad  of  her  commercial  metropolis.  The  hand 
of  time  OB  the  dial  phite  of  history  this  day  marks  the  90th  anniyersaiy 
of  the  tBdependenee  of  oar  Repablic  Tbe  giorioos  associations  of  the 
day  are  beaming  aroand  as  as  if  in  llyiog  sonlight  reflected  f^om  the  ^es 
of  living  heroes,  and  glancing  from  tbese  war  stained  banners.  These 
noldlers  have  nobly  contended  to  rekindle  and  perpetaate  tbe  ancient  ftares 
of  independence,  and  tbe  ith  of  Jalyhctill  lives.  We  claim  that  no  troops 
fenvo  done  better  In  the  war  for  tbe  Union  than  the  troops  of  Michigan.  I 
grant  that  individual  regiments  from  otber  States  have  performed  brilliant 
eiploltB;  bat  whOe  this  is  also  trae  of  many  of  oar  own  regbnents,  4he 
highest  vaiibrmity  of  good  condoct  throagboat  the  war  is  JastJy  the  meed 
of  praise  awarded  to  Michigan  soldiers  as  a  body.  Or  all  oar  regiments 
and  hatteiiea  that  took  the  field,  there  is  not  one  fbr  which  yoa  have  Jest 
oaasetobiosh. 

Moch  of  this  Is  doe  to  tbe  character  ot  oar  people.  Michigan  has  been 
e««r  ptompt  to  meet  her  qaotas,  careAil  in  the  selection  of  her  offioeiay 
and  libeiml  in  the  oatflt  of  her  men— a  noble  SUte  inspfares  to  noble  deeds, 
^nndMlehiBan  expected  every  man  to  do  bis  doty.    For  every  blow  struck 


fer  the  Union,  another  blow,  warm  flrom  tbe  heart,  was  strnck  (br  the  fldr 
fame  of  the  old  Peninsnlar  State. 

And  traly  may  we  make  boast  of  this  Commonwealth  1  Where  Isthere 
n more  generons  soli;  where  a  greater  quantity  of  rich  resources  and  em- 
ptoynmali;  where  such  liberal  advantages  fbr  firee  education,  fh>m  tbe 
oommoB  school  to  the  crowning  firee  University;  where  a  more  ingenious 
population f  'Bat  Michigan  Is  no  more  prolific  of  culture  than  of  hardy 
sinew.  Stamp  your  toot  and  soldiers  spring  from  the  soil,  accustomed  to 
Ike  plow  and  tbe  flail,  accustomed  to  delve  in  our  mines  of  bron  and  cop- 
per, to  wield  the  axe  in  our  mighty  forests  of  pine,  to  fling  the  spear  and 
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drug  tlM  net  in  onr  fltberies,  to  wrettle  with  ibe  storm  0T«r  1, 100  bUm  bl 
BuUn,  ortotamotlio  war  horse  *'who0e  neck  ia  clothed  with  thnnder." 
Snch  a  State  eoold  not  bring  forth  a  race  of  pigmies,  Ibols  or  cowards. 
And  hence,  while  in  proportion  to  our  population,  a  greater  number  cooM 
read,  write  and  spell  the  word  Liberty  than  came  from  any  other  State, 
not  even  excepting  Massachnsetu,  we  produced  the  best  caTaliy  la 
America,  and  the  tallest  Inlkntry  in  the  world. 

In  Michigan  the  East  fldrly  ends  and  the  West  fkirly  begins.    We  were 
not  popnIOQS.    The  great  tide  of  emigration  passed  beyond  ns,  bat  we 
sent  one-eighth  of  oar  people  to  the  Held,  and  our  soldiers  combbned  the 
intelligence  and  discipline  of  the  East  with  the  energy  and  seUP'raliance  of 
the  West    Oast  yoar  eye  briefly  along  the  ooarse  of  the  war.    When  the 
tocsin  of  alarm  came  booming  firom  Fort  Samter,  and  the  lirst  caU  was 
made  for  troops,  Michigan,  ontstripping  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Indiana,  and 
evenOhlo^  wu  the  first  State  west  of  the  Alleghaales  that  amithed  a  reg- 
iment to  the  gatee  of  the  threatened  capital    Nor  did  th^  lock  there 
like  some,  withont  arms,  eqalpments  or  anilbmis,  bat  so  peiftst  was  their 
ootlit,  and  so  martial  their  aspect,  that  the  sight  of  them  excited  tlM  vikrj 
and  wonder  of  the  States  through  which  they  pessed,  and  It  was  said  of 
them  in  Washington  that  they  looked  more  like  regulars  than  tolontecrs. 
With  the  Tan  of  the  grand  army  our  men  croesed  the  Potomac,  saiaed  the 
fliit  oity  and  took  the  first  prisoners  captured  by  that  army,  and  fiirthwith 
dictated  terms  to  the  rebels  in  the  shortest  proclamation  of  the  war,  whieh 
wasprlnted  on  the  spot  by  men  detailed  from  the  ranks.    Thosskowing 
to  the  world  that  our  Western  hordes  were  neither  unlettered  saTSges^ 
nor  dressed  themselTes  in  bear  skins  when  they  went  out  to  see  their 
neighbors. 

Then  followed  the  battle  of  Ball  Run,  the  panic  of  which  aztended  frosa 
the  banks  of  that  lltUe  stream  to  the  shores  of  the  Pacific  ooeaa.  For  a 
moasent  the  land  shuddered  as  if  an  earthquake  was  careening  within  Its 
borders,  and  we  thought  that  all  our  sokUers  were  killed,  captured,  or 
cowards,  and  that  the  cause  was  hopelessly  lost.  It  was,  at  leas^  a  eon- 
solaitlon  soon  to  learn  that  the  sons  of  Michigan  imd  bebayed  well,  and 
left  their  dead  at  the  most  adyanced  point  of  the  field  gained  and  loat  that 
day. 

'  From  that  day  Michigan  soldiers  began  to  take  rank  among  the  moat 
reliable  troops.  The  praises  of  the  let,  2d,  8d,  4th,  6th  and  7th  inlhntiy, 
and  1st  cavalry,  were  celebrated  through  the  Peninsular  campaigns  of 
Virginia,  while  the  eth  infhntry  carried  our  fame  to  the  Gulf  by  its  herelo 
fight  at  Baton  Rouge;  and  the  8th  to  the  sea  by  its  rifle  practice  balbre 
Fort  Pulaski;  and  the  lustre  of  the  2d,  Sd  and  4th  caralry,  the  9th,  lOthp 
11th,  12th,  IBth,  14th  and  15th  iDlantry,  and  our  magnificent  artUlery 
loomed  up  from  the  campaigns  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and  MlsstssippClikie 
the  Northern  Lights  on  Lake  Saperior. 
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Id  the  middle  and  Utar  period!  of  the  war,  tbe  16th,  17Ui,  SOtb,  titb, 
Stfib,  27th  iDfkDtry,  aod  let  Sharp-shooters,  together  with  the  6th,  eth  and 
7th  Caralry,  marched  to  the  East;  whUe  the  18th,  19th.  Slst,  21d,  2Sd» 
26th,  28th  and  29th  Regiments  of  lofkntiy,  and  the  1st  Engineers  and  Me- 
chanics, together  with  the  8th,  9th,  lOlh,  llth  and  12th  Cavalry,  marched 
toward  the  TaUey  of  the  Mississippi.  Oar  gallant  9th  Corps  Begimenta 
Ibqght  in  both  Eastern  and  Western  armies.  Tlie  30th  Inflmtry  stood 
guard  on  oar  borders,  and  the  102d  Colored  Regiment  went  to  Soatl^ 
Carolina. 

Oar  batteries  all  fi>aght  in  the  West  We  lent  indi^pendent  Companies 
of  Sharp-shooters  to  New  York,  Illinois,  and  the  United  States;  and  some- 
of  oar  CaTalry,  impatient  to  get  into  the  service,  rode  off  to  Missoari,  aad« 
there  took  the  name  of  the  Merrill  Light  Horse.  Bat  East  or  West,  oar 
troops  shone  conspicnoasly,  and  by  their  exploits,  tAe  prowess  of  Michi- 
gan manhood  gaye  as  a  distinct  repatation,  even  in  Eaiope.  The  charge 
of  the  17th  at  Soath  Moantain,  the  recaptare  of  cannon  at  Williamsport^ 
(cannon  that  had  been  lost  at  Bali  Ban,)  the  passage  of  tbe  7th  at  Ftedsr* 
Icksborg,  led  by  a  drammer  boy,  the  repalse  of  John  Moigaa's  6^000^  by 
the  26th,  at  Green  Biver,  with  CoL  Moore's  immortal  words,  '*The  Foarth 
of  Jaly  is  not  the  dMj  to  entertain  a  proposition  to  sarreader  1"  the  em- 
phatic westemlsm  of  CoL  Innis,  at  Lavergne,  "  We  dont  sarrender  macb,'' 
and  the  achievements  of  oar  cavalry  onder  Cuter  in  the  £ast|  and  Mintj 
and  Pritchard  in  the  West,  calminating  in  tbe  capture  of  JeC  Davis,  the 
Head  Center  of  tbe  rebellion.  All  these  and  many  other  feats  of  war, 
gave  as  name  and  fiime  abroad. 

And  yet  this  brief  sammary  does  not  begin  to  do  Jastice  to  oar  arms,  or 
to  individaai  regiments,  officers  and  men.  1  regret  that  time,  on  thie 
occasion,  will  not  allow  me  to  meotioa  more.  Many  ol  the  most  heroie 
actions  are  not  recorded  at  alL  Id  this  respect  tbe  Eastern  troops,  wlDi 
the  press  at  their  heels,  were  not  often  wanting.  Bat  as  it  is,  there  was 
oot  a  great  campaign,  or  scarcely  a  great  battle,  in  which  some  troops 
from  this  State  were  not  conspicaoos;  nor  many  brilliant  actions  witk 
which  some  Michigan  name  was  not  associated.  Nor  is  this  all.  The 
anheralded  career  of  single  regiments,  sach  as  tbe  2d  Influitry,  which 
fought  its  way  from  Blackburn's  'Ford  under  Richardson,  throogfa  the  F^ 
ninsala  ander  Poe^  thence  westerly  to  CampbeU's  Statkm  and  KnozvlUe^ 
Teon.,  under  Humphrey  and  Byington,  and  back  again  to  the  East  ander 
Maueh  and  Schneider  through  the  wildemess  to  Petersburg,  where  it  was 
among  the  first  to  raise  the  stars  and  stripes  above  tbe  stars  and  bats^ 
wonld  fill  volumes  of  eulogy. 

And  who  can  view  our  wounded  and  mutilated  comrades  here  without 
emoUon?  Every  lost  limb— nay,  every  scar,  deserves  honorable  mention. 
The  heart  is  touched ;  let  thoaghtfbl  silence  mose  their  praise. 

Of  all  these  flags  there  is  scarcely  one  which  has  not  waved  in  the 
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fUckert  of  the  fl^t ;  learoelj  a  color  which  has  not  leen  iti  heroic  tatfwi 
one  after  another  stmck  down  in  battle.  Ah!  yea,  many  a  hand  that  Tigor- 
onily  graiped  theee  flagstaib  and  led  the  van,  now  lies  cmmbllng  In  the 
grare;  and  not  color-bearers  alone,  bat  nearly  15,000  others  who  fonght 
beside  them— 4he  flower  of  Micblgan^retnm  not  to  receiTe  yonr  thanks 
and  the  plandits  of  their  gratefhl  coantrymen.  They  walk  the  earth  no 
more  in  the  flesh,  bnt  their  ISime  snrrives,  and  their  glorified  forms  bend 
aEtore  ns,  now,  and  with  hands  nnseen  deck  these  colors  with  InTlslble 
garlands.  While  we  hare  souls  to  remember,  let  their  memories  be  cher- 
ished. Let  a  monument  be  erected  to  them->at  once  worthy  of  their 
deeds  and  worthy  of  the  State;  let  their  widows  and  orphans  be  cared  fbr; 
and  nerer  let  us  forget  the  cause  fbr  which  they  fell:  a  war  not  Ibr  ambi- 
tion, not  fbr  a  dynasty  or  a  fwrty^no,  let  party  spirit  be  bushed  In  their 
miJeBtic  presence— not  to  establish  or  delbnd  a  throne,  neither  fbr  spoils, 
oppression,  nor  any  other  unworthy  object,  but  simply iRir  the  Union,  and 
as  soon  as  may  be  lei  the  ancient  foundations  of  the  Oonstltnthm  be  re- 
stored, with  only  the  crumbling  stone  of  slavery  left  out^  and  with  liberty 
guaranteed  to  alL 

I  hare  seen  the  finger  of  Prorldence  through  the  thick  smoke  of  battle, 
and  now  that  the  dark  curtain  Is  lifted,  and  the  sun  of  victory  breaks 
through  In  meridian  splendor,  I  hare  more  confidence  than  ever  In  our 
destiny.  We  thank  God  that  we  have  returned  to  our  homes  victorious. 
F  you,  the  Qovemor  and  people  of  Michigan,  are  satisfied  with  the  manner 
fai  which  we  have  performed  our  part,  we  are  grateful  fbr  your  applause. 
We  have  tried  to  do  our  duty,  and  have  done  no  more  than  that  duty  which 
every  cltisen  owes  to  a  f^ee  and  fhitemal  government,  and  in  the  peaoefhl 
walks  of  dvU  llfb  we  shall  endeavor  to  set  an  example  of  peace^  moderation 
and  submission  to  the  laws.  It  only  now  remains  fbr  me,  in  the  name  of 
the  Michigan  soldiers,  to  surrender  to  the  State  these  flags,  tattered  but 
not  stained,  emblems  of  a  war  that  Is  past  We  shall  ever  retain  our  pride 
in  their  glorious  associations,  as  well  as  our  love  fbr  the  old  Peninsular 
Bute.

The  memories  which  cluster  around  this  day,  the  solemnity  of  the  occa- 
sion upon  which  we  meet^  the  vast  concourse  of  people  who  have  come  up 
taltber- to  witness  these  ceremonies,  all  conspire  to  render  the  task  w^- 
Dlgh  hopeless  of  giving  utterance  to  the  ferilngs  they  inspire  in  such  lan- 
guage as  may  even  Inadequately  express  that  natural  eloquence  felt  by  all. 

On  behalf  oP  the  army  of  Michigan  volunteers,  raised  fbr  the  suppression 
of  a  gigantic  rebellion,  which  was  organised  for  the  destruction  of  the 
Government  and  the  overthrow  of  the  Unlen,  you  now  return  to  me^  as  the 
representative  of  the  State,  these  regimental  colors. 
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la  Ihw  tM^ittBg  tkete  temiari,  I  may  be  permitted  to  aUode^  briery* 
9X  leeit,  aot  ealy  to  the  efeote  with  which  they  are  Meocieted,  but  alaoto 
ttioee  of  no  kee  Impertenee  wbksh  thli  day  eommemoratee.  ^ 

And  the  di^  tteelf :  The  annals  of  onr  States  of  oar  common  coontrj, 
of  the  world,  pieeeot  none  that  mi^  compare  with  it.  It  is  a  memorable^ 
m  glorioos  day  t  Glorions  both  in  itself  and  in  its  associations  of  oth« 
di^;  and  noi  onlygtorions,  bat  deeply  solemn  and  instractiTe,  as  it 
speaks  to  as  from  the  shrines  of  departed  heroes*  patriots  and  statesmen; 
and  Its  TOiee  ehoald  be  heard,  and  its  lessons  regarded,  by  all. 

On  the  Amrth  of  Jnly,  1776,  ninety  years  ago  this  day,  oar  flObers,  ander 
the  iron  heel  of  oppreesion,  to  assert  their  rights,  as  well  as  to  resisl.the 
eneroachsMnts  of  despotic  and  arbitrarj  power,  declared  to  the  world 
their  onaltsrable  porpose  to  '*bo!d  these  troths  to  be  self-eTident,  that  all 
BSB  are  efiated  equal;  that  they  .are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  cer- 
tain InataMble  rights;  that  among  these  are  lilb,  liberty,  and  the  pnreait 
of  happiness.** 

To  maintain  and  enjey  the  drll  and  political  rights  thns  asserted,  a  sol- 
emn compact  was  entered  into  for  mataal  protection  and  deHinse,  and  the 
fbandatlofr  was  thns  laid  for  a  free  and  independent  Grovemment,  recog- 
oiaing  the  gieat  principles  of  liberty  and  equality  before  the  law,  enanci- 
Ated  by  said  declaration.  But  tyranny  and  despotism  are  not  wont  thns 
to  giro  up  their  prey,  nor  to  be  so  easily  foiled  of  their  purpose;  and  dis- 
regaiding  erery  principle  of  Justice  and  right,  and  substituting  in  tlieir 
stsad  the  power  of  "might,**  they  ruthlessly  sought,  by  the  force  of  arms 
and  tiie  derastatlon  of  war,  to  reduce  to  rassalage  and  submission  those 
who  had  thus  dared  to  assert  their  manhood. 

Bat  although  tew  in  number  and  poor  in  resources,  in  a  cause  so  Just 
aadhdy,  they  fearlessly  flung  to  the  breeze  the  flag  of  our  Union,  upon 
wtiich  were  emblasoned  those  Stars  and  Stripes  that  were  adopted  by  Oon* 
gress  as  the  symbols  of  freedom;  and  rallying  under  its  inspiriting  (bids, 
th^  calmly  resolred  either  to  perish  in  its  dsfense,  or  to  follow  it  to 
Tiototy— to  posittre  and  complete  triumph. 

Aafi.  nobly  did  those  brare  and  Uberty-lOTing  men  do  their  duty  in  b^ 
half  of  the  cause  th^  had  espoused;  and  gaUantly  did  they  defond  that 
flag.  With  a  popnlatton  of  less  than  three  miilioos,  one-third  of  whem 
were  either  the  open  or  secret  allies  of  their  fbes,  without  money  or  sranl- 
ttOBB  of  war,  th^  struggled  to  maintain  their  rights  for  sof en  long  years 
—years  of  suffering,  of  anguish  and  of  blood— against  the  most  powerfhl 
nation  on  the  globes  aided  by  mercenary  legions  and  savage  allies.  Again 
and  again  were  their  armies  decimated,  broken  up  and  destroyed  by  orer- 
wfaelming  superiority  of  numbers;  and  as  often  were  they  rallied  and  their 
broken  and  shattered  firagments  re-nnlted  and  re-oiganized,  presenting 
still  sn  ondaonted  front  to  their  implacable  foes.  And  thus  was  this  on- 
eqaal  contest  continued,  until,  from  their  limited  numbers,  an  aggregate

trfiunph  of  tbtlr  cmm.    AD  those  panniu  of  peaHo  to  enenttaUj  neeee- 
lery  to  Airalsh  the  meuis  of  eabiliteDce  were  whoUy  ateiidoned;  not  obIj 
those  In  tbe  prime  Aod  Tigor  of  liJb,  bat  tbe  old  and  decrepit^  m  well  as 
the  BtripUng^  took  up  arms  in  the  common  detase.     No  prlTate  interests 
were  permitted  to  OQiweigh  the  duty  of  eaerifleing  thoae  concsms  to  the 
general  good.    Lift,  with  all  its  bright  anticipations  of  social  eiOoymentSi 
with  the  hopes  of  sooeess  in  its  Prions  aTocations,  was  destoed  as  of  no 
Talne  if  the  goal  of  their  desires  and  pvposss— the  estahliahmeat  of  a 
Bepablican  GofemmeaWwas  not  reached.    It  was  the  alpha  and  omega 
of  their  cItU  and  poliUcal  creed;  and  ooblj  did  they  show  in  its  malnteo* 
anee  their  "ftith  Xxf  their  worim,"  nnUl  Tictoiy  at  last  crowned  their 
eflbrts^  and  the  caase  tor  which  they  had  so  long  and  so  bravely  con- 
tended, was  trinmphant;  nntil  that  prond,  arrogant  and  dsqiotk  power 
was  compelled  to  yMd  its  nqjost  prsteosions,  and  inglorloasly  abandon 
the  field  of  conflict 

The  independence  of  the  American  colonies  was  thns  achie?ed»  and  their 
right  to  establish  and  maintain  snch  iorm  of  GoTcmment  as  they  might 
deem  fit  and  proper,  WMTicogniied,  not  only  by  the  Qofemmeat  which 
had  sought  to  snslaTe  them,  but  also  by  the  ciTillaed  worid. 

In  the  enjoyment  of  this  right,  and  in  accordance  with  the  prindplss  of 
sdf-govemment,  which  they  had  sTowed  and  maintained  in  the  strngglCi 
the  original  compact,  which  had  been  ordained  for  mntnal  aid  and  snp» 
port,  was,  aOer  carefoi  and  matnre  deliberation,  socceeded  by  the  adc^tion 
of  the  FMeral  Constitation,  and  the  formation  of  the  Federal  UniOE^  in 
which  was  recognised  and  established  those  principles  laid  down  in  the 
Dechiration  of  Independence,  for  which  all  the  colonies  had  so  derotedly 
and  persisteatly  labored. 

Under  the  Ibstering  care  of  the  Gofemment  thns  fbmied,  for  a  period  of 
more  than  80  years,  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  American  people^  as 
a  nation,  was  withont  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  the  worid.  From  a  ftw 
detached  and  fteble  colonies  we  had  become  a  flrst-class  power.  Onr 
infinence  was  ftltineveryqaarterof  the  globe^  and  the  example  of  the 
(tmilB  of  onr  flree  insUtntions  was  obserred  and  stndled  in  all  lands.  We 
were  respected  abroad.  At  home  we  were  rapidly  increasing  In  population 
and  wealth.  The  wlldemess  was  steadily  giving  way  to  enterprise  and 
progress,  and  the  arts  of  ciTilisation,  science  and  refinement  were  keeping 
step  with  onr  material  advancement.  The  Mnre  was  bright  and  promising. 
With  one  ezceptkxi,  we  had  no  aristocracy  possessed  of  ezclosiye  polit- 
ical priTlleges  which  conid  be  wielded  to  the  prejudice  of  the  masses,  either 
socbdly  or  politically.  The  genius  of  our  Dree  institutions  opened  the  door 
of  advancement  and  progress  to  alL    The  principles  of  Christianity,  recog- 
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Bind  bf  tiMM  infUtiiUoDf,  laid  ih%  Ibandatlon  ftir  aodal  order;  Mid,  m  a 
legtUmata  eOMeqoenee,  a  lystem  of  popular  education  wai  adopted  wUdi 
enabled  ereiy  one  to  eomprebead  the  relatiooe  which  he,  htmseir,  bore  to 
the  Government  nndd^  which  he  liyed,  and  by  which  his  rights  were 
protected* 

Qjthe  acqolalUon  of  knowledge  thus  brongfat  within  the  reach  of  the 
AnMriean  eltiien,  hie  thonghti  and  desires  and  pnrposes  were  enlarged 
and  eterated;  and  as  he  began  to  comprehend  more  clearly  the  natare  and 
extent  of  his  own  powers  and  capacities,  as  well  as  his  own  individual  and 
inherent  rights,  his  ambition  was  at  once  aroased  to  secnre  fbr  himself  his 
AiU  share  of  the  advantages  which  a  Government  so  beneficent  held  ont  to 
all  its  citixens.  The  poor  were  thus  enabled  to  comprehend  the  fkct  that 
here  wealth  was  not  so  much  an  accidental  acquisition  as  the  result  of  in- 
teingenee,  temperance,  prudence,  and  labor;  and  the  ignorant  were  taught, 
ae  their  first  lesson,  that  knowledge  was  not  exclusive,  but  that  by  self- 
applleatlon,  aided  by  the  means  fbr  education  so  liberally  provided  at  the 
pubtte  expense,  they  might  reasonably  hope  to  acquire  a  sufficient  share  of 
oseftil  knowledge,  at  least  fbr  the  practical  purposes  of  life. 

But,  In  the  adoption  of  the  principles  of  ftee  government  which  pro- 
duced all  this  greatness  and  prosperity,  there  was  permitted  to  be  re- 
talned^by  a  sad  mistake—a  single  element  of  the  system  which  had  been 
discarded  In  all  its  other  relations,— an  antagonistic  principle,  that,  in  its 
very  nature,  could  not  Ihil  to  become  the  germ  of  a  fatal  disease,— a  fbul 
and  Thrulent  canker  spot,— a  monstrous  deformity.  Our  revolutionary 
lathers  were  not  blind  to  its  dangers;  and  in  the  IbrmatAon  of  our  Govern- 
ment it  was  merely  tolerated  through  misguided  expediency,  in  the  confl- 
deit  belief  that  it  must  speedily  die  out,  unable  to  survive  the  contact  with 
its  glorious  surroundings. 

And  thus  6LAVBRT,  the  natural  enemy  of  freedom  and  fVee  institutions, 
in  every  fimn,  at  first  only  tolerated  by  usage,  then  sanctioned  by  law, 
was,  by  degrees,  permitted  to  build  up,  over  a  vast  area  of  our  otherwise 
fkee  and  prosperous  domain,  one  of  the  most  exacting  and  intolerant  oH- 
garohleo— one  of  the  most  despotic  and  arbitrary  aristocracies  which  tlei 
worid  has  ever  known ;  whoee  appetite  fbr  power  but  grew  liy  what  It  Ml 
OB,  and  whoee  insolent  demands  and  encroachments  kept  consuintljr 
iacreaslBg  wRh  their  gratiflcaUon. 

ToeoBciUate  this  monster  and  to  appease  his  insatiate  thirst  for  des- 
potic rule,  though  with  a  mistaken  generosity,  and  also  to  delay,  if  not  to 
obviate^  the  apprehended  calamnity  of  domestic  discord,  and  to  save  the 
nation  fhom  its  tumults  and  troubles,  concessions  and  compromises  hav» 
been  repeatedly  made. 

Slavxbt  has  thus  been  our  bane— the  blot  upon  our  otherwise  fhhr  es« 
cutcheon— the  constituent,  admitted  into  the  very  structure  of  our  Gov- 
ernment, which  could  not  fail  to  be  at  war  with  its  fandamental  and  avowed 
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priaciples;  which,  In  Its  growth  aad  perptinUy  wm  daatioed,  Id  Um  wwj 
nature  of  thingi»  sooner  or  later,  to  become  the  implacahle  eneoij  of  the 
Government^  in  whose  bosom  it  had  been  wanned  and  nurtured  into  life 
and  strength.  # 

The  truth  of  this  has  i>een  abundantly  yerifled  in  the  history  of  our  coun- 
try. Slavery  has  not  been  slow  in  bearing  iu  l^itlmate  traits.  In  its  at- 
mosphere a  spirit  has  been  generated  of  deadly  bate  tQ  every  sentiment  of 
popular  government;  to  the  very  name  of  Bepubiieanism,  and  to  all  Ideas 
of  social  and  political  equality;  until,  in  its  mad  ambition,  it  dared  to  put 
forth  its  sacrilegious  hand  for  the  undisguised  purpose  of  overturning  the 
altars  of  Libertyi  and  of  destroying  every  vestige  of  Bepubliean  Freedom 
in  our  prosperous  and  happy  land. 

The  very  men  whom  the  nation  had  trusted  and  honored;  whom  it  bad 
raised  to  offices  of  profit  and  trust;  upon  whom  it  had  lavished  its  oboicest 
gifts,  became  peijnred  and  forsworn  traitors  and  rebels.  Abusing  the 
confidence  reposed  in  them,  and  trampling  under  foot  the  most  sacred  ob- 
ligations, they  robbed  our  Treasury,  seised  our  Forts  and  ArsenalSi  and 
stole  OOF  arm3«  and  other  manltloDS  of  war,  thereby  depriving  the  Qov- 
emment,  as  they  fondly  hoped,  of  all  means  of  defense,  in  order  to  secure 
to  themselves  an  easy  conquest. 

The  origin  and  maintenance  of  the  rebellion  to  destroy  the  Qovernment, 
was  Induced  by  the  same  spirit  which  sought  to  overthrow  the  Fathers  of 
theBepnbllc  in  their  efforts  to  establish  it;  and  as  the  struggle^  on  the 
part  of  the  heroes  of  76,  was  purely  a  work  of  self-defense,  in  maintaining 
their  principles,  s<^was  the  struggle  on  our  part  in  the  late  rebellion,  purely 
one  of  self-defense,  in  preventing  the  overthrow  of  the  same  principles, 
by  preserving  the  life  of  the  Government.  For  every  drop  of  blood  shed, 
and  fbr  all  the  property  destroyed  and  money  expended  during  the  strug* 
g1%  the  rebels  and  their  i^ympathisers— <iimI  Mey  oioiia— are  responsible. 
Of  this  there  is  abundant  proo(  even  by  t^e  most  direct  and  positive  ad- 
missions ot  the  rebels  thesuelves.  For  the  truth  of  this  I  need  only  quote 
the  language  of  one  of  their  prominent  leaders— of  no  less  a  traitor  than 
he  who  occupied  the  second  plaoe  in  the  conclave  of  traitors.  But  it  is 
fluniiiar  to  you  all,  and  fhrther  allusion  to  it  here  is  unneeessaiy.  Mo  one 
can  doubt  for  a  siegle  moment  as  to  who  are  the  guiUif,  and  the  oniy 
ttuUiy  parties  in  this  enormous  crime.  The  liMts  have  been  too  apparent 
to  leave  a  single  doubt  on  the  mind  of  any  ene  not  wilfhily  blind  to 
their  significance. 

Iu  the  midst  of  profound  peace,  when  the  loyal  people  of  this  great  and 
prosperous  nation  were  engsged  in  their  lawful  pursuits— in  their  quiet 
avocations— these  wicked  and  peijared  men,  by  the  aid  of  lesser  but 
equally  traltctrous  spirits,  sounded  the  tocsin  of  rebellion  and  revolt;  and 
on  the  13th  day  of  April,  18ftl,  our  national  ensigs,  the  symbol  of  our 
eouaUj*§  tUengtik  and  honor,  the  Flag  of  our  Fathers  and  of  the  Union, 
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wblch  WM  auociated  with  the  earlleit  acblevemeDts  of  Llbertj,  «id 
ivbich  for  70  yean,  never  trailed  io  the  daat,  bat  gtafnlesi  and  defiant 
maintained  Ita  Integrltj  oTer  land  and  lea,  was  trampled  apon  and  io- 
suited.  Tbe  ahot  an^.  shell  flrom  rebel  cannon  tore  ita  radient  folda.  Its 
Inatre  wai  tamiahed  and  Ita  floriea  dimmed  by  the  smoke  and  flame  from 
boflUle  batterlea,  planted  by  fratricidal  handa,  within  ita  own  dominion. 
A  half-starred  bnt  heroic  band  of  lets  than  a  hundred  men  Baccnmt>ed  be- 
fi>re*eeyen  thonaand  armed  traitors,  and  leafing  the  burning  barradn  ol 
the  tbrt,  brought  away  with  them  their  tattered  flag—a  aacred  relic— an 
anipidouB  omen,  that,  though  orerpowered,  it  wu  neither  dishonored  or 
deatroyed.  Tbe  iron  hail  that  ftU  upon  that  flag  at  Fort  Sumter  ^ftll,  too, 
upon  erery  loyal  heart.  The  shot  aimed  at  the  national  ensign  which 
waTed  ofsr  that  meagre  garrison  tore  away  every  remnant  of  national  Ibr- 
bearance.  From  that  hour  there  waa  to  be— there  could  be— no  more  eon- 
cession  or  compromise— nothing  but  war.  In  the  great  and  irrepres- 
sible conflict  between  the  two  opposite  ideas— liberty  and  bondage— de- 
mocracy and  aristocracy— republicanism  and  despotism— the  time  had 
arrivedlwben  the  question  as  to  which  sbotfld  triumph,  at  least  Ibr  the 
present,  must  be  settled.  The  rebellious  South,  confldent  of  success  and 
Insrae  with  flendlsh  malice,  had  made  the  issue  and  had  appealed  to  the 
arbitrament  of  the  sword,  and  that  issue  most  be  settled  in  blood.  As  in 
the  war  of  the  Beyolution,  so  now,  freedom  and  oppression  met  In  deadly 
conflict,  and*now,  as  then,  freedom  triumphed.  Although  when  the  con- 
fllct;|^rae  the  GoTerament  found  itself  with  a  bankrupt  treasury,  without 
an  a  my,  without  the  munitions  of  war  or  the  preparations  for  defense — 
tbr  treason  and  robbery  had  despoiled  it  of  all— yet^  in  the  hearta  of  a 
loyal  people,  it  possessed  an^inyincible  spirit  to  resist  its  ancient  enemy; 
In  the  resources  of  a  ilberty-loYing  people,  if  not  in  the  despoiled  treasniy 
ol  the  nation,  it  possessed  ample  wealth  to  ibrnish  all  the  materials  of  war 
necessary  for  the  defense  of  the  flag  against  either  domestic  or  foreign 
foes;  and  in  its  noble  and  patriotic  sons,  unnumbered  freemen,  suflSdent 
to  form  countless  battalions  of  citizen  soldiers,  ready  to  die  in  the  defense 
of  those  repnblican  institutioDs,  for  tbe  establishment  of  which  so  many 
of  tha  heroes  of  '71  had  perished. 

Relying,  therefore,  upon  these  resources,  that  truly  great  and  good  man, 
Abraham  Lincoln,  who  foil  a  martyr  not  only  to  the  principles  he  Cher- 
ished, and  which  he  was  chosen  to  defend,  but  also  a  yictim  to  the  malice 
of  the  enemies  of  those  principles,  and  who  to-day  stands  second  to  none 
in  the  hearta  of  the  American  people,  hod  only  to  make  known  the  national 
danger  and  the  national  wants  in  order  to  be  furnished  with  all  tbe  means 
necessary  successfully  to  guard  and  defend  the  portals  of  Liberty. 

Michigan,  in  response  to  the  call  of  the  national  Goyernment,  promptly 
and  eheerfolly  filled  her  several  quotas,  and  raised  and  organized  her 
numerous  regiments,  which  were  sent,  without  a  moment's  unnecessary 
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diUy,  to  Um  HM  of  eonftlct  Taking  with  thtm  the  bannm  of  Nation 
and  Btatab  beaatlfdl  aod  liutroiu  as  they  were,  oar  gallant  8oldlei%  ooue- 
crated  bj  prajen  and  teara  for  the  noble  and  patriotic  work,  hare  bravely 
borne  thwn  along  the  toUtome  march,  and  npon  the  field  of  battle,  where 
daqgw  threatened.  Ym,  theie  banners  hare  been  ralorooaly  and  trlompb- 
anlly  borne  throngh  the  sonahine  and  gloom  of  the  pait  flTe  years  to  be 
at  last  ratnmed,  baptised  in  the  fire  and  smoke  and  blood  of  battle, 
disflgnredby  the  element^  and  torn  and  rent  by  shot  and  shelL 

BraTe  and  noble  citixen-aoldiers  of  Michigan:  Whether  oeoopying 
places  in  the  ranks  befbre  me,  or  absent  on  this  occasion— whether  among 
the  liTing  or  the  dead— these  banners  e?er  wared  yon  forward,  erer  led 
yon  on.  In  yonr  hands  they  brared  the  first  defeats  of  the  war.  Thi|y 
wared  prondly  throngh  McGlellan's  first  brilliant  campaign  in  West  Vir- 
ginia. They  cheered  yon  through  t^e  gloom  of  the  Peninsola  disasters. 
In  South  OaroUna  and  Gedrgia,  in  Tepnessee  and  Mississippi,  they  gath- 
ered new  lanrelf ,  and  were  honorably  eonspicnoos  in  the  campaigns  of 
1861  in  Maiyland  and  Yliginla;  while  in  the  West  and  South-west,  under 
Pope  and  Butler,  they  established  an  enriable  prestige.  In  the  erentful 
campaign  in  Virginia  and  Fennsylranla,  in  1863,  they  gained  ftesh  lustre. 
▲t  Vicksbnrg  and  Knozrille  and  Chattanooga  they  maintained  it  WhHs, 
in  Grant's  great  and  final  campaign— wlUi  Sherman  in  his  glorious  career 
about  Atlanta,  and  on  his  "march  to  the  sea  "—with  Sheridan  in  his 
matchless  encounter  with  theenmny  in  the  Shenandoah— or  with  Thomas 
at  NasbriUe,  no  State  established  a  nobler  reputation  for  fidelity  and  ralor 
than  that  written  by  Michigan  troops  npon  the  flags  ot  the  Peninsular 
Stale.  Upon  each  of  them  is  iascribed  a  page  of  our  nation's  histoiy. 
They  are  memorials  of  a  great  era  in  onr  national  life— an  era  fraught 
with  more  importance  than  any  since  the  foundation  of  our  glorlotts 
Bepubllc 

These  battle-fiags  are  now  restored  to  us.  We  receire  them  rererentty. 
Wlien  they  went  from  our  borders  these  emblems  of  our  nationality  had 
been  derided  and  defied  by  traitors.  They  come  back  to  us  with  honor 
sustained  and  insult  washed  out  in  blood.  They  went  ftom  us  radiant 
with  l)eauty— the  storms  of  many  battles  hare  beat  npon  them,  the  con- 
fiicts  in  which  they  triumphed  hare  marred  them— but  they  return  to  us 
speaking  of  rictorieSi  of  heroes  and  patriots  among  the  liriQg  and  the 
dead.  They  proclaim  not  merely  rictory  orer  the  rebels,  but  a  Oop&m- 
m§ntpre$9rvmi  and  JUbertif  saeeif.  As  the  eye  wanders  aloi^  this  glorious 
array  of  tattered  flags,  with  but  a  tithe  of  the  original  remaining,  and  that 
in  shreds,  and  catches  the  half-effaced  inscriptions,  we  realise  as  nerer 
before  the  grsat  work  that  has  been  accomplished.  These  flsgs,  the  m- 
sembled  troops,  and  all  this  paraphemaUa  of  war,  bring  to  mind  as  noth- 
ing else  eonld  the  histoty  of  the  past  fire  years;  for  here  are  arrsyed  me- 
BOiials  of  almost  erery  important  battle  o{  the  war,  from  the  first  Bull 
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In  tUi  fVMl  work  of  lOTiog  Iho  GoTtronont,  ood  of  ooDQOiriDg  a  glo-

flwiom  bopo.  Tbo  lit  Michigan  Bogimant,  anaod,  olotbod,  eqiiippad  and 
lUly  appointod,  nnd«r  the  oommand  of  Ui  gailaot  laadtr,  was  tbo  lint 
iiglmant  to  arrivo  at  tbo  seat  of  war  Irom  aoj  poi at  west  of  tlio  Aliaghaiiy 
Monntalns.  Tbmy  were  among  tbo  flitt  troopi  to  croM  Long  Bridge  into 
Virginia,  and  were  a  part  of  tiie  oonunand  that  eaptored  Alezandriai  tbo 
flrat  dty  taken  trom  the  rebeie,  and  of  which  yoa»  Qoneral,  wm  the  lint 
lUUtarj  Gofonor.  llicmgan  troope  were  also  among  the  first  who  opened 
fire  npon  tbo  enemy  at  Boll  Ban,  in  t^  Tidnity  of  Blackbom's  Ford,  oader 
tbo  oommand  of  tbo  br^re  and  lamented  Bichardson.  Throngbont  the 
eolire  period  of  tbo  war  they  were  actiyely  engaged,  and  at  the  sorrender 
of  Lao  tbsf  wore  well  represented ;  and  at  last  the  rebel  chlet  was  oaptnred 
by  a  Michigan  raiment  In  hui  loglorioaB  flight  to  escape  panlshment  Itor 
bis  inftmons  crimes.  lo  all  tbe  battles  in  which  they  fought,  Id  every  posi- 
tion in  which  they  have  been  placed,  Michigan  troopa  have  been  consf^ca- 
ons  for  their  good  conduct,  aud  for  their  bravery  aoU  gallant  services. 
They  have  been  patient  and  nncomplainlDg  under  hardships  and  sniTering, 
privatiOB  and  Catigne.  From  tbe  commencemeot  of  the  war  tbej  have 
evinoed  a  determination  to  aafl'er  and  fight  until  tbe  eoemiesof  theGoT- 
emment  abonkl  be  oonqaered  and  tboronghly  snbdoed.  They  went  forth, 
oarrying  those  sacred  banners,  npon  so  many  bard-foogbt  fields  and 
throngb  so  many  unequal  contests,  to  enforce  the  laws  and  snstain  tbe 
Government;  to  aid  in  restoring  that  peaceful  epjoyment  of  liberty,  which 
only  fldelily  to  tbe  Gonstitntion  can  secare.  Ihey  went  on  a  holy  missiOB; 
not  to  Umptdr  tbe  rights  of  any  of  tbe  citlaens  ot  the  Bopnbllc;  not  from 
hatred  or  rsfoage;  but  llrom  a  sense  of  duty  to  the  whole  conntiy ;  from 
devotion  to  tbe  Union;  lh>m  allegiance  to  its  legally  appointed  mlers,  and 
from  obedieooe  and  Wyalty  to  the  Gonstitntion. 

Ton  bsnre  rstnmed  home  from  this  great  and  patriotic  work,  lUll  of  bon- 
on.  bronied  and  battie-soarred  from  vlctorions  service.  The  price  yon 
liave  paid  in  blood  and  toil  ought  certainly  to  be  snflUclent  to  secnre  a  per^ 
petaRy  of  tbe  free  insiltations  for  which  yon  have  fongbt  so  devotedly. 
Bot  Is  tbo  secarity  of  theeo  iostltntions  better  assnred  to-day,  than  it  was 
anppossd  to  be  by  onr  lathers  when  the  **  mother  coantry  "  acknowledged 
the  independence  of  her  colonies,  after  their  fierce  and  protracted  stmg- 
gioT  It  is  notslaveiy,  bat  the  spirit  which  seeks  to  make  sUvery  tbe 
oomor-ftOBO  of  empb:o,  that  we  have  now  to  guard  against— that  element 
of  hatred  to  froedom  and  eqnallty,  which  instltnted  tbe  conflict  irom  which 
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jon  b«T»  to  gloriOQily  eomtoot.  TlMt  ipftrlt  !■  mMmt  4Md  nor  alttpliig. 
In  its  own  appeal  to  tho  arbitrament  of  the  sword.  It  has  baan  Tanqntshsi ; 
bat  il  ii  proelalnied  on  anthortty  BO  less  antheatle  than  that  of  each  neo  as 
AlazanderH.  Staphena,  that  thoagh  con<|aerad  it  la  not  cooTinced.  HaT- 
iog  iUledaontiarijln  tharssort  to  Ibree,  itwitt  bat  laeaperata  Its  eoaq^iia 
!br  a  Bora  Inshlkms  andeafor  in  a  dillhren  t  method  of  wartee. 

Ton  hafehnmbled  that  spirit  in  tha  field;  bat  in  doing  that  yoor  taak  la 
not  finished.  To«  will  find  it  now  yoor  fhrther  patrlotle  dntj  to  guard  the 
dtadelof  liberty  firom  being  andennlned  by  the  eraflj,  and  the  wary  and 
aetata  enemy  who  tailed  to  oany  it  by  aasaalt.  Ithaabeen  wisdy  said  \tj 
one  of  oar  moat  flir<«eelag  statesmen  that  '■  eternal  Tlgikneeia  the  priee 
of  liberty.**  liefer  did  that  aphorism  possess  saeh  signifieanee  aa  at  the 
present  time.  The  disorganising  hereby  of  "state  aoferelgnty"  is  still 
beUered  In  and  cherished  by  the  deteted  rebels;  and  as  in  the  past  we 
haTo  seen  that  traitors  do  not  hesinte  to  Tiolate  their  most  solemn  oatha 
and  obUgatlons  to  maintain  the  Union  and  the  Gonstltntlon;  so,  on  the 
settled  principle  that  like  caoses  prodaee  like  effects,  and  Judging  the 
fhtnre  by  the  put,  it  is  certainly  not  an  eztraTagant  preaamptloa  to 
aasame  that  as  these  oonflrmed  traitors  considered  allegiance  to  the  State 
paramcoDt  to  the  allegiance  which  they  owe  to  the  Union,  any  new  oath 
which  they  take  will  be  coupled  with  the  mental  reserratioo,  that  these 
oaths  are  to  be  binding  no  longer  than  the  period  arriTes  when  their 
respectlTo  States  shall  again  be  ready  to  secede. 

Upon  yon,  therefore,  and  npon  all  true,  loyal  men  and  patriots,  rssts  the 
dnty  of  eierdslng  that  eternal  vigilanoe  which  shall  efllKtnally  guard 
against  permitting  traitors,  who  are  known  to  hate  the  GoTomment  they 
failed  in  their  eflbrts  to  destroy,  again  to  repeat  the  crime  of  using 
positions  within  its  connclLs  to  plot  its  overthrow.  Make  it  a  great  and 
flmdamental  principle,  to  be  neither  eraded  nor  set  aside  by  any  specious 
sophistry,  that  traitors  shall  be  purged  of  their  treason  by  worin  meet  ftm 
repentance,  befbre  they  shall  be  suilhred  to  en]oy  the  priTileges  ana  im- 
munities of  loyal  men;  and  that  as  the  Government  was  esUbllshed  In  m 
brmen  loyal  to  its  principles,  and  again  in  this  conflict  was  preserred 
only  by  the  same  loyal  sentiment  of  the  people;  so  in  the  IVitnre  these 
principles  of  fleedom  and  equality  can  only  be  maintained,  and  the  gor- 
emment  fbunded  upon  them  preserved,  by  thoee  who  are  eqoally  true  and 
loyal  to  it 

Soldiers  of  Michigan:  The  hearts  of  her  people  swell  with  Just  and  noble 
pride  at  the  mention  of  your  patriotic,  your  loyal  and  noble  deeds.  Ton 
have  won  an  undying  flune,  and  your  names  and  memories  will  descend  to 
posterity  as  those  of  heroes. 

But,  soldiers,  all  who  have  honored  the  State  and  won  for  themselves  a 
glorious  record,  are  not  here  to  receive  our  encominms  and  to  Join  in  the 
jKMnp  and  pride  of  this  occasion.    There  have  etood  around  these  loved 
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flags  many  as  braye  and  Doble  as  any  here  to-day,  who  will  neysr  rally  to 
the  Stars  and  Stripes  again.  Tbey  went  forth  as  fall  of  lite  and  hope  as 
any  among  yon,  bat  they  come  not  back.  They  loved  the  old  flag  with  a 
loTe  that  can  never  be  doabted,  for  they  have  sealed  their  devotion  with 
their  lives.  Those  letters  of  gold  Inscribed  upon  year  banners,  which  re- 
cord the  times  and  places  of  yonr  heroic  endeavors  and  glorious  achieve- 
meats,  areOhe  epitaphs  of  many  a  brave  and  gallant  comrade.  The  old 
flag  they  loved  so  well  is  a  fit  place  for  its  inscription.  With  their  memo- 
ries enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  the  flag  to  tell  their  stoiy, 
their  giorifled  spirits  will  loolc  down  with  Joy  npoo  the  record  they  have 
lea  behind. 

And  there  were  others  who  went  forth  as  conrageons  and  leal  as  any  of 
these,  who,  in  the  vigor  of  yonth  or  the  maturity  of  manhood,  have  fallen 
slowly  hot  sorely  by  the  ravages  of  disease  and  ezposnre.  In  the  obscority 
of  owt  crowded  hospitals,  or  exhausted  upon  the  march  and  dyhug  at  the 
hand  of  the  rathless  guerrilla,  or  in  Southern  stockades  and  prison-pens, 
enduring  a  thousand  deaths  flrom  starvation  and  exposure,  these  noble  men 
have  fkUen  martyrs  to  the  cause  they  served. 

Kone  of  all  these  brave  &nd  devoted  men  can  we  ever  reward  for  their 
sacrlfloes.  The  most  glowing  tribute  to  their  memories  cannot  half  express 
the  measure  of  their  deserved  glory.  Let  as,  then,  rear  a  noble  monament 
to  their  memory,  and  consecrate  it  with  the  best  affections  of  our  hearts. 
Let  us  adorn  it  with  the  embellishments  of  art,  and  make  it  outwardly 
attractive  to  ourselves  and  oar  children,  and  teach  them  its  significance. 
It  will  make  patriotism  lovely  in  their  eyes.    Tell  them,— 

"  How  sleop  the  brave  who  sink  to  rwt 
By  all  their  country 't  wlibM  blest. 
Ry  fairy  bandfl  their  knell  is  mng ; 
By  forms  uoscen  their  dirge  is  suog; 
There  Honor  comes,  a  pilgrim  gray, 
To  blaes  the  turf  ihat  wraps  their  clay; 
And  Freedom  shall  awhile  repair, 
To  dwell  a  weeping  hermit  there.*' 

But  there  is  another  type  of  sacrifice  and  sufTering  that  we  may  reach. 
Let  us  pour  the  balm  ot  consolation  into  their  hearts,  and  open  a  liberal 
hand  to  those  who  have  come  back  from  the  conflict  maimed  and  crippled 
Ibr  iife*s  service. 

Citizens  of  Michigan,  as  yoa  valae  Ibe  privileges  which  their  sacrifices 
have  retained  to  yoa;  as  yoa  honor  the  inslitallons  of  yoar  counlr^^  for 
the  maintenance  and  strengthening  of  which  Hoy  have  spilled  their  blood; 
as  yoa  respect  yoarselvcs,  and  would  be  worthy  the  fame  which  they  have 
achieved  for  yoa,  see  to  it  that  thcso  men  do  not  suffer  for  the  comt'orts  of 
IKe.  They  do  not  come  to  yoa  as  objects  of  charity.  Their  lost  and  use- 
less iimlM  plead  with  an  eloquence  that  no  words  may  deepen,  and  tell  ^o^ 
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that  your  prosperity  is  based  upon  tbeir  mlsfurtuQe.  Aid  aod  oberisb 
tbem,  and  tbu  ezenplify  3'OQr  worthiness  to  eqjoy  the  blessings  thc(y  have 
presenred,  and  they  will  ever  bless  you. 

Nor  should  we  be  forgetAil  of  those  who  in  the  recent  struggle  have  been 
bereft  of  fathers,  brothers,  basbanda,  sons  and  kindred.  To  them  let  us 
offer  onr  heartfelt,  our  kindest  sympathies  in  their  sad  bereavement,  and 
remind  them  of  the  consolation— inadequate  though  it  be  to  the  magnitude 
ol  their  sorrows^tbat  those  whom  they  have  lost  died  for  their  country, 
for  freedom  and  humanity. 

Soldiers,  for  myself  and  the  people  of  thlii  State.  I  cannot  reflrain,  before 
closing  this  address,  Irom  paying  a  well-deserved  tribute  to  the  Uuiies  of 
Michigan  for  tbeir  disinterested  and  heroic  efforts  to  alleviate  the  distresses 
and  mitigate  the  sufterlngs  ot  those  who  have  been  compelled  by  wounds 
or  sickness  to  languish  in  hospitals,  far  Irom  their  homes,  and  debarred 
firom  the  loving  care  ol  kindred  hands.  Ministers  of  mercy,  their  cheerful 
and  kindly  sympathies  have  been  constantly  put  forth  in  behalf  of  the  sol- 
dier, under  all  his  trials  and  vicissitudes,  throughout  the  entire  period  of 
our  sanguinary  struggle,  even  up  to  this  day,  and  to  the  present  hour. 
They  have  been,  indeed,  the  soldiers*  friend,  and  by  their  untiring  labors 
at  home  have  supplied  camps  and  hosplials  with  articles  of  comfort  and 
luxury,  that  to  the  weary  and  distressed  patients  were  more  than  medicine 
and  better  than  surgery;  and  by  their  personal  attention  and  self-devotion 
have  smoothed  the  sick  pillow  aod  ameliorated  the  sharp  pangs  of  many  a 
gallant  soldier.  At  home,  their  smiles  and  presence,  as  well  as  their  good 
cheer,  have  ever  been  the  first  to  greet  the  returning  soldiers.  They  have 
proved  themselves  a  bulwark  of  loyalty  and  patriotism,  thoroughly  appre- 
ciative of  the  great  interests  at  stake,  and  worthy  of  all  the  honors  that  wo 
can  bestow  upon  them. 

God  bless  the  noble,  the  loyal,  the  patriotic  ladles  of  Michigan ! 

Again  let  me  say— heroic  soldiers— citizen  patriots: 

I  receive,  in  behalf  ot  the  people  of  Michigan,  these  honorable  memo- 
rlahi  of  your  valor  and  the  nation*s  glory;  and  on  iheir  part,  I  once  more 
thank  yon  for  the  noble  services  yon  have  rendered  in  defending  and  pre- 
serving the  lUe  of  the  nation,  at  the  hazard  of  your  own,  and  at  the  sacrifice 
of  so  msny  of  your  comrades.  I  may  venture  to  give  yon  the  assurance 
that  you  have  the  unbounded  gratitude  and  love  of  your  f^ellow-citizens; 
and  that  between  you  and  them  the  glory  of  these  defaced  old  flags  will 
•rer  be  a  subject  of  Inspiration- a  common  bond  of  affection.  To  you 
th^ represent  a  nationality  which  you  have  periled  your  lives  to  maintain; 
and  are  emblematic  of  a  liberty  which  your  strong  arms  and  stout  hearts 
have  helped  to  win.  To  us  they  are  our  fathers*  flags— the  ensigns  of  all 
the  worthy  dead— your  comrades,  our  relatives  and  fk-iends— who  for  their 
prasarratloo  hare  given  their  blood  to  enrich  the  battle-flelds»  and  their 
^goaie^  to  bMliow  Che  prison-pens  oC  a  demoniac  enemy.    Th^  are  yonr 
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fligi  and  oan.  How  rich  the  treMnie  1  They  will  not  be  forgotten  and 
Uielr  history  left  nnwritlen. 

Their  itoriee  will  be  ai  bousehold  words;  and  the  minds  or  those  who 
oome  after  as  will  dwell  upon  the  thoughts  of  manly  endeaTor,  of  staunch 
aadnrancei  of  iUostrioas  achievement,  which  their  silent  eloquence  will 
ever  sqggest  They  will  erer  typify  the  grand  resolts  accomplished  by  the 
loyal  men  of  the  nation  in  this  great  rebellion  ;i  and  should  the  flame  of 
patriotism  ever  wane  npon  our  altar-stone,  the  halo  fh>m  these  mementos 
will  kindle  aga^  the  ancient  fire  that  electrified  the  world. 

Let  us,  then,  tenderly  deposit  them,  as  sacred  relics,  in  the  archives  of 
cor  State,  there  to  stand  forever,  her  proudest  possession— a  revered 
incentive  to  liberty  and  patriotism,  and  a  constant  rebuke  and  terror  to 
opprewion  and  treason. 

The  benediction  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Duffield  closed  the  exercises  at  the 
stand.

penonal  knowledge,  and  ofllcial  documents  now  on  file  in  this  DeparUneit, 
bearing  thereon:

GBmnAL:  Gompiaints  are  beiug  made  to  me  almost  daily,  concerning 
ill  treatment  by  the  Government,  or  by  officers  serving  under  it,  of  the 
Michigan  Cavalry  Brigade,  recently  composed  ot  the  Ist,  6th,  6th  and  7th 
Begiments,  in  their  retention  in  service,  in  brealciDg  them  up  abd  consoli- 
dating yiem  into  one  regiment,  (the  First  Cavalry,)  and  in  effecting  that 
consolidation,  wrongfully  detaining  a  large  number  of  the  men  in  serrloe 
after  they  had  been  ordered  discharged  by  proper  authorVly^  an^  Vai«niO\n%

them  to  Utob,  thereby,  in  oomequenee  ot  the  paitieiil«r  aeason  of  the  ye«r 
at  which  they  were  sent,  placing  them  in  soch  a  poeitknit  on  account  of  the 
extreme  winter  weather  in  that  country,  as  preyented  their  leaving  fl>r  their 
homes  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  senrice,  and  on  other  accounts. 

Although  I  am  familiar  with  all  the  material  fliets  with  regard  to  the 
subject,  and  have,  firom  time  to  time,  submitted  them  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment, while  urging  their  muster  out,  yet,  in  order  to  have  the  matter  In  a 
proper  shape  fbr  fhture  reference,  I  hare  to  request  that  you  will  make  a 
report  to  me  in  detail,  corerlDg  the  whole  matter  from  the  time  the  Brigade 
left  Washington,  in  ICay  last,  up  to  that  of  the  recent  muster  out  of  the  First 
CsTalry  in  Utah ;  and,  in  addition,  include  in  said  report  any  Ihcts  concern- 
ing any  alleged  injustice  as  having  been  done  other  Mldiigan  Regiments, 
either  as  regards  any  unreasonable  retention  of  them  in  service,  or  misusige 
of  them  in  any  oUmt  respect

In  the  latter  part  of  lost  May,  the  time  at  which  the  armies  were  en- 
camped  around  Washington,  your  Exedlency,  with  several  of  your  stafl; 
aooompanied  by  myseli,  was  in  that  city,  being  on  a  tour  of  visitation  to 
the  Michigan  regiments  then  serving  in  those  armies.  The  Michigan 
Ckivalry  Brigade,  composed  of  the  1st,  5th,  6th  and  7th  Regiments,  was 
then  encamped  near  the  city,  and  on  learning  that  it  was  under  orders  to 
move  West,  you  visited  the  camps  ol  those  regiments  on  the  morning 
before  they  left.  Understanding  that  some  dissatisfaction  and  disappoint- 
ment prevailed  amongst  them,  la  consequence  of  their  being  ordered  Westi 
and  not  being  mustered  out  at  Washington,  as  they  had  expected  to  hare 
been,  yon  then  advised  them  to  have  patience,  and  to  accede  cbeerftoliy  to 
the  reqnhrementa  ot  the  Government,  and  that  in  a  short  time  they  un- 
doabtedly  would  be  discharged  from  the  service.  This  was  the  cooclusioa 
to  which  you  had  come,  Hrom  the  information  you  had  obtained  in  your 
Intercourse  with  the  authorities  at  the  War  Department;  that  the  muster 
out  ol  the  Volunteer  troops  was  soon  to  commence,  and  that  it  woul  1  pro. 
gross  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  and  as  the  interests  of  the  service  would 
admit  of,  and  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  send  a  large 
number  of  the  Western  troops  West,  in  order  to  place  them  as  near  to  their 
homes  as  possible,  at  the  time  of  their  discharge.  From  this  knowledge  of 
the  designs  of  the  War  Department  with  regard  to  the  movements  and 
muster  out  of  Western  troops,  and  the  Michigan  Brigade  being  the  first 
troops  ordered  West,  you  believed  and  expected  that  they  would  be  the 
first  discharged. 

While  you  were  awaiting  and  anxiously  expecting  dally  to  hear  of  the 
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iBoster  ool  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade,  yon  were  mach  larprued  and  dieap- 
poloted  on  learning  that  It  had  been  ordered  from  BL  Louis  to  Fort 
LtaTenworth. 

Getting  impatient  at  the  apparent  delay  in  the  muster  oat  oi  Michigan 
troops,  yon  went  to  Washington  again,  about  the  first  of  October,  specially 
on  that  business,  and  was  assured  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  they  should 
•U  be  discharged  from  senrice  by  the  first  of  December;  with  this  assurance 
yoa  awaited  the  promieed  action  of  the  Government  until  the  time  specified 
arrived. 

In  the  meantime  the  Cavalry  Brigade,  then  composed  of  the  1st,  6th  and 
Tth  Regiments,  (the  6th  having  been  mustered  out,)  had  been  marched 
serosa  the  Plains*  the  regiments  broken  up  and  portions  of  them  consoli- 
dated into  one  regiment,  to  be  Icnown  as  the  First  Michigan  Yeteran 
Cavalry. 

Tour  Bzeelleney  reeogniaing  the  consolidation  of  these  cavalry  regi- 
ments, before  reftrred  to,  as  wrong,  and  believing  that  it  had  been  eflMed 
without  the  authority  of  the  Govermnent,  as  such  action  was  oontraiy  to 
the  published  orders  of  the  War  Department,  id  order  to  ascertain  the  facts 
In  the  case,  tha/ollowing  leUer  was  forwarded  from  this  office,  on  the  22d 
November,  to  the  headquarters  of  the  Department  of  the  Missouri,  request- 
ing a  copy  of  the  order  on  which  the  consolidation  was  made,  and  in  reply 
iliereto,  special  order  No.  37,  inserted  below,  was  received:

8d— Had  the  enlisted  men  who  were  transforred  from  your  regiment  to 
the  Ist  Regiment,  in  that  consolidatioD,  two  years  or  more  to  serve? 

4th— Were  the  transferred  men  of  tbo  7th  Cavalry  in  the  same  condition 
as  to  term  of  service  as  those  of  your  own  regiment  ? 

6th— Were  not  cavalry  regiments  from  other  States,  serviog  in  Kansas, 
mustered  out  ol  service  as  entire  organizations,  having  longer  to  serve  than 
the  6th  and  7th  Michigan  Cavalry  ?  it  so,  state  what  regiments,  and,  as  near 
as  you  can,  at  what  Ume  they  were  so  mustered  oat.

In  your  coirimonlcatlOD  of  this  date,  to  state : 

1st— The  order  first  received  by  me  relative  to  the  consolidation  of  the 
tbree  Michigao  regiments  on  doty  oo  the  Plains,  was  Special  [Field  Order 
No.  11,  dated  '*Headqaarters  U.  S.  Forces  Kansas  and  the  Territories^ 
near  Fort  Laramie,  September  IT,  1865,"  issned  by  Msjor  General  Dodge^ 
when  en  route  for  Powder  Biver,  where  I  was  with  a  portion  of  my  regi- 
ment. This  order  provided  for  the  consolidationxinto  companies  of  the 
legal  standard  of  that  portion  of  the  1st,  6th  and  7th  Regiments  Michigan 
Cavalry  whose  terms  of  service  woold  not  expire  prior  to  February  Is^ 
1866,  and  regimental  commanders  were  ordered  to  forward  lists  of  the  men 
embraeed  in  this  dass,  and  also  recommend  officers  to  be  retained.  All 
other  men  to  be  sent  to  Leavenworth  for  master  oat  Sabseqaently,  whDe 
at  FOTt  Laramie,  and  before  the  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  pnh 
viMkons  of  thai  order  had  been  perfected,  I  received  by  mail  a  copy  of 
**  Special  Order*  No.  87,  dated  Headquarters  Department  of  the  Missoari, 
St.  Lonls»  September  Ist,"  providing  for  the  consolidation  only  of  that 
portion  of  these  raiments  which  bad  over  two  years  to  serve,  and  order- 
ing the  moster  ont  of  all  others.  I  had  no  men  whose  term  of  service 
woold  not  expire  before  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  I  Immediately 
telegraphed  to  General  Dodge,  who  was  at  Denver  City,  stating  to  him 
that  General  Pope's  order  of  September  let,  and  his  order  of  September 
17tb,  oonfilcted,  and  that  my  entire  regiment  was  entitled  to  master  oot  of 
service,  not  less  on  that  accoant  than  that  orders  firom  the  Secretary  of 
War  prescribed  the  master  oat  by  organizations.  He  replied  that,  when  he 
was  at  Fort  Laramie,  (Sept.  17th,)  he  had  received  orders  by  telegraph 
trom  General  Pope,  aothorizing  him  to  proceed  with  the  consolidation  of 
the  Nichlgan  regiments  as  he  saw  fit.  No  copy  of  this  telegram,  however, 
was  famished  for  my  information,  nor  did  1  ever  see  any  order  revoiciog 
Special  order  No.  87,  Headquarters  Department  Missouri.  On  the  contrary, 
on  my  arrival  at  Fort  Leavenworth  with  the  detachment  ol  the  6th  Nichi- 
gan  Cavalry,  whose  term  of  service  expired  prior  to  February,  1866,  (the 
other  portion  having  been  sent  to  Utah,)  1  received  Special  Order  No.  79, 
directing  all  men  of  the  1st,  6th  and  7th  Regiments,  except  that  portion 
consolidated  in  accordance  with  Special  Order  No.  37,  Headquarters  De- 
partment of  the  Missouri,  to  report  to  the  Assistant  Commissary  of  Musters 
for  the  District  of  Kansas,  for  muster  out,  then  officially  recognizing  the 
.  force  of  that  order,  while  it  had  been  officially  ignored  in  Special  Field 
Order  No.  11,  and  portions  of  my  command,  who  under  General  Pope*s 
order  are  clearly  entitled  to  muster  out,  have  Just  as  clearly  l>een  retained

the  Territories,  so  stated,  for  I  bad  no  men  who  wonld  liavo  been  retained 
in  service  under  that  order. 

2d— The  order  applied  with  equal  fbrce  to  each  of  the  three  regiments— 
l8t»  6th  and  7tl|. 

3d— Every  man  transferred  from  my  regiment  bad  leas  than  two  year$  to 
serve. 

4th— The  'l6th  Kansas  CaTalry,  having,  I  believe,  eighteen  months  to 
serve,  and  the  2d  Missouri  Artillery,  having  longer  time  to  serve  than  the 
Ifichlgan  regiments,,  were  ordei:^  to  Leavenworth  in  entire  organizations 
Ibr  muster  out,  arriving  there  nearly  slmultaneousily  with  my  regiment 
Both  these  regiments  were  sent  from  Fort*  Laramie  (the  point  whence  my 
men  were  sent  to  Utah)  to  Fort  Leavenworth.

On  reading  the  (bregoing  communication  from  Colonel  Kidd,  your  pre- 
vious belief  that  a  great  wrong  had  been  done  to  the  men  of  these  regiments 
was  so  much  strengthened  that  you  were  satisfied  beyond  a  question  that  a 
flagrant  and  unwarrantable  act  bad  been  committed  In  the  consolidation 
referred  to,  and  In  order  to  present  the  circumstances  in  tbe  case,  so  far  as 
known  to  you,  to  the  proper  autborlties,  and  to  again  urge  upon  tbe  War 
Department  the  claims  of  tbe  men  so  obviously  uDjusily  beid  in  service 
under  the  operations  of  tbat  consolidation,  to  a  muster  out  at  once,  the 
followiug  letter  (accompanied  witb  the  documents  therein  mentioned)  was 
forwarded  to  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  War,  the  reply  to  which  follows:

Sib:   In  October  last,  and  when  I  was  Id  Washington,  I  had  the  honor 

to  have  a  conlbrence  with  you  about  the  master  out  of  Michigan  troops ; 

you  then  kindly  promised  that  all  the  Michigan  regiments  would  be  out  of 

service  by  the  1st  iostant. 

I  now  most  respectfully  beg  to  call  your  attention  again  to  this  matter, 

and  to  state  that  only  a  portion  of  one  Cavalry  Regiment  (6th)  from  tbe 

Plains,  has  arrived  in  the  State  up  to  this  time,  and  I  understand  that  a 

portion  of  another  (7th  Cavalry)  is  now  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  for  muster 

out    This  still  leaves  in  tbe  service  from  this  State  six  regiments,  as 

follows: 
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lit  CaTtliy,  Yeteran,  at  Salt  Lake,  Utah. 

Sd  Cavalrj,  Yeteran,  at  San  AntODio,  Texas. 

3d  lofkDtry,  at  San  AntODlo,  Texas. 

4th  lolkntry,  at  San  Antonio,  Texas. 

IStb  Infkntrj,  Yeteran,  Camden,  Arkansas. 

28th  Infantry,  Goldsboro,  North  Carolina. 
The  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  these  regiments  are  very  much  dissatis- 
fled  at  being  retained  in  service  so  long  after  the  termination  of  the  war, 
and  Teiy  nigent  and  namerous  demands  are  made  open  me  for  interflsrence 
in  their  behalf.  I  dislike  very  mach  to  annoy  the  War  Department  with 
matters  of  this  kind,  bat  having  yoar  promise  as  above,  and  in  order  to 
reconcile  them,  I  informed  the  regiments  that  they  would  be  ont  of  senrice 
mboat  the  Ist  lost, and  now  the  time  has  expired,  and  they  are  still  held, 
making  my  information  incorrect,  fbr  which  I  am  very  sorry,  as  It  will 
Qodoobtedly  lead  them  to  be  still  more  dissatisfied,  and  at  the  same  ttane 
dlstmstfhl.  CoDseqnently  I  again  appeal  to  yon  for  their  speedy  discharge. 
They  are  nndoabtedly  legally  held  for  the  whole  term  of  their  enlistment. 
Tet  notwithstanding  this,  the  phrase  used  in  their  enlistment  papers,  *'or 
during  the  war,"  has  led  them,  and  with  some  Justice,  to  suppose  that 
when  the  war  ended,  they  would  be  discharged,  and  especially  as  some  of 
the  regiments  have  been  placed  on  service  which  they  consider  as  not  con- 
nected with  the  war,  for  instance,  on  the  Plains,  and  on  the  Mexican 
border. 

I  have  never  supposed  that  the  Government  intended  to  deal  uYiJustly 
with  any  of  these  regiments,  or  that  they  would  be  held  unnecessarily  in 
service.  Yet  there  are  circumstances  connected  with  the  retention  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  First  Michigan  Cavalry,  now  at  Salt  Lake,  which  has 
been  made  up  by  a  consolidation  from  the  1st,  6th  and  7th  Cavalry,  that 
leads  me  to  believe  that  great  injustice  has  been  done.  These  three  regi- 
ments were  serving  on  the  Plains,  and  an  order  was  made  by  General  Pope 
fbr  their  muster  ont,  and  according  to  that  order,  all  the  men  of  the  three 
regiments  that  had  less  than  two  years  to  serve  were  to  be  mustered  out, 
and  the  balance  consolidated  into  one  or  more  companies;  but,  in  place  of 
that  being  done,  and  contrary  to  the  order,  all  the  men  ot  the  lst>  6th  and 
7th  Regiments  whose  terms  of  service  did  not  expire  before  the  1st  of  Feb- 
niary  next  were  retained  and  included  in  the  consolidation.  Had  this  not 
been  done,  the  6th  and  7th  would  have  been  mastered  out  as  entire  organ- 
izations, as  there  were  no  men  in  either  who  had  two  years  to  serve,  and 
many  of  them  but  a  few  months.  There  would  also  have  been  a  large 
number  of  the  Ist  Regiment  that  would  not  have  been  included  in  the  con- 
solidation, therefore  it  would  appear  that  in  this  matter  the  orders  of  Gren. 
Pope  have  been  entirely  disregarded,  and  lilwely  the  orders  of  the  War  De- 
partment, and,  consequently  a  very  great  injustice  has  been  done  these 
men. 
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Ck)mplalot  has  alio  been  mada  in  reference  to  Uieie  Cnmlry  Begimente, 
and  which  is  contained  in  the  letter  ol  Colonel  Kidd.  herewith  sabmitted, 
that  while  portions  of  them  were  held  on  serrice^  two  regiments,  the  Kth 
Kansas  Cavalry  and  2d  Missonri  Artillery,  haylog  longer  to  serve  than 
either  of  the  Michigan  Cavalry  Regiments  before  referred  to,  were  mnstered 
ont  as  entire  organizations,  and  sent  to  their  respective  States,  while  the 
ift^igftn  regiments  were  broken  np,  and  portions  of  them  sent  to  Salt 


I  hope  that  Inqohry  may  be  made  by  the  War  Department,  and  if  it  is 
found  that  the  men  referred  to  are  held  in  service  contrary  to  the  orders 
and  intentions  of  the  Government,  I  most  respectfhlly  ask  that  they  be 
ordered  discharged  without  delay;  and  also,  if  on  inquiry,  it  is  (bond  that 
the  regiment  now  at  Salt  Lake  has  been  retained  ni^astly,  while  the  dnty 
it  is  called  npon  to  perlbrm  should  have  been  done  by  some  other  regiment 
having  longer  to  remain  in  service,  that  it  be  ordered  mnstered  ont  of  ser- 
vice without  delay,  if  not  absolutely  rendered  impossible  by  the  exigencies 
oftheoountiy.

Your  communication  has  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary,  and  I  have 
the  honor  to  inform  you  that  In  October  last,  and  with  the  best  information 
the  Department  then  bad,  It  was  believed  that  all  Michigan  fiegiments 
would  be  ont  ot  service  by  the  first  Inst,  but  the  exigencies  of  the  service 
have  prevented  the  expectation  nrom  being  realised.  No  means  have  been 
spared  to  hasten  the  master  out  of  the  volunteer  organizations  as  rapidly 
as  their  services  coald  be  dispensed  with,  and  those  yet  In  service  will  be 
discharged  at  the  earliest  date  practicable. 

The  public  interest  will  not  permit  an  order  for  the  discbarge  of  ail  at 
the  same  time. 

It  Is  known  that,  at  this  time,  the  regiment  (12th)  In  Arkansas,  and  the 
(28th)  in  North  Carolina,  cannot  be  relieved. 


The  fttteotkMi  of  Ifojor  Gmierml  Sheridftn  baa  bMo  directed  to  your 
reqaett  relative  to  the  8d  Cavalry,  with  the  Sd  and  4th  lofiEuitry,  now  in 
Texas.

I  ha?*  \Jb%  honor  to  return  the  within  oommanication,  with  the  following 
espteoalfon:  I  made  the  oooK^ideiion  on  ordera  by  telegram,  herewith 
•oclooed,  marked  1  and  2.  My  orders  were  to  send  3,000  men  to  Utah.  I 
bad  only  400  then;  the  only  available  foroe  to  aend  there  was  the  Mieh- 
Igan  troops.  In  the  consolidation,  I  was  ioformed  by  officers  of  the  oom- 
asand,  at  Fort  Laramie,  that  there  wonld  be  enough  two  years'  men  to  give 
me  1,000,  preaont  in  the  Department,  but  upon  examination,  it  was  found 
leould  get  only  about  700  by  talcing  both  one  and  two  years' men.  I 
thersflire  drew  the  order  to  include  these  men,  supposing  the  order  from 
I>eparCmeot  headquarters  would  authorise  me  merely  to  make  the 
ooaaoUdatioo  the  same  as' the  dispatch  did. 

It  was  important  the  troops  should  start  immediately,  as  they  had  100 
miles  to  march  and  winter  was  approaching.  I  made  the  order  when  I 
was  at  Fbrt  lAramie,  and  started  the  troops;  when  I  arrived  at  Denver  I 
found  Special  Order,  No.  37.  It  was  then  too  late  for  me  to  change  ny 
order,  and  would  so  reduce  the  force  that  I  could  not  carry  out  the  pre- 
vious order  fbr  placing  the  number  of  troops  in  Utah  required.  I  there- 
/bre  sent  the  telegram  marked  3,  and  that  day  led  Denver,  supposing  the 
order  would  be  changed,  as  requested,  and  the  matter  has  never  since 
been  brought  to  my  mind,  except  by  this  communication.  Colonel  Kidd 
was  here  at  my  headquarters  a  long  time  after,  with  a  portion  of  hli 
regtment,  and  made  no  cemplaint,  nor  did  be  mention  it. 

As  soon  OS  the  weather  will  permit  of  bringing  them  in,  I  will  have  ail 
men  discharged  who  were  consolidated,  so  that  the  consolidation  shall 
agree  with  Special  Order,  No.  37,  Headquarters  Department  of  MissonrL 

I  had  retained  these  papers  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  from  0.  O.,  of  the 
consolidated  regiment^  but  the  deep  bdows  have  delayed  the  mails,  and  I 
herewith  return  the  papers. 

My  order  ol  consolidation  was  based  upon  the  telegram  of  the 
Department  Commander,  aulhorizlog  me  to  make  it. 

To  muster  out  these  troops  before  they  are  replaced,  will,  in  my  opinion, 
leave  Utah  without  a  proper  and  sufficient  garrison,  and,  as  matters  novr 
stand  there,  would  be  very  detrimental  to  the  service.  Troops  to  replace 
the  entire  regiment  should  be  forwarded  early  in  the  spring.  When  they 
start  from  here  I  could  order  the  First  Michigan  to  start  from  Salt  Lake.

Gbmbsal:  In  accordance  with  your  reqnept,  I  have  Ibe  honor  to  eab- 
mil  the  following  statement  concerning  the  consolidation,  in  October  last, 
of  that  portion  of  the  Michigan  Cavalry  Brigade  senrlngat  the  time  In  the 
South  Snb^Dlstrlct  of  the  Plains— consisting  of  the  First  and  Serenth 
B^ments,— and  their  march  to  Utah  Territory,  so  ftr  as  pertaining  to 
tets,  about  which  information  is  desired. 

1st.  The  order  for  consolidation  was  received  at  the  yarioos  headquarters 
In  the  district  fhily  two  weeks  before  the  departure  of  the  troops,  retained 
by  its  provisions,  could  be  effected.  In  the  meantime^  and  ten  days  prior 
to  the  marching  ot  the  men  composing  the  new  organbmtion,  Mi^or  Gen- 
eral Dodge  visited  the  headqnarters  of  the  District  at  Denver,  as  well  as 
the  headqnarters  of  the  Michigan  Oavahry  at  Camp  OolUns,  (sixty  miles 
ftom  Denver.)  ^ 

Sd.  Being  absent  at  Fort  Halieck  at  the  time  General  Dodge  visited 
Camp  Collins,  I  did  not  see  him;  bnt,  upon  my  retnm,  learned  firom  Mijor 
Warner,  (Post  Commander,)  as  well  as  from  other  officers  on  duty  at  the 
post,  that  the  attention  of  General  Dodge,  as  well  as  the  officers  composing 
his  staff,  had  been  called  to  the  fact,  that  large  numbers  of  the  men,  re- 
tained under  the  provisions  of  the  order  of  consolidation,  most  necessarily 
be  retained  in  service  long  alter  the  expiration  of  the  term  which  they  had 
yet  to  serve;  and  the  reason  was  obvions.  The  command  woald  not  reach 
its  destination  until  the  lateness  of  the  season  rendered  the  movement  of 
troops  aaerwards  impossible.  It  was,  therefore,  well  known,  that  the  men 
whose  term  of  service  would  expire  in  February,  1866,  must  from  neces- 
sity, be  retahMd  until  the  movement  ot  treops  could  be  made  in  the  coming 
iprlng.

I  am  in  receipt  of  S.  O.  37,  in  relation  to  consolidation  of  Ist,  6tb  and 
7tb  Michigan  Cavalry'.  On  your  dispatch  I  issued  order  for  consolidation 
and  movement  to  Utah,  and  my  order  differs  from  yours  in  this,  that  I  or- 
dered all  men  whose  term  of  service  does  not  expire  before  Februar}'  Ist, 
1866,  to  Fort  Bridger,  the  balance  to  be  mustered  oat.

Yon  win  at  once  obeerre  that  the  operation  of  the  above  order,  in  r^ard 
to  term  of  lerrice,  of  the  men  to  be  Included  in  the  consolidation,  la  en- 
tirely diflteent  firom  that  directed  in  General  Pope^s  order,  No.  87;  and 
also  that  it  differs  firom  the  provisions  made  in  the  telegrams  1  and  2,  re- 
ftned  to  In  the  rq;>ort  of  General  Dodge,  all  of  which  only  incladed  the 
men  having  two  years  or  over  to  serve,  while  it  incladed  all  whose  term  of 
■ervioe  would  not  expire  before  Febmary  1st,  1866;  that  the  difference 
thna  made  materially  affected  the  interest  of  the  men  concerned,  and  that 
In  the  ezeeation  of  said  order,  mach  IpJasUce  was  done  them  by  their  de- 
tentien  In  service  after  orders  bad  been  issued,  by  proper  authority  for 
tbelr  dlsdiarge. 

General  Dodge  in  his  report  states  that  the  consolidation  was  made  on 
orders  reeeived  by  telegrams,  marked  one  and  two,  and  that  his  order  of 
consolidation  was  based  upon  the  telegram  of  the  Department  (Commander. 

In  reply  to  this,  it  may  be  admitted  that  the  consolidation  was  so  made, 
bat  not  that  it  was  made  in  accordance  with  their  provisions.  In  telegram 
one  (1),  Greneral  Dodge  asks  for  authority  to  make  the  consolidation  of  the 
two  years'  men;  and  telegram  two  (2),  authorizes  him  to  do  so,  but  it  does 
not  by  any  means  give  him  power  to  include  any  men  having  less  than  two 
years  to  serve;  but  he  did  it  on  his  own  responsibility,  and  in  so  doing, 
intentionally  exceeded  his  authority,  and  disobeyed  the  instructions  of 
General  Pope. 

He  also  states  that,  in  the  consolidation  *'  I  was  informed  by  officers  of 
the  command  at  Fbrt  Laramie,  that  there  would  be  enough  two  years 
men  to  give  me  one  thousand  present  in  the  Department,  but  upon  exam- 
ination it  was  found  I  oouid  only  get  about  seven  hundred,  by  taking  both 
one  and  two  years*  men.  I  therefore  drew  my  order  to  include  these  men, 
anppoeiag  the  order  from  Department  Headquarters  would  authorize  me 
merety  to  make  the  consolidation  same  as  the  dispatch  did.** 

To  this  it  may  be  replied  that  the  dispatch  referred  to  only  authorized 
him  to  include  men  having  two  years  to  serve,  and  then  an  order  from  the 
Department  Headquarters  authorizing  him  to  make  the  consolidation 
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merely  as  that  dispatch  did,  woald  Dot»  it  most  be  conceded,  aflbct  the 
case  la  the  least. 

He  fhrther  states  that,  '*It  was  Important  the  troops  should  start  im- 
mediately, as  they  had  six  handred  miles  to  march,  and  winter  was  ap- 
proaching. I  made  my  order  when  I  was  at  Fori  Laramie,  and  started 
the  troops.  When  I  arrived  at  Denver  I  foand  Special  Order,  No.  37.  It 
was  too  late  for  me  to  change  my  order,  and  wonid  so  reduce  the  lorce  that 
I  coold  not  carry  oat  the  previoos  order  for  placing  the  number  of  troops 
in  Utah  required.  I  therefore  sent  the  telegram,  marked  three,  (3,)  and 
that  day  lea  Denver,  supposing  the  order  would  be  changed  as  requested, 
and  the  matter  has  never  since  been  brought  to  my  mind  except  by  this 
communication.  Colonel  Kidd  was  here  at  my  headquarters  a  long  time 
after,  with  a  portion  of  his  regiment,  and  made  no  complaint,  nor  did  he 
mention  it^ 

As  an  answer  to  these  statements,  I  refer  ypu  to  the  letter  of  Colonel 
Kidd,  and  particularly  to  the  following  extracts  tbereflrom ;  also  to  the  letter 
of  Colonel  Briggs. 

Colonel  Kidd,  in  his  letter,  states  as  follows:  **  While  at  Fort  Laramle,^ 
and  before  the  arrangements  fbr  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  that  order, 
(General  Dodge's  order,  No.  11,)  had  been  perfected,  I  received  by  mail  a 
copy  of  special  order,  No.  37,  dated  Headquarters  Department  of  the  Mis- 
souri, September  Ist,  providiog  for  the  consolidation  only  of  that  portiOB^ 
of  these  Regiments  which  had  over  two  years  to  serve,  and  ordering  the 
master  out  of  all  others.  I  had  no  men  whose  term  of  service  woald 
not  expire  before  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  I  Immediately  tele- 
graphed to  General  Dodge  that  General  Pope*8  order  of  September  1st  and 
his  order  of  September  17Ch  conflicted,  and  that  my  entire  Regiment  was 
entitled  to  muster  oat  of  service,  He,  (General  Dodge,)  replied,  'that 
when  he  was  at  Fort  Laramie,  (Sept  17th,)  he  had  received  orders  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  consolidation  of  the  Michigan  Regiments,  as  he  (General 
Dodge,)  saw  fit.'** 

According  to  the  above,  Colonel  Kidd  informed  General  Dodge  of  the  re- 
ceipt of  special  order  No.  37,  and  of  its  import,  before  the  arrangement  ft>r 
carrying  the  consolidation  into  effect  had  been  perfected,  and  conss- 
quently,  before  the  movemnt  of  the  troops  had  commenced. 

It  is  very  evident  that  Ctoneral  Dodge,  being  in  possession  of  the  order, 
and  in  addition,  being  advised  by  Colonel  Kidd  that,  under  its  provisions, 
he  would  have  no  men  to  consolidate,  and  learning  Arom  his  dispatch  that 
the  troops  hod  neither  been  consolidated  nor  started  trom  Fort  Laramie^ 
should  have  changed  his  order  to  correspond  with  the  directions  given  in 
General  Pope's  Order  No.  37. 

Further,  it  appears  from  the  letter  of  Colonel  Briggs»  that  Ihlly  two 
weeks  elapsed  after  the  order  for  the  oonsolidation  was  received  at  the

effected,  and  that  daring  that  time,  and  ten  daya  prior  to  the  marching  of 
tlie  men  compoalo^  the  new  organizatioD,  Gen.  Dodge  Tlalted  the  head- 
qoarten  of  the  DIstrtct  at  Denver,  as  well  as  the  bead<|iiarten  of  the 
Iflchfgan  Gavalry  at  Camp  Ck>lllns,  sixty  miles  (h>m  thafe  plaee. 

By  this  statement  of  Colonel  Briggs,  it  Is  claimed  that  there  was  snffl- 
cient  time  between  the  issae  of  General  Dodge's  order  and  the  starting  of 
the  troops  to  allow  him  to  change  his  order  of  consoUdatloo  to  agree  with 
the  provisions  of  General  Pope's  Department  Order  No.  87,  the  troops 
being  within  his  reach.  Accordingly,  yon  will  thereftire  readily  see  that 
It  was  in  the  power  of  General  Dodge  to  dispose  of  these  men  as  provided 
In  thatordv,  having  (bll  knowledge  of  its  existence  while  he  waa  at  Denver, 
which  was  before  (as  appears  by  Colonel  Briggs'  statement)  the  troops 
had  started  flrom  Camp  Collins,  and  that  he  had  no  right  to  ignore  the 
DepertBMOi  Order  referred  to,  nor  take  It  for  granted  that  it  would  be 
chsngsrt  to  aothorlae  his  previous  action  in  the  matter,  which  Vas  contra^ 
to  his  own  original  proposition  and  his  InstmcUons  flrom  General  Pope. 

Colonel  Kidd  alsostates  as  follows:  **Tbe  16th  KansasCavah7,  havings 
I  bellev%  eighteen  months  to  serve,  and  the  2d  Missoori  Artillery,  having 
longer  Ume  to  serve  than  the  Michigan  regiments,  were  ordered  to  Leav- 
enworth in  entire  organizations  for  muster  out,  arriving  there  nearly  sim- 
altaneonsty  with  my  regiment.  Both  these  regiments  were  sent  ftom  Fort 
Laramie  (the  point  whence  my  men  were  sent  to  Utah)  to  Fort  Leaven- 
worth." 

Ftom  this  statement  it  woold  seem  that  the  Michigan  troops  were  not 
the  only  available  force.  The  probabilities  are  that  in  the  two  regiments 
referred  to  by  0)1.  Kidd,  and  which  It  appears  were  as  available  in  point  of 
location  as  the  Michigan  troops,  there  were  men  enough,  had  they  been 
retained,  to  have  made  up  for  any  deficiency  caused  by  the  discharge  of 
the  Michigen  men,  under  General  Pope's  order,  and  If  such  was  the  case, 
it  woold  not  have  been  necessary  to  reduce  the  force  so  that  the  previous 
order  coold  not  have  been  carried  out  for  placing  the  required  force  in 
Utah,  even  If  the  order  bad  been  changed  with  reference  to  the  Michigan 
troops.

QmKEMAJsi  I  hare  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  Special  Order  Nou  17, 
Headquarters  District  of  Utah,  for  presenration  at  your  office.  Tiie  mem* 
bers  of  ^gfat  compaoies  which  master  ont  here,  to  date  from  lOth  instant, 
reeelTe  oommatation  for  sabsistence  and  pay  at  rate  of  one  day  for  eyery 
twenty  miles.  In  the  case  of  prirates,  the  amount  received  to  Detroit  is 
nbOBt  $116,  which  will  not  take  them  to  the  Missouri  River.  We  think 
there  is  gr«at  iojustice  done  to  the  men  of  the  1st,  6th  aud  7th  Michigan 
Cavaliy,  who  were  enlisted,  as  they  supposed,  for  the  war,  consolidated 
into  this  organisation,  and  who  are  now  either  forced  to  remain  in  service, 
and  march  across  the  Plaios,  or  to  be  discharged  over  two  thousand  miles 
fh>m  home,  without  transportation  furnished  in  kind,  or  paid  mileage 
proper  to  place  of  enrollment. 

According  to  orders,  A.  G.  0.,  in  cases  where  officers  travel  under  orders 
from  east  to  west  of  Rocky  Mountains,  the  traveling  allowance  is  ten  cents 
per  mile,  and  vice  versa.    (Stage  fares  on  the  Plains  are  trom  seventeen  to 
twenty-five  cents  per  mile.)    We  claim,  that  In  case  of  discharged  officers 
and  soldiers,  that  they  are  entitled  to  this  mileagCg  as  also  subsistence  and 
pay  for  time  to  place  of  enrollment.

Company  commanders  will,  withont  delay,  prepare  the  neosssaiy  rolls 
to  enable  Captain  8.  C.  Jocelyn,  A.  a  M.,  to  perfect  their  master  ont  of 
service. 

The  Begimental,  Field,  and  Stafi;  and  Company  officers  will  transfer  to 
the  proper  departments  all  pablic  property  fer  which  thqr  are  rssponaible, 
passing  the  necessary  invoices  and  receipts  for  the  same. 

Those  men  who  may  elect  lo  be  marched  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas, 
fer  master  oat  of  service,  wHl  be  consolidated  into  one  or  more  companies 
cl'mazimam  strength,  nnder  the  direction  of  Captain  &  C.  Jocelyn,  A.  a  M. 
The  line  officers  to  be  retained  win  be  designated  by  the  District  Com- 
mander.

Tlie  moitnr  out  and  payment  appears  to  bare  been  made  witb  tbe  con- 
fent  of  the  men.  Yet  the  alternative  offered  to  them,  sltoated  at  they 
were,  either  to  accept  an  immediate  discharge,  with  the  promise  of  all 
their  pay  and  allowances,  or  to  remain  in  service  for  two  months  longer, 
and  then  be  marched  across  the  Plains  from  Salt  Lake  to  Leavenworth,  a 
dlftasee  of  aboat  twelve  or  fifteen  hundred  miles,  nndonbtedly  presented 
great  temptations  to  accept  their  discharge,  regardless  of  the  conseqaences 
that  might  follow,  and  without  knowing^ how  much  their  allowances  in  that 
case  would  be,  or  how  mnch  it  might  be  to  their  pecuniary  loss  or  disad- 
vantage in  any  other  respect  Thia  alternative  should  not  have  been 
presented  to  them  under  the  circumstances,  especially  as  they  had  been 
wrongfoUy  retained  in  service,  and  sent  into  a  country  so  distant  flrom 
their  hones  contrary  to  orders  flrom  the  proper  authorities,  and  having, 
under  proper  orders,  been  entitled  to  a  discharge  over  six  months 
praioiis. 

That  the  election  thus  made  by  them  was  much  to  their  disadvantage^  la  a 
peeunlaiy  point  of  view,  there  is  no  doubt ;  that  they  were,  in  consequence 
thereof;  sabjected  to  hardship  is  very  evident;  and,  as  a  proof;  I  refer  you 
to  the  letter  of  Captain  Eockaftellow,  in  which  he  states  that  the  commuta- 
tion of  mileage  and  subsistence  paid  these  men,  firom  Utah  to  this  State, 
on^  amounted  to  (115,  which,  he  farther  states,  would  not  cover  their 
expenses  half  way— to  the  If  issouri  River. 

Many  of  these  men  who  have  returned  to  the  State  inform  me  that  they 
had  expended  over  three  hundred  dollars  hi  traveling  to  reach  their  homes^ 
being  an  outlay  of  over  two  hundred  dollars  more  than  the  amount 
received  from  Government  as  commutation  of  mileage  and  subsistence. 

The  fbregoing  telegraphic  correspondence  in  relation  to  this  sutject 
indicates  that  there  was  a  disposition  to  have  them  mustered  out  and  paid 
in  Utah,  (without  much  consideration  fbr  their  interest,)  to  save  expense 
and  trouble  to  the  Government,  while  it  is  believed  that  the  Government 
has  never  intended  to  economize  either  by  withholding  the  proper  allowances 
flrom  any  volunteer  officers  or  soldiers  who  have  served  as  faithfhlly  and  gal- 
antly  as  the  Michigan  Brigade,  nor  by  compelling  them  to  endure  unneces- 
sary hardship  by  any  economy  of  trouble  to  any  of  its  ofllcers  whose  duty  it 
may  be,  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  to  extepd  to  them  every  fhcUlty  in  their 
power,  not  inconsistent  with  law  or  orders,  as  may  be  required  to  assist 
them  in  returning  to  their  respective  States. 

The  idea  conv^ed  in  these  dispatches  that  those  men  who  elected  to  be 
mustered  out  and  paid  in  Utah,  wpuld  remain  in  the  Territories,  is  no 
doubt  erroneous,  as  numbers  of  them  are  now  arriving  in  this  State,  and 
likely  all  who  have  the  means  to  do  so  will  return  befbre  long. 

I  beg  leave  to  invite  your  notice  to  the  following  summing  up  of  facts, 
which  seem  to  be  established  by  this  report: 
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l8t— Tkat  the  moTement  of  the  Cavalry  Brigade  fh>m  8L  Lonte  to  Fort 
iMTiinworth,  and  thence  across  the  Plains,  was  a  hardship  iDfllcted  upon 
the  officers  and  men  thereof  which,  In  view  of  the  war  having  been  ended, 
and  in  consideration  of  their  long  and  falthAil  services,  should  have  been 
spared  them,  deserving,  as  they  certainly  were,  of  a  master  ont  at  least  mt 
•i  early  a  day  as  any  other  troops  in  the  service. 

3d— That  the  action  of  If  ijor  (General  Pope,  in  ordering  the  breaking  up 
and  consolidation  ot  the  regiments,  was  wrong,  nnanthorized,  and  con- 
trary to  an  existing  regalatlon  circular  of  the  War  Department,  with  which 
he  is  presumed  to  have  been  familiar  at  the  time. 

Sd—Tbat,  according  to  General  Pope*s  Order  No.  37,  of  September  let, 
1866,  making  the  consolidation,  all  the  men  of  the  1st,  6lh  and  7th  Regi- 
inents  having  less  than  two  years  to  serve  should  have  been  mustered  out 
of  service. 

4th~Tbat,  In  addition  to  the  order  of  General  Pope,  of  September  1st, 
1865,  directing  the  master  out  of  the  men  referred  to,  a  circular,  dated 
KoT.  26th,  1866,  was  Issued  by  the  War  Department  for  their  discharge. 

6th— That  twelve  hundred  and  sixteen  officers  and  enlisted  men,  of  the 
regiments  referred  to,  were  Improperly  included  in  the  conso)ldatlon,  and 
anjustly  held  in  service  for  six  months  alter  they  had  been  ordeied 
mustered  ont  by  General  Pope. 

6th— That  there  appears  to  have  been  available  troops  at  or  near  the 
point  where  the  consolidation  was  made,  sufficient  to  have  placed  the  re- 
quired force  in  Utah,  without  including  the^ichigan  Cavalry  directed  to 
be  mustered  ouL 

7th— That  the  detention  in  service,  by  Uajor  General  Dodge,  of  the  offi- 
cers and  men  so  included  in  the  consolidation  referred  to,  either  through 
carelessness  or  by  design,  must  be  considered  as  an  unwarrantable  and 
inexcusable  act^  and  has  been  productive  of  much  pecuniary  Iots  and 
•offering  to  the  parties. 

8th— That  the  improper  alternative  offered  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
consolidated  organhMtlon  so  unjustly  held  in  service,  eitlior  to  accept  an 
immediate  dlschaige,  or  remain  in  service  two  months  longer,  and  then  bo 
subjected  to  unreasonable  hardship,  in  traveling  aciods  the  Plains,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  twelve  or  fltteen  hundred  mile?,  wttl»<^ut  horses  or  tents, 
induced  them  to  accept  terms  the  results  of  which  were  unknown  to  them 
at  the  time,  but  which  afterwards  proved  much  to  tlit  ir  disadvantage. 

9th— That  the  outlay  ot  money  from  their  regular  pay  incurred  on  reach- 
ing their  State,  over  and  above  the  amount  allowed  them  by  the  Govern- 
ment as  traveling  expenses,  in  consequence  of  their  election  to  be  mustered 
ont  and  paid  in  Utah,  was  caused  by  an  improper  inducement  held  out  to 
them. 

lOth— That,  in  consequence  of  the  non-compliance  with  General  Pope*a 
order  of  September  1st,  on  the  part  of  those  whose  duty  it  was  to  have 
^carried  it  into  effect,  the  men  intended  to  have  been  discharged  under  it 
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w«ra  pUoed  in  a  MeUon  of  ibe  coantry,  at  the  time  of  their  diecbaige^  oo 
dSeUnt  from  their  own  State,  and  so  flu  remoTecl  from  the  common  ayennee 
of  transportation,  and  in  which  the  ezpeneee  of  travel  are  so  enormooely 
exorbitant  that  many  of  them  will  nerer  raiee  money  enflicient  to  enable 
them  to  reieh  their  homes. 

In  eonelnsioD,  I  elio  b^  leaTO  most  respeotftilly  to  recommend  to  yonr 
BzeeDsQcy,  in  Tiew  of  all  the  cireamstanoes  connected  with  their  case,  that 
a  lepresentation  t>e  made  to  the  War  Department,  ssldog  for  the  offlcen 
end  men  of  the  consolidated  regiment,  so  mustered  ont  and  paid,  an  allow* 
anoe  as  commntation  of  transportation,  and  if  not  granted,  that  an 
appllcitlon  t>e  made  to  €k>ngress  for  snfflclent  action  to  enable  them  to 
obtain  from  the  Goremment  a  spedfled  sum,  approximate  to  the  additional 
ezpeose  Inenrred  by  them  in  reaching  their  homes  in  this  State,  orer  and 
abofo  the  amount  allowed  by  the  GoTcmment  as  commntation  of  mileage 
and  sahslstenoe  at  the  time  of  their  discharge. 

nnder  all  iiie  clrenmstances  set  forth,  and  for  the  reasons  giren  in  this 
report,  it  i«  claimed  that  thqr  are  jostly  entitled  to  such  an  allowance,  and 
to  these  reasons  already  giren  may  be  added  the  following:  Had  they  been 
mnstered  ont  under  the  order  of  General  Pope,  before  referred  to,  as  th^ 
shooid  hsTe  been,  and  sent  to  their  State  for  payment,  instead  of  being 
mustered  out  and  paid  in  Utah,  they  would  have  received  their  monthly 
pay  up  to  the  date  of  ^thelr  final  discharge  and  payment  in  Michigan.  In 
that  payment  the  amount  that  would  have  been  allowed  them  for  their  time 
occupied  in  traveling  would  have  been  as  much,  if  not  more,  than  that 
which  they  received  as  commutation  of  mileage.  The  Government  would 
also  have  lumished  them  subsistence  and  transportation  in  kind,  the  same 
as  all  other  regiments  mustered  out  in  the  field  and  sent  to  their  State  for 
final  discharge  and  payment,  and  thereby  they  would  have  been  saved  the 
large  amount  expended  by  them  in  bearing  their  own  traveling  expenses, 
and  wMch  they  have  been  compeiied  to  pay  out  of  the  money  received  as 
their  regular  monthly  allowance,  leaving  many  of  them  without  a  dollar 
on  reselling  their  homes. 

It  will  readily  be  admitted  that  the  amount  actually  expended  by  them 
for  transportation,  which  should  have  been  provided  by  the  Government, 
and  wliich  is  claimed  should  be  refhnded,  is  but  a  trifle  compared  with 
that  wliich  many  tfl  them  liave  undoubtedly  lost,  in  a  pecuniary  point  of 
view,  by  their  detention  in  service,  aside  from  the  personal  liardshlp  which 
thqrhave  endured,  incident  to  the  nature  of  the  service  to  which  thqr  were 
assigned,  and  the  condition  of  the  country  as  regards  its  climate  at  that^ 
oessoa  of  the  year  in  which  it  was  performed,  and  thefr  sbsence  from  tiielr 
homm  and  flunilies,  so  unjustly  prolonged.

CaTalry,  recently  maatered  oat  of  the  U.  &  aerfice  in  Utah. 

The  regiment  referred  to  waa  compoaed  of  offlcera  and  men  of  the  lat, 

6th  and  7th  Ga?alry,  then  eerring  on  the  Plalna,  conaottdated  under  ordera 

of  Mi^  General  Vopt,  commanding  the  Department  of  the  Miaeonrl, 

dated  Sept  let,  1866,  without,  as  it  appeaie,  anthorlty  fnm  the  War  Da> 

paitmeat.    The  eonaolidatioB  waa  carried  into  cffoct  by  Mijor  General 

Dodge,  eoomianding  U.  &  forces  in  Kanne  and  the  Ttorrltorlea»  under  hia 

MYtardated  September  nth,  186&. 
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Geneiml  Fdp«*i  order  directed  that  odIj  the  men  Of  these  rogimenta  har- 
iOf  two  jears  or  over  to  lenre,  shoaid  be  consolidated.  General  Dodge 
ordered  that  all  the  men  whose  term  of  service  wonld  not  expire  before 
Febmaiy  Ist^  1866,  be  locladed  in  the  consolidation,  and  they  were  so  in- 
daded.  and  In  conseqnence  thereof  twelve  hundred  and  sixteen  officers 
and  men  were  retained  In  service  who  should  have  been  dischai^ged  under 
Qtoaral  Pope'k  order. 

A  eircnlar  was  Issued  from  the  War  Department,  dated  November  25th, 
1865,  dlreetlng  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Isti,  6th  and  7th  Begiments  Michigan 
Cavalry  having  lees  than  two  years  to  serve,  to  be  discharged,  but  for  some 
unexplained  cause  they  were  not. 

The  eoBSoUdated  regiment  was  sent  to  Utah,  where  it  remained  until 
Harch  lath,  1866,  when  it  was  mustered  out;  but  before  the  muster  out 
wai  authorlied  by  the  War  Department,  a  proposition  Is  stated  to  have  been 
iBbmitted  to  the  men,  to  either  accept  an  immediate  discharge  and  pay- 
aeot  iB  Utak,  or  remain  two  months  longer  in  service,  and  then  be  marched 
aeroei  the  Plains  to  Fort  Leavenworth,  a  distance  of  over  twelve  hundred 
milea,  wltbont  horses  or  tents.  It  appears  that,  under  this  inducement  all 
the  men  of  the  regiment,  except  Diaety-seveo,  accepted  the  proposition, 
and  were  mustered  out  and  paid  in  Utah. 

Such  a  proi)08llloo  muat  be  cor  siderod  as  an  improper  one,  and  should 
not  have  been  presented  to  them,  under  the  circumstances,  having  been 
wrongfhlly  held  In  service  for  over  six  monlhs,  and  not  being  aware  of  what 
their  allowance  of  pay  wonld  be  in  consequence  of  such  acceptance. 

In  their  payment  they  only  received  commutation  of  mileage  and  sub- 
sistence, which  only  gave  each  about  $115  te  bear  their  expenses  to  their 
homes,  and  that4n  consequence  of  the  great  distance  they  had  to  travel, 
and  the  exdibltaot  rates  charged  for  everything  on  their  route,  it  cost  each 
of  them  over  three  hundred  dollars  to  reach  this  State. 

In  consequence  of  the  non-compliance  with  the  order  of  General  Pope, 
these  men  were  not  only  compelled  to  serve  six  months  more  than  they 
ahould  have  done,  but  they  have  been  subjected  to  unreasonable  hardship 
and  pecuniary  loss  of  over  two  hundred  dollars  each,  necessarily  expended 
by  them  for  transportation  that  should  have  been  provided  by  Ihe 
Government 

I  therefore,  in  view  of  all  the  focts  and  circumstances  connected  with 
their  case,  most  respectfully  but  urgently  ask  that  an  allowance  as  com- 
mntation  of  transportation  be  ordered  paid  to  these  officers  and  men  so 
mustered  out  and  paid  in  Utah,  and  that  the  amount,  if  allowed,  shall  not 
be  leu  than  that  represented  to  have  been  paid  by  them  on  that  account. 

I  enclose  you  herewith  a  report  of  the  AdJuUnt  General  of  the  State, 
containing  a  fhli  statement  of  the  matter,  and  embodying  all  the  official 
docaments  and  other  papers  in  relation  thereto,  to  which  I  most  respectftiUy 
invita  yonr  atttotlon. 
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Iq  eoadosioD,  I  beg  leave  to  anvre  yoa  that  the  mlamage  of  tbeao  men 
iB  much  regretted  by  me,  and  I  would  be  mach  gratifled  on  eeelog  Jnaiioe 
done  them.  It  has  created  mach  sympathy  tbr  them  throoghoat  the  State, 
and  has  Justly  engendered  much  dlssatlsfkctlon  nith  those  who  haye  been 
instnmental  in  bringing  it  about,  and  a  strong  fMing  prevalle  generaUy 
that  officers  who  act  so  regardless  of  orders  and  the  interest  and  weUkne  of 
men  who  hare  suffered  every  hardship  and  periled  their  lives  (br  the  cormtry 
in  its  recent  struggle  (br  national  existence,  should  not  escape  pmiishment 
or  public  reprimand,  officially  and  severely  administered.

Tour  letter  has  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary,  and  I  am  directed  by 
him  to  inform  you  that  he  cannot  accede  to  your  request  for  commutation 
of  transportation,  the  officers  and  men  having  already  received  the  allow- 
ances in  fUU,  as  fixed  by  law.  (Please  see  the  act,  approved  July  XSd, 
1861,  section  6,  promulgated  in  War  Department  Greneral  Order  No.  49, 
series  of  1861,  firom  this  Office.) 

Tour  letter  with  the  Repprt  of  the  Sute  Adjutant  Greneral  as  an  enclo- 
sure has  been  refinrred  to  Mijor  General  Pope,  through  the  Headquarters  of 
Mi^r  Gen.  Sherman,  commanding  the  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi, 
endorsed  as  follows:

The  claim  having  been  promptlj  and  properly  presented  to 
OoDgrcss  by  the  Senators  and  GongresHindu  from  this  State, 
ever  trne  to  the  interest  of  the  soldier,  they  determined  that  it 
should  be  secured,  and  justice  done,  and  therefore  combined 
their  inflaence  and  effort  for  that  purposo,  and  with  CDmmend* 
able  zeal  and'  great  ability,  and  by  clcso  attention  and  mucA 
tact,  procured  tbo  passage  of  tbe^foII:)wing  euautment: 

.**And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  13  liereby  appropriated  for  the 
payment  of  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  mcmbeps  of  the  First  Regiment 
of  Michigao  Cavalry  from  the  place  in  Utah  Territory  whore  they  were 
mustered  oat  of  service,  in  ilio  year  18C6,  to  the  place  ot  tlfeir  enrollment, 
a  sum  safhclent  to  allow  to  each  mombcr  $325,  deducting  therefrom  the 
amount  paid  to  each  for  commutation  of  travel,  pay  aud  subalstonce,  by 
the  Government,  when  thu3  mustered  out,  and  that  the  accounts  be  settled 
aad  paid  nnder  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War." 

The  above  allows  to  each  member  of  the  regiment  mustered 
oat  and  paid  in  Utah,  in  1866,  ab^ut  $210,  which  amoant  is 
Qow  being  paid  by  the  Government  to  those  entitled  to  it. 

Barlyin  Jane,  1865,  and  prior  to  the  retarn  to  the  State  of 
the  first  troops  from  the  field,  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Detroit  for  the  parpose  of  taking  measures  to  provide  for  the 
returning  Miohigan  regiments  suoh  refreshments  and  attention  ' 
as  they  might  stand  in  need  of,  on  their  arrival  in  the  city;  and 
the  following  oommittees  were  appointed:

By  the  gratuitous  and  attentive  services  of  these  Commit- 
tees,  aided  by  a  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  sustained 
by  the  liberal  contributions  of  the  citizens,  so  generously  made, 
the  object  was  most  successfully  accomplished,  and  from  Jane 
4th,  1865,  up  to  June  10th,  1866,  14,510  Michigan,  and  8,60& 
Wisconsin  troops,  bad  been  received  and  entertained. 

B.  N.  Bice,  Esq.,  Superintendent  Michigan  Central  Bailroad,. 
with  his  accustomed  liberality  and  kindne^^s,  permitted  the 
Oommittees  to  use  the  upper  story  of  the  freight  house  of  the 
Michigan  Central  Bailroad,  which  was  properly  fitted  up  as  a 
dining-hall,  and  appropriately  decorated. 

At  Jackson,  a  rendezvous  for  returned  troops,  like  arrange- 
ments  were  generously  and  liberally  made  by  the  citizens,  and 
during  the  time  specified  above,  10,659  Michigan  troifps  had 
been  received  and  entertained  in  a  like  manner  as  at  Detroit. 

The  following  Official  Beport  of  tthe  Hon.  Jamts  M.  Ed-

The  report  of  the  transftctlons  of  this  ABtooiation,  which  it  was  intended 
to  make  at  the  aoniTersary  of  its  organisation,  in  the  latter  part  ot  De- 
cember, 1865,  has  been  delayed  Trom  time  to  time  tili  this  day,  partly  with 
a  riew  ot  making  a  final  report,  and  winding  np  its  aflkirs,  and  partly  on 
account  of  the  pressing  nature  of  the  official  duties  of  the  indiyidnals  now 
composing  the  Association,  and  especially  of  those  who  constitute  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Although  the  war  was  brought  to  a  close  more  than  a  year  ago,  there 
has  ifcarcely  been  a  day  since  that  calls  have  not  been  made  upon  the 
officers  of  the  Association,  either  for  material  assistance,  or  for  aid  and 
advice  In  the  prosecution  of  claims  growing  out  of  the  military  service. 
To  the  latter,  the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  especially  charged  with 
this  duty,  has  promptly  responded,  and  In  cases  appearing  to  be  meritorious, 
material  aid  has  always  been  afforded. 

The  foilowing  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  give  particular  information  as 
to  the  amount  of  fands  received,  where  flrom,  and  how  used.  We  sulnnit 
this,  our  report  of  transactions  for  the  years  1865  and  1866,  up  to  the 
above  date:

The  aggregate  of  cash  receipts  during  the  last  year  reached  a  higher 
igure  than  at  any  similar  period  in  the  history  or  the  Association.  The 
ateady  Increase,  from  year  to  year,  in  the  amount  ot  contributions  from 
the  people  of  our  State,  is  gratlQlng,  as  showing  tbat  in  proportion  as  the 
work  of  the  Association  was  more  generally  Icnown,  through  the  testimony 
ofoarnUmBd  BO)Ci\en,  the  better  was  it  esteemed  and  appreciated. 


Tte  iplaidld  eoDtribatlOM  of  the  elUitni  of  OnUmigoo  Oovntj,  tnd 
tbe  aeknowladgmentofUie  Mune,  hATe  already  been  pobUsbed  to  the  Amo- 
^ation  a&d  to  our  State.  I  will  not  further  refer  to  it  than  to  repeat  that. 
In  proportion  to  the  population  of  the  locality  contribaUng,  the  liberalltj 
of  the  donon  ia  without  a  parallel,  unless  in  the  generosity  of  their  neigh- 
l>ors,  the  ladies  of  the  Tillage  of  Hancock.  Their  remittance  of  $2,442  25 
was  sent  on  the  8th  of  May,  and  appears  to  haTe  been  lost  or  stolen.  We 
fUled  to  receive  notioe  of  the  transmission  of  the  drafts  until  July,  when 
I  Immediately  took  measures  to  stop  payment  to  improper  persons,  and  to 
secure  the  money  for  the  Association.  Just  as  the  negotiation  was  nearly 
completed,  the  original  letter  and  drafts  came  to  hand  in  an  envelope 
directed  and  post-marked  at  Detroit 

Referring  to  disbursements,  the  largest  item,  that  of  **  Expenditures  fbr 
Jfichigan  soldiers  in  and  around  Washington,*'  includes  many  purchases 
for  soldiers  in  the  Eastern  and  Western  armies  during  the  time  they  were 
encamped  near  the  city.  It  also  includes  the  salaries  of  the  lady  agents  of 
the  Society.  During  previous  years  they  had  received  no  more  than  barely 
enough  to  pay  their  expenses  for  board.  Having  an  abundance  of  means 
to  meet  all  the  calls  of  our  soldiers,  the  Executive  Committee  thought  it 
proper  to  pay  their  visiting  agents  more  liberally,  and  to  present  to  each 
of  them  one  month's  salary  in  advaace,  on  the  occasion  of  their  leaving 
the  employ  of  the  Association. 

The  next  largest  amount  of  expenditure  was  for  the  Michigan  Home. 
For  an  account  of  its  establishment  and  its  operations,  I  would  refer  to  the 
Secretary,' under  whose  immediate  supervision  most  of  the  expenditures 
for  this  purpose  were  made. 

After  the  closing  victories  of  the  war,  the%reat  armies  of  Grant  and 
Sherman  w^re  encamped  about  the  city  for  several  weeks  preparatory  to 
being  mustered  out  of  the  service. 

The  Government  thought  it  best  not  to  pay  the  men  untU  they  had 
arrived  at  their  homes.  This  policy  was  undoubtedly  the  best,  everything 
considered,  but  was  the  cause  of  many  individual  cases  of  hardship.  The 
rations  of  the  army  were  poor,  and  very  many  of  Sherman's  army  suffered 
from  want  of  vegetables.  Supplies  of  potatoes,  pickles,  butter,  dried 
apples,  tobacco,  etc,  were  purebred  and  distributed  among  all  the 
Michigan  raiments  of  both  armies. 

For  the  purpose  of  visiting  regiments  and  hospitals  at  a  distance.  It  was 
thought  to  be  the  most  economical  to  purchase  a  horse  and  buggy,  at  a 
cost  of  $250.    These  were  sold,  after  we  had  done  with  them,  for  $220. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  congratulate  the  Association  on  the  termina- 
tion of  our  benevolent  work,  and  to  assure  them  that  the  care  and  economy 
exercised  In  making  purchases  and  expenditures  In  former  years,  have  also 
governed  the  outlays  during  the  past  year.  I  hope  I  may  be  pardoned  a 
little  vanity  (n  stating  that  during  the  four  yean  UiallYiV?^  tk^\A^  viVt^^ 
81 
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Treasarar  of  Um  AMoeiftUoD»  I  have  parlbrined  a  Ttry  laiga  anmut  of 
labor  io  an  axtODiive  oorrespoiideDce,  making  porehaies,  collcoUng^  ktap- 
Ing  the  books;  aod  that  aaide  from  the  labora  which  I  hare  ftetly  giveo 
Ibr  the  caoae  io  which  we  haye  been  mataaltj  engaged,  the  ruponsibUUp 
Gl  holdlog  and  ditbcuning  in  smali  amounU  the  money  placed  in  my  bandi 
baa  been  no  trifling  care  and  rltk. 

I  am  now  prepared  to  mrrender  my  charge  according  to  the  pleainre  of 
the  ABBodation,  and  In  doing  so  I  deiire  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
inspect  my  acooonta  and  Tonchen.

R  ooDtaioed  maoy  who  were  personally  known  to.  the  citizens  of  Hlcbigan 
tben  residents  of  Wasbiogton,  and  this,  wiib  Ihe  noble  cause  In  which  they 
i7ere  enlisted,  soon  aroosed  a  deep  feeling  of  tViendsbip  between  the  mem- 
toers  of  the  regiment  and  all  those  hailing  lh>m  the  same  State.  This 
friendship  was  manifested  by  varloos  and  nnmerons  acts  of  kindness  and 
appreciation.  Among  them,  special  solicitode  for  all  in  the  service  whose 
Ikiling  health  made  demands  opon  this  feeling  for  those  attentions  which 
were  impossible  in  the  then  Inexperienced  and  unprepared  state  of  the 
hospital  service. 

For  the  first  few  months  the  efforts  made  to  relieve  and  comfort  those  of 
cor  friends  in  the  service  were  unorganized,  and  though  throwing  great 
latH>r  upon  the  few  engaged,  hardly  kept  pa^e  with  the  growing  demands 
Incident  to  the  rapid  iDcrease  of  the  army.  The  battle  of  Bull  Run,  in 
which  onr  friends  suffered  severely,  aroosed  aflresh  the  sympathy  of  all 
whose  hearts  beat  honestly  for  the  country,  and  demonstrated  the  utter 
inadequacy  of  the  Government  preparation  for  any  such  sudden  emergency. 
II  seemed  impossible  for  the  public  authorities  at  this  time  to  appreciate 
the  necessity  of  ample  preparations  for  the  wouDded  and  sick.  Their 
attentions  seemed  constantly  directed  to  the  increase  of  the  army  by  new 
enlistments.  The  importanco  of  providing  for  its  health  was  but  slowly 
admitted,  and  hardly  admitted  at  all  until  il  became  evident  that  the  r&nks 
could  only  be  kept  up  by  such  provisions. '  To  reach  this  point  and  this 
degree  ol  preparation,  required  the  experience  of  an  entire  campaign. 
The  consequence  was,  that  there  was  all  the  time  an  urgent  call  we  might 
almost  say  an  imperative  demand,  for  volunteer  aid.  Such  aid  was  cor- 
dially given,  but  yet  fell  short  of  what  was  absolutely  essential.  It  became 
apparent  that  we  could  no  longer  meet  the  demand  upon  us  by  individual 
and  unorganized  edort.  Wo  must  have  eyatem,  and  an  assignment  of 
duties.  We  must  have  contributions  far  beyond  the  means  of  the  small 
number  of  Michi<2:an  citizens  tben  hero.  These  urgent  demands  so  pressed 
upon  us,  that  the  citizens  of  Micliigan  thou  in  the  District  assembled  for 
consultation,  and  the  result  was  the  organization  of  the  Michigan  Soldiers' 
Bcliel  Association,  then  composed  of  a  set  of  officers  and  an  Executive 
Committee.  It  claimed  as  its  members  all  citizens  of  the  State,  residents 
of  the  District,  and  the  Michigan  delegation  in  Congress.  The  Association 
commenced  by  levying  a  tax  upon  its  members,  which  was  frequently 
repealed  during  the  llrtit  fow  montlis  of  its  existence,  and  has  been  resorted 
to  for  emergencies  from  lliat  limt^  U)  tlio  present. 

Tliisorg.uiizaiiun  was  ilie  lirat  i»r  the  kind  in  the  field  upon  the  Atlantic 
elopo,  ai,d  Llie  last  to  leavo  it.     IiS  history,  so  far  as  it  has  not  been  * 
wriiicn,  will  bo  brii-lly  a.lu.led  to  in  tlio  following  pages.

The  AsfodaUon  lutTlDg  been  thos  organiied,  it  was  called  into  ftiU  ae- 
tlTlty  in  May,  18M,  after  the  Army  of  Uie  Potomac  had  made  a 
commencement  of  Ita  Peolnaalar  Campaign. 

The  battle  of  Willlamaburg,  in  which  eeveral  of  oar  regimenta  partlci* 
imted,  filled  the  hoapltala  of  Baltimore  and  Fortreia  Monroe  with  wounded 
men;  and  from  thia  time  forward  to  the  c\<fBB  of  the  war,  the  whole 
energies  of  the  Aaaociallon  have  been  taxed  to  their  atmoat  limits. 

By  referring  to  the  reports  of  our  operations  for  1862,  18((S,  and  18M,  it 
will  be  s«en  tbat'onr  means  were  limited;  bat  as  the  services  of  the  indi- 
Tidnal  members  of  the  Association  have,  In  all  cases,  been  gratnltoos,  and 
always  cheerfhliy  rendered,  the  money  we  had  was  used  in  auch  a  way  as 
secnred  the  greatest  amount  of  rellefl 

In  the  year  1862,  the  first,  in  fact,  of  our  activity,  the  whole  amount  of 

money  received  flrom  all  sources  was, $2,16a  13 

Expended, / i,M5  84 

In  1863, 2,850  39 

Expended, 2,037  61 

In  1864, a,  779  78 

Expended, 6,488  48 

This  Is,  of  coarse,  exclusive  of  specific  contributions  of  clothing  and 
hospital  stores  alwi^s  liberally  famished  by  the  soldiers*  aid  aocletlea 
through  the  State,  and  which  we  endeavored  to  apply  faithfully  to  the 
pnrposdk  Intended. 

In  the  summer  and  fall  of  1862,  after  the  dreadful  closing  battles  of  the 
Penlnsala,  and  the  disastrous  campaign  of  Gen.  Pope,  the  whole  city  of 
Washington  became  a  vast  hospltaL 

The  public  building^,  the  cburcbes,  and  maoy  private  residences,  were 
made  receptacles  of  wounded  and  sick  soldiers. 

Scattered  all  through  these  our  own  brave  men  lay  and  languished,  and 
many  died.  But  we  are  assured  that  the  kind  otflcos  of  the  members  of 
this  Association  assuaged  their  pains,  and  carried  relief  to  all  wlttiin  their 
reach ;  and  doubtless  many  owe  their  recovery  to  those  special  attentions, 
impossible  to  be  secured  from  the  assistants  detailed  for  the  care  of  sick 
and  wounded  men  in  hospital.  During  the  fall  of  1862  something  like 
system  was  Inauguiated  by  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Government, 
commensurate  with  the  magnitude  ol  the  exigency.  Columbia  College 
was  made  a  pernlanent  hospital.  Carver,  Finley,  Mouul  Pieosaut,  Emery, 
and  subsequently  Douglas,  Stanton,  Campbell,  Harewood,  and  Lincoln, 
were  provided  with  ample  accommodations  Tor  twenty  thousand  patients; 
and  in  1863,  with  the  hospitals  in  Alexaudria.  Baltimore,  Philadelphia, 
New  York,  Annapolis,  Frederick,  and  other  places  north,  the  whole  oper- 
ations of  the  Medical  Department  assumed  something  like  order,  efficiency 
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and  permaoeDey,  and  it  became  seceesary  fbr  ns  to  employ  agenti  nibo 
eoald  give  their  whole  time  to  the  work. 

Mrs.  Brainard  was  early  engaged,  and  perhaps  the  first  among  oar  regu- 
lar workers— she  certainly  was  the  last  to  leave.  Her  services  were  In- 
Taluable,  and  have  never  been  fhlly  appreciated  and  acknowledged.  The 
services  of  If  Iss  Wheelook,  Mrs.  Barnard,  Mrs.  Mahan,  Mrs.  Gridley,  Mrs. 
Plom,  Mrs.  Johnson,  Mrs.  Hall,  the  Misses  Bnll,  Miss  Ozier,  and  others, 
who  have  labored  in  the  field  4tnd  hospitals  nnder  the  aasplces  of  this  As- 
sociation, have  all  richly  earned  the  thanks  ot  the  people  of  Michigan,  and 
especially  of  the  thousands  of  soldiers  who  received  their  kind  ministra- 
tions. Their  reports  are  necessarily  exclnded  for  want  of  space.  In  the 
sommerof  1863,  the  battles  around  Fredericksbarg,  and  those  of  the  cam- 
paign of  Geo.  Meade's  army  in  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
crowning  carnage  at  Gettysburg,  absorbed  our  entire  energies. 

Oar  agents  were  early  at  their  work,  and  remained  as  long  as  there  was 
soflerin;^  to  be  relieved. 

In  1864,  the  bloody  straggles  ot  the  Wilderness  and  Spotsylvania,  and 
the  daily  conflicts  daring  those  forty  days  of  Grant's  persistent  advance 
to  Richmond,  again  filled  the  hospitals  around  TTashlngton,  and  gave 
ample  employment  to  our  agents  and  the  members  ot  the  Association,  and 
drew  upon  oar  means  so  Ibai  we  were  well  nigh  exhausted. 

It  U  due  to  ourselves  to  acknowledge  the  generous  co-operation  ot  the 
Christiau  and  Sanitary  Commissions  during  this  summer.  To  the  former 
we  have  ever  been  indebted  fur  the  most  generous  consideration  and  liber* 
aliiy ;  and  to  the  latter  for  extraordinary  kindness  in  furnishing  our  agents, 
Mrs.  Brainard  and  Mrs.  Mahan,  with  valuable  and  much  needed  supplies  f 
to  the  amount  of  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  in  three  months,  and  at 
a  time  when  our  own  were  exhausted. 

On  the  Ist  of  January,  1865,  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  $1,291.30  ' 
available  tunds  on  hand.  This  amount  was  soon  after  increased  by  the 
most  liberal  contribnttons  from  several  associations  and  individuals  in 
Michigan,  and  especially  from  the  noble  hearted  people  of  the  Lake  Snpe* 
rlor  region,  till  our  whole  receipts  for  the  year  1865,  including  the  sum  on 
band,  amounted  to  $14,914.24. 

With  the  prospect  of  a  campaign  of  unexampled  activity,  on  the  south 
side  of  Richmond,  by  the  combined  armies  of  Generals  Grant  and  Butler, 
and  the  reasonable  anticipation  of  a  stout  and  protracted  resistance  on 
the  part  of  the  rebel?,  we  early  made  preparations  for  meeting  promptly 
the  demands  that  would  most  likely  bo  made  upon  our  Association.  We 
established  a  magazine  of  supplies  at  City  Point,  and  sent  thither  an  ef- 
fective  lurce  to  receive  and  provide  for  such  as  should,  in  tho  coming 
stru^fgle,  tie  sent  back  disabled.  We  also  established  in  Washington  a 
*'  Home, '  where  our  men  in  passing  could  iind  shelter  for  anight,  without 
being  thrown  Into  the  bad  associations  ot  the  city.

It  bad  long  been  felt  tbat  saoh  an  asjlam  was  needed,  and  we  bad  been 

preyented  from  establlsblDg  one  cblefljr  from  scarcity  of  means.  Tbis  ob- 
jection no  longer  existed,  iftid  the  association  rented  and  (brDisbedahonso 
witb  comfortable  and  cheap  farnllare,  engaged  a  competent  matron,  and 
from  April  1st  to  September  Ist,  1865,  were  able  to  provide  for  the  woanded 
and  sick  a  comfortable  resting  place.  The  whole  expenditure  in  this  enu 
terprise,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  Report,  was  $2,676.38,  diminisbed 
by  the  snn  of  $507.30  received  for  fnrnitare^  &&,  on  breaking  up  lb« 
boose— making  the  whole  expense  $2,168.08. 

The  sadden  and  anexpected  ^collapse  of  the  rebellion,  and  the  reeall  ot 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  the  arriyal  of  Sherman's  grand  oolomna  la 
Washington,  worn  and  fatigued  ^by  the  longest  and  moel  remarkable  nutfob 
yet  recorded,  imposed  new  work  upon  us. 

Our  returned  regiments  were  visited  by  our  agents,  and  supplied  vtlh 
much  needed  vegetables,  pickles,  tobacco,  bread,  &c.,  to  the  amount  of 
$4,000.  Our  force  was  withdrawn  from  City  Point,  and  famished  ample 
employment  here  till  the  armies  were  disbanded  and  sent  home. 

At  the  **  Home,"  daring  the  month  or  Jane,  all  were  received  who  came. 
GoL  PriLcbard*8  detail  f^r  Jefl*.  Davis*  body  guard  was  lod^eJ  and  feasted. 
The  records,  imporfect  though  they  arc,  have  the  nansos  of  aboui  8,000 
who  took  oue  or  more  inoali  under  the  roof  and  at  the  tables  or  tlie 
"noma,"  laithdilly  and  ably  conduclod  by  llio  Matron,  Mr?.  Van  Boskcrck, 
whoso  executive  ability,  industry,  and  lidclity  cannot  be  too  highly 
comm&Qded. 

Thoaccountsof  tbo  <<IIomd**  stiow  tbat  as  many  as  72!>  meals  were 
served  In  a  day,  and  tbo  l)read  consumod  averaged  irom  300  to  425  loaves 
a  day  for  many  days.  Above  all  tho  labor  and  care  bestowed  upon  this 
house,  tlie  matron  bad  especial  eare  of  ten  or  fifteen  patients  at  Douglas 
and  Stanton  hospitals,  near  iho  house,  for  two  months,  visiting  them  dai^, 
and  furnishing  tbcm  witb  delicacies. 

The  Executive  Committee  desire  here  to  acknowledge  thulr  obligation  to 
all  the  agents  who  have  bden  employed,  for  devotion  to  their  dutie?,  and 
to  all  members  ef  tbo  Association  for  cheerful  co-operation  In  the  work  in 
which  we  have  t>oen  engaged  during  the  bloody  struggle  now  passed. 

All  the  services  rendered  by  the  Association  have  been  entirely  gratui- 
tous, and  the  agents  have  labored  for  little  more  than  actual  expenses. 
The  motives  of  all,  it  fs  believed,  wore  patriotic  and  humane;  and  tbo  only 
reward  sought,  or  desired,  was  tho  consciousness  of  having  discharged 
well  the  duties  imposed  by  tho  exigency.  ^Ve  have  at  least  endeavoi*ed 
weU. 

To  the  individuals  and  associations  nt  home  who  have  so  nobly  sup- 
ported us  with  contributions  of  money  and  material,  and  sarely  not  least, 
with  their  encouraging  words  of  commendation  and  counsel,  we  desire  to 
say,  that  your  noble  efforts  in  behalf  ot  the  brave  and  self-sacrificing  yonng 
men  who  have  glvea  tbebr  senrices^  suffered  toils,  hunger  and  thirst*  an- 
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covDtered  doDgMrs  and  disease,  and  death,  for  the  perpetuation  of  tlie 
GoTemment,  in  defense  of  liberty,  and  in  the  caaae  of  hamanity,  have  no 
parallel  In  the  annals  of  tiie  world. 

If  there  can  be  any  compensations  In  each  a  war  as  we  hare  Jnat 
emerged  from,  the  chief  most  be  soaght  io  the  grand  oatponring  of  gener- 
ODB  hnmaniiies  all  over  the  entire  ioyal  portion  of  the  eonntry,  in  endeavor- 
ing to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  soldier,  and  assnage  his  sufferings. 

Happily,  the  war  is  ended.  The  grand  armies  that'  Ibnght  its  battles 
have  returned  to  their  families  and  to  peacefal  pnrsoits.  Too  many,  alas  I 
liave  foand  their  last  resting-place  far  from  kindred  and  from  home.  They 
Ibond  bloody  graves  in  a  hostile  land.  Their  memories  live  In  the  hearts 
d  agratefol  people,  saved  by  their  devotion  and  valor. 

All  honor  to  the  dead  hero;  his  wife  and  children  demand  oar  care,  and 
niiiat  not  be  forgotten  or  neglected.

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Trnasurcr,  Z.  Moses,  Esq.,  lias,  by 
his  faithfal  and  laborious  porformanco  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  In 
rccelvini^,  licepinjr,  and  disbursing  the  funds  of  lbi3  Association  daring 
the  fiyo  years  of  its  active  existence,  wiihout  compensation,  and  wiLbout 
loss,  well  earned  iho  thanks  of  the  Aseoclalion  and  its  friends. 

An  official  communication,  to  be  found  lo  the  Appendix  to  this  Report, 
was  presented  from  Dr.  Duffleld,  President  of  the  Board  of  Truj.tees  of 
Harper  Hospital,  giving  a  history  of  its  origin  and  objects,  and  pledging 
the  Trustees  to  use  faithfully  fiil  such  sums  as  should  be  donated  for  that 
eepecia!  object,  to  the  care  and  support  of  disabled  Michigan  soldiers 
seeking  an  asylum  at  tho  Hospital. 

Thereupon  the  following  resolution  was  offered  and  unanimously  passed, 
to-wlt: 

^^Besolved,  That  of  tho  surplus  funds  of  this  Association,  the  sum  of  one 
thoQsand  dollars  be  donated  to  the  Trustees  of  Harper  Hospital,  at  Pe- 
troii,  Michigan,  to  be  by  them  used  iii  the  care  and  maintenance  ot  such 
disabled  Michigan  soldiers  as  may  from  time  to  time  become  its  Inmates."

DB4K  Sib:  la  reply  to  your  kind  ioqairies,  I  write  In  the  name  aad  on 
belialf  of  the  TroBteee  ot  the  Harper  Hospital,  of  thla  d^,  the  jbUowing 
ofllelal  statement,  tIs.:  The  Trasteee  are  seyen  In  nnmher,  possessiog 
corporate  powers,  nnder  a  charter  granted  hy  the  State  of  Xlchlgan,  txt 
tblr^  years. 

The  instltntion  originated  in  the  donation  by  the  gentleman  whose  name 
it  bears,  of  lands,  which  have  been  sold  and  proceeds  invested  In  secnritlei 
at  7  per  cent  interest,  ont  of  which  the  snm  of  $1,200  in  annoltles  have  to 
be  paid  daring  his  lifetime--one-hair,  and  the  other  half  to  an  old  lady  who 
donated  the  gronnd,  or-flve  acres  of  it,  in  which  the  baildings  are  erected. 
No  other  rerenne,  as  yet,  exists,  though  it  is  iMlieyed  that  volantary 
sabscriptlons  and  pay  patients  will  soon  Income  available  rsMorees. 

The  present  reliable  revenue  flrom  its  own  Ihnds  does  not  mneh  exceed 
$1,000,  ii  80  much,  dedacting  expenses  for  repairs,  taxes,  &c 

The  objects  of  the  institation,  as  stated  in  the  roles  and  regnlaUons, 
that  will  soon  be  published,  are— 

1st.  An  hospital  for  the  reception  of  the  more  extreme  and  dangerous 
cases  of  indigent  sick,  as  far  as  means  are  provided  for  their  medical 
treatment  and  care. 

2d.  Also  for  the  medical  treatment^  nursing,  and  care  of  sick  patients 
who  may,  for  reasonable  compensation,  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 
it  may  extend  to  them. 

3d.  An  hotel  for  invalids,  who  may  obtain  the  comforts  of  a  hone,  and 
the  advantages  of  medical  skill  and  nursing,  at  a  moderate  and  reasonable 
expense;  and  especially  for  the  brave  invalids  and  disabled  soldiers  pi  the 
State  of  Michigan  who  have  been  honorably  discharged,  and  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  instltntion. 

4th.  A  department  for  the  oenefit  of  lying-in  women,  who  may  seek  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  nursing  and  medical  skill  adapted  to  their  condi- 
tion, to  be  afforded  for  reasonable  compensation,  according  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board. 

5th.  A  surgical  department  for  the  treatment  of  patients  who  may  be 
suffering  from  wounds,  or  disease,  or  Injuries,  or  requiring  amputation  of 
limbs,  and  the  use  of  Instruments  in  the  hands  of  skilirul  performers. 

6th.  Tbe  department  for  the  relief  and  care  of  that  class  of  aiseases  for 
which  resort  is  too  commonly  bad  to  inexperienced,  uneducated  quacks, 
and  the  impositions  of  empirics,  who  rob  their  patients  and  effect  no 
permanent  cure. 
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7tb.  The  eleration  and  adTancement  of  medical  science  and  practice,  in 
connectloo  with  and  by  means  of  clinical  lectares  and  instniction. 

Boards  of  attending  and  consnlting  physicians  have  been  organized, 
comprising  foar^ physicians  and  four  surgeons. 

The  determination  of  the  Trustees  Is  to  provide  for  the  wants,  both  pres-  . 
ent  and  fhtore,  of  disabled  soldiers,  as  far  as  they  will  be  fhrnished  with 
the  necessary  means.  There  are  at  present^  and  have  been  from  its 
oiganization/fnHn  twenty-five  to  fifty,  averaging  about  thirty-six  disabled 
soldiers,  under  the  care  of  the  institution,  and  furnished  with  comfortable 
board  and  lodging,  and  conveniences  of  a  home. 

The  flinds  for  this  purpose  have  been  moneys  paid  to  the  Board  of  Tms- 
tees  for  that  purpose  by  the  public,  and  the  society  organized  during  the 
war  for  sanitary  purposes  and  establishing  a  Soldiers'  Home,  which  fhnds 
have  not  been  expended,  and  may  be  available  till. the  meeting  of  the  next 
Legislature,  when  it  is  believed  that  the  State  of  Michigan  will  make  pro> 
virion  fbr  the  support  of  her  gallant  wounded  sons,  as  fkvored  pensioners, 
and  not  as  paupers,  in  the  reception  of  private  charity. 

The  buildings  generously  granted  by  the  United  States  Government  to 
the  Trustees  furnish  no  revenue.  The  grounds  furnish  the  summer 
vegetables  needed,  by  proper  cuitivalloD,  and  nothing  more. 

The  Trustees  will  tbankfuUy  receive  and  faithfully  appropriate,  for  the 
benefit  of  sick  and  disabled  soldiers,  whatever  ftmds  may  be  pat  into  their 
hands. 

Soldiers  discharged,  not  wisbiog  a  permanent  home,  or  needing  it,  have 
often,  when  taken  ill  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  or  needing  surgical  aid, 
had  themselves  conveyed  to  the  Hospital  and  been  successfully  treated. 
The  last  days  of  not  a  few,  incurable  from  consumption,  have  been  rendered 
comfortable  as  they  passed  down  to  the  grave.

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From  the  oommenoement  of  the  war  np  to  the  mmter  out 
of  the  regixnentSy  the  baaiziese  of  this  office  had  been  inereaa- 
iDg  and  accomnlatiog,  and  it  was  found  impossible,  with  the 
force  emplojed,  to^acoomplish  more  than  to  keep  np  the  moat 
urgent  part  of  the  business,  lesTing  a  laige  amount  behind  at 
the  dose  of  the  war.  The  mnster-out  of  the  troopa  ereated  a 
great  addition  to  this,  and  the  recent  Bonntjr  Act  still  mo|:e. 
The  business  now  consists  in  entering  up  the  muster-out  rolls^ 
and  completing  the  records — ^giving  certificates  of  information 
therefrom  to  the  various  Departments  at  Washington,  to  claim 
agents,  soldiers  and  their  families,  throughout  the  State,  which 
cannot  be  obtained  from  aoy  other  source,  and  whijch  is  neces- 
sary for  the  settlement  of  soldiers'  pensions,  bounties,  olaima 
for  pay,  and  other  allowances;  also  giviog  information  to  the 
families  ol  deceased  soldiers  relative  to  the  time,  manner  and 
place  of  death,  which  requires  a  laborious  searchiog  of  the 
records,  and  a  very  large  correspondence,  all  of  which  still 
makes  the  business  of  the  office  very  heavy  and  arduous,  and 
it  cannot,  without  doing  much  is  justice  to  the  soldiers  and 
their  families,  be  lessened  for  some  time  yet. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Beport,  the  official  relations 
between  this  Department  and  Michigan  troops  in  the  field  have 
ceased;  and  it  is  but  justice  to  them,  and  becoming  me,  to 
state,  which  I  do  with  much  pride,  that  from  their  commence- 
ment to  their  dose,  these  relations,  both  with  the  officers  and 
men,  have  been  to  me  of  a  most  satisfactory  and  agreeable 
nature,  and  that  their  intercourse  with  this  office  hap  been  in 
keeping  with  that  high  reputation  which  they  acquired  in  the 
field  as  officers  and  soldiers,  and  which  they  now  sustain  aa 
dtizens  of  the  State. 

It  is  ini  to  the  officers  of  Midugan  troopa  to  state  that  da- 
ring the  war  Ihey  have  exhibited  a  disposition  on  their  part 
dieerfully  to  furnish  this  office  with  such  papers  and  reports 
as  were  deemed  necessary  to  secure  a  record  of  the  operations 
and  services  of  their  respective  commands,  and,  so  far  as  could 
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be  expected  under  the  ciroumstanoeBy  it  is  belieTed  this  has 
been  done,  entitling  them  to.the  gratitude  of  the  soldiera  and 
dtizena  of  the  State,  and  for  which  they  will  please  to  accept 
the  thanks  of  the  officers  of  this  Department 

To  the  people  of  Michigan  [thj  sincere  thanks  are  tender^ 
lor  the  promptness  and  wOlingness  with  which  they  responded 
to,  and  sustained  by  their  influence,  the  various  requests  and 
orders  issued  from  this  Department  during  the  war.  '^Iso^  for 
their  invariable  kindness  in  bearing  with  such  seeming  irreg- 
ularities and  inconsistencies  as  from  time  to  time  may  have 
arisen  in  an  extensive  office  bu^piess,  much  of  which  was  alike 
new  to  the  Department  and  ^io  them,  and  likewise  for  their 
general  courtesy  on  all  occasions.  For  the  noble  patriotism 
exhibited,  and  the  great  sacrifices  made  by  them  in  behalf  of 
their  country  during  a  trying'period  of  its  existence,  in  so  folly 
oomplying  with  all  the]  requirements  of  the  Government,  they 
have  received  the  praise  and  thanks  of  the  nation,  and  secured 
the  everlasting  gratitude  of  all  its  loyal  people. 

The  first  rebel  gun  fired  from]  Sumter,  the  tocsin  of  the  gi- 
gantic and  wicked  rebellion,  the  key  note  of  civil  war,  had 
been  heard  all  over  the  land,  the  national  banner  had  been  in- 
sulted by  the  fire  of  treason's  batteries,  and  struck  from  its 
proud  perch,  when  the  loyal  young  men  of  Michigan  sprung, 
as  if  by  magic,  to  arms,  to  defend  and  maintain  the  National 
Union  and  protect  its  flag,  to  sustain  the  honor  of  their  State, 
and  maintain  their  own  glorious  birth-right  as  freemen.  They 
vowed  to  Gh>d  and  their  native.land,  and  pledged  their  arms 
atad  their  lives,  that  the  beloved  flag  of  their  country  should 
again  wave  triumphantly  on  the  walls  of  Sumter,  and  dover 
every  State  and  inch  of  ground  in  the  Union,  and  that  the 
Republic  should  be  saved,  and  forever  preserved.  They  were 
honest  and  earnest  in^their  vows  and  pledges.  The  call  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  for  troops,  as  it  swept  over  the  wires  from 
land's  end  to  land's  end,  received  a  patriotic  and  prompt  re- 
sponse from  the  loyal  hearts  of  the  people  of  Michigan,  the 
ranks  of  her  battalions  were  filled  on  the  first  alarm,  the  privi- 
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l^ge  of  bettring  arms  in  them  being*  at  a  prenunm.  Wfth  re- 
markable promptness,  her  first  gallant  Regiment^  armed, 
dothed,  equipped  and  folly  appointed,  left  the  State  to  meet 
the  enemies  of  American  liberty,  the  first  to  reach  the  National 
Capitol  from  west  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains,  and  was  among 
the  first  troops  which  crossed  Long  Bridge,  into  Yirginiai  and 
composed  a  part  of  the  command  that  captured  Alexandria, 
the  first  city  taken  from  the  Bebels. 

Michigan  troops,  prominent  at  the  onset  of  the  rebellion, 
were  in  at  its  death.  They  were  amo^g  those  whp,  under  the 
command  of  the  braye  and  l%piented  Biohardson,  first  opened 
fire  on  the  rebels,  in  the  yicinity  of  Bull  Bun,  at  Blackburn's 
Ford.  They  were  with  Gen.  McClellan  in  West  Virginia,  in 
the  first  year  of  the  war,  and  were  in  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia  in  18G3,  and  daring  that  year  served  with  the  Army 
of  the  Potomac  on  the  Peuinsula  and  in  Maryland,  with  Gen. 
Banks  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  iu  Virginia  under  Gen.  Bum- 
side,  in  LouiBiana  under  Gen.  Butler,  and  in  Missouri  with 
Gen.  Pope  and  Col.  Mulligan. 

In  1863  they  bore  a  conspicuous  and  gallant  part  in  the  ever 
memorable  campaigns  under  Gen.  Hooker  in  Virginia,  and 
Gen.  Meade  in  Pennsylvania,  at  the  defense  of  Knoxville  by 
Gen.  Burnside,  at  the  capture  of  Vicksburg  by  Gen.  Grant,  and 
on  the  celebrated  Kilpatrick  raid  against  Bichmond.  They 
were  also  engaged  in  the  campaign  of  Gen.  Bosecrans  against 
Chattanooga,  and  were  actively  employed  in  the  field  at  vari- 
ous points  in  Tennessee,  Missi^ippi,  Kentucky  and  Louisiana, 
under  other  generals. 

];p  1864-5  they  were  with  Gen.  Grant  on  his  great  march 
against  Bichmond,  and  bravely  participated  in  most  of  the 
hard  fought  battles  of  that  eventful  campaign.  They  were 
also  with  Gen.  Sherman  on  his  remarkable  march  from  Chat- 
tanooga to  the  sea,  and  were  prominently  engaged  in  most  of 
his  memorable  and  successful  battle?,  and  with  Gen.  Sheridan 
in  his  matchless  encounters  with  the  enemy  in  the  valley  of 
the  Shenandoah,  where  their  sabres  flashed  in  every  battle. 
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Thej  took  part  in  the  gallant  defense  of  NashTille  hj  Qen. 
Thomas,  and  were  with  Generals  Stoneman  and  Wilson  on 
their  raids  into  North  Carolina  and  Georgia.  They  were  also 
at  the  capture  of  Mobile,  and  served  in  Texas  and  Utah 
Tenitoiy  daring  a  part  of  1866-6. 

Michigan  was  well  represented  at  the  sorrender  of  Lee  and 
Johnston— the  termination  and  death  of  the  rebellion,  and  a 
Miohigan  regiment  captured  the  President  of  the  so-called 
Gonfederaoy,  Jefferson  Davis,  in  his  inglorious  flight  to  escape 
deserved  punishment  for  his  infamous  treason  and  rebellion. 

In  all  the  campaigns  and  battles  in  which  they  have  been 
participants,  Michigan  troops  have  been  conspicuous  for  their 
bravery  and  gallant  services,  and  in  every  position  in  which 
they  have  been  placed  they  have  been  true,  self-sacrificing,  pa- 
tiently enduring  hardship,  privation  and  fatigue,  and  many  of 
them  have  suffered  death  from  exposure,  starvation  and  cruel 
torture  in  rebel  prisons,  and  many  more  by  rebel  bullets. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  war  until  its  end,  Michigan  sol- 
diers evinced  a  most  persistent  determination  to  fight  on,  until 
all  rebels  in  arms  against  the  government  should  be  conquered 
and  subdued,  and  if  needs  be,  utterly  destroyed,  so  that  their 
country  might  live.  That  determination  they  most  successfully 
carried  out;  they  met  the  enemy  in  his  "  last  ditch,"  and  he 
was  theirs;  they  compelled  him  to  lay  down  his  rebellious 
arms,  to  beg  for  quarter,  peace,  and  even  for  bread,  and  sub- 
mit, unconditionally,  to  the  terms  of  their  dictation.  Having 
done  that,  the  troops  of  Michigan  returned  to  their  homes,  as 
the  conquerors  of  the  enemies  of  their  country,  the  preservers 
of  their  Nation,  receiving  the  plaudits  and  gratitude  of  their 
fellow  countrymen,  and  of  every  friend  of  freedom  and 
humanity  throughout  the  world.
